The kinj Another mine was immediately earned on by

Huffcin placing himfclf in the centre with hu 
Moguls, Shaw Miraa on his nght with the Af 
ghans and Rajaputs, and Shere on his left with 
the Abafliniana and the horfe of Guierat, ad 
vanced to the charge, 

. „ The king hainng alfo drawn up his Cnall army 

m three diviCons, commanded bj their feveial 
officers, he pofted hunfcll with his body guard, 
confiftmg of a hundred horfc in the rear of the 
centre. The battle now being jomed with great 
fury on both Cdes, the king with his guard 
wheeled round his right Bank, and fell funouuy 
on the left flank of die enemy His troop 
ferving their kmg thus expofing himfelf m the 
midft of danger, made an uncommon effort of 
valor and charged the enemy fo warmly, ^t 
they repnlfcd them with great lofi.

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INVASION OF TIMUR-BEC. 

TiMUR-BEC, being informed of the commo- a.d 1397, 
tions and civil wars of India, began his expedition 
into that country, in the eight hundredth year of merianc 
the Higerah, and, on the twelfth of Mohirrim, JJmdoSan. 
in the following year, arrived on the banks of the 
Chule Jallali, one of the moft wefterly branches of 
the Indus. He immediately difpatched Noor ul 
Dien to difpoffefs Mubarick, who, on the part of 
the king of Delhi, had, in charge, the defence 
of the frontier diftrifrs. When Noor ul Dien 
had arrived within a few miles of Mubarick, he 
fummoned him to fubmit to Timur. But as the 
imperial general had previoufly retreated into 
a ftrong hold, on the bank of the river, round 
which he had drawn a ditch, forming the place 
into an ifland, he determined to defend himfelf 
to the laft.

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y« Noor ul Dim, however, ftrond mean*, npon

at night beifnffered a confidenble lofs, by a vio-

after bun The gamfon, after the departure of 
their leader, immediately forrendcrcd. 

T imnr proceeded down the nver to the conflux 
of the Jimboo and Chtnab, where there was a 
flrong fort and town, known by the name of 
Tulranbmi He ordered a bridge to be laid acrofe 
the nver by which his army might pils Hav 
mg pitched hu camp, ynthput the josm, he laid 
^ i'”'- it under a heavy contribuuon Bat whim the 
***^^1. mhabitants were verv bufy in coUefbne the film 
demanded, a complaint baiw made m the 
camp of the fcaraty of proviGons, orders were 
iflum to fare gram \i hoover it fhould be femnd 
The foldiers, upoh this, hallened to fearch the 
town, bot not bang content to take pronJkms 
alone, the natural confei^uence was, that a gene- 
ral plunder enfued The inhabitants, endea-vour 
ing to oppofe this outrage, were maHacred svith 
out mercy 

To befiege the citadel would but retard the 
defigna of Timur He therefore marched, the 
next day afta the maffimre, to a town called 
„ MU- bhiwnawate where hp found more grain than 
£«i- was fufiicicnt to ferve his whole army He there- 
fore ofdacd, tliat what could not be carried away 
fhould be burnt , having ptovioulty cut off Jif 
font, the brother of the pnnee of the Gickers, 
who had attempted to defend the place w ith two 

thou&nd 
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thoufand men. Timur marched, on the thirds d 1397 
day, irom Shawna-waze, and, crofling the Sea, 
came into a rich and plentiful country. 

It may not be improper lierc to fay fomething 
concerning the proceedings of the piincc, the 
grandfon of Timur, Pier Mahommed, after his 
having, as has been alieady mentioned, taken 
Moultan. The Solftitial rains having deftroyed 
a great part of his cavalry, in the field, he was 
under the neceflity of drawing his army into 
the city of Moultan. There he was driven 
the utmoft diftrefs by the inhabitants of thebToTSed 
country, who had clofely invefted him His 
valry, inftead of being able to acl againft them, 
diminifhed daily in their numbers, for w^ant 
of forage. 

In this untowai d fituation were the affairs of u relieved 
that prince, when his grandfather entered 
doftan. Timur immediately reinforced Mahom- 
med with a detachment of thirty thoufand chofen

horfe, and foon after joined him wdth his whole 
aimy. The prince cairied in his mind great ani- 
mofity againft the governor of Battenize, who 
had chiefly diftreffed him. Timur, to chaftife 
the governor, felecled ten thoufand horfe, witli 
which he marched direcdy towards him. When 
he reached Adjodin, he w'as fliewm the tomb of 
the learned Ferid, the poet, in refped to whofc 
memory he fpared the few inhabitants who re- 
mained in the -place, the greater part having fled 
to Delhi and Battenize. 

Timur continued then his march to Battenize, 
crofting the river of Adjodin, and encamping atmzc, 
Chalifkolc, from wdiich place, in one day, he 
marched one hundred miks to Battenize Upon 
his arrival, the' people of Debalpoor, and other 
adjacent -toyms, crOw^Ied into the place, in fuch 
numbers, that half of them were diivcn out, 
and obliged to take flieltcr under the walls. They ami 
‘ t B 2 -were 
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A D jw were there alUcked, the firft day, by the lan^, 
*" and fomc thoufanda of them flam Raw Chdhgi, 
who waj guvemor of the place, feemg the enemy 
fo few m number, drew out the gamibn, and 
formed them without the town, in order of bat 
tie. The Moguls, however, upon the firft onfct, 
drove him back within hia walls, white thekmg, 
in perfon, preffed fo hard upon the enemy's rear, 
that he poueffed himfelf of the gates before they 
could be fhut. Then dnnng the runaways fiom 
ftreet to ftreet, he became, in a few hours, in 
tirely mafter of the place, except thcatadel, to 
reduce which, he ordered a party immedutely 
to dilinount, and b^ui to undermme it 
^ ^ The gamfim defind to capitnlate, to which 
uknt Timur agreed , and the governor, having had an 
interview with the fang, prefented him with three 
hundred Arabian borles, and with many of the 
valuable cunoDoes of Hindoflan Hmur, m re 
turn honoured him with a chelat , and after the 
conditions were fettled, feut Sohman, Shch, and 
Omar Ulli, to take poflefikm of the gates, com 
manding them to flay all thole who bad taken re 
fuge m the place, and bad before been aftrve 
againll his grandfon Mahommed. The reft, af 
ter bang pundered, were ordered to be dif 
miffed 

t»i I In conrcquence of this inhuman order, five 
hundred perfont, in a few minutes, were put to 
death ihofe who remained ftiU within the fort, 
were lb ftruck with this mallacre, that they fet 
fire to the place, murdered their wives and tiild 
Ttn, and, m mere defpair, fought after nothing 
but revenge and death fhe Iccnc now became 
terrible' but the unfortunate mbabttsnts were, 
in the end, cut off to a man , they botrerer re 
1 enged themfelves amply upon the rapaaous and 
inhuman authors of thar diftrefi, feme thou 
finds of the Moguls having fallen bv thar handt 
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This fo much exafperated Timur, that firebrand a. d 1397 
of the world, that he ordered every foul in Bat- 
tenize to be maffacred, and to reduce the city it- 
felf to alhes. 

Timur, marching to Surufla, put the inhabi- several ci- 
tants of that place, alfo, to the fword, and gave Timu", 
the town up to pillage. Advancing to Fatteabad, and the in- 
he continued the fame fcene qf barbarity, through maflicS 
that, and the adjacent towns of Rahib, Amirani, 
and Jonah. He detached Hakim Agherack to- 
wards Sammana, with five thoufand horfe, and 
with the few that remained, he himfelf fcoured 
the country, and cut off a tribe of banditti called 
Jits, who had lived for fome years by rapine, fjis 
army, in the mean time, being divided under ^dif- 
ferent chiefs, carried fire and fword through all 
the provinces of Moultan and Lahore, but when 
they advanced near the capital, he ordered a ge- 
neral rendezvous at Keitil, a town within ten 
miles of Sammana. 

Timur himfelf foon joined his army, and hav- 
ing regulated the order of his march, advanced 
towards Delhi. AVhen he reached' Panniput, 
he ordered his foldiers to put on their fighting 
apparel * ; and, that he might be the better fup- 
plied with forage, croffed the Jumna, took the ^ 
fort of Lowni by aflault, and put the garrifon to 
the fword. He then, marched, down along the 
ver, and encamped oppofite to. the citadel of Del- 
hi, pofhng guards to prevent all communication. 

He immediately detached Soliman and Jehan to 
fcour the country behind him to the fouth and 
,fouth eaft of the city j whilft he himfelf that very 
day, with feven hundred horfe only, ciofled the rcconnoi- 
river to reconnoitre the citadel.

mad, 'iimdr forded the nver wlih.h5s army with 
out dppofitlon, and Tucanmed on the phnna of 
the city of Firoft, x partvsi Delhi , tihcri he cn 
trenched hlmfclf, filling the ditch with buffidoea 
fronting the enemy He faflened the buffaloes 
\nth ropes Ind fncqilets to their lUtions, plaan^ 
at the fame Utne, dlrofag ^naitli, at pfoper dit 
tancca, behmd them 

1 hough the allrologert pronounced the ftventh 
an unlucky day, the Jang marched out of bu 
lines, and drew up hia army in order of battle 
King Mahmood and Eckbal, with the army of 

Delhi, 
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Delhi, and one hundred and twenty elephants in-A d 1397 
mail, advanced towards him* But upon the very 
hrft charge of a fquadfon* called the Heroes of 
Ghighitta,’ the elephant-driveiS were difmounted, 
and the outrageous animals, deprived of their 
guides, ran roating back, and fpread terroi and 
confufion among their own ranks. The veteran 
troops of Timur, who had aheady conquered half 
the world, improved this advantage^ ahd the 
degenerate Hindoos were, in a few minutes, to- 
tally routed, without making one brave effort for feats the 
their country;, lives, and fortunes. The conque- 
ror purfued them, with great flaUghter, to the 
very gates of Delhi, near which he fixed his 
quarters* 

The confternation of the fugitives was fo great, 
that, not tiuftmg to their walls, Mahmood and 
.his minifter deferted, in the night, their capital ; 
the former flying^to Guzerdt, the latter taking defert 
the route of B'erren. Timur, having intelligence ‘ 
of their ffight, detached parti'e^ after themi, one 
of which coming up with' Mahmood, killed a 
great number of his 1 etinue^ and took his two 
infant fons, Seif uTDien and Choda Daad^ pri- 
foners. 1 imur received the fubmiflion of all the 
great men of the city, who.trowded to hi^ camp, 
and were promifed proteftion upon paying great 
conti ibutions , and, upon the Friday following", 
he ordered the royal proclamation. and titles to be 
read in his own name in all the mofques* Upon 
the fixteenth of the fame month he .placed guards 
at the gates, and appbinted ..the fciiveheis of the 
city, and magiftrates, to regulate the conti ibu- 
ticn according" to the w^ealth and rank of the in- 
habitants. Information was, in the mean time, 
lodged, that feveral omrahs and rich men had 
fhut themfelves up in their hbufeSi with their de- 
pendents, and retulpd to pay down their fliare oT 
the ranfom. This obliged Timur to fend troops 

into 
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into the aty, to enforce the authority of the mi- 

™'°' giftntes. A general conftifion, uproar, and 
plundering, unincdutely enfued, which could 
not be reftrained by the Mogul officen, who, at 
the lame tune, duril not acquaint the long that 
their authority wai contemned by the troops. 

Timur, according to his cnfiom after mcceft, 
was then bufy in hu camp, in celebrating a grand 
fdhval, on account of ba viftory, fo that it was 
Eve days before he received any inteUigence of 
thefe proceedings. The firft nodcc he had of 
them, was by the flames of the aty , for the Hm 
does, accordmg to their manner, fceme their 
vnvts and daughters ravdbed and polluted, tbeir 
wealth fcaed^ the hand of rapine, and they 
themOdves infnlted, beat, and abniid, at length, 
with one confcnt, Ihut the aty gates, let fire to 
their houfes, murdered thor wives and child 
dren, and jan out like madmen againft themene- 
mies. 

f But little effed had the defiialr of the unfottu 

*“ nate upon the Moguls, who loon coUeSed them 
felves, and b^an a general maflacre. Some 
ftreets were rendered impaflable, by the heaps of 
dead and, in the mean time, the gates being 
forced, the whole Mogul army were admitted 
Then followed a feene of horror, much eaCer to 
be imagined than defenbed. The defperatc con 
rage of the unfortunate Delhians, was at length 
ccwled in thar own blood They threw down 
thor weapons, they fnbmitted ihemfelves like 
Iheep to the flaughtcr They permitted one man 
to drive a hundred of them pinfouers before him, 
fo that we ptunly percave, that cowardice is 
the mother of defpair In the aty, the Hindoos 
yvere, at leaf!, ten to one, fupenor m number to 
the enemy, and bad they poDHTed fouls, it would 
have been Impoflible for the Moguls, who were 
fcattcred about m every ilreet, houfc, and comer, 

laden 
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laden witli plunder, to have refilled the dreadful 
afiault. But though ilic Indians had tlie f.ivagc *' 
rcfolution of inihruing their hands in tlie blood of 
their wives and children, we find them full the 
flaves of fear, and flirinking at the approach of 
that death, which tltc) could fo rcadi!) execute 
upon other*?. 

'I his maffacre is, in the Iliflory of Nizam, 
otherwife related, 'ihe collc^lois of the rnnfoni,Scmsnnrc 
fa}s he, upon the part of 'liinur, having ufcd'"i’''^ 
great violence, b) torture mil other mc.ans, to 
extort money, the citizens fell upon them, and 
killed fomc of the hloguls. "J Jus circumflancc 
being reported to the Mogul king, he ordered a 
general pillage, and, upon rcfifiance, a maflacrc 
to commence, 'ihis account carries greater ap- 
pearance of truth along with it, both from 'li- 
mur’s general cliaraclcr of cruelty, and the im- 
probability of his being five d.i\s clofc to the cit) 
w ithout liaving intelligence of w liat pafled w ithin 
the walls. But the imperial race of lirnur take, 
to this day, great pains to ina alidatc this opinion, 
nor do the) w\ant arguments on their fide. The 
principal one is this, that, in confcqucncc of a 
general plunder, the king w'ould liave been de- 
prived of the ranfom, winch mufl have been ex- 
ceedingly great, and for wdneh he only received 
the elephants and regalia. Neither have we any 
account of his taking any part of the plunder from 
his army aftcrw ards, though it muft have been 
very immenfe. 

The king, after this horrid fccnc, entered ihcTmi'r.-. 
city, taking to himfclf one hundred and tw'cnty ' 
elephants, tw’^elvc rhinoccrofes, and a number of 
curious animals, that had been collcclcd by the 
emperor Ferofe. The fine mofquc, built by that 
prince, upon the Hones of which he had inferibed 
the hiftory of his reign, being efteemed a maftcr- 
piece of architedure and tafte, tqok fo much the 
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fanev of the conqueror, that Be ordered ftonc 
cutters ahd mafons irom Delhi to Samircand, to 
build one upon the £unc plan 

After haA me flayed fifteen dips at Delhi, Ti 
mur took a fudden rcfolunon of reluming, and 
he accordingly marched out to Firofcabad, whi 
thcr the Inman governor of Mcu'at flnt him two 
white parrots, as cunofitics, with profidEons of 
fubje^hon The king fent Sad Turmim to bnn^ 
him to the prcfencc, which fummons he immcdi 
atcly obey^ , and Chizcr who had lam con 
ccalcd in the hiUs, appeared in the royal prcCmce, 
and was favourably received 

The king marching from Firofcabad amved 
at Paniput, from whence he detached Amir 
Shaw, to befiege Merit, a ftrong fort, fituated 
between the nvers, about fixty roues from Delhi* 
When Amir Shaw reached the place, upon rccon 
noitnng its ftrength, and finding the gamlbn de- 
tcrmintd to defend it, he mentioned in a letter 
to the kinff, that they infulted him from the 
wails, by telling him he could fucceed no better 
than Sen, the Mogul pnnee, who had formerly 
attempted to take the place. 

This had the delired efieft upon the king, who 
iromediitcly niarched his army againft Herat, 
and, without delay, began to fink his mines, and 
carry on his approaches , advanang his lap to 
war^ the walls, at the rate of fifteen yards every 
twenty four hours. Ehls Adyhuni, the fon of 
Moluna, Ahmud, and Suffi, defended the place 
with great rcfolution But the Moguls having 
filled up the ditch, pbeed thar fcahng ladders, 
and faftened their hook ropes to the w^l, in fpitc 
of all oppolitionj add, without waiting for a 
breach by means of the mines, ftonned the pbee, 
and put every foul within it to the fword The

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mintSj however, being finiflicd, the king or- '^^57 
deied them to be (prung, which blew the walls 
and baftiohs into pieces. 

limur continued his march to thfc flciits of the^'^'^P'^Erers 
mountains or Sewalic, inaiking his wav witli niciir^dof the 
and Avord. Ci offing, tlien, tlic Ganges, he fub-®^'’fi'^* 
dued the counti y as high as where the livei iffiucs 
from the mountains; returning fiom thence, he 
repafled the river, and marched through tJic hills, 
where he was oppofed by an Indian zemindar, 
whom he defeated and plundered. He then con- 
tinued his rout, taking fevei.il fmall foits in his 
way ; having arrived at Jimniugur, he fought 
the raja of that place, who was wounded, taken, 
and forced to become a Muffulman. 

Jiffcrit, the brother of the piincc of Gickcis, 
who had fled to him after his being defeated by 
Timur, had by Ins brother been level cly repri- 
manded for oppofing the king ; which having 
been reprefented to liinur, the prince mms ad- 
mitted into his piefencfe, and bdeame a great favo- 
rite. But when the king had inarched on to 
Delhi, he remembered not Ins obedience, and in ken 
the abfehce of Timur poflefled himfelf of Lahore. 

The king having returned to Jimbo, * thfe Gicker 
refufed to fubmit to his authority. The Sultan 
fent part of his army to befiege Lahore, which 
being tziken in a few days, the piince Was bi ought 
pnfoner to the king, who oidered him to be in- 
fliantly beheaded. 

We do not find that Timur appointed any king 
to govern Hmdoftan, which he had ih a gica"t 
meafure fubdued. He, however, confirmed the 
fubas, ‘who had fubinitted to him, in their go- 
vernments ; arid, from . this circumftance, we 
may fuppofe,- that he intended to retain the ein- 
pife in his own name ; though he left no troops

^ ' to fccurc It from further depredations. While 
he remained at Jimbo, he appointed Ghizcr vice- 
roy of Moultan, Lahore, and Dibalpoor, then 
proceeded, by the way of Cabnl, to Samarcand 

The aty of Delhi had remamed m anarchy for 
the fpace of two months after the departure of 
Timur, when it was taken pofTcflion of by the 
pretended emperor Nufent, with only two thou 
fand horfc, from Mcrat Two chiefs Shab and 
Almafs, with their troops and ten elephants, jom 
ed him foon after from the fame place , Nuifrnt 
fent immediately Shab, with his troops, towards 
Birren, againft Lckbal, who had there taken up 
his rchdcncc But Sl^b was attacked, in the 
night, upon his march, Iw the semmdara in the 
intcrcft of Eckbal, and ham , Eckbal purfmng 
this advantage, took all the baggage of Shab s 
army 

This fucceft railing the reputation as wcH as 
frints of Eckbal, lie, in a few days, thought him 
m a condition to make an attempt upon the 
capital, which he did with fuccefr , for Nufent, 
upon his approach, fled to Mcrat , and Eckbal 
r^umed the adminiffration of a&irs in the ruined 
rcvui rt inhabitants, who had fled to different 

corniDti places, having ftill a natural hanlccnng after their 
^ old alxxlc, b^an to affemblc agam, and the place, 
in a fliort time, put on the appearance of popu 
lou&efr, cfpcaaily the quarter called the New 
City 

Eckbal poffcffed himfelf foon of the country 
rcTofi £itw between the two nvers, which, with a ftnall dif 
the empire, tnfr Tound thc dty, was all that now held of the 
capital. Thc fubas had rendered themfrlvcs in 
dependant. In thor own governments, durmg 
thc misfortunes and confulion of thc empire.

Dclawir ; — Kinnoge, Oud, Kurrah, and Jionpoor^^J^ ^98 
by Chaja Jehan, commonly called the King of the 
Eaftj — ^Lahore, Dibalpoor, and Moultan, by 
Chizer ; — Sammana by Ghalil ; — Brana by 
Shumfe; — ^Mahoba by Mahoinmed, the fon of 
Malleckj and grandfon of Ferofc ; and fo on 
with regard to the other provinces, the gover- 
nors aflcrting their own independence, and lliling 
themfelves Kings. 

In the month of the firfl: Jemmad, 803, Eckbal ' 4 ^' 
marched with an army from Delhi towards Bi- Eckbai dk 
ana, and defeated Shumfe, whofe troops joining 
him, he proceeded to Kittar, and after having 
levied a great contribution upon the territory of' 
Narfing, returned to Delhi. Intelligence was 
foon after brought him, that Chaja Jehan was 
dead at Jionpoor, and that his adopted fon, Kir- 
rinphil, having aflumed the title of the Emperor 
Mubarick, held that government. Eckbal kav- 
ing gained over to his intereft Shumfe ; gover- 
nor of Biana, Mubarick and Bahadrc of Mewat, 
marched the fame year againft Kirrinphil, 

When he had reached the village of Pattiali, 
upon the banks of the Ganges, Rai Seri, and all 
the zemindars of that country, oppofed him ; 
but he defeated them, with great flaughter. Af- 
ter this ^’iclory, he marched to Kannoge, with an 
intention to proceed to Jionpoor, and from thence 
to Bengal. Upon his march, however, he was 
met by Kirrinphil^ who oppofed his crofling the figns upon 
Ganges fo effectually, that, after repeated efforts 
for two months, he was forced to abandon the 
undertaking, and to return to his own country. 

But the perfidious Eckbal, entertaining fome 
groundlefs fufpicions of Shumfe and Mubarick, 
aflaflinated them both upon then way back to 
their own governments. 

The emperor Mahmood, in the year 804, be- Mahmood 
ing difgiifted with Ziffer, governor of Guzei at, odbr 

fled 
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fled Trom him to Malava, and foon after, by the 
invitation of Eckbal, returned to Oeihi* He, 
however, contented hirafclf with a penfion, fear 
ing that bla intcrfcnng in the government wotild 
prove fatal to him Advice bang amved, that 
Kimnphil, or, as he ftilcd him&f, Mubanefe, 
was dead, at JionpQor, Echbal, taking along 
with him the Emperor Mahraood marched agaip 
towards Kinnoge , upon which, Ibrahim, the bro 
ther of Mubanck, who had mounted the thpne, 
advanced with the troops of the Eaft to meet 
him 

When the armies were near one another, ^ah 
mood dillatisScd with his condition, and having 
the foUv tb imagine that Ibrahim would acknow 
ledge him king, and abdicate the throne of the 
Eauern provinces for his fake, cfcapcd, one day, 
when he was out bunting, to the army of Ibfa 
him But when that pnnee learned the intenti 
ons of Mahmood, he even with held from bun 
the nccefianes of life, and intimated to him to 
quit the camp Mahmood returned, in great 
diftrcft, to kinnoge, and was left, by Eckbal, m 
the government ot that aty , the governor, whp 
was formerly there on the part of Ibrahim, bang 
driven out Ibrahim, however, put up with this 
infuU, and returned to Jlocpoor, while Eckbal 
retired to Delhi 

In the year 80c, Eckbal marched againft Gua 
her, which had ^cn into the bands of Narling, 
during tlic mvahon of Timur, and had now, up- 
on Narfmg s death, dcfccndcd to his fon, Byr^m 
Deo 1 he fort bang very flrong he could effect 
nothing againft it, but plundering the diftnft 
aroand, he returned to Delhi Brooking ill, 
however, this difippointmcnt, he, in a Ihort 
time, marched a fecond time againft Gualier 
Byram Deo falhcd out of the place and engaged 
Eckbal, but he M*as foon dri\cn back into the 

fort, 
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fort, the fiege of which Eckbal was again obliged ^ ^ ‘401 
to raifc ; and having plundered the countiy as 
before, he returned to Delhi. 

Eckbal, in the year 807, drew an army 
wards Atava, and having, in feveral battles, de- 
feated the Hindoo chief of Sibbiri, the prince of 
Gualier, the raja of Jallar, and others, who pof- 
fefled that country, he raifed contributions there. 

He then turned his arms againft: the nominal em- 
peror Mahmood, in Kinnogc. The Sultan fliut 
himfelf up in the city, and Eckbal mvefted it for 
fome time, but, not being able to reduce the 
place, he raifed the fiege, and marched towards 
Sammana. 

Byram, a defeendant of one of the Turkifli a d 1404 
flaves of the emperor Ferofe, had fixed himfelf 
in Sammana, and, upon the approach of Eckbal, 
had fled to the hills of Bud boor , Eckbal 
clofely purfuing him, encamped at the fkiits of 
the mountains. Alim came to mediate matters, 
and a peace was foon patched up between the 
contending parties, and both joining their foi ccs 
together, marched' towards Moultan, againfh 
Chizer. At Tilbundi they w'cre oppofed by Rai 
Daood, Camel Mai, and Rai Hubbu, chiefs in 
the northern provinces, who were defeated and 
taken prifoneis. The perfidious Eckbal, after 
this viflory, without any appaient reafon, except 
a defire of aggrandizing himfelf, feized upon 
Byram, and ordered him to be flay’d alive. The 
death of Byram did not remain long unrevenged. 

Eckbal arriving near Adjoudin, Chizer met him, ^ 
with the troops of Moultan, Punjaab, and Di- 
balpoor, and, upon the nineteenth of the firfl: 
Jemmad, and two armies engaged ; Eckbal was 
llain, and the world was happily rid of a perfidi- Eckbai 
ous and cruel villain. 

Dowlat Lodi, and Adiar, who commanded in suUan 
Delhi^ being informed of this event, called the Mahmood 

tellorf’d 
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emperor Mahmood from Ennoge. Mahmood, 
™* commg with a Onall rconue to Delhi, reaJTumed 
the throne , but, laying aCde any further efforU 
to reduce Moultan, he lent Dowlat with an army 
againft Byram, who, upon the death of the former 
Byram poDeffed himlclf of Sammana, The cm 
nicfrem peror himfelf returned back, in the mean time, 
to Kmnoge , Ibrahim marched agamft him, and, 
siitio ^ after fomc Ikinnilhea, obliged him to retrat to 
ibnUnj. ' Deliii The Sultan s fpinuefi behaviour loft him 
the affefhons of hit troops, and they accordingly, 
with one confent dilperied themfclves. Ibrahim 
having received intelhgence of this defertion, 
crofted the Ganges, and marched towards Delhi, 
with great expedition When he had reached 
the banks of the Jumna, he heard that Axim of 
Guaerat, had defeated and taken Ahp, Snba of 
Mindu, and the country of Malava, and was 
then upon his march towards Jionpoor Upon 
which he immedutely retreated, to cover the ca 
pital of his dominions. 

AD-isoS. In the month of Rigib, 810, Dowlat Lodi and 
H% sej Byram came to battle near Sammana. Byram 
kfiSa defeated, and furrendered himfelf to Dowlat , 
kjLodi. but before the latter bad enjoyed any fruits of 
his viftory, he was himfelf bat back to Delhi, 
by Cbircr iUbtnood, la the foUomag year, 
marched agamft kciwan, who, upon the part of 
Chiccr, commanded the fort of TiroDu The 
emperor, after levying contributions, returned; 
and Chirer, upon the advice of thefe traniiaions, 
^ marched agamft Delhi, and befieged Mahmood, 
who was neither a warrior nor a pohtiaan, in 
that part of the aty which 13 diftmguifhcd by 
the name of the city of Eirofc, But fortune, for 
this time, fupphed the want of abilitiea in Mah 
mood, for Chiier being in want of forage and 
pram, was obhgcd to raJfe the fiege, and retire to 
hattipoor

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lender himfclf and the citadel. The emperor was 
confined in the fort ot Firofa, wheie he died foori, 
after a nominal reign of one year and three 
months 

Difturbances in Perfia, and his ardent defire of^'j)^'^ 
extending his conquefts to the extremities of Afia, 
on the north and weft, prevented Timur from 
retaining the conquefts he had made in India. The 
inferiority of the troops of the Patan empire' td 
the Moguls convinced him, that he could, ,at any 
lime, reduce India; and he was ihcrefoic 'unwil- 
ling to leave any part of his veteran army to fe- 
cure the provinces he had Jei/icd. 'limui, after 
his return from Hindoftan, fettled the aftairs of 
Perlia, reduced Syria, Egypt, and the lefiTer Afia ; 
and, in the 805 of tlie Higcra, defeated Bajazet, 
the Turkifli Emperor, in a great battle in the 
plains of Galatia. ■ When he was meditating the 
conqueft of China, he died on his march into 
that country, in the 808 yeai of the Higcia, and 
the 1405 of the Chriftian aera. His fon Sharoch 
fucceeded Timur, in his vaft empire, and was on 
the throne at the death of Dowlat Lodi.

pave afterwards his way to the empire 

Chizcr, upon his aaiffion, conferred honours 
upon Mcllcc^ Jopp^ Jmd made him Vizier , and 
ratfed to digniUcs Rahim, the adopted fon of his 
father Sobman, \viih the go\crnmcnt of Fat 
tepoor and Moultan He thus diftnbuted favors, 
go\cniracot8, and dignities among bis other om 
rahs, but N/ould not afiumc the imperial titles to 
liimfclf, holding forth, that he lield the empire 
for Timur and ordered the com to be (buck in 
his name The Chutttt, during the life of Ti 

mur 
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itiut, M'as read in that conqucior’b name in the-^^^^ 
mofqucs ; and after Timur had travelled the way ^ ' 

of mortality, in that of the Emperor Sharoch his 
fon, mentioning the name of Chizer after him. 

He even fent fometimcs a tribute to Samaicand. 

This tt’as, probably, good policy in Chizer, as he 
could govern Ins fellow omrahs, with lefs envy, 
in the name of the Tartar Prince, than if he was 
to alTumc the name of King himfclf, to which he 
had not the lead: fliadow of pretence. 

In the lirft year of his government he fent Jop- ‘M'btinci 
pa, with an army, towards Kittar, which he fub- 
dued, and drove Rai Narfingh to the mountains , 
but upon paying a tribute Rai Narfingh was again 
put in poflefiion of his country. Mohabut, Suba 
of Badoon, at the fame time came to meet Mal- 
leck, and promifed allegiance ; and from thence 
the vizier marched towards Kocr, Kumbul, and 
Cliidewar, and levied the revenues which weic 
due for fome years before. After recovering Jcl- 
lafar out of the hands of the Rajaputs of Chund- 
wdr, he marched to Atava, winch he bi ought un- 
der fubjeclion, by changing the adminifiiation , 
and after thefe exploits returned to Delhi. 

In the month of the firfl Jemmad of this yeai, 
a tribe of Turks, who weic of the adherents of 
Byram, aflafilnating Malleck, governor of Sir- 
hind, took poflefiion of his country. Chizer fent 
Ziiick, -with a powerful army, againft them ; The Tmks 
and," upon his approach, the Turks crofled the tVom'sil 
Suttuluz, and retreated to the hills. Ziiick pur- hmd 
fued them thither , but thofe mountains being a 
continuation of thofe of Nagracot, which weie 
then pofleffed by powerful zemindars, who afiif- 
ted the Turks, he could eflfed nothing material 
againft them , and, in the end, he was obliged to - 
retreat. 

. Intelligence was, in the year 8 1 9 , received at chizer’s 
Delhi, that Ahmud, who ftiled himfelf king of'^na^Ah- 

Guzeiat, mud 
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A D Guzcrat, had advanced to Nagorc. Chizcr maf 
’ termg all hia forces, marched agajnft him, but 
Ahmud dcclininj^ battle, turned off towards Ma 
lava. When Chizcr had reached Hamr, Eiias, 
governor of that bcautifiil aty, which had been 
built by the Emperor Alb, came out to meet huri, 
^ and u as honorably received llic Emperor pro- 
ceeded from thence to Guaher, where he lened 
the tribute upon the raja, and then continued his 
march to Biana, taking tribute from kenm, the 
lord of that country lie after thefe tran{a(?hon3 
returned to Delhi 

In the Year 8 o. Ton, chief of thole Turks 
■who had altaffmated Mallcck, by at the head of 
a great armv before Sirhind Zinck, governor 
of Sammana, was immediately difpatched by 
Chizcr, with a flrong force, againft the Turk 
ho befieged Sirhind, and he was once n?ore dn 
ven back to hu hilb , and a fcafonable relief was 
, ,5 ^ accompbflicd for the empire. Zinck having, in 
purfuit of the enemy, reachdd the village of PacI, 
fan confented to pay tribute, and gave him his 
fon as a hoftarc, expelling the murderers of Mai 
leek. Upon this paaBcafaon be -was left in poffef 
fion of Jallcndcr, and Zinck returned to Sam 
mana, fending the boftage and contnbuttons 
which he had raffed, to the royal prefence, 

Tlic Emperor, in the rear 821, fent h|s mi 
nillcr awinft RajaNarfingh The vizier, with 
out ending the war, plundered and bid wafle 
the province of Kittar, and returned to Budaoon 
Crofling then the nver, he came to Atava, where 
he raifcd contributions, and from thence return 
cd to Delhi Chizcr went, in perfon, againft 
the rebels of Rittar, and, upon his march, chaf 
tffed the banditti of Scholc He croffed the Ra 
hib, bid wallc the country of Simbol and Kittar, 
and, without coming to tottlc, returned to hii 
capitaL 


He 
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He continued at Delhi a few days, and then a b 1419 
moved towards Budaoon, crofllng the Ganges at 
Pattah. Mahabut being alarmed at his approach; 

Ihut himfelf up in Budaoon, where the king bc- 
fieged him for Ex months. In the courfc of the 
fiege, Cawam, Achtiar Lodi, and all the old 
friends of the Emperor Mahmood, formed a con- 
fpiracy againfl the life of Chizer. The Sultan dif- Dirco\cr<; i 
covering the plot, decamped from befoie Bu- 
daoon, and returned towards Delhi. He, on his 
u’uy, prepared an entertainment, upon the 20th 
of the firll Jemmad in 822, to which all the con- 
fpirators were invited, and the guards fetting 
fuddenly upon them, they were to a man aflafli- 
nated. 

After the Sultan returned to Delhi, he was in- Ammpor- 
formed, that an impoftor had appeared at Match- 
ewarrah, under the name of Saring Chan, andw-*^*^ 
had, by that means, collected a great body of 
people together. The king ordered Maleck Lo- 
di, who, with the title of Iflam Chan, was, at 
that time, governor of Sirhind, againfl him. 

The impoftor was defeated, driven to the hills, 
and purfued by the joint forces of Tan, governor 
of Jallender, of Zinck, governor of Sammana, 
and of Maleck, governor of the country between 
the rivers. The impoftor’s army defected him, 
each man fkulking as beft he could, and privately 
retiring to his abode. The imperial forces hav- 
ing no further fervice to do, Separated, and re- 
turned to their refpedive ftations. But, in the 
year following, Saring, the impoftor, ilTued again 
from his hills, and having made an alliance with 
Tan, governor of Jallender, they invefted the fort 
of Sirhmd, and ravaged the country as far as 
Munfurepoor and Pael. The king fent a great 
army agamft them, who; giving them a total de- 
feat, drove them out of the kingdom.

MUBARICK. 
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W HEN tlic Emperor Chizcr had, by ihc^' ^ 
Holcncc of his difordcr, lofl all hopes of " 
recovery, he, three days before he cvpii cd, ap- 
pointed his cldcfl: fon to fuccccd liim in tlic cmpii c. 
Accordingly, two days after the Sultan’s death, 
hlubanck ’ afeended the thionc, by the title of 
the Supporter of Religion and father or the vic-,i„oiii 
torious. The new emperor made tlic ufual ap- 
pointments, raifing Malcck Buddir, his coufin, 
to high honours j and Malcck Rigib, to the go- 
vernment of Dibalpoor and Punjaab. 

Jn the month of the firft Jemmad, he received ^5,^ 
advices, that JifTcrit, the brother of Shcca the empne. 
Gicker, who Jiad, tlic preceding year, defeated 
and taken Ah king of Caflimirc, upon his return 
from an expedition againft Tatta, prefuming up- 
on his own powder and valour, had taken a refo- 
lution to attempt the throne of Delhi. He, for 
this purpofe, invited into his fervicc the famous 
Tan, who had fled to the mountains, and appoin- 
ted him captain general of his forces. He foon 
over-run the countries of Punjaab and Lahore, 
feized upon Zirick, governor of Jallcnder, by 
perfidious means, after which he took the place , 
and immediately thereafter befieged Iflam, the 
imperial governor of Sirhind. 

The emperor Mubarick, though the folftitial 
rains were then in their height, marched from at'i'nA huu

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a-D i<*i Delhi, and upon his approach to Sirhind, Jiffcnt 
raifcd the ficgc, and retreated to Ludhana Za 
nek, at that place, foand means to cfcapc from 
him, and loin Mubanck The emperor advanced 
tOTrards Ludhana and Jiflent, croffing the Suttu 
luE, encamped on the oppofite bank , having firft 
porfelled himfelf of all tie boats upon the nver, 
which arcumfhncc obliged Mubanck to halt, till 
the atcr fhould fall at Kabulpoor, JlUcnt, in the 
mean time, being determined to oppofe his paf 
fage. Upon the nth of Shuwal, Sccundcr the 
ATaicr, Zincb, Mahmood Haflen, Malcck CaBu, 
and other ororahs, according to the emperor's 
order made a forced march, and forded the n 
ver, the king himfcif following them dofc to 
fupport them wth the body of the army Jif- 
fcnt, bv this means, was thrown into confufion, 
and turned his face to flight The Sulun kept 
dofe to hu heels, flew, m the pnrfiut, a great 
many of the enemy, and took all tneir baggage. 

Jiflent after this defeat, took refuge in the 
mountains, in a very diftrefied condition But 
Rai Biin^ of Jlmrau, having direfied the king's 
army to Bile, a flrong fort into which Jiflent 
had thrown himfclf, he fled to another place, but 
WAaikk was purfued with great flaugbter, and Mubanck, 
in the Molunm of 8i^, airc(3^ fan march to 
ui rvtBn» Lahore, ordered the ruined palaces and fomfica 
t Dety tions to be repaired, and appomcing Haflen go 
vernor, returned to Ddhi 

jiirhw. Jiflent cofle<5bng his fcattcrcd forces, took the 
ijtiij field again and inveflcd Lahore for fi\c months, 
^ ^'^thout fuccefs He then raifcd the fiege, retired 
to CaUanorc, and fdl upon Rai Bim^, for hav 
ing pven afliftance to the king, but the idion, 
vhidi enfued between them, oeing undccifive, 
Jiflcrit went to the banks of the Bca, and began 
to recruit Ins army In the mean time, MalJcck 

Secundcr 
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Secunder the vizier, who Ind been fent to fuc- ^ ^ 
cour Lahore, joined by Malleck Rigib, governor Hig 825 
of Debalpoor, and by Iflam, governor of Sirhind, 
advanced towards Jilferit, and obliged him to 
crofs the Ravi and Chinaab, and to take fhelter 
among the hills. 1 he vizier marched along the 
Ravi to Callanore ; and, upon the frontiers of 
Jimmu, Ria Bime joined him, and leading the 
imperial ti oops through the hills, wheie the Gick- 
ers were concealed, fome thoufands of that un- m the 
happy people were put to the fword, and the 
vizier returned to Lahore. 

Thefe fucceffes prevailed upon the king to ap- 
point the vizier vice-roy of Lahore, and to recal 
Halfen. But, in the year eight hundred and twen- 
ty fix, the Sultan deprived him of the vizarit, and 
conferred it upon Surur ul Muluck, whom he 
difpatched againfl; the Hindoos of Kittar. The 
empcioi himfelf followed that general with a grea- 
ter army. The inhabitants of Kittar were fub- 
dued, and a great tribute exa< 5 led from them, mvadcs 
Mubanck having fettled afiaiis with Mahabut, 
governor of Budaoon, commanded him to march 
againfi; the tribe of Toor, whom that general plun- 
dered, and took pnfoners to a man. The Raja 
of Attava having, at this time, withdrawn him- 
felf from the royal camp, Mubanck purfucd him to 
that place, and befieged him there. But terms 
of peace were fettled between them, and the Raja’s 
fon given as a hofiage for his father’s future good 
behaviour. The King, after thefe tranlafhons, re- 
turned to Delhi. 

Haflen was, about this time, appointed pay- 
mafter and commander in chief of the troops. Jif 
ferit, unconquered by his misfortunes,raifed again 
his head, and, having defeated and flam Rai Bime, 
by a frefli acquifition of reputation and wealth, 
raifed an army of Gickers, with which he again 
attempted the conquefi: of Delhi. Having rava- 
ged 
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A c > 4 Mgcd tBc c5utitn« of I^ahore and Dcbalpoor, he 
collcflcd together very confiderablc plunder, bitt 
when SecundcTj the late vizacr, advanced againft 
him, hi did not chufeto nfquc a battle, and there 
fore retired, witli hu fpoila, to the Mlb, 'where 
be bufied himfelf m recruiting his arfiiy f6r 
another attcmi^t 

In the mean tune, JiOent made an alliance with 
Amir Ah, a Mogul Omrah, a fubjetftof the empe- 
ror Sharoch, the Ton of the great Timur, who 
rclldcd at Cabul He perfuaded Amir Ah to 
make an incurfion into the temtones of Seizin', 
Bicker, and Tatta, to drawolFthe King’s attcnti 
on from Delhi, and fo to facilitate bis own fehemes 
Aba, governor of Mooltan, dying about this time, 
and the news of Amir Ah’s incuruon bcu^ noifed 
abroad, the King withoutdcla),fcntHalGD, with 
the army, towards Moultan The raja ofMa 
lava had, m the fame year, invcftcd Guaher, 
which obliged the emperor Mubanck to raife all 
t be forces of tbole provinces, and to march againfl 
him , lc\ 7 ing, on his way, contributions upon 
Amir, pnnee of Biana 

Tile raja of Atava, upon the approach of Mu 
aotfed the Churribul, and lac down on the 
oppofitc bank, Mubanck lanng, in the mam 
time, found another ford, crofied the nver with 
great expedition, attacked him in his camp, took 
many prifoners, and n part of the enemy s bag

5.«fr niaedans, were difmifTcd by the king The rma 
taought it then advifcablc to compound all dific 
renco, by pajing down a fum of money to the 
Sultan , upon which he was permuted to with 
draw tow'ards Dhar Mubanck having tamed 
for fume time in that place, to levy contnbuuons 
upon the neighbouring Zctnindars, returned, In 
the month of Rigib, eight hundred and tw^enty 
fcien, to Delhi 


The 
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Tlie Sultan, next year, made a motion towaid^ ^ b 1423 
Kittar, .where the Indian piince Naifingh came to H>g v-i 
thebanks of the Ganges, to pay his refpeds to him, 
but as he did not pay the revenues of his ten itory, 
for three years back, he was confined for a. few 
days, till his accounts were fettled, and then he 
was releafed. The Sultan crofifed the river, chaftifed. 
fome riotous Zemindais, and returned to Delhi', 

He did not remain there many days, before he reduces 
drew his army towards Mewat, frbm w^hence he^^"®' 
drove the rebels, to the hills, and ravaging their and difm r- 
country returned , to Delhi, and permitting liis ^ 
omrahs to retire to their jagiers, h£ gave, himfelf 
up to pleafure and feftivity. 

But the inhabitants of Me>vat,'rendered moie nuiurban- 


defperate and diftreffed.by tlie king’s bad policy, 
inruming their country, were obliged to prey, up- 
on their neiglibours, and. to infeft all the^ adja- 
cent countries. This circumftance obliged' the 
king, in the year eight hundred, and twenty nine, 
to collect again an aimy to fubdue them- - Upon 
his approach, Jillu and Kiddu', the grandfons of 
Badhader Nahir, retreated to the hills of Alw'ar, 


where they defended the pafifes with great brave- 
ry. Being, at length, .reduced to, great diftiefs, 
they Surrendered themfelves, :were imprifoned^, 
their .couji fry was again ravaged, and the Sultan 
returned to Delhi. . > 


But thc.diftrefles of the .people; of _Mewat, did 
not render them, peaceable AibjecTs. The king, 
after a recefs.of four morithsjonly, was again o'b-‘i“‘-"^ 
hged to turn his arms agamft.them, and to carry 
fire and fword thioughitlieir whole country. He 
proceeded, as far as Biana, wh'ere,', after the.death 
of Auurr, hUbrother Mahoramed;i 3 iut himfelf up 
in the city, which he held out againft Mubarick fix-

back to Lahore. Mubarick fent an 01 dcr to Zi- 
nck, governor of Samana, andlflam,w ho comman- 
ded at Sirhind, tojoin Seconder , but, bcfoi e their 
arrival, he had marched tow^ards Calhnoic, and 
defeated Jifferit in his turn , depiiving him of all „ jcfeatcd 
the plunder he had acquired in that piovmcc 

Mubaiick marched to Mewat, in the month of ik 
Mohirriin, eight hundred and ihirty-lwo, and en- 
tirely fubdued that country, obliging the inhabi- 
tants to pay a regular tiibute. In the mean tune 
advices arrived at Delhi, that Malleck Rigib wms ' ^ 
dead, upon which the king conferred the title of

This aid 
not deter lum from making another effort next 
night, at the fame time ma&ng a great difcbar^ 
of irullery from the works, w£ch flruck a panic 
into the imperial troops, who took ummcdiatcly 
to their heels, leaving their camp ftanding, with 
all their baggage. Muoanck, upon rccaving advice 
of that difaller, wasconllrained to march towards

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nl Muluckfrom Mouitan, and feveral other 
veniors, to joiil him. Every thing foi the expe- 
-dition being prepared, Mubanck flopped at Sur- 
futti, and difpatchcd the gt eateft part of his army 
to inveft tlie fort of Tibberhind* Fowlad fent a 
-meffage to the impel ial camp, importing that he 
Had gieat confidence in Ameid ul Miiluck, artd 
faid, that if he fhonld be fent vnth promife of 
pardon, he himfelf would deliver up the place. 

The emperor accordingly fent Ameid to Tibber- 
hind, where Fo\Vlad met him a little without the 
gate. Having accordingly received affurances of 
pardon, he promifed to give up the place the next 
da3\ But one of Ameid’S attendants, who was of 
Fowlad’s acquaintance, told him privately, that 
though Ameid was a man of flricl honour, and 
would certainly adhere to his promife, yet the 
king might not be fo tender ofpreferving his, and 
that It was very probable he might biing Fowlad 
to pumfliment. Fowlad, after the conference was 
over, revolved this intimation in his own mind, 
and repented feiioully of his promife , and there- 
fore, as he had both money and provifions, he 
determined to hold out tothe laft. 

The king feeing that the taking of the place him ^ " 
would be a work of time, and that there would 
■be no occafion for fo great an -army to befiege it^ 
he permitted Ameid ul Muiuck to leturn with 
the forces of Mouitan, and leaving Iflam Lodi, 
Cumrnal, and Firofe, to carry on the fiege, he 
hitnfelf retired to Delhi. Fowlad, having held 
out iix months, wds gieatly diftrefied, and 
faw no means of extricating himfelf, but by an 
alliance unth Ah, governor of Cabul, On the 
part of Sharoch, the Mogul emperoi. He 
fent, for this pUrpofe, meflfengers to him, with 
large promifes foi his affiftance. As Mubaiick 
had taken no pamS to keep Upon good terms 
With the Mogul, ihe lattel left Cabul, and, 
jVol.

All two lacks of rupees, and other prefenta, and 
having given to him all the charge of hi8 fa 
mily, exerted himfelf m rqjainng the fortificati 
r^ons, and laying in proviGons and ammunition 
T(Lc« ^ Ail, croffing tie Suttuluz, committed cruel dc- 
emtn I pfcdaUons upon the unhappy country, ac 
quinng of plunder twenty times the value 
of the fubfidy which he had received from 
Fowlad Advanang then to Lahore, he raifcd 
the ufual tnbutc from Sccunder, then re 
turned towards Dibalpoor, dcfolating the 
country wherever he went , infotnuch that 
forty thonland Hindoos were computed to have 
been mallacred, belides a great number earned 
away pnfoners Amad nl Muluck polled himfelf 
to oppofc Ah, at the town of iilbanna, but he 
gave him the flip, and went to Chitpoor, when 
Amcid received the king's orders to retreat to 
late Moulton The flight of thcimpenal army 
cncourajjcd tbe enemy to follow them beyond 
the Ravi, and to lay waftc the country to withm 
ten crorcs of MouUain Ah dcfcaittl there Illam 
Lodi who had been left to flop his progrcls. 

From thence the Moguls ad\TiDctd to Cha 
rabad, within fix miles of the aty, and the 
next day, which was the fourth of Ramzan, 
thcvmade an aflauU upon the place, but wcrcbca 
ten back- They continued, however, from their 
camp to make daily excurlions to\\*ards the aty, 
putting ail whom they could meet to the fword 
Hie King being informed of thefe tranfa^om, 
fent Fatte Chan and Mubanck, with other om 
rahs of diftmfrion, to foccour Amcid , who, upon 
being joined by all thefe with their forces, went 
out, and offered battle to Ah- All did not dcdinc 
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it, and a furious conflict enfued, in the begin- ^ ^ 
ning of which the Moguls gained fome advan- 
tage. However, upon the death of ii’atte Chan, are over, 
the gale of fortune changed, and blew wath the thrown 
ftandards of Hindoftan. Ali, at one ftroke, 
played away all his gams, efcaping, with a few 
attendants only, to Cabul, his whole army being 
either killed or di owned m the Gelum, in their 
precipitate flight. 

Ameid, having purfued the runaways to Shin- 
nore, returned victorious to Moultan, and the 
omrahs, who had fuccoured him, repaired, by 
the king’s orders, to Delhi , and foon after, 
Mubarick, jealous of the fuccefs of Ameid, cal- 
led him alfo to couit. Jiflerit took advantage of 
his abfence, crofled the Gelum, Ravi, and Bea, empuc ^ 
and fought Secunder, the late viziei, near Jillen- 
der, defeated and took him prifoncr, with all his 
treafure, and baggage. He forthwith advanced BeHcgcs 
and.befieged Lahore. All, at the fame time, 
the inftigation of Jiflerit, made another incurfion 
towards Moultan, and, having taken Tilbunna, 
by capitulation, he broke his word, plundered 
the place, maflacred all the men able to bear 
arms, and carried their wives and children into 
captivity, laying the town in rums. 

Fpwlad, taking alfo advantage of thefe diftur- 
bances, marched out of Tibberhmd, and invad- 
ing the country of Rai Firofe, defeated him. 
Mubarick ^ thought it now high time to march Mnbanck 
from' Delhi. He, ' accordingly, upon the firfl; 
the firfl; Jemmad, ' eight hundred and thirty-five, 
took the route" of Lahore, appointing his vizier, 
governor of that place', and to command in the 
van of his armyr The vizier arriving at Sam^ 
mana, JilTerit raifed the fiege of Lahore, and re- 
treated to the hills. ^ Ali haftened back to Cabul, 
and Fowlad "again fliut himfelf up in Tibberhmd.

pituUtion, and peiinittcd the garriion to retire to 
Cabul. He immediately crofled the Ravi, near 
Tilbundi, and invcllcd Shmnorc. MuzifTcr held 
up in that place the flandaid of oppolition for a 
whole month, but being haid prefied, he capitu- siunnorc 
lated, by giving his dauglilci to the king, rmd 
paying a great ranfom for liis hbci ty. hlubaiick 
left: a great part of his army at Dibalpoor, and, 
with a feieff body, marclicd himfclf to Moultan 
to vifit the tombs of the faints, from wlicncc he 
j,eturned in a few days to his camp. He, at this 
time, divefled Secundci of his govcinmcnt of La- 
hore, gave it to Amcidul Muluck, and retuined 
with great expedition to Delhi. Being jealous of 
the power of the vizier, he joined Kammal with 
him in the vizarit ; and, the latter being efteemed 
a man of fuperior abilities, he foon gamed the fa- 
vour of his fovereign and the people. 

The yizicr, upon thi'?, became diffatisfied, and a contpua- 
Ipegan to project tieafon. Having gained ovei 
Sidarin and Sidpal, two gi eat Hindoo chiefs of^uit=»» 
the tiibe of Katthe, Milan Sidder, deputy to the 
chief fecretary Sammud, loid of the private 
chambers, and others, they watched an opportu- 
nity to alTahinate the king About this time, 
Mubarick had ordered a city to be founded upon 
the banks of the Jumna, calling it the city of 
^Mubaiick, and made an excuifion towaidsTib- 
berhind, as it were to take the diverfion of hunt- 
ing. Having, on the way, received advices that 
Tibberhmd was taken, and being prefented with 
the liead of Fowlad, he returned to the new city. 

He there received intelligence that war was carry-

^ Vinces, and Hofhung of Malavi, near Calpic, 
which was a very agreeable piece of news to lum, 
as he fought an opportunity to expel Ibrahim from 
Im dominions. He therefore ^vc orders to muf 
ter ius army, and pitching his tent wlthouj the 
at), delayed a few days in regulating and col 
le&ng hiB forces, dunng which time he continu 
cd to ^nfit the new works without fear of danger, 
having never given oflepcMo his nobihty, except 
in changing or tnrmi^ them out pf their govern 
ments when they nuftlehaved 
H«b air Upon the ninth of the month of Rlgib, in the 
toJtid rear eight hundred and thir^ feven, according to 
ms cuftom he went to w oruup at a new mofquc 
which he had bmlt m the new aty, with only a 
few attendants The confpirators nifhed m, m 
armour, with drawn fwords upon him, and 
bafely aflaflinated him Ihc vizier having pre 
vioufly fettled matters with Mahommed, one of 
the grandfons of the emperor Chizcr, raifed thatr 
pnnee to the throne. 

Hiciarac Mubariclc fcigncd thirteen ycuTs, thfcc months, 
ter* and fixteen days He was eftc^ed a man of parts, 
juft and benevolent, and, though no great war 
nor, had he lived m a virtuous age, there is no 
doubt but he poffeOed talents whicm might render 
him worthy of a throne 

suifi of Lutlc alteration happened in the north of Aiia, 
dunng the reign of Mubanclc, Sharoch lal on

Kummal, the deputy vizier, and other omrahs, ^he om- 
who were in the camp, having confulted among raiisdiifuifc 
themfelves, upon hearing of the fang’s death, TOnten!'' 
refolved, rather than kindle a civil war in the 
country, to bear with the times, to pay allegi- 
ance to the new fang, and to wait a more proper 
and more certain opportunity of taking revenge 
upon the confpirators. They came into the city

All of Guzerat, and Amir, the Turk, erec 
ted the fpear of rebellion, upon which the maer, 
deceived by the behaviour of hu deputy Kumtpal, 
gave him the command of the army) and fent 6i 
dann, and his own fon Eufopb, along with him, 
to fuppreCi the rebels But when they came to 
the village of Birren, Knromal intended to take 
revenge on Sidann and Eufoph, for the murder 
of the king He therefore acquainted Malleck 
Lodi of his refolunoDs, who, for that rcafon, 
made no motion towards them This deGgn be 
ing howeier, difcovcred to the visaer, he lent 
Hofbiar, his own flave, with s great army, no 
dcr pretence of fuccourr, with pnvate inllruifoons 
to prevent the cffefta of tbe plot Rummal had, 
at Abarc, joined his forces with Malleck Lodi, 
before tbe reinforcement, under the viner’s Have, 
arrived Holhiar, hearing of this junfbon, thought 
that there was no fafety for him, and he, there 
fore fled, snth Eufoph and Sidann, to Ddtu 
Kummal immediately fent to call the ddalTcfted

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The vizier fliut liimfelf up in the citadel of a d 1453 
Seri, wjiichheheld out three months ; but as the 
party .of Kummal daily gained fliength and 1 e- Kficgcd w 
putation, he was driven to great diftiefij. 
king, perceiving that his own affaiis would be 
mined, if he fliould adhere to tlie vizier, endea- 
vouied to conciliate matteis with the be/iegerb, 
and, -at the fame time, fought an oppoi trinity of 
making his cfcape, or cutting off the vizicr. The 
vizier difcovermg this plot, defigned to be before- 
hand with the king ; accordingly, upon the eighth 
of Mohirnm, widi the fons ot Miran Siddci, and 
with fome of his own adherents, he biokc into 
tlie king’^s apartment. But the emperor, having hu coun- 
fufpefled him of fuch intentions, had privately 
t^uard at hand, who, on a lignal given, luflied 
upon the confpirators. They immediately betook 
then.felves to flight , but the vizier was cut to is flam 
pieces, as he was 1 ufhing out at the dooi , and 
thus m'etthe fate he defigned for his loid. The 
fons of IV'iiian Sidder, and the reft of the affaff 
fins, were tal^en, and put to death, while Hofliiar 
and one Muharick, who were parties concerned, 
were pubhckly executed.

the countries from which they had driven him. 
Mahommed, this time, fent Hiflam Chan, the vi- 
zier’s deputy, againft him, who was defeated, 
and beat back to Delhi , upon which, Bcloli 
wrote to the king, that if he would put HifTam to 
death, wlio, by his intrigues, had been the occa- 
fion of this rebellion, he would lay dowm his 
arms 

The king W'ns weak enough to liften to this ar-ThcSni, 
rogant propofal, and accoidingly gave oidcis for 
the death of Iliffam. He alfo deprned Cummal ti>crebcu, 
of the \izaiit, and confcricd it upon Hamid, ap- 
pointing anothci perfon deputy, with tlie title of 
Hih'am Chan. he go%ernors of the pro\inccs 
obfcrving this pufillanmious and impolitic behavi- 
our ot the king, predicted lus deftrudion, and en- 
dca\ourcd to fecaire their owm independency , ins fnbjcfts 
w'hile the fubjecls and zemindars, foiefceing the 
convulfions that mufl happen m the ftate, \*itli- confufions 
held their rents, in hopes that they might be 
pafled over, in the general confufion. 

Ibrahim, fovcreign of the caftern provinces, ad 1440 
poflefled himfelf of fevei al diftricls adjoining to ^-*4' 
his dominions ; and Mahmood Chiiligi '% king of 
Malava, made an attempt on the capital , and, in 
the year eight hundred and forty-four, advanced 
within tw'o Cl ores of the city. Mahommed, 
llruck wdth terror in this urgent fituation of af- 
fairs, imprudently fent an embafly to Beloli, to 
beg his afli fiance. Beloli accordingly, with 
tw'cnty thoufand PerCan horfe, came to Delhi , Tiicimpo- 
Mahommed, though his army w'as greatly ftipe- and 
nor to the enemy, was afraid to take the field by bTha^onr 
himfelf, but committed the charge of the whole

When Mahmood Chilhgi waa given to uijder 
hand, that the king of Delhi was i^ot prcfcnt, he 
thought It was meant as an afiront to him , anc^ 
to be on a footing with Mahommed, he commit 
ted the charge of his army to hts fons Tcaz ul 
Dien and Kuddir Chan Tne t^vo armies having 
engaged, the troops of Delhi mvc way, and left 
Bcjfoli alone to difputc the field, which he mfin 
tamed with invinablc refolution, till the fugitives^ 
afhamed of their behaviour, returned to the ac 
tion Night, howc\cr, coming on, the viftory 
\va 3 left undeaded Mahmo^ ChiUigi bemg 
gready frightened by a dream that night, and 
naving hc^, in the morning, that fliltan 
Ahraw, of Guzerat, was advanced as far as 
Mundo, he was more and more mtimidatcd, aqd 
began to be deilrous of making peace hut ihamc 
prevented him from expreffing his wiihes. At 
the Came time, Mahommed, with leli reafon, and 
contrary to the advice of all his counfcUor?, ga\c 
himfclf up to bafe fiar, and fent ambafladors with 
prefents to his rival to beg peace 

Mahmood CbiUigi was ovcijoyed at thefe pro- 
polals, which favea the appearance of his reputa 
tion, and immcdutcly accepting them, inarched 
from the field BeloU, who now began jnflly to 
dcfpifc them both, and to afpirc to the cppirc, 
marched out of the aty with his own troop, 
and pnrfuing Mahmood Chilbgi, attacked hnn 
upon his march, defeated him, and took pjl his 
baggage The weak Sultan, who did not hi 
therto fee through his palpable intentions, gave 
him the title of Cnl of the nobles *, and adopted 
him for his fon 
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In tlie year eight hundied and foity five, the ad T446 
empeior marched to Sammana, giving the go- 
vernments of Lahoie and Debalpoor to Beloli, 
and ordering him to expel Jiflerit. He himfelf 
returned to liis capital. Beloli, by this means, 
became extremely powerful, and lecruited a great 
army of Afghans , but, inftead of fighting Jif- 
lerit, he brought him over to his party, and be- 
gan to feize upon feveral diftridls, without any 
orders from the Idng. At length, without any 
apparent reafon, but his ambition, he drew his 
army againft Delhi, which he befiegcd foi feme 
months, but, in the end, was obliged to aban- 
don his enterprize. 

The king’s power was greatly wakened, and T'hi: t'j’g’s 
began to decay very rapidly. The zemindars ofeUneT, 
Biana put themfelves under the govcinment of 
Mahmood Chilligi. In the mean time, Mahom- 
med fell fick and died, in the year eight hundied dic= 
and forty-nine, leaving behind him the characler 
of a weak, diflblute, and unwailike piince , 
owing to the ambition of others a throne, upon 
which he could not lit with dignity himfelf. He 
reigned twelve years and fome months, and his 
fon Alla fucceeded him in the empire. 

Sharoch, emperor of the Moguls, dying this state-of 
year, the conquefis of Timur were divided 
among his grand-children, the fons of the prince 
Bafinkar. The eldeft fon of Sharoch, the fa- 
mous Ulug-Bec, enjoyed the imperial titles, but 
his power was confined to the weftein Tartary, 
or Tranfoxiana. The eldeft fon of Bafinkar 
polfeffed himfelf of the extenfive pro%’ince of 
Choraflan, and the countries towards the Indus , 

Abul Kafem, the third fon, reigned over Ma- 
zindeian and Georgia, and Mahommed the fe- 
cond fon of Bafinkar, became fovereign of all the 
weftern Perfia. The empire of Delhi, though it 

was

fwore allegiance to him. 'J hii contempt of Belo- 
li, the new Sultan was in no condition to chaftife. 

But having collected an army, m the beginning 
of the year eight bundled and fifty, he maiched 
to recover Biana. When he was upon the way, 
there was a lumour propagated, that the king of 
the Eaft was advancing towards Delhi, which, 
though falfe, brought back the emperor to his ca- 
pital j though he was told by HiiTam, the vizier, 
how ridiculous it would appear in a king to be 
guided by a vague lepoit. ”7 his reprimand 
brought upon the vizier Alla’s difpleafure. 

This ftep, however, pioved luinous to theLofesbis 
Sultan’s reputation, and the meanefi: of the peo- 
pie feared not to fay publickly, that he was a 
weaker man, and a greater fool, than his fathei Hisiu\«rj, 
He marched in the following yeai to Budaoon, 
where he remained fome time, laying out gai- 
dens, building pleafure-houfes, and making en- 
tertainments, and then returned to Delhi. Pre- 
tending that the air of Budaoon agreed better 
Avith his health, he exprefifed an 'inclination of 
making that city his refidence, to divert him fi om 
which, the vizier took much pains, but only in- 
curred more and more of his difpleafure

He there took immediate poflefBon of all the^”^'"''"’ 
king's effeeb, and turned Ins haram out of the 
city, 

Alla put off the time by ridiculous pi ocrafflna- 
tions, and vain excufes of the v'.cathcr, and un- , 
lucky times, till the vizier had called Beloli tOB"i„h„po"a 
take upon him the empire. Bcloli, glad of the 
opportunity, amufed the Sultan, by wilting to 
him, that he was coming to chalbfe the vizier, 
till he arrived and took poffcffioU of , the city, 
taking upon himfelf the title of Sultan Beloli. 

He, however, gave place to the name of Alla, in 
the Chutba, in the year eight hundred and fifty- 
four. 

He gave the city in charge to his fon, Chaja 
Baezid, marched in perlon to Debalpoor, and cob 
lected together a great army of Afghans He 
wrote, at the fame time, to Alla, that, upon his 
account, he had expelled the vizier , and he re- 
ceiv’-ed for anfwer, from that weak prince, that as Aiia.ibdi- 
his father had adopted Beloli as his fon, he would 
efteem him his brother , he moreover promifed 
to cede to him the empire, upon condition that 
he would permit him to live quietly m the pol- 
feffion of Budaoon. Beloli threw immediately the 
name of Alla out of the Chutba, and fpread the 
umbr^ell?. of empire over his owft head. Alla re- 
mained at Budaoon till his death, which happened 
in the year eight hundred and eighty-three , his 
reign in Delhi being feven -jears, and his go- 
vernment of Budaoon near twenty-eight. A

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weak, and fomctimes a wicked, pnnce, while he

Perfia, and the wefiem Tartary, were in con 
fuGon dunng the fhort ragn of Alla, hj means 
of a fenes of holhhOes between the defendants 
of Timur, who had divided his conquefts among 
them. TTie Mogul empire ceafed, m faS, to ei- 
ift, though Abu.Seid, the fon of Miran Shaw, 
and grandGin of Trmur, kept up the name of it, 
m the weftern Tartary and Choraflan 
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B e L O L I was an Afghan, of the ttibe ° 
Lodi, which people, foiming themfelves bjoiVs a- 
into a commercial fociety, earned on a trade be- "’‘b 
tween Perfia and Hindoftan In the time ol the 
emperor Ferofe, Ibiahim, the grandfatlief of Be- 
loli, being poffefled of wealth, made his way at 
the court of Delhi, and raifcd himfelf to the go- 
vernment of Moultan. Ibiahim had five fohs, 

Sultan, Culla, Firofe, Mahommed, and Ghaja, 
who, on the death of their fathei, remained m 
Moultan* 

When Chizer, afterwards emperor, was appoint- 
ed to that government, Sultan leceived the com- 
mand of all hib Afghan troops. In the action which 
Chizer had with Eckbal, Sultan had the good for- 
tune to kill Eckbal, by which means he became a 
great favourite with Chizer. He was accordingly 
appointed by that prince governor of Sirhind, wnth 
the title of lilam Chan, while his bi others partook 
of his fortune. One of whom, Calla, the father 
of Beloli, had a diftridt bellowed upon him by his 
brother. The wife of Calla, who was his own 
coufin, being fmothered by the fall of a houfe, 
when with child, the father inftantly ripped up ^ 
her belly, and faved the life of the infant, who 
afterwards held the empire, by the title of Sultan 
Beloli 

Calla being killed in an a(5lion with the Afghans 
of Neaz, Beloli went to his uncle Illam, at Sir- es hujiiclf 
hind, and upon his diftinguifliing himfelf un 

E 2 battle. 
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A D Mso. battle, his uncle gave hjm hu daughter in mar- 
n2gc Iflam was, at this time, lb powerful, that 
he retained twelve thoulimd Afghans, mollly of 
hu own tnbe, in his fcrvice- 

Illam, at his death, though he had children 
^BtoUreofhis oivn come to maturity, recommended Be 
loh to fucceed him The troops, upon this, di 
vided mto three parties, one of which adhered to 
Beloh, one to Firofe brother to Illam, who had 
been made an omrah by the kmg of Delhi, and 
the other to Cuttub, the fon of luim But Be- 
loh who was the moft artful of the three, found 
means to weaken hia rivals, and picrcalc his own 
power 

SLphiM Cuttub repaired to Delhi, and acquainted the 
»t ttw toort emperbr Mahommed V that the Afghans of Sir 
hmd were eftabliflung a power, which unlefs it 
was foon prevented, would lhake the empire. 
The Emperor immediately difpatched his vizier 
Seconder, with a powerful army, to bnng the 
chiefs of the Afghans to court, and if they dif 
obejed, to expel them from Slrhind Jiffent 
was ilfo inlhgated to take arms againll them, by 
which means they were in the end, driven to the 
hills , but upon a promife of peace, and of their 
future good behaviour, Firofe left his fon Shai 
Chan and Beloli with his army , and with fomc 
attendants, went to Jiffent and Seconder They, 
notwithfnmding their promife, by the advice of 
Cuttub his nephew, who was in the imperial 
camp, impnfoned him and flew all his attendants. 
I hey alio diTpatched part of thar army to re 
ducc Beloh, but be retreated to a place of lafety, 
with the women and children Before he could 
join Shai Chan, he ivas attacked and defeated, 
and a great part of his army flair 

When filTcnt had retired to Punjab, Beloh 
collcfied the remains of his tnbe, and began to 

raife 
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raife contributions, oi plunder wlieicvcr lie a d i 4 «,o 
could, and as he was cvtrcincly gcncious in di- 
viding the fpoil among his followcis, he foon be- comes pow- 
cainc vciy po\^crlul. Some time after, Fiiofc^‘^“’ 
made his cfcape from Delhi, and joined him ; 
and even Cuttub, repenting of his torinei bclia- 
viour, found means to be leconciled to Bcloh. 

Beloli foon after invaded Sirhind, and polTelled 
himfelf of diat province. Upon iccciving intel- 
ligence of thefe tianfad:ions, the empcior Ma- 
hommed lent Hiflam, his vizier, with agicat 
aimy againft him. Beloli took the field, and 
gi\dng the vizici battle, defeated lum, by vhicii 
his power and icputation gicatly encrcafed. 

We are told, that when Beloli was yet a 
)muth in his unclc’^ fcrvice, one day he was per- ijjaDirscQ 
mitted to pay his refpeds to a famous Dirvdliof 
Sammana, whofe name w'as Shcidai. When he 
fat in a refpcclful pofluie before him, the Dii \ cfii 
cued out, in an cnthufiaflic manner, “ Who wall 
‘‘ give two thoufand rupees for the empire of 
“ Delhi ?’* Upon w'liich, Beloli told him, lie 
had only one thoufand fix hundred rupees in the 
world, wdiich he ordered his fervant to biing im- 
mediately and prefent to the Dirvefli. Ihe Dir- 
vefli accepted the money, and, laying his hand 
upon the head of Beloli, faluled him king. 

The companions of Bcloli ridiculed him vciy 
much for this adion : but he replied, “'1 hat, if die 
“ die thing came to pafs, he had made a cheap 
purchafe , if not, the blefling of a holy man 
could do him no harm. ’’ Upon a mind natu- 
rally ambitious, and in an age of fupcifiition, 
this prediction of the Dirvefii might have great 
effed inpiomoting its own end, for wdicn a 
-man’s mind is once bent upon the attainment 
of one objed, the greatefl. difliculties will be

After BcloU had defeated the vizier, he wrote 
to the emperor Mahommed, as before related, 
laying the whole blame of his rebellion upon the 
vizier 8 conduft towards him When Mahora 
roed bafely complied with his defire of cutting off 
the vizier Bcloh, accordmg to hi» promifc, 
waited upon the lang, that nc might be better 
able to carry on his intngucs at court He ma 
naged hu affairs at Delhi fo well, that the govern 
ment of Su-hmd was conferred upon him, to- 
gether tv^th other diftnfts near It, confirmed to 
aim in ^agier , which were the means that cna 
bled him to mount the throne, as we have 
already fecn m the former reign He had, 
** at the time of his accefijon, nine fons Chaja 
Baczid, Nizam, who was afterwards king 
under the name of Sccundcr , Barbee, Mubaxick 
Alla, JennTial, Jacob Mulah, and Jdlai , and of 
ooirxhs of renown, who were related to him,

X ill As Hamid the vizier, v ho conferred the cm 

Ka*i*i plrc upon him had great influence llih in the 
ftatc, he treated him for force time with honor 
and refpeft Being one dav id Hamid s houfc, 
at an entertainment, he ordered the companions 
whom he earned with him, to make themfclvcs 
appear as fooldh and ridiculous as pofiiblc, that 
the vincr mi^ht conCder them as fiilv fellow* , 
that fb he might be let upon his guard againft 
them When they accordingly came into com 
pan) fome tied that fliocs to thdr girdles, and 
others put them up in the nichcft of the -apart 
ment Hamid them the rcafon of that ex 
traordinary behaviour They replied, that dity 
were aftaid of thieves When thw had taken 
their feats upon the carpet, one of ^hem began 

to 
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to praife the flowers, and brightnefe of the co-a.d 1450 . 
lours, faying. He would be extremely glad to 
have fuch a carpet, to fend home to his own 
country, to make caps for his boys. Hamid 
laughed, and told him, he would give him 
velvet or brocade for that purpofe. When 
the plates and boxes of perfumes were laid 
before them, fome began to rub the fineft ot- 
ter of rofes all over them, others to drink it, 
and others to devour whole feftoons of flowers, 
while the beetle flood no chance, but was eat up, 
cover and all ; fotne, who had eat large pieces of 
chunam, by having their mouths burnt, made 
a terrible outcry 5 and, in this kind of foolei y, 
every one was endeavouring to outdo another, 
while the king and the vizier were almoft burft- 
ing with laughter. 

The vizier, imagining that this behaviour pro- 
ceeded from the king’s humour, who had a mind 
to make merry in his houfe, was extremely pleaf- 
ed, and had no fufpicion of men given to fo 
much mirth. The next vifit the king paid to Ha- 
mid, a greater number of his attendants were ad- 
mitted : but as Hamid had ftill a greater number 
of his own friends within the court, it was necef-„ 
fary to gam admillion for fome more of the king’s 
people, who w'^ere flopped without by the guards. 

The king having before > inftrutfled them-how to 
proceed in this- cafe, they began loudly to<wran- , 
gle with the; guard, andithrewout bitter invec- ' 
tives againfl; the king, for [permitting them to 
be fo unworthily’ treated. nThey even fwore that' 
they refpefted the.wizier,' and would fee him.

iitb BcioO returned to Jionpoor, and Bcloh went to Shura 
feabad to take pofleffion of it This latter expe 
diaon of Bcloh greatly oSended Mahmood, and he 
immediately returned to Shumfeabad, where the 
omrahs, Cuttub and Dina, furpnzed his camp in 
tlie night But dunng the attack, the horlc of 
Cuttub having trod upon a tent pin, threw him, 
and he was taken by the enemy, and hia party 
retreated to their own camp Bcloh drew out 
his army m the morning, but received advice 
that Mahmood had juft expired and that the 
omrahs had fet up his fon Mahommed , and, by 
the mediauon ot Bibi Raja, the young Jong’s 
mother, \ ho probably had rcceiveo previous af 
furances, a peace was immediately concluded 
Mahommed returned to Jionpoor, and Bcloh 
took the rout of Delhi 

Before the king amved at the capital he re 
ccivcd a letter from Shumfc Chatoon, the lifter 
of Cuttub, conjuni^ him, in the moft tender 
manner not to fun^ her brother to remain in 
captivity This prevailed upon Belnli to break 
the peace he had juft concluded, and to march 
towards Jionpoor Mahommed met him near 
Sirfutti. The younger brother of Mahommed, 
HaCen, fearing his brother’s rdentment for fome 
trclpaft rook this opportunity of marching oft, 
with all bis adherents, to Kinnogc Sittal, his 
other brother, foon followed him, but the dc 
tachment which Bcloh had fent after Haften met 
Sittal on the way, and took him pnfoncr Bcio 
h determined to Keep him as a ranfom for Cuttub 

In 
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In the mean time, the omrahs confpired againfl 
Mahommed, king of the Eaftern provinces, and Maliom- 
having aflaflinated him, advanced Haffen, his 
brother, who had fled to Kinnoge, to the throne. 

Beloli, for what reafon we know not, took no 
advantage of thefe difoidcrs, but now entered 
into a truce with Haflen for the fpace of four 
years ; Cuttub and Sittal being interchangeably 
releafed. Beloli retuined towards Shumfeabad, 
whither Bir-Singi, the fon of Rai Partab, came 
to pay his refpe£ts. But as his father had taken 
a ftandaid and a pair of drums foi merly from Trcidicry 
the omrah Deria in an action, that bafe man^f^'^"® 
thought to wipe off" that diflionour by aflafli- 
nating Bir-Singhi. Cuttub the fon of Haflen, 
Mubariz, and Rai Paitab, differing with the 
cruel traitor about this muider, were obliged to 
fly to Haflen, king of the Eaftern provinces. 

Beloli, after thefe tianfadions, returned to 
Delhi. 

But, upon account of the rebellion of the 
viceroy of Moultan, and the difordeis in Pun- 
jaab, he marched towards that quaiter. Upon 
his way, he heard that the Eaftern monai ch HaU 
fen was advancing, in his abfence, with a gieat 
army, to take Delhi He therefore, thiough 
neceflity, returned, and leaving Delhi in 
of Cuttub and Jehan, he went out to meet the agamftHaf- 
cnemy. The two aimies having met at the vil- 
lage of Chundwar, they fkirmifhed without in- 
termifiion for feven days. A peace w as at length 
patched up for the term of three years. At the 
expiration of this truce, Haflen invefted'Attava, 
took it, and drew over Ahmed, governor of 
Mewat, and Ruftum of Eoli, to his intereft, 
while Ahmed, who commanded at Selvan, and 
was alfogoveinor of Biana, ftiuck money and 
read the chutba m his napie. Haflen, with one 

hundred 
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hundred thouCmd horic and a thouiand clc- 
^ phants, marched from Attava towards Delhi , 
and Bdob no ways intimidated by that great 
force, marched out boldly to meet him The 
two armies having advanced to Battevara, cc 
camped for fomc timem fight of each other, and 
after fome fkirmifhes, id which there was no fu 
nonty of advantage on either fide, they again 
Rruck up a peace But this paafication was not 
permanent Haflen advanced again towards 
Delhi fome months after, and was oppofed at the 
village of SinLar, and obliged to depart upon 
peaceable terms 

Mudi about this tune, the mother of Haflen, 
Bibi R^a, died at Attava, and the Raja of Gua 
her and Cuttub went to confolc him upon that 
occafion When m difcourfc, Cuttub perceived 
that Haflen was a bitter enemy of Beloli, he be 
gan to flatter him after this manner — is 
one of your dependants, and cannot think of con 
tending long with you If I do not put you in 
poflclfion of Delhi look on my n ord as nothing 
He then with much art, got leave to depart from 
Haflen s court and returned to Delhi, and there 
he told to Beioli that he had cfcaped with a great 
deal of dilEcuIty from the hands of Haflen who 
meditating a frefh war againfl him 
TVeEmpt Abouc tfais timc, thc abdicated ernperor, Alla, 
rwAiiJKik*. died at Budaoon, upon which Haflen went to 
fettle matters at Budaoon, and, after thc func 
ral ceremonies were over, he took that country 
from thc children of Alla. Marching from 
thence to Simbol, he inipnfoncd Mubanck, gp- 
of tint province, then marching towards 
KjIiI.” Delhi, in the year eight hundred and aghty 
three lie croflt^ thc river Jumma near Gutte 
ruitch BeJoh who was at Sirhind, upon rcccir 
iDg intelligence of this inraflon, returned with 

all 
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all expedition to fave Ins capital. Several flight ^ ^ 
adtions enfued, in which Haflen had in general, 
the advantage. 

Cuttub difpatched a peifon to Haflen, infoi fil- 
ing him, that Beloli was ready to lelinquifli all 
the countiies beyond the Ganges, upon condi- 
tion he fliould leave him in pofleflion of all the 
provinces on this fide of that liver. Thefe 
terms being accepted, they reverfed their hofhle 
fpears, and Haflfen marched homeward But 
Beloli, in a perfidious manner, broke the peace, bcIoI’ 
and, purfuing Haffen, attacked liim upon hisS'i) 
march, killing a great number, and taking 
forty omi ahs prifoners, befides part of Ins trea- 
fure and equipage. Beloli purfued his vidlory, 
and took feveral diftridts belonging to Haflen, 
fuch as Campul, Pattiali, Shumfeabad, Sickite, 
Marhera, Sittali, and Koli, appointing agents to 
manage them under himfelf. • But when he had 
purfued Haflfen as far as Arumbidger, the latter 
flood his ground, and engaged Beloli. The vic- 
tory being dubious, a peace was patched up be- 
tween them, the village of Doupamou being fet- 
tled as the boundary between the empires. After 
this pacification, Haflfen pioceedcd to Raberi, 
and Beloli returned to Delhi 

Haflen could not, however, forget the perfidy 
of Beloli He recruited his army, and fome time 
after marched againfl; him, and met him at the 
k village of Sinhar, when an obflinate battle enfued, 
in which Haflfen was defeated, and loft all his 
treafure and baggage, vhich, together with an 
addition of reputation, gicaj^ly piomoted the af- 
fairs of Beloli. Haflen having retieated to Rabe- 
ri, he was followed thither by Beloli, and upon- 
ftandmg a fecond engagement, he was again to- 
tally defeated. Aftei the battle, he retieated- 
towards Gualier, the raja of Gualier bi ought

Bdoh marched, in the mean time, to Attava,

cd for fomc months But Rai Chand of Buxar, 
coming over to Bcloh, {hewed him a pallable 
ford in the nver, by which he crofled, and at 
tacking Haflen defeated him and drove him to 
Jionpoor, upon which Bdoh turned ofl* to the 
left towards Kinnogc Haflen again met him 
near that ary, but he was once more defeated 
with great flaughtcr His regaha and equipage 
were taken, and alfo the chief lady of his fc 
ragUo, Bibi Cooza, the daughter of Alla, empe 
ror of Delhi, who was treatwi with great refpeft 
Beloh returned, after this viSory, to Delhi 
Having recruited and regulated his army, he 
advanced the fpear of hoSility again towards 
Jionpoor He conquered that country, and nve 
It to Mubanck Lohani, leaving Cuttub, J^n, 
and other omrahs, at Migouh, to fccurc his con 
quefia He himfcJf went to Budaoon, where he 
Urtin after heard of Cuttub 6 death Jehan, Mu 
batick, and other omrahs, though they kept up 
the appearance of fidcUi) , were, after the death 
of Cuttub, concerting mcafurcs to throw off Be 
loll 8 yoke Beloli Being apprized of their in 
tention*, marched towards Jionpoor, and drove 
aw*!)

place, who began to rank himfelf among Beloli’s ^ 
fubjedls. The king marched from thence to a 
place in the diftndls of Rintimpore, which he 
plundered, and foon after returned to Delhi. 

Beloli being now extremely old, and infirmi- 
ties beginning daily to increafe upon him, he di-andinfiim 
vided his dominions among his fons, giving Jion- 
poor to Barbee ; Kurrah and Mamkpore, to Mu- 
barick j Barage to his nephew Mahommed, fa- 
mous by the name of Kalla Par, or the Black 
Mountain ; Lucknore and Calpee, to Humaioon, 
whofe father, Baezid, was alTaffinated a little be- 
fore by his own fervant ; Budaoon to Chan Je- 
han, one of his old omrahs, and a relation ; and 
Delhi, with feveral countries between the two 
rivers, to his fon Nizam, known afterwards by 
the name of Sultan Secunder, whom he appoint- 
ed his fucceffor in the imperial dignity. 

Some time after this divifion, the emperor 
proceeded to Gualier, and raifing a tribute of 
eighty lacks of rupees from the raja of that place, 
came to Attava, from whence he expelled Sickit 
Sing, and then turned his face towards Delhi. 

Falling fick upon his march, many of the omrahs 
were defirous that he fhould alter his former will, fick 
with refped to the fucceflion, which, they faid, 
was the ' undoubted right of Humaioon, his 
grandfon. The fultana, upon this, i wrote to her 
fon Nizam, w'ho, having heard of his father’s 
illnefs, was fetting out from Delhi, by no means 
to come, otherwife he might be imprifoned by 
the omrahs : at the fame time the king, by the 
advice of fome omrahs, ordered public letters to 
be fent him, to haflen him to the camp, that he . 
might fee him before his death. Nizam was 

g reatly perplexed how to a<T upon this nice occa- 
on. He, at length, was advifed by Cuttuluk, 
the vizier of. the Eaffern emperor Haflen, who 

was 
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was then pnfoncr at Delhi, to pitch his tents 
■mthoQt the aty, and to advance by very flow 
marches In the mean time, the l^g s difcafe 
overcame him, and he died at Mahub, in the 
pergunnah of Sikitc, in the year eight hundred 
and nmety four, having reigned thirty-dght 
years eight months, antf feven days. 

Beioli was, for thofe days, efteemed a virtuous 
and mild pnnee executing jufbcc to the utmofl 
of his knowledge, and treating his courtiers ra 
thcr as his companions than his fobjefts When 
he came to the empire, he divided the public 
treafure among Ins mends, and could be Icldom 
prevailed upon to mount the throne, faying, 
“ That It was cnongh for him, that the world 
‘ knew he was long, without his making a vam 
** parade of rovalu ' He was extremely tern 
perate in hu diet, and feldom eat at home 
I hough a man of no great ritcraturc himfelf, he 
was fond of the company of learned men, whom 
he rewarded according to thar ment He had 
given fo many proofs of pcrfonal bravery that 
none could doubt it, at the fame time, he was 
often cautious to excels never ebufing to truft 
much to chance, and delighting greatly in nego 
nation 

During the long reign of Belob, In Delhi, the 
empire or Perfia remained divided into a number 
of petty pnnapaluiea, moft of them fubjeS to the 
defendants of llmur Bee and Zingis Chan 
Ifmaicl, uho afterwards founded the dynafty of 
the Sods of Perfia, began to make feme fi^re, in 
the Weftem Afia, before the death or Bcloh 
Tranfoxiana, the moft of Chorafian and the pro 
nnccs towards the Indus, were fubjcA to the 
poftenty of Timur, who were engaged in almoft 
uninterrupted hoftihuci againft one another 
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H E omrahs, immediately upon the death ® 

Jt of Bdoli, formed tliemfelvcs into a council, 
in which fome apjDeared to be attached to the in-Thcom- 
tereftr of Azim Humaibon, fome to Barbee, the 
eldeft fon of the Sultan then living, and fome to ciined 
Nizam, "vi^ho had affumed the name of Secunder, 
in confequence of his father’s will. When they 
\^ere debating, the mother of Secunder, whofe 
ilame was Raha, originally a goldfmith’s daugh- 
ter, but raifed to the Sultan’s bed, by the fame 
6f her beauty, came behind the curtain, in the 
great tent, and made a fpeech to the omrahs, in ^ 
favor of her fon Upon which Ifah, the nephew 
of Beloh, anfwered her, in a difrefpe<5lful man- 
ner, and concluded with faying', that' a gold- 
fmith’s offspring was not quahfied to hold the 
empire. 

Firmilli, who had been dignified, by Beloli, Firnni''’j 
with the title of firft of the nobles, a ftout daring 
nian, took him up, and told him. That Beloh 
was yet fcarce cold in his heaife, and that the 
man who threw fuch ungenerous afperfions upon 
his family ought' to be defpifed. _ Ifah replied, 

That lilence would' better become him, who was 
ohly a fervant of the ftate. Upon which the 
other rofe up, m a rage, and told him, ^he was, 
indeed, a fdr’vant of Secunder, arid would main- 
tain his right agairift all who'dufft oppofe it. He 
ru&ed out of the council, followed by all his 
party, and carried off the body of the deceafed 
VoL.

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ad f4*s King to Jcliali, where/ he was met by Secundcr, 
who there afeended his father's throne, 
twaii the Sccunder fending the corpfc of his father to 
T^clbi, marched agaiaft Uah, and having defeated 
Ddpudooihim, afterwards forgave his offence Returning 
^ then to Delhi, he, m the manner of his father, 
conferred fovora upon all his kindred Secundcr 
had, at this amc, fix fons, Ibrahim, Jellal, Uh 
maid, flaffein, Rt^mood, and Humaioon, and 
likcvsifc fifty three omrahs of difhnfhon of his 
own family, in bis fcrvicc 

Mutha Some time after his acceflion, Secundcr 
marched towards Uaben, and befieged his own 
Allum brother, AUum, m the fort of Chundwar, for 
forac da)s, ADum evacuated the place, and fled 
to Ifah Lodi, at Patuah Secundcr gave Raben 
to firmilU, went, in perfon, to Attava, and cal 
Allum, his brother, to court, gave lum pof 
^8*1 «Je- frfuon of that country He then advanced to 
pattiah, engaged I&h a fccond time, wounded, 
and defeats Lira , after which liah threw him 
fclf upon Sccundcr's mercy, was pardoned, and 
foon after died of his uound 

Secundcr, about that tunc, fent a trufty per 
fon to Barbee, his brother, King of Jionpoor, 
definng he would do him homage, and order his 
name to be read firft in the chutlw all over lus do 
rmnions- Barbee rejeSed thefe propoGds, and 
Secundcr marched againft him Barbee and 
ixu*cf Calla Par came out in order of battle to meet him 
An action enfued, m which Calla Par, charging 
too for among the troops of Ddhi, was talccn 
iiupoBcT pnfoner Sccunder, upon feeing him, alighted 
from his horfc, and embraced him, faving, that he 
cflccmcd him as his father, and begged to be looked 
upon as his fon Calla Par, confounded at the 
honor done hun, replied, that, except his life, 
he had nothing to make a rccompcncc for fuch 
kmdncis, defiftng to get a horfc, that he might 
w fliow 
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fliow himfclf not wliolly unwoitliy of the loyal *488 
favour. He was accoidingly mounted, and pcih- ^ 
dioufly fold Ills i cputation lor a compliment, tui n- 
ino- his fword a^ainll Bubcc: uhicJi ciicum- 
ftaiicc, in feme mcafurc, contiibuted to the fiic- 
cefs of Secundci. Tlic 1 loops of Bai bee Iccing 
Calla Par charging them, imagined that all his 
foiccb were alfo gone over to tlic enemy, and be- 
took themfclvcs to fliglit. Baibcc did all that na i>ec dc 
bravely could pciloim ; but finding himfclf dc- 
ferted, he fled to Budioon, while hlubaiic, liis 
fon, w'as taken pi ifoncr. Seen ndcr puifuing him 
clofc, inveflcd Barbee in Budaoon, who, foon 
driven to difticfs, capitulated, and w-as leccivcd 
avith great kindnefs and icfpecb. The King cai- 
ried Barbee wdth liim to Jionpoor , but as Hallbn, 
the expelled King of the callcrn provinces, was 
flill a pow'^crful prince in Bchar, he thought Bar- 
bee w'ould be the piopcrcfl per fon to check him, 
and accordingly confnmcd him as bcfoie in the 
government of' Jionpoor , leaving, hov/cver, 
fome tiufl}’’ friends at his couit, upon whom he 
bellowed eftates and jurifdiclions, to keep them 
firm in his own intcrcll. 

Secunder returning to Calpie, took the place 
from his brother Azim Humaioon, and gave it to caijni. 
Mahmood Lodi. He marched from thence to 
Kurrah, and 'J’alar the governor paying him ho- 
mage, he confirmed liim in Ins ollicc, and tui ii- 
ing towards the fort of Gualier, he fent one of 
his omrahs Chaja wuth an honorary drefs to Raja 
Maan, who difpatchcd his nephew wuth piefents 
to accompany the King to Biana.' Sherrif, the go- 
vernor of Biana, met the emperor, upon friendly 
terms. The king oideied him to give up Biana, 
and he would appoint him governor of 'fcllafar, 
^Chandwar, Marrara, and Sekite. Sheri if took 
Omar Serwani with him to put him iii polTeflion 
of the foi t, but when he had got wuthin the w'alls, 

F2 he 
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he lliut the gates upon Omar, and prepared to 
defend himlclf The King defpainng to reduce 
the place, went tp A^ra, \^cre Hybut, who held 
that fort tinder Shemf, as governor of Buna, fiiut 
the gates againft him, contrary to his cxpcdation 
This infult enraged the Sultan to that decree, that 
he determined, let the event be what it would, 
to reduce Shemf to his obedience* He accord 
ingly, Icavmg part of his array to bcJicgc Agra, 
returned in peiTon, with the utmoft expedition, 
towards Buna, which he immedutcly bclicged* 
The fiegc proved long and bloody, however, 
Shemf, in the end, was obliged to capitulate, m 
the year eight hnndred and mnety^ fevenj and his 
government was given to FirraiUi, who had been 
dignified with the title of firft of the nobles* 

The fort of Agra falling, about the lame time, 
mto Sccunder*a hands, he returned to Dclhi^ 
where, m a few days, he received advices of an 
mfurre^faon at Jionpoor, among the zemindars, 
to the number of one hundred thoufand horfe 
and foot , and that they had already flam Shen, 
the brother of Mubanck the governor of Kurrah 
Mubanck himfelf bang^dnven fromiKurrah, was 
taken pnfoncr by Rai ^hedc, of Battca, and Bar 
bee obliged to go to Baragc, to folhat the allif 
tance ofiCalhi 1^, fo that the King, after twen 
ty two days rdf|utc at Delhi, was under tlie nc 
ceffity of marchmg towards Jionpoor When he 
amved at Dilraow, he was joined by Barbee , 
and Rai Bhede hearing of Secundcr*8 approach 
relcafcd Mubanck, and the zemindars difpcrfcd 
thcmfcivcs*- The Sultan earned Barbee to Jion 
poor, and having left him there to pumfli the of 
fenders, he fpenta month in hunting about Oud 
At Oud intelligence was brought to Sccundcr, 
that the zemindars had nfen again, and befieged 
Barbee in Jionpoor Hd ordcrefd immediately^ 
that CalhPar, Humaioon Scru'anijand Lowani, 

b) 



by the way of Oud, and Mubarick by the way 
ofKurrah, fliould march againft them, and fend 
Barbecpnfoner to the prefencc. His oideis were 
accordingly executed, Barbee was given in charge 
to Hybut and Omai Serwani, being efteemed an 
improper perfon for the government, and too 
dangerous to be ti ufted with his liberty. 

The King, after thefe tranfaclions, marched 
towards Chinar, which was held for Sultan Haf- 
fen of the Eaft ; upon his approach, the garrifon 
made a fally, and \vere driven back into the 
fort ; but Secunder upon reconnoitring the place, 
looked upon it as almoft impregnable, and im- 
mediately left it, marching his army towards Bat- 
tea. Rai Bhede came out of Battea, and paid 
him homage, upon which the King confiimed 
him in his dominions, and returned to Areil, or- 
dering Rai Bhede to accompany him , but Rai 
Bhede fufpeciing fome defign againft himfelf, left 
all his retinue, and deferred the camp alone. 
Secunder fent him back his effecls. He, how- 
ever, permitted his troops to plunder the coun- 
try of Areil, and eroding the river, by the way 
ofKurrah, went to Diltnow, wheie he manied 
the widow of Sheri, the late governor of that 
place. From Dilmow Secunder marched to 
Shumfeabad, where he remained fix months, 
and then went to Simbo! , but returning from 
thence, in a few days, to Shumfeabad, he plunder- 
ed the town of Mudeo-makil, where abandof ban- 
ditti refided. Secunder fpent the i ainy feafon at 
Shumfeabad. In the year nine hundred, Secun- 
der made another campaign towards Battea, de- 
feating Bir Singh, the fon of Rai Bhede, at Car- 
rangatti who fled to Battea ; but upon the King’s 
approach, Rai Bhede took the loute of Sirkutch, 
and died upon his march. Secunder, after this 
victory proceeded to Sezdewar ; but provifions 

growing 
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growing fcarcc m his camp, he was obliged to 
return to Jionpoor, having in this cspcdition, 
loft a great part of his cavalry by fatigue, bad 
roads, and the want of forage* 

Liclam, the fon of Rai Bhedc, and other zc 
rnindars, wrote to Sultan Haftcn, the titular 
King of the Eaft now in poffdlion of the pro 
Vince of Bchar, tliat the cavalry of Secunder was 
now in a wretched condition, and that it was an 
excellent opportunity for bun to take fatisfa&on 
for his former defeats This induced Haflcn to 
pul his army in motion, and march dircdiy 
againft Secunder fbe emperor heanng of his 
intcnlinna, put his army upon the beft rooting 
pofiiblc, and crofled the Ganges to meet him, 
ivliich he did thirty fix miles from Benans An 
obftinatc battle was fought, in which Hafien u’as 
defeated and fled toBattca* 

Secunder leaving his camp with a proper guard, 
purfued the fugitncs for three days, with a party 
ot horfe ; but neanng that Haften was gone to 
Behar, be flopped, and upon the ninth day re 
turned to his camp He foon after marched \vith 
his w hole army towards Behar, but upon his ap- 
proach Haften left Cundu to guard tlieat^, and 
lied bimfelf to Calgaw, in the dominion of Ben 
gal Alla, then king of Bengal, called Haflfen to 
ms court, and treated him uitli the greateft re 
fpeft dunng the remainder of his days, which he 
paflcduith mm, fotbat with Haflcn the royal 
Imc of Jionpoor wus cxUnguifhcd 

Secunder, from his camp at Dcopar, fent a 
dnifion of his army a^nft Cundu, who cvacu 
ated the aty and fled, ^vingthe whole country 
opento the cncra^ fhe king left Mohabut with 
a force in Bchar and marched towards Turhat, 
the raja of which fubmittcd himfclf to hu cic 
mcnc) , and laying dov n a large fum, agreed to 

pay 
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pay an annual tribute. To coUeft the tribute, a d 1494. 
the Sultan left Mubarick, and returned to Der- 
vefhpoor, and from thence went to vifit the tomb 
Shech Sheinf at Behar, and diftnbuted prefents 
to the dirvefhes who lived there upon the charity 
of pilgrims. 

Secunder having 1 egulated his army, marched 
towards Bengal , but when he had reached Cutt- 
lifhpoor, Alla King of Bengal fent Danial his fon 
to oppofe him. Secundei detached Zere Zichme, 
one of his generals, to acquaint him, that he had 
no intention to fubdue the country, but as their 
dominions now boideredupon each other, it be- 
came neceffary to know upon what footing he 
muft efteem Alla, before he left that country. 

The king of Bengal gladly accepted of a peace, tween Se- 
' wherein It was ftipulated, that neither monaich 
fliould permit any of their governors to invade 
each other’s dominions, and that neither of them 
Ihould give protedlion to the other’s enemies. 

Secunder returned to Dirvefhpoor. Mubarick 
at that time dying, the care of Turhat was given 
to Azim Humaioon, the fon of Chan Jehan, and 
Behar was bellowed upon Deria, the fon of Mu- 
barick. There happened, at this time, a great a dearth m 
dearth in the country, but all duties being taken ^mdoftan 
off by the Kang’s order, that calamity was in a 
great meafure mitigated. Secunder, in the mean 
time, reducing the diftncls of Sarin, which were 
then in the hands of fome Zemindars, gave the 
lands injagiers to fome of his omrahs ; then re- 
turning by the way of Movilligur to Jionpoor, he 
refided there fix months. 

Secunder having alked the daughter of Sal Ba- 
' lain, raja of Battea, in marriage, the father re- 
fufed to comply with his requeft. Secunder, to 
revenge this affront, put his army in motion a- „ , 

gainll the raja, in the year nine hundred and four cn and de- 
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1494 and marching to Battca, iacked it After hav 
^ ^ mg Ravaged the country round Bandiigur, iic 
returned to Jionpoor, where he fpent feme tune, 
in the anl regulations of the empire. About 
this time, tie accounts of Mubanck Lodi bemg 
infpcftcd for the tune of his adminiftration in 
Jipnpoor, and a great balance bemg found due 
to the royal revenue, the King ordered it to l?e 
levied him iTm fcvcTity gratly dilguft 
cd the'^omrahs, among whom Mubinck was 
very much cftccmcd A faflaon accordingly 
ntudifi arofc m the array, which firft difcovcrcd itfelf by 
pnvatc quarrels For, one day, as the Saltan 
and his court were playmg a psirty at club and 
ball, on horfcback, the club of Hybut^ by aca 
dent, or dclign, wounded one Sobman m the 
head Chizer, the brother of Sohman, came up, 
and returned the compbment to Hybut, fo that 
lollop 10 a few minutes, the parties on both Udesjoin 
ed m the quarrel, and the whole field was m 
one uproar and confiifion 
Seconder, fearing a confpiracy, fled to the 
cwfjanuT palace, but nothing of that kind tranfpinng, he 
made another party at the Cunc game, feme days 
thereafter, and a quarrel of the fame nature en 
fjed, for which Shurale Chan, who bcgim it, 
was difgraced, and bafhnadocd. But the Sultan 
would not be fatisfied but that there was feme 
plot w sgiUtioD, and therefore ordered his guards 
A o* dir ^ fclcded, and to keep upon the watch, The 
ca^ruL King 9 jcaloufics wcFc DOt gTOundlcls , for at that 
time, H) but, and two other chiefs, had propofed 
to Fatti Chan, the Eng^s brother, to cut off the 
Sultan, who, they faid, was now diflikcd by the 
generahty of the clucfs, and to place Fatti upon 
the throne. Fatti definng fomc time to conCdcr^ 
of It, difclofed the fccrct to Shcch CabuU, and to 
his own mother, who advifcd him agamft fo hor 
nd an aftion , and, left the alEiir Ihould, by any 

other 
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other means, tranfpire, fhe defired him to acquaint 
the King oftheir propofal. This he did accord- 
ingly, and the confpirators were detached upon 
different ferviceSj where they were put to death 
by Secunder’s orders. 

Secunder, in the year nine hundred and five, 
marched to Simbol, where he fpent four years in 
pleafure, and in tranfafting civil aSairs. But 
hearing of fome bad adminiftration of Afghir, 
the governor of Delhi, he fent an order to 
Chawafs Chan, governor of Matchiwarri, to 
march to Delhi, and fend Alghir prifoner to court. 
The governor receiving advice of this order, left 
Delhi, and threw himlelf at the IGng’s feet, but 
not being able to form any excufc for his bad 
praftices, he was ordered into confinement. 

At this time there happened a remarhiable in- 
ftance of religious zeal and perfecution. A brah- 
min, whofe name was Bhodm, upon being abuf- 
ed by a Mahommedan, for his idolatry, happened 
to make a very moderate, but what proved to 
him a fatd reply. The reply was this : “ That 
“ he efteemed the fame God to be the objeiff-of 
“ all woiffiip, and, therefore, believed the Ma- 
“ hommedan and Hindoo religions to be equally 
“ good.” The bigotted Mahommedan, for what 
he thought the impiety of this anfwer, fummoned 
the brahmin immediately before the cafy, or chief 
judge of the city. The affair making fome noife, 
by the various opinions of the public, the ^ng 
cdled together all the Mahommedan dofliors of 
fame in the empire, to decide the caufe. After 
many long difputes, the doctors brought in their 
opinion, that the brahmin ought to be forced to 
turn Mahommedan, or be put to death The 
S brahmin, however charitable he might have been 
to all opinions upon religion, refufed to apofta- 
tize, and accordingly died a martyr to his faith, 

which 
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A.D r499. which rcflcAs DO finall diflioiior upon Sccundcr 
w and hia inquiiitors. 

When Chawafi, whom we have already men 
tioned, entered Delhi, he found an order from 
the Emperor to proceed immediately to court, 
with wmch he mllaiitly comphed At the lame 
time, a certam omrah calJ^ Sad Sirwani came 
from Lahore, who was a man of a very fafhous 
<■« difpofition, and commenced fomc trcafonable pro- 
for which he, Tattar, and Mahummad, 
were banifiied to Guzerat 

In the nme hundred and feventh of the Higc 
ra, Rai Man Sing, of Gnalicr, fent one of his de 
pendants called Nehal to the King with nch pre 
fents , but as this cmballador talked in too high a 
llrain, Secundcr ordered him to depart, anode 
6 «:orid< * dared war agaioft his maftcr But he was pre 
\cntcd from the execution of his purpofe, for 
cSSti fome time, by the death of Firmilli, governor of 
Biana, and by thofe difturbances in that province, 
which fuccceded that governor s death The go 
vemment of Buna having devolved upon Araad 
Soliman, the fon of Firmilli, who was yet too 
} oung and uncxpcncnccd for fuch a charge, the 
Jung gave that appointment to Chawafi Sifdir 
was fent with a force to reduce Agra, which be 
longed to the province of Biana, and had then 
revolted , another detachment bang fent, at the 
fame time, to reduce the fort of Dolipoor, which 
was in the pofleffion of Raja Benaedeo, who had 
begun to make warhke preparations. Here Chaja 
Bern a warnor of great fame, fell by the fword, 
w Inch fo irritated Secundcr, who had a great cf 
teem for him, that be marched himfelf againfl 
tint place Upon his approach Benaedeo left 
fomc tnends in the fort, and fled towards Gua 
her, but the gamfon, the next mght, evacuated 
the pbcc, and left the King to take pofleflion of 
it He tamed there about a montn, and then 

marched 
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marched to Gualier. The raja of which place, 
changing his haughty ftile, now humbly fued for 
peace, fending to him Seid, Baboo, Rai Ginis, 
and others, who had, at different times, fled 
from Secunder, and taken proteftion under him. 
At the fame time, he fent his own fon, Bicker- 
magit, with prefents, who had the addrefs to 


procure peace. 

Secunder returned to Dolipoor, which he again 
beftowed upon Benacdeo ; then marching to ^akcs 
Agia, he, for the firft time, made that city im-Agra^^^^ 
penal, by fixing his refidence there, and abando- rcfidencc. 
ning the city of Delhi. Here he remained duiing 
the rains, and, in the year nine bundled and ten, 
marched towards Mupdeiael, which he took, 


and deftroyed the Hindoo temples, ordering 
mofques to he built in their ftead. Secunder le- 
turning to Dohpoor, removed the raja from his 
office, and gave it to one Kimir. He paffed from 
thence to Agra, giving his orniahs leave to re- 
turn to their refpechve eftates. An earth- 

In the following year, 'upon Sunday the third 
of Siffer, there was a violent earthquake in Agra, 
fo that the mountains fhook on their broad bafes, 


and every lofty building was levelled with the 
ground, fome thoufands being buried in the luins. 
Secunder, in the fame year, moved towards Gua- 
lier, and flopped by the way fome time at Doll- 
poor, where he left his family, and, w'lth an un- 
incumbered army of hoife, proceeded to the hills, 
to plunder fome Hindoo rajas, from whom he 
took great fpoils, and ravaged theii peaceful ha- 
bitations. Juft as the King was paffing by the 
town of Javer, m the dominions of die laja of 
Gualier, he was attacked by a refolute body of 
men, who had lain in ambufh for him , but, by 
the bravery of Av/id and Ahmed, the fons of 
Chan Jehan, the Hindoos were defeated, and a 
great number of rajaputs put to the fword. 


The 
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The Sultan returned to Agra , and, in the 
year nine hundred and twelve, he went towards 
jSSS^or Awintgur , and, as he had dcfpaircd 

»hicb tt of reduang Guaher, he bent his whole ftrength 
tticn. tQ tljg redu&on of this place It was according 
ly, m a fhort time, ta^n, and all the rajaput 
gamfon put to the fword, the temples deftroved, 
and irofqaea ordered to be built in their place. 
This go\ eminent was conferred upon Bickm, the 
fon of Mnjahid Chan when £bmc envious perfons 
gave the king information that Mujahid had ta 
ken a bribe from the raja of Awintgur, when they 
\vere marching againft hull, m order to divert the 
King from that refolution nus being proved, 
Mujalnd was impnfoncd at Dohpoor , after which 
the King returning tow'ards Agra, on the way 
loft eight hundred men, m one day, for want of 
water 

Sccundcr, eyeing from his march the rums of 
iTSS- Agra, niov^ towards Narvar, a ftrong fort, in 
the diftnd of Malava, then in the pofleftion of 
the Hindoos. He ordered Jellal, governor of 
Calpic, to advance before him, and mveft the 
place, which \va3 accordingly done. When the 
King arrived before Narvar, Jellal drew up his 
armi, oatofrefpeft that the King might review 
them as he pafied. The arcumftance proved vc’y 
hurtful to Jellal, for, from that time, the King 
became jealous of his power, and determined to 
mm him Sccundcr furrounded the place, which 
was fixteen miles in arcumfcrcnce, and began to 
carry on the hcgc. The fiege was now protrac 
ted eight months, when the Sultan received in 
t^ligcncc, that a trcalbnablc corrcfpondcncc was 
earned on between Ibmc of his omrahs and the 
gamfon, for which Jellal and Sben were impn 
foned in the fort of Awintgur The gamfon, 
foon after, was obh^cd to capitulate, for want of 
provifions, and thclGng remained, for the Ipacc 



of fix months, at Narvar, breaking down tern - a d 1506. 
pies, and building mofques. He there alfo efta- 
bliflied a kind of monafteiy, which he filled with 
divines and leained men. 

Shab ul Dien, the fon of Nafir, King of Malava, 
being at this time difcontented with his father, 
propofed to have a conference with Secunder. 

The King immediately fent him a drefs, and pro- 
mifed to fupport him in the government of Chin- 
den, againft the power of his father. But cir- 
cumftances fo fell out, that it became unneceflary 
to take that unnatural ftep. 

The Sultan, in the month of Shuban, in the^anous 
year nine hundred ahd fourteen, marched from^fVhc^ 
Narvar ; but after he had advanced to the river 
Ganges, he began to confider that it would be 
proper to furround that fortrefs with another 
wall. He therefore ordered that w^ork to be im- 
mediately begun, and then he himfelf took the 
rout of Lobar. At that place he beftowed Calpie, 
in jagier, upon Niamut Chatoon, the wufe of 
Cuttub Lodi, and daughter of the prince Jellal, 
his brother. He then directed his march towards 
the capital, and arriving at Hitgat, fent a detach- 
ment againft fome lebels in that country, and de- 
ftroyed all their habitations, placing fmall garii- 
fons at proper diftances to overawe them. About 
this time he received advices, that Ahmed, the 
fon of Mubanck Lodi, governor of Lucknore, 
had turned idolater , upon which orders were 
difpatched to fend him prifoner to court, and that 
his^ fecond brother, Sud Chan, fhould take the 
adminiftration of ‘affairs in his ftead. In the 
yearmme hundred and fifteen, the King marched 
to Dolipoor, and ordered caravanferas to be built 
at every ftage. Mahummud Nagori having de- 
feated Ali 'and Abu Bekir, w^ho had conlpired 
agamfifhim, they fled to Secunder for pi otechon. 
'Mahummud, fearing they would bring the King 

againft

and was gracioufly received. But Ali, who had a d 1509. 
been difappointed in fome favois which he expec- 
ted for bringing this mattci to bear, rcfolvcd ftill 
to prevent the accomphfhment of it. He had fo 
much influence upon the governor, that he made 
him letradl his promife about giving up tlic fort, 
though he had puthimfclf in the Sultan’s power. 

The Sultan having found out the caufe of this 
change, difgraced Ali, and deprived him of his 
government, but was obliged to return to Agra 
without fuccceding in his defign upon Rintim- 
pore, fetting the govcinoi at libcity, notwith- 
ftandmg he had fo egregioufly deceived him. 

To Agra the King fummoned all the diftant 
omrahs together, with an intention to 1 educe 
Gualier. But he was, in the midfl' of his piepa- 
rations, m the year nine hundred and twenty 
three, taken ill of a quinfey, of which he died, 
having reigned, with great reputation and ability, 
twenty eight years and five months. The parts, 
which he exhibited, during his icign, juflifiedcics 
the choice of, his father, who Angled him out, 
thouglv a younger fon, as the perfon mofl: capable 
to fupport a title to which his family had no 
claim, by inheiitance. 

A great revolution happened in Perfia,' during snte of 
the reign of Seconder in Hindoftan. Ifmael Sofi, 
having reduced the weftein provinces of Perfia, Lam-' 
polfefled himfelf of Choraflfan and the weftei n 
Tartary, by the defeat and death of Shubiani, 
the Ufbec, who had dirpoflefled the family of 
Timur of thofe countries. The famous Sultan 
Baber, in the mean time, continued to reign in 
Cabul and the provinces towaids the Indus, 
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^ O ECUNDER dying it Agra, hu fonibni 
* immediitcly fucceedcd hiih m the 
throne This prince, contrary to the maxunJ 
and pohcy of his father and grandfather, behaved 
himfclf with mfupportable pnde and arrbgance to 
his friends and famBy One fbohfh eiprefSon of 
hu was, that hangs had no relations, but that 
every body fhould be the haves of rojalty The 
omrabs, of the tribe of Lodi, who nere always 
before honoured svith a feat in the prefencc, were 
now conflrained to Hand by the throne, with 
thar hands crofled before them They were fo 
much difgulled with this infolence, that they pn 
vatdy became his enemies. 

Aa»fpi. confpiracj’ therefore svas formed, by the 
nr, omrahs of Lodi, m which it was agreed to leave 
Ibrahim in pofleffion of Delhi, and a few depen 
dent provmces, and to place the pnnee Jeihd, his 
brother, upoh the throne of Jionpoor Jellal 
marched from Calple, by the aid and advice of 
dnuSSi the difaffeScd omrahs, and mounted the throne 
of Jionpoor He appointed his couGn Fatte 
Chan his vizier, w ho brought over all the om 
rahs of the Eaflcm pronnees to his intcreft. 

jehan Lohini came at that tune from Bett, to 
congratulate Ibrahim upon his acceffion, and, in 
a very high flrain, began to bbmc the omralis 
for dividing the empire, which, he laid, WTitiid

But Hybut hayipg over-a£ted hi^s part, ^7 
tery and importunity, Jellal fufpecled, a plot'^ervonr m 
againft himfelf,, pnd wrote thepi a genteel excufe.^'’j‘"jj°^ 
'Diey, howeyer,', not difcovei^mg h^s jealpufy, from Jion- 
fent Firmilh and other omrahs to, enforce the 
qpeftpf PyWt ; byt J^ellahtpokno' notice of their ^ 
folicitations pr intrigues. Ibrahim, fiand his pin-, 
rahs, .finding -that thefe baits would, not take with 
JeJlal,. iffued at" proclamation,, declaring, all the 
omrahs, who fhould ^oin hiip, -traitors to the 
fiate, ,at the^;.fame time fepdl^ig prefents and 
mefTqngers to all ihe principal officers in thofe, 
parts., Thefe nmeans had the .defired efferi, and 
the omrahs, pn the fide of Jeilah .were brought 
over from his -intereft, by degrees. The afl^irs 
of Jellal declining in this manner, he faw that 
nothing . but a refolute attempt could retrieve 
them. ^ He accordingly ' marching to C^lpie, fe- 
Gjired his family in that fort , and,' ‘Cpileriiing [all 
his ftrength; aflumed the title of emperor, under, , 
the title of Jellal ul Dien^ and w|is determined to 
try his fortune in the field. Jle fent, at the fame 
time, a trufty ambaflador to Azim df^maioon, 
who held Callingei for Ibrahim, and had a great 
army ip pay, to beg liis affiftance. Azim \ya§i 
prevaded uppntpjoin hips , and a refolution avas^ 
formed, firfl: to feftle the countries about Jionr 
poor, and aftei wards tp think pf affairs of flih 
greater moment. They accordingly' ipaiched,

’ Ibrahim' hcarmg of thefe traiiladioiis, mafehed 
his army to that quarter, {ending his other bi^ 
thers, m confinement, to Hafli^ where he pciili 
oned "them ^for hfe. Upon his march towards 
Oud, he was informed that Aam Humaioon had^ 
deferted Jdlal,^ and was now upop'hu way to 
meet him, "which ^vc him joy ^e fent^ 

Tome omrahs ^o cfcort him* to'’ his camp, ^wherc 
he was very ferdurably rccaVtd. A number of 
other omrahs, of thofc parts,^[|omcd Ibrahim , 
and he difpatchcd the greateftparfof his army, 
under the‘'command or Azim 'jHuinaioon Loth, 
againR his brother But before Azim could come 
up with IcUalj he threw a gamfon into Calpic, 
and, with khirty’thoulaDd horfe,' gave him the 
flip, and marched dircdly towards Am, ^^hfle 
Aam laid Cege to Calpiej Jdlal had it now m’ 
hu power either to take pdfMon of, or to plan 
dd*, the treafdry But nc feems to have been 
perfcdly infatiiatcd Adam, who was m the 
aty with a fmall ' gamfou,^ hot bnly prevailed* 
upon huh to rcTinquilh that^advantage,* hut* 
amufed him with hopes of his brother’s favdi:',^ till^ 
he fent him aD his enflgns of royalty Adam went 
fo far as to promifc to Jcllal the govemmerit of 
Calpic, and other advanta^, witholit having any"* 
pow ers of treating from me kmg ' ^ 

Adam fent the whole to Ibrahim, and ac 
quamtw him of every particular But the king 
having now taken C^pie, and the treaty being* 
concluded without his authority, he took no ho 
lice of It, but marched againft Jcllal, who, how* 
deferted by his army for his pufiUammitV, wa-^ 
and flrfi to obbgcd to fly to Gualicr, and folicit the protcc ^ 
tion of the raja of that place. Tbrahim came to 
Agra, where he remained to regulate thc'aflainj 
of the government, which, fince the deaths of 

Secunder, 
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Secunder, had fallen into great confufion. The ad 1519 
omrah Karim was fent to take charge of Delhi, 
and Mungu to Chunderi. , , , , 

About this time, the king, without any ap- 
parent reafon, conceived ^ difguft at Miah Boah, 
who was formerly vizier to Secunder, and put 
him in chains, conferring at the fame time great 
honours upon his fon. He then formed a refolup 3^^,^ 
tion of reducing Gualier, ordering Azim Hu- fcnt agamft 
maioon to march from Kurrah ag 4 mft it, with 
thirty thoufand horfe, and three hundred ele- 
phants. Seven other omrahs, with armies, were 
fent to reinforce Azim. Jellal, who had taken 
refuge in Gualier, being intimidated, fled to the 
king of Malaya. The imperial army arriving' be^ 
fore Gualier, in veiled the place, and in a few days 
raja Man Sing, who was a prince of great yalour 
and capacity, ,died, and his fon Bickermagif fuc- 
ceeded him in. the rajafliip. After the fiege had 
been carried oh jfome months, the army: of , Ibra- 
him at length poflefled themfelves of an outwork 
at the foot of the hill, upon which the fort^ cal- 
led Badilgur, flood. They found in that place a 
brazen bull,' which Jiad been a long time worfliip- 
ped there,' and fent it to Agra ; from whence it 
was afterwards conveyed to Delhi, and placed ’gt 
the gate of Bagdat. , ’ ^ 

The unfortunate Jellal, who had gone over, to 
king Mahmood of Malava, "not, being well re- 
ceived there, fled to the raja of ICnrykatlca,' 
was, feized upon by the way,' and fent prifoner tb; 
Ibrahim’s camp. '>Ibrahini, pretended to fend him 
prifoner to Haffi, but gave private orders to af- 
iaffinate him upon the way, which was accord- 
ingly done. — "V^at are thofc charms in power, 
which could induce a man to flied the blood ,of a 
brother ? Hor was Ibrahim fatisfied with the death 
of Jellal ; he imbrued his hands in the blood ofl 
feveral orafahs of great diftinfrion. He called

Aieb«u«». ' Ibrahim plaang very httle |dependence ufcn 
the fidelity of the troops which l^e had oear Km 
iffued orders forjthofe of the ddfairt provmca td 
hgiair to his ifandards. He, !h ihp mean timri 
conferred greif favours nppn Ahdiedj the bro- 
ther of Azim'HutpaSoon, and giving him the 
command of the army, font hinfaganift lilatn 
Ahmed having arrived in the' environs of Bn 
ntwe, 'Eckbal, 3 dependent of Aiim Sitwani, 
fnmcd out from in^dthbufh wifh five thonland 
horfe, and having cut off 3 nnihbor tf the impe 
nal troops, made 'gobd 'his rtttcai ‘ *1 he king 
was greatly exafperated againll Ahmed, upon re 
chving intelligence of this dcfriit He wrote to 
him' not to eipift his favor, if he did not qmck 
ly exterminate the rebels , at fhc faipc time, by 
wav o¥ precaution, fending anothcr'army to fup-' 
port Km. The rebels were 'how abont forty 
thoufimd fitting in cavalry, befidesTirt hundred 
elephants, and a great body of infantry When 
Ahmed had rccated th 4 ranforcahent wKch we 
have mentioned, and the two armies came in 
fight of each other, raja Bochan, who was cf 

teemed 
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teemed the firli man for parts in that age^ .was a d. 151 9. 
defirous of bringing affairs to an amicable accom- 
modation., Overtures being made, the rebels 
confented to difinifs their army, , upon condition 
that Azim Sirwani fliould be fet at liberty. Ibra- 
him would not hearken, to thefe^ terms. He fent 
orders to Hirai Lohani, governor of Behar, to 
Hifir Lohani,, and Firmilli, to advance from that 
quarter, a^nft the rebels. The infurgents fool- 
illily permitted themfelves to be amufed till the 
armies from Behar joined. The treaty being then 
broke off, they were reduced either to fly or 
fight upon unequal terms. . . 

They refolved upon the latter, and accordingly 
drew up in order of battle.^ Urged on by .defpair 
and refentment, they did juftice to valor^ and 
were upon the point of defeating the imperialifts, 
when Iflam was killed, and Seid difinounted and 
taken. Thefe unfortunate accidents difcouraging 
die troops, they flopped fliort, and foon after 
turned their face to flight. Their dominions^ The rebels 
treafure, and baggage, fell at once into the hands ov-‘tiirowc. 
of the king. 

Ibrahim now gave full fcope to his hatred and Ibrahim’s 
refentment againft the omrahs of Seconder, and anTcrueity 
many of them were barbaroufly put to death. 

Azim Humaioon Sirwani, Miah Boah, and others, 
who were in confinement, were, at the fame time, 
affaflinated, and fear and terror took poffeflion of 
every heart. Thefe cruelties and affaffinations 
gave rife to another rebellion. Dirai Lohani, 
fuba of Behar, Jehan Lodi, and Firmilli, turned 
their heads from the yoke>of obedience Ibi ahimf 
having received intelligence of this defedtion, feht- 
a private order to the faints of Ghunderi, to take 
off Firmilli, fuba of that country, and thefe holy 
perfons accordingly affaflinated him in his bed.- 
This freili inftance of ' Ibrahim’s bafenefs and ty- 
. . ' ranny,r 
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»^*9 nnny, fcrvcd only to create him more cne 

Dim, of the tnbe of Lodi, fuba of Bena, 
died about this time, and hu fon of the lanfe 
name, aflumed the title of emperor, under the 
name of Mahommed, with all the cnligns of roy 
Another alty Hc wanjomed by all the difeontented om 
raliSj and found himfcl/ at the heid of a huindrcd 
thouland horfc, with which hc took pofleffion 
of all the countries as fv as Simbol, defiatmff the 
imperial troops m repeated engagements Gnan 
Lodi came about this tunc with the army from 
Lahore, by the Sukan s orders. But having 
heard of his tyrannies, by the way, he was ap- 
prehenGve of danger to himfclf, and returned to 
nis father, Dowlat, at Lahore. Dowbt, feeing 
no fafety but m extremity, revolted from the 
Sultan, and folUcited Baber, the mogul, who then 
reigned xn ^bul, to come to the conqueft of 
Hindoftan The firft thing, however, that Dow 
lot did, to obtain from Baber, Alla, the bro- 
ther of Ibi^tm, now in the fervlcc of Cabul 
Supporting him, as a cover to his mcafurcs, with 
his whole rorcc, hc reduad the country as far as 
Delhi Alla was joined by the omrahs of thofe 
parts, fo that his army now conGGcd of upwards 
of forty thouGmd horfc, with which he invcflcd 
Delhu Ibrahim rcfolvcd to march againft him, 
but when he came within Gx crores of Alla s ar 
my, hc was furpnzed by that pnnee m the 
night A confufed and tumultuous fight was 
mamtaincd to day light, when Ibrahim found that 
he was dcfcrtcd by fomc of his omrahs, who had 
jomed Aha Ibrahim obfcrving, in the morning, 
that the troops of Alla were dirpcrred, m plun 
denng the royal camp, lalhcd a number of his 
troops, and thcgreatcA part of his elephants, re 
turned to the attack, ana drove him off the field, 
with great flaughtcr Ibrahim entered Delhi in 

tnumph, 





triumpli, and Alla, feeing no hopes of reducing a 0.1525 
it, retreated to Punjaab. ^22 

In the year nine hundred and thirty-two, no 
remarkable event happened in the empire, till 
Baber drew his army againft Ibrahim, as will be 
hereafter related at' large, overthrew him in the 
field of Panniput, deprived him of his life and 
kingdom, and transferred the empire from the 
Afghan tribe of Lodi, to the family of Timur. 

Ibrahim reigned twenty .years ; a cruel, proud, 
and wicked prince, though poflelTed of ordinary 
parts, and extremely brave. . r 

Fon the firft eight years of the emperor Ibra- state of 
him, Ifmael, the firft of the Sofi family, reigned 
in Perfia. He was fucceeded by his fon Shaw 
Tamafp, who acceded to the Perfian throne, upon 
the death of his father, which happened in the 
nine hundred and thirtieth of th^ Higera.

Baber, when as yet but twelve years old, dif 
€«nm« covered a capacity fo uncommon at that a^ that 
hifl father Amcr gave him the kingdom of Indija j

Ramzair, nivthe eight hundred and ninety ninth 
oftheHigera, fell, by an accident, from the roof 
of a pigeon-houfe, and was killed, Baber was ad- 
vanced to the throne, and aflumed the title 
protector of the faith. 

Ahmed, and Mahmood, the uncles of Baber, 
led their armies againft him, to be revenged of 
him, in his nopage, for the war of his father 
againft them, hoping by the advantage which the 
acceffion of a child might afford, to appropriate 
his kingdoms to themfelves. But an accident de- 
feated their ambitious defigns. After befieging 
him in the capital of Indija, thei e happened fo 
great a mortality among their troops and cavalry, 
that they were glad to enter into treaty, and to 
raife the liege* Ahmed died upon his v^ay to 
SamarCand *. 

The kings of Cafhgarand Chutan, both of the Reduces 
family of Timur, foon after drew a great aimy 
towards the borders of Orgund, and made warnors^ 
upon Baber ; but he obliged them to retieat. He, 
at this time, appointed Haffen governoi of Indija, 
who \Vas not faithful to his truft. He rebelled 
In the year nine hundied, but Baber marched 
againft him, and obliged him to fly towards Sa- 
marcand. In the fame year, Ibrahim Sand, the 
governor of Alhira, rebelled, and read the chutba 
in the name of Beifinker, the Ion of Ahmed, 

Vhe had fucceeded to the throne of Samarcand. 
Baber-marched againft him, and befieged him in

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Ufj AOisn, which he reduced in the ^lace of forty 
* days , and the rebel was obliged to come forth 
with a fword and coffin before lum Baber, how- 
ever, forgave him, and mirched to Chojind, and 
from thence to Shamchia, to meet his unde 
Mahmood, with whom he was now reconaled 
He remained With Mahmood a few days, and then 
returned to Indija. 

B,£tjo BaiCnker, fang of Sainarcand, having poffirilcd 
J^^^^himfelf of Altana, which was a long time the 
property of Amer, the father of Baber , that 
pnnce refolved to retake the place, and marched 
accordingly with his army agamft it, the very 
next feafon Zulnoon, who held it on the part 
of the king of Samarcand, made a refolutc de 
fence, uU the approach of wmtcr obhged Baber to 
raife the liege, and return to Indija. 

Mirditt Baber, in the year foUowmg, drew his armjr 
•owv* towards Samarcand, bang m alhance with Ah, 
the brother of Baifinker, and tang of Bochara , 
for the former endeavoured to recover from the 
latter the kingdom of Samarcand. The confede- 
rate longs not bemg able to reduce Samarcand 
that year, they returned home for the wmter 
ftafon and made great preparations for another 
campaign Both the longs, accordmgly, m the 
year nine hundred and two, m the Ixwmmng of 
the fpnng, took the route of Samarcand Sultan 

Ah reached Samarcand firft, and BaiJinkcr ad 
vanced without the aty, and encamped before 
him , but, upon Baber's arrival, he retreated 
wathin his walls m the night hulu Chaja, who 
was going the rounds of Baber's camp, chicovered 
the retreat of BaiCnker, and faffing upon his rear, 
put a great number to the fword Baber laid 
hege to a fort, called Affiira, at a fraall diCance 
from the dty, and took it The confederates, 
after tins fucci^ attacked Samarcand, which was 
defended with great btavery, till winter obhged

them to raife the fiege, and retiie to quarters, a -D 1496 
till the enfuing feafon. 

Aliu turned to Bochara, and Baber to a place rEkes that 
called Chajadidar. Shubiani, king of the Ufbecs 
of Turkeftan, upon his march from his own do- 
minions, to join the king of Samarcand, came be- 
fore Baber, but he thought proper to make the 
beft of his way for Samarcand. Shubiani and 
Baifinker quarrelled foon after, and the former 
returned to his own country. This cii cumftance 
fo much diftrelTed Baifinker, that, with a fmaJl ^ 
retinue, he went in perfon to beg the alfiftance 
of Chufero, king of Kunduz, alfo of the pofterity 
of Timur, while Baber, _feizing this opportunity, 
haftened to Samarcand, and in the year nine 
hundred and three, entered the city without op- 
pofition, and mounted the throne, being acknow- 
ledged by the greateft part of the omrahs. 

But as Baber had taken the place by capitulati- 
on, and forbad all manner of plunder, the army, 
to whom he was greatly in arrears, and who 
Terved him only for the hopes of booty, began to 
difperfe. The moguls, who were commanded 
by one Ibrahim, went oflF m a body, and were 
followed by feveral other chiefs,' with their whole 
dependents, to Achfi, where Jehangire, the bro- 
ther of Baber, commanded. Jehangire, by the 
aid of the deferters, and that of a prince, called 
Ozin Haflen, declared himfelf king of Indija. 

He wrote, by way of fneer to his brother, that 
as Baber had fubdued the kingdom of Samarcand, 
he begged to be indulged with that of Indij'a. 

Baber having received this melTage, gave way to 
his pallion, and, m blaming the perfidy of thofe 
chiefs who had deferted him, imprudently threw 
fome reflections upon thofe who remained. The 
omrahs refented this behaviour, by abandoning 
him, and joining his brother. Baber, in the ut- 
moft diftrefs, fent' £ulu Chaja to endeavour to

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A.D »496 rcconalc the omr^s to lum again, but thcyfcnt 
9«- a party to way lay the embaflador, and cut him 
to pieces. 

ilic omrahs Ah and Molana, in the mean time, 
threw a gamfon into the fort of Indija, and con 
tinned to hold it out for Baber The fmthfiil 
omrahs fent advice to Baber of thar hruation , 
but, unfortunately at thu time, he was taken ex 
trcmcly lU, that, not able to fwallow any thing, 
he bardy cxiftcd by having raoiRcncd cotton ap- 
phed to hts bps When he had recovered his 
health, and found the preihag ficuation of his af 
ftira in Indija, he detennmea to run the nfquc 
of lotlng'S a m ar caDd, rather than bis patcmai do- 
minions, and accordingly dirc^cd Jus march 
homcwirds But Ah Dooil^ and his fnends in 
Indija, havtug heard that ^ber vas certainly 
dead, had rtpifulatcd, and mven up the place to 
Jehaogv^ This traitor ailamnated MoUna, and, 
mounting the throne, read the chutba m his own 
name 

di&grccablc intelligence, and other ad 
«Tt4ti vicctf, (hat the Samarcaodians had revolted, were, 
at once, brought to Baber, upon hii march, 
which threw him into the utmoft dillrcla, having 
now loft both kingdoms He fent, as hia laft re 
fource, Amtr Caftm to Taiheund, to entreat the 
afliftance of his lincTc Mahmood That monarch 
haftened to Jilka, where he and Baber met , but 
an cmiftary, at the fame time, came to Mahmood, 
from Jchangirc, who managed matters fo well, 
that Mahmood left his two nephews to fettle 
their oun differences, and returned to Talhcund 
fhu unexpeSed blow had fuch an efled upon the 
affairs of Baber, that they now appeared fo def 
perate that of all his army, in a few days only 
forty horfemen remained ^nth him, to conquer 
two kingdoms In this forlorn fftuatjon he re- 
treated 
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treated to Chojind. He \Motc fiom tlicncc 
Mahomnicdlluflcin, nt Arl.iln, ncquainling him, 
that the place in which lie w as t lien could not pro- 
tc£l him from the fuiy ol his enemies-, he there- 
fore carncRU foheited him to permit Jiim to p.ifs 
the winter .It liifiinei. llufiein confented to this 
retjueft; and Baber accoidmgly took up his (juar- 
ters there. He began t<i recruit a nesv anny, 
writing to all the friends he could think of, to 
join him. 

After A few were gathered round his ftandai d, 
hcconfidcrcd that his future fortune depended en- wi i>afc . 
tircly upon the reputation of Iiis ann<, and rc- 
fblvcd to employ them ngiu C his enemies. lie, 
therefore, haftened to Barnil’ck, wlicic lie took 
fomc forts h) afiauk, '\nd Ionic h) flratngcm. 

But thefe petty exploits \» ere of little fei vice to 
him, for his afTiirs bore fiill aserj ruinous af- 
pecl, which tlircw him into grcii pciplcxity. 
Hcrccciscd, in the mean time, .igiccahlc tidings 
from All Dooft, begging his forgicencrs. and-n- 
forming him that he was in poRenion of rlic gai- 
rifon of Marinan, and if Baber fnould come to 
take polTcfiion of it. he would number himfclf 
among his flaves Balicr did not hcfitatc to ac- 
cept this offer, and arris irg at the place, he met 
Ali Dooft at the gate, who put him into pof- 
feflion of the fort, and fupplicd his finances. Ba- 
ber immediately lent Amcr Cafum towards -the 
mountains of Indija, and Ibrahim Sai.iand ViE, 

Laghiri towards Achfi, to cndeavoui to bring 
over friends to his party. This mcafuic had the 
defined elTcclj for the mountaineers of Indija w'crc ueank. 
gained to the intcreft of 'Baber, wdiile Ibrahim 
Sara and Vifs Lagliiri fettled* matters with 
the governor of the fort of Baab, and two or 
three more', who declared for Baber. The nego- 
tiations 
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tiatioDS oftliat prince fuccccdcd, at the fame tune, 
at the court of hia unde Mahmood, of Bochara, 
who marched tojom him 
Jchangirc, having rccaved intcIligCTcc of the 
proceedings at Marinan, and of the ettorts of 
her to railc an army, marched with hia forces to- 
wards that place, and fat down before it. He 
detached, at the fame nme, part of his army to- 
wards Achii, who filing in with Mahmood, were 
defeated, with great flaughtcr When Jchangire 
received thefe advices, he was ftmek ivith emba 
rafOnent, and retreated to Indija, But Nafirb^, 
the fon in law of Ozin HaiTcn, who had now the 
government of that aty, feeing the fevonrablc 
afpeft of Baber's affiuTB, by the mnftioa of Mah 
mood, and fcvcral parties of Ulbccks, dctaimn 
cd not to admit jehang^ and unmcdiat^ fent 
a meflenger to haften Bahcr to take jxjflcffion of 
the place. This check ruined the a^irs of Jeban 
girc, for immediately his a^ny^began to difpcrfe, 
while he himfclf took the way to Oft, and Ozin 
HaHen chat of Achii ^ 

Baber, by this tune, advanced to Indija, and 
took pofleffion of that aty, conferring honors 
upon ms friends , and thus the capital ofmr^ana 
was, m the year nmc hundred and four, rcuored 
to Its former admmiftration Upon the fourth 
day lifter the amval of Baber, hefetout for Achii, 
where Ozm Haficn capitulated, and was permit 
ted to retire to HilTaar, Cafim Ogib bang ap- 
pomted governor of thence. The king return 
cd to Inmja, with the ereateft part of Ozm Haf 
fen s troops, who inlifted thcmfclvcs under his 
viftonous banners. But the forces of HaiTcn hav 
ing, upon a former occafion, plundered fcvcral 
perfoos, then in the long's army, of thar eflefb, 
acomplamt was made tef Baber, and orders were 
iflued to rcftorc the plunder to the proper owners. 
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The moguls, unwilling to comply with this order, A.ii i4''9. 
mounted their horfes, and, to a man, fet out for 
Orgund, where they joined Jehangire and Ah- 
med limbol, by which they weie again in a con- 
dition to march againft Indija. The king fent a 
general to oppofe them, who was defeated with 
great flaughter, many of the king’s principal om- 
rahs being llain, and feveral taken prifoners. 

The enemy advanced with all expedition, and?^ 
laid fiege to Indija for the fpace of thirty da)s,. 
but as they could effeft nothing agamft it, they 
rmarched towards Oufe. The king having re- 
cruited his army, maiched in the year nine hun- 
dred and five, towards Oufe, while the enemy, ^ d ab fi 
by another road, made a pufli towards Indij'a. ged!^^ 
Baber, however, trufting to his friends in that 
city, and the ftrength ' of the place, marched to 
Badwerd, a ftrong fort in the pofleflion of Chi- 
lili, brother to Ahmed Timbol. Chihli defend- 
•cd the place with great refolution, but at length 
was forced to a capitulation, by the teims of 
which, he was exchanged for the king’s friends, 
who had fallen into the enemy’s handst 

Ahmed T imbol, in the-mean time, made an The enemy 
attempt' to fcale the walls of Indija in the night, 
but was Tepulfed with great lofs. Baber, by Baber 
this time, returning to-'t hat place, took a ftrong 
poft by the banks of the river. He encamped 
before the enemy for the fpace of forty days, and 
then determined to attack their camp, though 
with great difadvantage. After an obftinate and 
bloody lefiftance, the rebels weie diiven out o^ 
their trenches, and difperfed. The king, after 
,thevi(ftory, entered the city in tiiumph. Baber 
was informed in Indija, that fix thoufand horfe 
from Mahmood, king of Bochara, whofe policy 
it was to w^eaken both parties, had come to the 
alliftance of Jehangire, and had lat down before

diatciy agreed upon , that Jchangirc fhouJdJccep 
poflcITlon of all the country between the nver 
Cha^and and AchO,[and that tbcdtingdom of 
Jndija, and thc<iiftn6fe>of Oignnd, ihouJd re- 
main -to Baber , that if the Jailer flionld ever re 
cover the kingdom of Samarcand, he Jhould give 
up Indija to Jehangirc j^ftertJiefctermsofpaafi 
cation were folcmnly ratified by mutuil oaths, the 
brothers had an intcmcw, and the pnlbncrs up- 
on both fides were Jet <it liberty Jhc King re 
turned to Indya, nhcrcAH DooJh^wbo ■wii a 
man of great Wealth and power, hadibemn to 
exert unbounded authonty He bomChca fotne 
and impnfoncd others »wTthout the Kangsper 
million i vihilc his fon,Mahommed took a pnnee 
ly Rate upon himfclf Jhc King, upon account 
ofhis great influence, and the numerous cneraic> 
\ibich environed hii dominions, \vis cofrfbairtcd 
to difieraWe his rdentment 

In the mean tune, Maaidir, an omnh of Aii, 
who by the removal of his orother Baifinkcr, 
ragned in Samarcand, apprehenfite of danger 
from hts majQcr, joined Dyan Miraa the Jon 
of Mahmood, anef earned him igtinft bamar

inviting him to the ^onqueft of that kingdom. 

-Baber embraced the pi opofal, and. drew his aimyB^bi’^i- 
towards Samarcand Mazidlir havins: joined Ba- 
ber upon his march, it was leiolved in council to , 
fend a perfon to found Chaja Eiah, who had 
alinoft the whole power of' Samaicand in his 
hands. He returned them for anfvver, that 
they might march towards the city 5 - and what- 
ever was found then ^moft advifeable, fliould 
be done. In the mean time, Dildai, one of Ti- 
mur*s pi.'fterity, who commanded a tribe in Ba- 
ber’s camp, left his ' pnft without 'any apparent 
reafon, fled- to Samarcand, and acquainted the 
enemy of the correfpondence with Chaja Eiah, 
which difconcerted their meafures. His veteran 
troops crowded to the King’s ftandaid, making 
complaints againft All Dooft, Baber, therefore, 
determined to difmifs him from his prefence, fo 
that he and his fon went over to Ahmed 1 im- 
bul but in a few days he died. 

At this time Shubiam, Ehng of the Ufbecks, 
had taken Bochara, and was upon full march 
to conquer Samarcand, which All was advif- 
ed to relinquifh to him. Baber, upon hearing 
tills news, went to Kifli, and fiom thence to 
Hiflar, wheie Mafidlir, and the' omrahs of Samar- 
cand, defpairing ,of taking that city,^ left him, 
and went to Chufero, King of Kunduz.- Baber, 
after this defertipn, was obliged, to take 
way to Sirtack, over rocks, ftones, and rug- reefed 
ged paths, by which his army fuffered exceed- 
ingly, having loft m oft part of his camels andijundred 
korfes This circumftance difplritedkis troops to 
fuch a degree, thit they all deferted him by the 
time he reached Barnilack, except two hundred 
and forty men. 

Any man but Baber would have now defpaired 
of fuccefs in his deligns., but though he had left 
VoL, 11.

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a kingdom to which he mi^ht have Ibll returned, 
his ambition prompted* him to run thenfqueof 
a young adventurer for another He according 
ly maroicd dircfily for Samarcand, with this 
fmall retinue, with an intention to get into that 
aty, without bemg difcovcrcd Hk hopes wire, 
that he could raiTe a fa&on among his friends, 
while yet the aty was in difordcr He entered 
Samarcand in the dufk of the cvemng, and went 
to Eunt Chan s houfc, but m a few minutes his 
arrival was whifpcrcd about, and the w£.olc aty 
began to be in an uproar Baber, as his feheme 
was not npe for execution, thought it high time 
to make his cfcapc, which he did accordingly, 
without any lofr 

After he had got clear of the aty, he looked 
back and repent^ of hu preapitate flight He 
immediately flopped in a grove, where, being 
weaned with the fatigue of the day, belaid him 
felf down upon the ground to fieep, as did the 
greateflpart of his retinue In about an hour he 
awaked from a dream m which he imagined he 
faw Abdalla, a dlrvcfh of great r<mate, c6imdg 
towards hia houfc He thought that he invited 
the dtr\cfh to fit down, upon which his Reward 
fpread a table doth before him, at which the dir 
vcfh feemed greatly oflended-j-, and rofe to go 
awa) The king b^ged he would excufe him, as 
the oflcncc was pommiitcd by a fervant The 
dir\c(h, upon this took him by the arm, and 
held him up towards the jQty, upon which he a- 
woke and calling up his attendants, related lus 
dream, and determined to make an attempt Im 
mediately upon Samarcand,

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Baber’s finall party having mounted tlicii a d M99 
horfes, returned and 1 cached the biidgc about to 
midnight. He detached eighty of- iiis men before vSinnnrand, 
to a low part of the ^^*aU, near tlic Lover s CavCjr'ilpmci 
Vrhicli they fcalcd by the help of a hook-iopc, 
and coming lound to the gate and falling upon 
the guard commanded by Cafitcr Clian, killed 
and difperfed them. They immediately fet open 
the gate, and admitted the king and his 
Bnall party. TJic city was alarmed ; but tlic 
party proclaiming the name of Babet as they 
pafTcd through the flrccts, all who weic his 
friends flocked to him, while his encirics, not 
Icnowing his flrcngth, ran diftiadcd from 
place to place to join their leaders. In a 
fiiorttimc the alarm 1 cached the houfc of Chaja 
Eiah, where feven thoufand Ufbccks were quar- 
tered. They ruflicd out and joined Shubiani 
their King, who, vith eight ihoufand more ol 
his nation, lay in the citadel of Didar. Shubiani, 
with one hundred and fifty men, commanding 
the reft to wait for orders, fet out for tlic iion 
gate, but feeing he could do nothing with that 
handful, he retreated, Baber, in the mean time, 
attended by foinc thoufands, who rent the Iky 
with acclamations, followed him fo clofe, that 
Shubiani could not, either by words or example, 
make one of the Ufbccks ftand his giound. He 
therefore followed them out of the oppofite gate, 
and fled towards Bochara, and Samarcand imme- 
diately fubmitted to Baber. 

This action, if we confider the flrcngth of the 
place, the troops it contained, the alarm that 
had been fpread in the evening, the final! num- 
ber who attempted it, the unceitainty of being 
joined by the citizens, and many other diflicul-

while Haflen Mirza, frnm Mnracufs, came and 
tqok Kole« Baber fent ambafiadors to Haflen 
Mirza, and other ncighbounng princes, his rcla 
tions, to rcqqcft their alliance, to drive Shubiani 
quite out of Maver ul Ncrc They either paid 
no regard to Baber’s embafly, or fent fuch pitiful 
fupplics, as ferved no purpofe Shubiani, by 
this means, recovered ftrenph durmg the win 
ter, taking Karacolc, and other dillrifts* 

^ber m the month of Shawal, nmc hundred 
ind fix, colledcd his whole force, and marched 
out of Samarcand, to engage Shubiani He 
came up mth him in the environs of Candzm, 
and fought him Baber exhibited, upon this oc 
cafion, all the good quahues of the general and 
brave foldier, but he was deferted by his alhcs, 
and foon after by his own troops. Only fifteen 
brave friends remained at lafi by his fide Nvith 
whom, feeing it mvain to contendany longer with 
fortune, he made good his retreat to Samarcand 
He lolb in this aftion his pnnapal omrahs, and 
other chiefs of note Shubiani advanced, and laid 
fiegc to the aty , the King taking up his quar 
ters at the collie of All as being the moft 
central place ror lending orders, or alfiftancc, 
llie fiege was contmued with great obfima^ for 
many days, numbers bang killed on both fidcs , 
dunng which time, Kutch Loma, and Kcl 
nizcr, ga%c extraordinary examples of bravery 
Four months had now paffcd in attacking and 
rcpulfing, when a dreadful famine began to rage 
in the aty The inhabitants cat tharhorfes, and 
even the mofi unclean animals, while thofc who 

could 
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could not procure other 
on the bark of trees. 

Though the King, at the commencement of the 
hege, had fent ambafladors to the Kings of Chor- 
raflan, Kundez, Buckolan, and Moguliftan, all 
princes of the houfe of Timur, for fuccouis, he 
received no hopes of their aid. He was, there- Forced to 
fore, under the cruel neceffity of abandoning his c*ty 
capital and kingdom, with about one hundred hunJr°ed' 
friends, in a dark night, in the beginning of the 
year nine hundred and feven. He efcaped to 
Taflicund, whither his brother, Jehangire, came 
to pay him his refpefls. His uncle, Mali mood, 
comforted him in his diftrefs, entertained him m 
a princely manner, and gave him the city of Ar- 
taba to refide in duiing the winter. 

But in the beginning of the fpiing, he was ^efieged at 
again attacked by Shubiani, who, not being able'^'^^'’^ 
to effed any thing againft the city, plundered 
the country, and retreated to Samarcand. In 
this manner, Baber,- unable to raife his head from 
liis misfortunes, lived for fome time, Ahmed 
Tinibol having 'taken poffeffion of the kingdom 
of Indija, which the king had refigned to his bro- 
ther Jehangire, upon his taking Samarcand. 

Mahmood, and his brother Ahmed, were at 
length prevailed upon to fupport their nephew \ 

Baber in an attempt to recover the kingdom of 
Indija from Ahmed Timbol. When the confede- 
rates had reached the boundaries of Ferghana, 

Timbol marched out to oppofe them. It was 
agreed, that Baber, with a fmall detachment of 
Moguls, fhould march towards 0£h, to raife a par- 
ty there, whilft his uncles oppofed Timbol. Baber 
accordingly took Ofh, and was joined by fome 
of the inhabitants of Orgun and Marinan, who 
expelled the garnfons of Timbol. The King im- 
mediately marched towards Indija ; and Timbol

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A D i/ot ddcampcd from before the confederate princes, 
bailened back to cover Indija. 

Timboi ^ Timbol happened, by acadimt, to fell in with 
Baber's camp, when the troops were out fbrag 
mg, and defeated him Inc King cfcapcd, 
wounded, to OQi, while Timbol threw bimfclf 
into Indija, and prepared for a defence The 
next day_, the allied army of Mahmood and Ah 
med appeared in fight, and fat down before the 
place, where they were joined foon after by Ba 
ber Some time after, the mhabitants of Achfi 
called the king, and put him in pofleffion of 
that place , but the allied pnnccs, not being able 
to reduce Indija, raifed theficge. 

TottUy «ie- ^ mcon time, Sbubiani, King of the TJf- 
faied bT bccks, fcaiing the fuccefs of Baber, advanced from 
^ Samarcand with a very great army, towards AclriL 
Baber immediately joined his allies, and they 
prepared to recavc him But m this aflion, 
which was very obftinatc and bloodj, the for- 
tune of Sluibiam prevailed, and both the uncles 
of Baber were taken pnfoners The King efcaped 
to Moguliftan, and the kinj^dom of laflicund 
fell into the hands of Shubiani, which greatly 
au^ented his power Shubiani, fome time after, 
diimifled the two brothers, but Mahmood retir- 
ed, and fell into a deep melancholy When one 
of Ins friends told him, that Shubiani bad poifon 
cd him, and Ix^gcd to fupply him with fome fa 
mous tlienac or Chitta, as a powerful preven- 
Xi\c of the effeds of poifons , the pnnee rephed. 
Yes’ Shubiani has poifoned me, indeed' he has 
“ taken my Kingdom, which is not in the power 
“ of your ^cnac to rcflorc,” 

Baber left MogoUfhn, and came to Shudma, 
i«of ami from thcccc preceded to 'lurmur, m the 
naghbourhood ofBahch, where Backer, pnnee 
of that place, who ^vas uncafy at the great power 

of 
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of- the Ufbecks, glad of Baber’s alliancej who '^3" 

had the command of an army, received him with 
great kindnefs and refpeff, and gave him laige 
prefents. Baber faid to him, upon this occalion, 

That being a long time the football of fortune, 
and like a piece of wood on a chels-board, moved 
from place to place, vagrant as the moon in the Iky, 
and reftlefs as theftone upon the beach, he would 
therefore be glad of his friendly advice, as he had 
been fo unfuccefsful in his ovm refolves. Backer 
replied. That, however incapable he was to ad- 
vife him, he would not witlihold his opinion, 
which was, that, as Shubiani was now in full 
poffeffion of Baber’s kingdom, and many others, 
which rendered him extremely poweiful, it would 
be more advifeable for him to purfue his fortune 
elfewhere, particularly in Cabuliftan, which was 
• now in a ftate of anarchy. 

The King followed this advice, and in the 
year nine hundred and ten, marched towards Ca-" 
bulf. Palling, in his way, through the domi- 
nions of Chufero, King of Kunduz, he was en- 
tertained by him wuth great hofpitality, for 
which, we are forry to relate, our hero made a m- 
very bad return. During the time that Baber re- gratitude to 
fided theie, he Birred up a faction m Chufero’s 
court, and gained over feven thouland of his 
troops to his own intereft. This plot being dif- 
coveied, Chufero, with a few fervants, was o- 
bliged to abandon his capital and fly, leaving his 
troops, his treafure, and every thing m the pof- 
feflion of Baber. Baber did not fail to avail him- 
fe’f of thefe advantages, tie mai died immediate- 
ly tow^ards Cabul, which had Deen in pofleflion of 
Ryfac, the fon of Ali, Baber’s uncle, who was 
then in his minority. One Zicca, exdting too 
much authority in the country at that time,

convulGons in the kingdom, for Mokun, the 
fon of Amir Zidndn, pnnee of Gammfcrc, took 
ad\'antagc of the intclhne diviGona of the Cabn 
lians, and invaded them, forang Rylac to take 
fhcltcr among the Afghans he himfclf took pof 
fe£Gon of jhat country, and mamed the filler of 
the former pnnee. 

A^ira bang In this fituauon, Baber amved 
upon the borders of Cabnl, and dnving MokSm 
ont of the field, forced him to take rclugcin 
capital, which Baber befieged and took. He then 
apphed himfclf to r^ulatc and Improve that conn 
try, as dominions belonging to himfclf In the 
year nine hundred and clcycn, Cabuliftan was 
thrown into great conUcmatjon by dreadful eaithr 
quakes, xrhich laid rooft of the odea in mins, 
Baber endeavoured to alleviate this public cala 
mit> iQ fuch a manner, by his unwearied care 
and cstenfive benevolence, that he gamed the 
love and fidelity of all his new fubjefls The reft 

left genius of Baber could not he quiet His af 
pinng difpofition began to extend his views to 
conquefk He accordingly led an army againft the 
Argons of Kandahar, and depnved them of the 
flrong fort of kiUat, cflablilhipg an alliance with 
Budaiuls^cmSn, a pnnee of the nee of Timur, in 
poGcffiou of Herat He marched in the Bme ^car 

to Kufiilackit, which he brought into fubjcftion, 
and ga\c the government of Gmzm, vhich, from 
a great empire, was diminilhcd inta ap inconfi 
dcrablc province, to his brother Jehangirc

to Ahmed Abdalla. 
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In the yeai nine hundred and twelve, Baber A.n 
marched towaids Chorraflan to join Huffcin 
IVIirza, who, alliamed of his former behaviour, chorranan 
and irritated by frefli injuries fiom Shubiani, 
nowpropofed to Baber, that they lliould join in 
alliance againft him. But when Baber had reach- 
ed Nimrofa, he heard of Huflein’s death. He 
proceeded, however, to Chorraflan, and endea- 
voured to fl-ir up the princes and omrahs againft 
the Ufbecks. He \va§ not able to cfFeft his pur- 
pofe, and he therefore returned, by the way of 
Herat, tov. ards Cabul. The fnows were, at that 
time, very deep, and prevented his paflfage over 
the hills, which obliged him to canton his troops 
in Hazara. 

When Baber was thus conftrained to remain 
at Hazara, HuITcin Gurgan, Biilafs, and other 
mogul omrahs, joining with Mirza his coufin, 
raifed him to the throne of Cabul, by promoting 
falfe intelligence ot the King’s death. But w hen 
the news of Ins return i cached the people, they 
rebelled againft the new government, and as foon 
as the feafon permitted his approach, flocked to 
his ftandard, put all the garrifons into his hands 
except the capital, where Mirza and his adherents 
luftained a ftiort fiege, and then capitulated. The^* ' 
principal perfons concerned in the revolt, were 
expelled the countiy. About this time Nafir, 
the Sultan’s youngeft brother, who held the go- 
vernment of Buduchllian, being defeated by one 
of the generals of Shubiani, took refuge at Cabul, 
and as Jehangire had killed himfelf by hard drink- 
ing, his government of Ghizni was now confer- 
1 ed upon Nafir. 

In the year nine hundred and thirteen, Baber ed to Kan- 
marched againft the Afghans of Ghalingi, who 
^infefted his country and took from them one 
iiundred thoufand flieep, and fome thoufands of 

other ' 
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other cattle, and returned The omrahs of the 
houfe of Argon, bang greatly opprdfcd the 
Ulbccks, ^vrotc to Baber, at this Umc, that if 
he would march that way, they would put him in. 
poffclBon of Kandahar* The Sultan aid not he 
Ctatc to comply with their requeft He imme 
diatclj fet out, and, as he was palling Kilat, Mir- 
za bc^cd the favour of bemg admitted mto his 
prcfcncc, and, receiving his pardon, accompanied 
mm ^^en he had reached the borders of Kan 
dahar, he wrote to Shaw Beg and Mokim, that 
he was fo far upon his way, according to thar 
deQrc, and that, therefore, he expeded to fee 
them in his camp Since the time of thar wnt- 
ing to Baber, fomc altcrationa In their pohticks 
had made them repent of the application they 
had made, fo that inftcad of receiving the king 
in a fnen^y manner, they prepared fpr war, and 
delircd he would return home. But Baber deter 
mmednotto fufferfuchanindignitywith impunity 
He iqarchcd forward, and engaged them at the 
^^llagc of GiUilhack, near the aty of Kandahar; 
defeated them with great flaughtcr, and cutting 
oBfthor retreat from the aty, Shaw Beg fled to 
Saul, and Mokun towards Dawir Baber im* 
mediately laid Cege to the aty, and took it, mtfi 
all the wealth of the family of Zulnon, which hq 
divided, by weight, amongft his officers and 
troops, according to thtir rclpcfrive fiations 
He left Nalir, his brother in the government of 
Kandahar and Dawir, and then returned in tn 
umph to Cabal 

Mokun having, this very year, complamcd to 
Shubiani, the U&cck, prevailed upon him to cn

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guge in his behalf, and to march towards Kan- a d isos. 
dahar. Nafir, upon receiving this intelligence, 
flint himfelf up in the town, and fent exprcffes to 
his brother for affiftance. Baber wrote him to 


defend the place as long as he could, but if he 
fliould be driven to great diftrefs, to capitulate, 
and come to him at Cabul ; for that, at the time, 
he was in no condition to difpute the field with 
Shubiani, whofe forces and finances were greatly 
fuperior , befides, that a defeat might rum him 
for ever, and ovcrfet all the projefts he had 
formed of laifing himfel/ a kingdom in Hindofian. 
Nafir, according to thefe inftru^Hons, aftei he 
could hold out no longer with propriety, capitu- 
lated, and came to the king at Cabul. Shubiani, 
after taking the place, gave it back to the fons of 
Zulnon, and maichcd with his army toWaids 
Chorraffan. But no fooner had Shubiani evacua- 


ted Kandahar, than the Arguniahs, a wild tribe, 
made an incurfion, and poflefiTed tliemfelves of the 
place. This was an agreeable piece of news to 
Baber, as they formed a hairier betw'een him and 
the Ufbecks. 


This year, upon the fourth of Zicat, Baber had 
a fon born to him in Cabul, whom he named 
Humaiooii, who afterwards became emperor of 
Hindoftan. The Sultan, in the following year, 
took the field againfl; the Memind Afghans, and, 
during his abfence, the moguls of Chufero, who 
had been left to defend Cabul, revolted, and fet 
up again Ryfac, the fon of Ali, upon the throne. 
The king was immediately deferted by the great- 
eft part of his army; for hearing of the rebellion 
in Cabul, they haftened home to protect their fa- 
milies, infomuch, that out of upwards of ten 
thoufand horfe, which he carried to the field, 
Baber had now fcarce five hundred lemaining in 
his camp. 


Notwith- 
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ij- D 1509, Notwithftandmg thcfe misfortunes, Baber bold 
ly rcfolved to advance towards Cabul, with the 
aijin|ccn fcw trufty friends he had left Ryfac, upon the 
terpfto. Sultan’s approach, came out of the aty with an 
army ten or twelve thouland ftrong The king, 
Avith hi8 ftnaJl troop, advanced towards them, 
and when he came near, ordered his party to halt 
He himfclf rode dofc up to the rebel army, and 
challenged Rylac to lingle combat , but, as he 
com-fccmcd to decline it, five omrahs, one after ano- 
ther, engaged him, and fell by his hand The 
names of the omrahs were^ Alh Shubcorc, AUi 
Sciftani, Nifer the Ulbeck, Jacoob, and Ufbeck 
Bahadar This hcrbic behaviour ftruck the re- 
bels with fo much admiration and aftoniihment, 
that they refufed to fight, by which means the 
ufurper was taken Bot fo great was the kmg s 
clemency, that he pardoned him, bn t foon after 
begxxiDLDg to nufc more difturbaiicc, he fuficred 
the juft reward of a traitor 
The country of Chufero, Ling of Kunduz, 
t«mi Per having fallen into the hands of the IBbecks, who 
u ff took DO proper means of keepmg it in fobjefhon, 
a number of mdependent chiefs fprung up in Bu 
duchfhan, of whom the pnnapal was Zciper 
Chan Mirza, upon this, bv the advice of his mo- 
ther, Sha Begum, who traced her genealogy to 
the great Seconder*, began to entertain hopes, 
and to take meafurca to raifc himfelf to that king 
dom Having previoufly obtamed leave of Ba 
her, he this year left Cabul , and, having raifcd 
a fmall army, advanced towards the borders of 
Buduchfhan Bat his mother, w hp came up in 
the rear, was attacked by a body of Kafligars, 
and earned off pnfoncr whfle Chan Mirza was 
defeated, and obliged to give lumfdf up to Za 
per, who kept him under guard Eiifoph Ah,

who 
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who had been an old fervant of Miiza, formed a^^y* ‘5”. 
confpiracy againft Zeiper, and aflaffinated him, 
and Chan Mirza was raifed to the throne by the 
people. In the year nine hundred and fixteen, 

Hhiaiel Sufiavi f , king of Perfia, wrote to Shubi- 
ani to withdraw his tioops from fome of the fkirts 
of his dominions, upon which he had begun to 
encroach, to lOOt up the tree of contention, 
which produced bittei fruits, and to plant that of 
friendihip, whofe blolfoms &ed the moft grateful 
perfume. Shubiani replied. That it was only 
for thofe who were defeended from kings to en- 
tertain thoughts of empire ; that it was true, 
that Ifmaiel, though the fon of a Fakier, had 
raifed himfelf to a kingdom, when there was no 
lord of feven nations aiound him, to oppofe him ; 
that therefore, it v^ould be now advifeable for 
him to retire to his former obfeurity, and that, 
for that purpofe, he had fent him a ftaff and a 
beggar’s difh for his inheritance , for that Shubi- 
ani only was worthy of polfeffing the bride of 
royaltyj w^ho durft kifs her through oppofing 
fwords. Ifmaiel ' an fwered. That if empire was 
•an inheritance, by what me.ans was it fo often 
violated, till it fell to his lot? for his own part, 
he had always confidered the right of kings as 
founded upon power, and that the longeft fword 
was the beft title That, with the* latter, he 
was, at all times, leady to difpute with Shubiani ; 
and that, though he himfelf had no opinion of 
contemptuous ollentation, yet in return for Shu- 
biani’s prefent, he had fent him a gridiron and 
fpmning-wheel for his amufement. As for the 
r-eft, that Ifmaiel would be his .own mejBTenger. 

f The firft of the Perfian dynafty called comiptedly m Eu- 
rope, the Sophis of Perfia. 
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A.D isii Having difpatchcd this md&gc, IfmaicI immc 
diatcly coUcfled hii army, and marcLmg eaft 
fubdued- Choiraffim, and advanced \o 
tni Guo. Murve, before Shubiani ccmld make the lead op 
polition Shubiani not being then prepared to 
engage Ilinaicl, in the field, he fiiut himfclf \ip in 
Murve. But being fevcrcly reproached b) If 
maicl, he marched out and pvc him battle, m 
which he was defeated. In his flight he had the 
misfortune to get into a park, with about five 
hundred princes and pnnapal oIHcers, from 
whence he could find no outlet He was attack 
cd there by the king of Perfia, and ftcing no 
hone of cfcapc left, he and hu followers fought, 
rcnifing quarter, tiU every man of them was laid 
dead on the field 

Chan Mirra immediately difpatchcd accounts 
of this important event from BuducbOian to Ba 
ber, and went himfdf to Kunduz , informing 
the king, that now was the tune for recovenng 
his former dominions Baber accordingly, in the 
■areh« ycaT nuic hundrcd and Crvcntcen, marened, with 
^ expedition, towards Hiflar, croffing the Amu * 
«u, with Chin Mirra. But a great army of Ufbccks 
being encamped near that aty, the moguls were 
obhgcd to retreat to Kunduz Ifmaict, at this 
time, fentthe Sultana Zada, Baber’s filler, who 
had been taken m Samarcand by Shubiani, and 
afterwards mamed by hum, with all her effedfa, 
to kunduz , where Che gave fo favourable an ac- 
count of the generous b^avicmr of the Perfian, 
that Baber was induced to hope for his afliftance 
in rcinllating him in his hereditary kingdom 
He, for this purpofc, fent him an amballador, 
with proper prefrots. In the mean time, in or 
dcr to keep up the fpint of enterpnze, he

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marched towards Hiffar, where he ftill found the a d 1511. 
I^fbecks greatly fuperior in force to him. He 
therefore declined to attack them, till he fliould 
recruit more forces. This being done, he ad- 
vanced to their encampment, and offered them 
battle, which they accepted, and Baber obtained 
a complete victory, to which the bravery of Chan 
Mirza greatly contributed. 

He was, in a few days after, joined by Ahmed, 
of the Suffvi family. Alii Oftagelo, and Sharock, 
with a fine body of cavalry on the part of the 
king of Perfia, by which his army amounted to 
fixty thoufand horfe. With this force he maich- 
ed towards Bochara, and, after feveral fuccefsful'^-*'^”^®- 
actions with Abdulla, and Jani Beg, poffeffed 
himfelf of that kingdom. Upon the fifteenth of 
Regib of the fame year, he marched from Bo- 
chara to Samarcand, which city furrendered to 
him the third time, and acknowledged him fo- 
vereign. Baber fixed his refidence at Samarcand, 
and appointed Nafir, his brothei,'to the govern- 
ment of Cabul, giving leave to the tioops of 
Perfia to return home. But he had not poffeffed 
this throne above nine months, before the Uf- 
/ becks, who had fled to Turkeftan,. advanced, 
under Timur, who had fucceeded to Shubiani. 

Upon receiving thefe advices, Baber marched to 
defend Bochara, where he engaged the Ufbecks, 
but being defeated, was' obliged to fhut himfelf 
up within the walls. He was, in the end, forced 
to abandon the city, and to retreat to Samarcand. 

Here he was again befieged, and obliged to fly to 
Shadman. ^ ° ^ 


About this time, Nigim Sani, of Ifpahan, ge- Makes aa 
neial of the Perfian armies, advanced with an 
tention to poffefs himfelf of Balich. Baber, ever Perfian 
watchful to grafp at every thing favorable to the 
ruling paflion of his foul, formed an alliance with 
him for the recovery of his dominions. Sam 

having 
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'i'*-taviiig taken the fort of Kinlh from the Ufbeckj, 
^ put the gamfon, confiding of fifteen thoufimd, 
to the fword He then laicTfiegeto Gudgde«an, 
in conjnnfbon with the Sultan, whiUier the 
pnnces of the Ufbecka idiranced agmnft them, 
from Bochara, mth a great army , and fortune 
being dill the adverfary of Baber, Nigim Sam, 
with a great part of his army, was flam and 
the mogul pnnce himfelf obhged to fly to Shad 
man with a few attendants. 

misfortunes of Baber nfe from 
liwt. the enemy alone. His attendants confpiredagainft 
his life, for having blamed fome of them for bad 
behaviour Ihey nifhed, m the mght, into his 
tent, but bang alarmed by the noife, he made 
Ins efcapc naked, and reached the fort of Aric 
before raonung, without one attendant, and the 
■confpirators plundered his camp, and difpcrfed 
themfelves. In this fituation of alTatrs, the long 
faw no further hope m tbofe northern regions 
and therefore fet out for Cabul with a fmall reti 
nue, and upon his arrival appointed NaCr to the 
government of Ghlzni In the vear rune huncf 
red and twenty four, he marched towards Sawad 
and Bejoir, poflcfled by the Afghans of Zehi, 
who had been infcfting his country Having de 
feated thofe raonntainecrs, and earned forae 
thonCinds of them into captivity , he gave the go- 
vernment of that country to one of hiS om 
Tabs. 

When Seconder, the emperor of Hindolhn, 
died, he was fuccccdcd, as we base already re 
hted, by Ibrahim the fecond, in whofe ram the 
Patan chiefs of the impenal family of laiai, be 
came fo fafhous, that they totally broke the 
power of that empire. Baber reckoned this a 
good opportunity to effahhfli hirafclf in India, 
the conqucll of which he had long meditated, 
thouuh he was always embroiled in other allairs. 

^ Baber 
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Babei accoidinccly, in the yeai nine hundred and ^ 
twenty-five, maiched his army as fai as the blue 
liver, one of the b^'anches of the Indus. He fub- 
dufed all the cOuntiies in his way, and ci‘ofling the 
river, advanced to Berah m Punjab, railing heavy 
contributions for with-holding his troops from 
plunder. He fent from Beiah, one 'Moulana, 
with an embafly to the empeior Ibrahim, acquaint- 
ing him, that as tliat country had been for many 
years in the poflTellion of the hou fc of Timur, it 
Nvas proper he fliould now rclinquifii hib pictcnfi- 
ons to it, and fo prevent the war from being cai- 
ned further into India. At this place Baber ic- 
ceived advice of the birth of anolhci fon, whom 
he named Hindal. He appointed Haflcn Beg, 
governor of the conquered countiics as fai as Chi- 
naab, and marched in perfon agaiuft the G inkers, 
and befieged the fort of Pirhala, whithei llati 
their chief had retiied. The Gickers wcie, one 
day, tempted to take the field, and were defeated 
by Doofi; Beg, the mogul general, while the king 
m perfon cut off their retreat to the fort, and ob- 
liged them to fly to the mountains. T he foit, in 
which there was a confiderablc treafurc, fell by 
this means into his hands, which fatisfied Baber 
for this .expedition, and he leturned to Cabul 

In the latter end of the fame year, Babei le-Hibf. cond 
turned again to Hmdoftan, with an intention to 
take Lahore^ and in his way chaflifed fome Patans doii.in. 
of the tribe of Zehi, who difturbed him in his 
march. He built a fort at Pefhawir, and then 
advanced to the Indus. He there received intel- 
ligence, that the king of Kafligar, 01 Little Bu- 
charia, w'as marched into Buduchflian, vtdiich ob- 
liged him to return, leaving the prince Mahom- 
med, one of the defeendants of Timur, with four 
thouland horfe, to fupport his authority in the 
country. He had not, however, reached Cabul, 
before he heard that the king of Kafligar had been 
VoL.

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^ obliged to retreat Baber, therefore, turned hls 
^ ^ face towards the Afghans, of the tnbe of Chizcr 
ChaJ, who began to make depredations upoi^ the 
^gdom of Cabul in his abfcncc, and fcvci^y 
chamfed them for their infoicnee, fpoUed thar 
country, and returned to his capital 
TWrd ex. Baber, in the year nine hundred and twenty- 
^ Hfau ^ marched a third time towards India, chaffi- 
dofan. Cng the Patans in his way, nil be reached Salcot, 
the inhabitants of which country fubmitted, and 
faved their poffeffions. But the people of Sad 
poor, creAng the ftandard of dcumcc, were, m 
the end, put all to the fword, their w^th given 
up to depredation, and their children and wives 
earned away captive. Baber was here alarmed, 
by intelligence Irom Cabul, that obliged him to 
Retem* return, for the Kandhanans had invaded hiacoun 
marched againft them, drove them out 
bu or the field and mve&ed thar capital 

He, in the mean tune, rccaved advice of the 
death of Chan Mirza, in Budnclifhan, and ap- 
pointed hi 5 fon Humaioon to that government 
Shaw Beg, the pnnee of Kandahar, held out with 
great bravery againft Baber for the fpacc of three 
years dunng which time the blockade lafted 
Bur in the year nine hundred and twenty-aght, 
Baber, who was obftmate in his rcfolation, at 
xhkhu length reduced Kandahar, and all the country of 
Garmmfcrc apptiinting pnnee Camiran, his fbn, 
to the govemraent 

Soon after the furrender of Kandahar, Dowbt 
Lodi, apprehenfive of the emperor Ibrahim, fent 
a deputation to Baber, at Cabul, begging his pro- 
Fmirthei tcdiOD BabcT, 111 thc ycar nine nundred and 
thirty, augmented his army, and advanced with 
Sofluu jn fix crorcs of Lahore, where Par Lodi, Mpba 
nek Lodi, and Bteken Lohani, who were power 
ful omraha of Punjab, joined their forces, and) 

oppofed 



^Jp'ptofed him^ bilt 'they were defeated with great ^553 
fla'ugliter. Bab^r, in perfon, ’marched to Lahore, 
and took it,' fettihg hre to tbe Bazar, according 
to a iiiperftitious cufhohi of the Moguls. 

The ki'ng 're'rhained four days only in Lahoie, 
and then advanced againft Debalpoor. Ide fum- poor 
ihoned the place to furrehdei*, but as the^arnfon 
fotced hitti to rifque ah alTault, in which he was 
fuccefsful, he put them ah to the fwdrd. Dow- 
lat Lo'di, with his thiee fons, joined Baber at 
Debalpoor, and the father was appointed to the 
gbvernment of Jallehderj'SuItanpoor, and other 
diftncts of i*unjab, which rendered him very pow- 
erful. 

This DoWlat Lodi was a defcendant of the raccDoVtat 
of that hame who heretofore reigned at Delhi 
He gave to Baber information, tliat Ifmaiel Sel- 
wam, and other Afghans, were colleded at Kha- 
lahj that it would, therefore, be advifeable to 
detach a force againft them. The Sultan agreed 
to this propofai, and prepared to fend a detach- 
ibeh't that Way In the mean time, Delawir, the 
yOungeft fon of Dowlat, acquainted jBaber, with 
Whotn he was a great favorite, that his father 
and brother w'-anted to divide his tioops, to put 
fotoe plan which they themfelves had concerted, in 
execution. The king, aftei being convinced of 
the truth of this information, ordered Dowlal , 
and his fon Dhazi, into confinement He then 
cVolfed the Suftuluz, advanced to Sirhind, and 
there releafed the two Lodds, and gave them d- 
tates. Silt when they had 1 cached Sultanpoor, 
they deferted the camp, and fled to the hills. 

The king, upon this, gave to Delawir the title of 
firft of the nobles, and both their eftates , but ns 
the father and fon’s defertion greatly afiefted Ba- 
ber’s Intel eft m Hindohan, he thought it no ways 
advifeable to piocCed to Delhi this year Ke, 

I 2 accordingly. 
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accordingly, returned to Lahore, and, having: 
appointed governors to tile different countnes in 
his poflcflion m India, fet out for Cabul 

During Baber’s abfcncc, Dowlat I^di found 
means to fcize bis fon Dclawir, who had betray 
cd him, and put him in chains , then marching 
with a formidable army to Dcbalpoor, fonght 
Alla, the brother of the emperor Ibrahim, and 
Biba KifUa, and defeating them, fubdued that 
country Alla fled to Cabul, and Baba to La- 
hore Dotvlat fent five thoufand Afohans againft 
Salcot, but Mir Aziz, governor of Lahore, ira 
mediately marched, with what forces he had, to 
the afliftance of Kokiltafb, who held the govern- 
ment of Salcot, and meeting with this detach 
ment of Afghans, defeated them, and returned 
to I^ore 

Much about this time, an army, on the part of 
Ibrahim, emperor of Delhi, marched againll 
Dowlat Lodi and Ins fon Dowlat turned his 
army to give them battle, and, having met them 
at Bidwarrah, found means to flir up a faftion in 
his own favor m the iniMnal camp, infomuch. 
that fuch as were not difaffcdcd were obUged tcy 
fly the camp, and return to Ibrahim 

Alla, who had loft his goicmment of Dcbal 
poor, and had fled to Cabul, now arrived m La 
tore, with orders from Baber to all his olHccrs la 
thofe parts, to join him with all their forces, and 
march towards Delhi, and that he would fupport 
them in perfon as foon a* his afiairs at home would 
permit Dowlat and Ghaxi Lodi, hcanng of this 
order, \vrotc to the mogul omrahs, that they 
were glad to find that Baber cljxiurcd tlic caufe of 
Alla, M ho was the very perfon they ihcmfcivcs 
w ould chufc to raifc to the throne of Dellu , that 
if they would, therefore, fend him to them, thev 
would undcrudcc to place him upon the Mufnuo 
^ The 
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'Tiic mogul chiefs, ha\ing firfl: obtained a giant i ':25 
for Baber, of all the countries to the north-weft 
of the Indus, permitted Alla to join t)ie Lodi’s 
himfclf, without complying fuithcr with their 
mafter’s orders. When accoidingly Alla arrived 
in their camp, Dowht and liis fon fupplied him 
w ith the greateft part of their force, w’lth w Inch 
he marched towards Dellii, and inveftcd it, 
before related, with forty thoufand Iioife. In ' " 
the mean time, the cmpcroi Ibrahim advanced 
againft his brother from Agra, and was fiirpiized, 
in the niglit, when he had reached near the city , 
but, by the irregular behaviour of Alla’s aiiny, 
v'ho, in the morning, difperfed thcinfelvcs to 
plunder, they were fallen upon by Ibrahim, and 
defeated in their turn, winch obliged Alla to ^e-o^er 
treat, in great diftrcfs, to Punjaab. When B.ibei 
heard of the defeat of Alla, he aw'okc from the 
dream of indolence and luxuiy, which he had 
indulged for fome time in Cabul, and, in the be- 
ginning of the fpring, of the year nine hundred 
and thirty two, marched the fifth time towards 
Hmdoftan. He was joined by his fon Humaioon, 
with a good force, from Buduchflian, and Chaja 
Callan, with the troops from Ghizni. He took 
the rout of Lahore, and in the way ufed to hunt 
rhinocerofes, wuth which that country abounded, 
and fo had an opportunity of putting the pcrfonal 
bravery of moft of Ins chiefs to trial, as that wms 
a dangerous and w’^arlike cxercife. Many of thofc 
animds w^ere killed, and fome taken alive m 
toils. 

Upon the firft of the firft Ribbi, Baber crofTed Baber crof- 
the Indus, and upon the banks of that river, muf- 
tered his army, which confifted of only ten thou- 
fand chofen horfe. Crofting then that branch of 
the Indus, which is called Behat, he advanced to 
Salcot, where Alla met him, and likewufe Ah,

\yu\dd do to B;iber Baber i\ow ordered thofe 
tv .0 fwords to be hung ronpd hig peek, apd, m 
that mannei^ poiylat wus, brought tp his prefcpcc , 
but nofwithflanding his behaviour, the King for 
gate all his cripics^ and took him into favor 
When the gates of t^c fort wcrct opened, the 
troops pi;eiI5?4 ip an irregular manner, and. began 
to plunder Baber, upon this, mounted ms 
horle, and entering, was uniter the neceffity of 
ufing violence, t;o pr^^nt their outrages He 
killM, upon thi^ occalipD, a pnpapal officer of 
his fon Hunuioon s retinue, wth an arrow, for 
which he was ei^rcmcly grieved, as it happened 
by imfUkc The Kipg, by thig means, Civcd the 
honor of Doiylat s f^ily, who were all m the 
place, and prefers cd a noljh?, library which he had 
collcScd, Dowl^t being a, ppet and a man of 
Icarmng Baber pi^irchcd thence the next 
day , and purfued Ghazi, when Delawir, the fon 
of Dowlat, who had bceji dignified with a» tide, 
found means to efcape to him, and was honorahlj^ 
received A mogul chief, who was detached^ in 
front, havipg fiiHen.in widi Ghasu, dcfcatcdhim, 
and purfped bigi fg clofo, that he was obhgcd to 
fly to thcbmpcfor Ibrahim, atDclIm The elder 
Efowlat d^^ upon this piarcb 
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Baber haviftg, in feveral adions, perceived the A d 1525. 
inferiority Of the Indian troops to his own, de- 
terrtiined to delay bo longer hiS final attempt up- towards 
ort the empire. He accordingly marched toward^ 

Helhi, ha^ng fofne letters of encouragernent, ^t 
the fafiie linie, ffo"m a few of the malcontents at 
the codrt of Ibrahiffi. When he had reached the 
banks Of the Giger, he heard that the governor 
of Firofa, was Waiting to o'ppofe him m front, 
with the tioopS of thofe parts. Baber, therefore, 
fent his fon Humaioon, with fome of his mofi: ex- 
perienced officers, to diive the governor from 
his poll:, whith they effected, and returned vic- 
torious to the army. As this was the firft battle 
in which prince Humaioon commanded, his fa- 
ther was greatly rejoiced, and gave him the coun- 
tries of Fifofa and Jallender in Jagier. Two days 
after, Meian, a chief of the party of Ibrahim, 
appeared in fight, and defined to join Babei’s 
colours; with thiee thoufand Patan horfe, and 
was accordingly entertained in his fervice. 

Baber having arrived within two ftages of A mm at 
Shawabad, received intelligence that Ibrahim, 
with a great ai my, had marched out of Delhi to 
oppofe' him, ahd that Daood and Hatim formed 
his vanguard With twenty fcven thoufand hoffe. 

The fultan immediately detached Timur, and 
other nobles,^ with all the troops of the left wing, 
and the fquadiobs ^of Junrid Birlafs, and Haffen 
Birlafs, againfi; this advanced poft. They ac- 
cordingly fell in with them the next morning at 
fun-rife, and after an obftinate conflict, put 
Daood and rifatim to flight, but the latter fell in 
the purfuit. The vidlots took feven elephants, 
and a great number of piifoners, witli whom 
they returned to Bhber , but he, we ai e forry to 
relate fueh barbarity, put them to death, by way 
of ftnkin^ teifor into his enemies. 
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Baber advanaog to tbc field pf battle, encamp 
cd there fix days, ordering chains to be made to 
link the carnages of bis gtms together, to prevent 
the horfc breaking through them The impcnal 
anny under IbraSim, by this time, confifted of 
one hundred thoufand horfe and a thoufimd cle 
phantB , that of Baber, of thirteen thoufimd only 
When Ibrahim had advanced near, Baber ordered 
fi\c thoufand horfc to attack the Indian fcamp in 
the night , but finding the enemy upon that 
guard, this detachmept returned without attempt- 
ingany thing , 

This retreat hafiened Jbfahim to aiflion, and 
accordingly he marched next morning to Panm 
put Baber, at the fame time, advanced withm 
twelve miles of Ibrahim's encampment Upon 
the day after, bang the feventh of Rigib, the 
two armies ciroe in fight of each other ^ber 
divided h|s troops into two fines, and four grand 
divifions, with a body of refcrvc.in the r«r of 
each, and a few fight horfe to ftarmifti m front 
The firft divifion op the nght was commanded by 
Pnnee Hurnaioon Tlic fim on the left was un 
der the orders of the King's coufin MahommetL 
ihe fccond, on the right towards the center, wat 
commanded by Timur The fecopd, to the left 
towards the center, by the noble ChaUfsu dm 
fero, and other omr^s, was appointed to com 
mand tlic fight horfe, or hcrawm, tn the front 
Aziz and limh in the rear of the nght, and 
Cen and AVilli Kizil, in the rear of the left Bc- 
fides thefe, there was a rcicrvc in the rear of both 
lines, that on the nght commanded by Cafim, 
and that on the left oy Ah The himfclf 
took his poft in the centre of the firft line, after 
having p^onally given orders to his generals. 

TTic emperor Ibrahim, ignorant of the art of 
war, obfcTvcd no regular order of battle, but 
drew up his forces m one great fine or column 

of 
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of unequal depth, and ordered them to charge 'S 25. 
the Mogul army, vainly imagining that he could 
bear them down with numbers. But he found 


himfelf foon fatally deceived. So formidable 
were the Moguls to the Patans, from their known 
courage and Ready order, that the empeior’s 
unvneldy column liegan to break and turn thin, 
before they came up to the charge, which was 
direfted at the center of the Mogul army. Thofe 
who advanced were repulfed with great bravery, 
but when they fought to retreat, they found 
themfelves furrounded ; for the two bodies of re- 
ferve, in the rear of the Mogul line, had wheeled 
round their flanks, and meeting in the center, 
fell upon the rear of thofe who had advanced to 
the charge, by which means the Patans were ah 
moft all cut to pieces. Tlie referve having per- 
formed this fervice, retired to their poft in the 
rear, and the Mogul lines advanced, fuftaining 
various irregular charges from the Indian army, 
whom they repulfed with great flaughter. 

Ibrahim, at laft roufed with fhame and indig- de- 
nation, advanced in perfon, followed by the flow- 
er of his army, and gave fuch a violent fliock to 
the Mogul line, as threw it into difordei . No- 
thing now but peifonal bravery was left to decide 
the day ; but in this, and the compact form in 
which the Moguls whole force was wedged, they 
were ftill fuperior to the Indians. Five thoufand 
fell with Ibrahim in one fmall fpot of ground. 

The Patan army, when their king was flam, re- 
coiled like furges from a rocky fliore, and the 
torrent of flight rolled towards the banks of the 
Jumna, dying the courfe of that nver with blood; 
for fo far did Baber continue the purfuit ; but 
b^ing wearied with flaughter, he gave hope to 
fear, and refpite to death. ^ 

According to the moft moderate accounts theie 
were fixteen thoufand Patans killed in this ac- 
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A.D i5»s ticm, though moft authors £ty fifty thoafani 
hJe 931 - Qf (jjg Jog Qf Bjber wc have no infiannation , 
conquerors having it always in their powd" to 
conceal the nuinbCT of thar flain We may ditc 
from this battle, the fall of the Patan emmre, 
though that race afterwards made many cffofcts, 
and recovered it, for a few years, as wc fhill 1^ 
in the life of Humaioon 

BjbcTcn- Baber did not fail to make the beft ulc of his 
He immediately after the battle dc 
tirt emptn tached the Pnnee Humaioon, and three Of his 
prinapal omrahs, to Agra, before they could have 
time to recover from thar conftcrnation, or td 
remove thar wealth He alfo fent his coulln Ma^ 
hnmraed, and three other chiefs, to Delhi, td 
take poffeffion of that capital, uhilchc himfelf 
came up in the rear, and, on the ttVclfth of Ri^ 
gib, entered the aty The chutba was read ih 
hig nanft, by Zan the Metropolian of Delhi 
and, after having furveyed the atV, and vifitcd 
the tombs of the iaints and heroes, he fet out foi^ 
Agra, where he amved the rweilty fifth of the 
fame month, and fmmcdiatcly mve^ed the fort^ 
which ■n-aa in pofleflioD of the former govern 
ment, garnfoned by the troops of the of 
Guaher, who had b«n kiDcd id the afhon But! 
fo much had the terror of the Mdgul arms no^ 
taken pofleffion of every mind, that they imriic 
diatcly defired to capitulate, and fent mm, by 
^vay of ranfom, a pcfcft diamond weighing two 
hundred and twenty four ruttya •, whicn ivas 
formerly the property of the emperor Alb Ba 
ber prefented it to his fon Humaioon Thus, 
upon the fifth day after his amval, he was put 
in polTcffion of the place, in which he found the 
mother of Ibrahim, who was treated with btcorii 
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insf refpect, and permitted to enjoy all her a 0.1526 
wealth. ^ 

This conqueft of Elindoftan, as Baber himfelf Rcflciftionj. 
Wiites in his Commentaiics -j , was certainly fu- 
perior to that of any former conqueror. Mah- Hmdoftaiv 
mood of Ghizni was not only a powerful empe- 
ror, but the country was, at that time, divided 
into a number of kingdoms, which greatly facili- 
tated his enterprizes. Mahommed Ghori brought 
an army of one hundred and twenty thoufand 
men with him, when the kingdom u as not fo 
powerful. The like may be faid of Timur, who 
ravaged Hindoftan when it was torn to pieces 
by, civil commotions. But the army of Baber 
was but a handful in proportion to that of Ibra- 
him, who poffeffed all the countries between the 
Indus and Behar, and could biing live hundred 
thoufand men to the field ; while Babei only pof- 
fefiTed the poor countries of Cabul, Buduchflian, 
and Kandahar, the revenues of which were vei y 
inconfiderable. To what then can we attribute 
this extraordinary conqueft, in a natural light, 
but to the great abilities and experience of Baber, * 
the bravery of his few hardy troops, tiained up 
to war, for their fubfiftance, and now fired with 
the hopes of glory and gain ? But what contiibut- 
ed moft to iveigh down the fcale of conqueft, was 
the degeneiacy of the Patans, effeminated by lux- 
ury and wealth, and dead to all principles of vir- 
tue and honor, which their corrupt factions and 
civil difcoids had totally effaced ; it being now no 
fliame. to ffy, no infamy to betray, no bleach ol 
honor to murder, and no fcandal to change par- 
ties. When, therefpiei, the fear of ihame and the 
love of fame were gone, it was no wonder that a

king, by the title of Sultan Mahommed, and, 
rendezvoufing at Kinnoge, advanced tow'ards 
Agia. At the fame time, Mai, the Afghan 
chief, who had joined Baber, deferted him, with 
all hit) adherents : even the inhabitants of the 
country round Agra, cut off his foraging parties, 
and rendered it very difficult for him to fupport 
his cavalry, or fupply his troops with piovifions : 

Add to this, the intoleiable heat of the weather, 
by which a great many Moguls, not being accuf- 
tomed to fuch a climate, died. 

In this fituation of affairs, Baber received an Baber’s dif- 
addrefs from all his chiefs requefting him to re- lefoiuuou 
turn to Cabul , to which he replied. That a 
kingdom which had coft him fo much pains m 
taking, was not to be wiefted from him but by 
death alone. He, at the fame time, iffued a pro- 
clamation, that he was determined to abide his 
fate in India , but if any perfon was defirous of 
returning to Cabul, preferring fafety to glory, 
and ignoble eafe to the manly toils and dangers of 
war, they might retire in peace, and leave him 
only thofe whofe valor would refle6l honor on 
themfelves, and glory on their king and country. 

The omrahs hearing this, were aihamed of thcir 
former behaviour, and, fti iking theii breaks, 
fwore they would never forfake him , all, e vcept 
Chaja Callan, whofe bravery was too veil efta- 
bliffied to be difputed, though he w as advifed, 
being at the point of death, to retiie to recover 
his health. He was appointed governor of Cabul 
and Ghizm, for the great fervices which he had 
rendered to the king When it wgs know n that 
Baber had detei mined not to leave Hmdoftan, a& 
his ancekor Timur had done, fome omrahs, w hey 
W'ere willing to be firft in favor, began ta come 
over to him, hrft, Gunn, with three tl oufand 

horfe.

Tatar and Saring, who weic in pofiefliOn ofTi^govcr- 
the fort of Gualicr, being bcfiegcd by tlic Indian G,nhJr 
prince of that country, in the lame manner ad-propofe to 
drefled the king for fuccours. Baber difpatchcd 
a detachment, which defeated the raja, but Sa- 
ring recalled his promife, and refufed to deliver 
up die place. Ihcrc was in the fort, at that 
time, a philofophcr whofc name was Shcch Gofe, 
who had a great number of ftudents under him, 
and who wrote to the Mogul gcncial, to endea- 
vour to get permiffion to come himfelf into the 
fort, and that he would find means of accomphfii- 
ing the reft of his dcfiics. 

The Mogul, for this purpofc, begged leave, as ^ 
he had enemies all around him, to biing his troops iiratascm 
under protection of the garrifon, foi fear of a 
night aflault, and that he might be permitted the 
honor of paying the philofopher a vilit in the gar- 
rifon. This being agreed to, the Mogul was :c- 
ceived into the fort with a few attendants. lie, 
from time to time, pretended occafion to fend 
frequent meffages in and out , till the officci of 
the guard troubled the governor fo often for leave, 
that he defired him to fend one of his own fci- 
vants, to point out fuch nccclfary people as he 
might w ant to have free ingrefs and cgrcE The 
officer of the guard, w ho was a difciple of the phi- 
lofopher, and who had been let into the plot, 
availed himfelf of this order, and permitted every 
body pointed out, to pafs, by wdiich means all 
the chofen men of the detachment weic within 
the garrifon befoie the entertainment \vas ended. 

Saring was told to give up the place, and threat- 
ened with infiant death, in cafe of lefufal . fo 
having fatisfied himfelf of the circiimftances, lie 
made a virtue of neceflity, and replied. That had 
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where he remained in banifhment. Prince Hu*^ ® 
maioon, having defeated the omrahs at Jionpoor, 
left JBirlafs to keep thofe provinces in awe, re- 
turned himfelf to court, having, upon his way, 
conciliated matters with AUum, ^ governor of 
Calpee, who now accompanied him, and was 
received with great refpeft. 

-The king was, at this time, fuddenly alarmed Baber 
by advices that many Patan omrahs with Mah-a^amed 
mood, the fon of the emperor Secunder, and ronfcdcracjr 
other chiefs and rajas in alliance, whofe force 
ceeded one hundred thoufand horfe, were prepar- 
ing to attack him. Baber, having no depen- 
dence on the Patan chiefs, who had joined him, 
detached them to defend different provinces, and 
wdth his owm Moguls, haftened towards the ene- 
my. His van guard falling in with their’s, upon 
the frontiers of Biana, after a fharp conffft, 
were repulfed by the enemy with great lofs, 
which ftruck unufual terror into the King’s fmall 
army. Neazi fled to Simbol, Haffen joined the 
enemy, and every day brought difagreeable intel- 
ligence from all quarters. Nor did the predidi- 
ons of Sherif a little add to the general confterna- 
tion This pretended wizard averred, that Brif- 
put * was in the eaft, and confequently, that who- 
ever marched fiom the weft fhould be over-" 
thrown. 

" The King perceiving this panic, called, imme-Aco«n«l 
diately, a counal of war. The greateft part 
the -officers gave it as their opinion, that, as the 
fuperiority of the enemy was evident, it was ad- 
vifeable to leave a ftrong garrifon in Agra, and 
to retreat with the bulk of the aimy to Punjaab. 

Baber, with a difcontented afped, fixed his eyes, 
in filence, upon the ground. He, at length, fteinly / 
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AD is«6, xSkcd the cluefi, Wlut would the world &y of » 
monarch, whom the fear of death ihonld oblige 
to abandon fuch a fangdom ? “ The voice of 


glory,’ hud he, “ u lond m my ear, and for

“ acquired But, aa death it at laft unavoid 
“ able, let us rather meet him with honor, face

“ mits of the grave. ’ The whole aflembly, as if 
infpired with one foul, cncd out, at once, 
" War ’ War ' ’ The Kmg, bavmg been for 
merly much addifled lo wme, made a vow never 
to dnnk anjf more, fhonld he, upon this occafi- 
on, prove viftonous. Oden were immediately 
ifTued to prohibit’ the fale of wine m the camp , 
not fo much from fuperfbtion, as to keep the 
mmd cool for aSion 
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Upon the ninth of the fecond jemmad, of the 
year nine hundred and thirty three> which hap- 
pened tg be Norofe % Baber formed hu line of 
battie, with hU guns and rocketa in his front. 
In that order he moved towards the enemy, who 
lay at the diftance of fix raDcs. But afi^ he 
had advanced two miles he halted, and encamp^ 
ed hi3 army Several young wamors, fond of 
difbnguifhing themfclTca, iflucd out, underthe 
command of Mahommed Cafim, to Ikimufh with 


the enemy's fcouts and adv’anccd guards, amonff 
whom they did great cxccuuon 
The Kmg, next day, advanced two milciftir 
thcr, and marked out hij camp at the village of 
TU Otar ka\’a, but his tent# were fcarccly pitched, ^cn 
luli ^ perceived the enemy advanemg open him. He 
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formed his line witii great cxpcdiilon, in the ^ 
manner wJiicli he Ind pracHfed for feme days be- 
fore, and, in a few minutes, was able to receive 
tlie Block of battle. I'lic ai my was chiefly drawn 
up by Nizam Chalipha, whom Baber reckoned 
Ins ablcft general ; and this order of battle being, 
on account of circumfranccs, difierent from the 
former, we fliall i elate it at laigc in this place. 

The line, which upon this occafion w.ls fingle, order 
confifted of fix brigades, cxclufivc of the King’s ' 
life guards in the center, where Baber polled 
himfclf. Before each ot the brigades, a few pa- 
ces in front, the King placed a fijuadron of light 
liorfe, which formed another kind of line with 
great intervals In front of the whole, the artil- 
lery and rocket-waggons wcic diaun up iti three 
dnifions, the nglit, loft, and center. The guns 
\Vcre chained together, fo that thlTCiWas a kind 
of fortification formed againfl the enemy’s ca- 
valrj% The brigade immediately to the right of 
the center, was commanded by Timm, confining 
of his own tribe, and the tioops of many other 
oiniahs of dillinflion. The brigade to the left of 
the center was under the immediate orders of 
Allum, a defeendant of the cmpcroi Beloli, and 
compofed of his national troops, and thole of five 
other nobles. The two brigades of the right 
wing \veie commanded in chief by prince Hu- 
maioon, and of thefe the right hand biigade 
confifted of the troops of Cafim fiulTein, and 
other chiefs of family and expeiience m war. 

The left hand battalion of prince Iluinaioon’s di- 
vifion was made up of the tioops of Seid Amir,* 
and of thofe of other fix nobles of the Mogul 
race. 

The two brigades of the left wing were com- 
manded by Seid Chaja; the left hand battalioh of 
whofe divifion was compofed of different fquad- 
rons, commanded by their refpedlivc chiefs. The 
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The King, after this vi^lory, hunted, for a 
few days, upon the banks of the Ganpr, and then . 
returned to Agra. He appointed Zcinan, one or Agra 
the pofterity of Timur, for he was the fon of 
Budeli ul Zeman Mirza, ofBalich, govcrnoi of 
tlie city, and, in the year nine hundred and 
thirty five, marched himfclf to furvey tlic coun- 
try. He firft took the route of Gualicr, and 
\dewed there the fortifications, the ftone elephant, 
and the palace of tlie Raja. He then vifited the 
gardens of Rchim, and ordered fome flowers and 
plants, of an uncommon kind, to be tranfplanted 
to Agra. He went to worfhip in the great mof- 
que, built by the Emperor Altumfli, for whofe 
foul he ordered prayers to be read, and returned, 
by another way, to Agra. 

Baber, foon after his leturn to Agia, was fei- rails fid. 
zed with an intcimitting fever, which continued 
upon him for eight months. Some fupcrftitious 
people advifed him, during his ficknefs, to write a 
poem in praife of Chaja Anrar, one of the faints, 
to induce him to intercede wuth God for his 
health. Baber, though it is highly probable he 
did not give much credit to the power of the faint, 
afhially wrote the poem, in the meafure of Mow- 
lani Jami. The King recovei cd from his difor- 
der about the eighth of the firfl; Ribbi. He of- 
fered up public thanks to God for the refloration 
of his health, and made a great feaft upon the oc- 
cafion. He diftributed magnificent prefents 
among the omrahs and foreign ambafladors, and 
beftowed laige fums to gladden the hearts of the 
poor. During this feflival, Chandamire, the au- 
thor of the Habib al Sier, Mowlana Mammai, 
and Mirza Ibrahim Canooni, who came from 
Her^t, and were effeemed the greateft men for li- 
terature in that age, were introduced to the 
King : He loaded them with his favors, and or- 
dered them places near his own perfon.

The pnnee Humaioon }ia\ing left his bi other Tranf^at- 
Ilindal to govern in his abfcncc, rctuincd about 
this time fiom Cabul to vifit hisfathci. Scid 
Chan of Argund, took this opportunity of in- 
vading Buduchflnn, and fent a force to attack 
hlinkilla. Ilindal, upon the ajiproacli of the 
enemy, retreated into the fort of Ziflcr, wheie 
he was befieged. Scid of Argund, finding that 
he could not reduce the pi tee, .ind that tlic inha- 
bitants wouKl not |oin him, lavagcd the coun- 
tr), and returned home, lint as tlic news of his 
retreat had not reached Agra, the government of 
Buduchflian w as bellowed upon Soliman, one of 
the race of limur, who fet out immediately for 
that province wdth a letter from the King to Scid, 
exprclTing his furpiize at hollilities, for wdiich he 
could not account, but by feme mifbchaviour of 
Ills fon Hindal , that, therefore, he had fent ano- 
ther perfon, who wm:, allied to them both, to 
fupply his place WJicn Soliman ariivcd, he 
found the country in perfect tranquillity, and 
took pofleflion of the government, wdnch his 
family have kept to this day. The prince Hindal 
returned to Agra. 

In the year nine hundred and thirty-fix, the 
Sultan fell fick, and his difordcr continued daily '* 
to gain flrcngth, in fpitc of the pow''cr of medi- 
cine. Defpairing at leafl of life, he recalled his 
fon Humaioon, wdio w^as then befieging the fort 
of Callinger, and appointed him his fucceffor. 

Upon Monday, the fifth of the firft Jemmad, in 
the year nine hundred and thirty feven, he rc- 
figned in peace that life which he had fo often ex- 
pofed in war. According to his will, lus body 
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of Chitta and China, which was croffing the^ ^ ^525. 
mountains of Indija, was buried in the fnow. He 
ordered all the goods to be collected, and fjnt 
meflengers to China to proclaim the accident, and 
bring the owners, or their heirs, to his court. 

Upon their arrival at the end of two years, he en- 
tertained them hoTpitably, and retuined them 
all their goods, not only refuling to accept a pre- 
fent, but even to be reimburfed for his expences 
Notwithftanding his great vigor in war, hcpkafuie 
was much addicted to wine and women, and all 
the ' fafhionable pleafures of couits. He fome- 
times ufed, when he had an inclination to make 
merry, to fill a fountain with wine, upon wdiich 
was infciibed a verfe to thispurpofe* “Jovial 
days ' Blooming fprings ' Old wine, and youiig 
“maidens! Enjoy freely, O Babei, for life is 
“ not twice to be enjoyed He then would fit 
down in the midft of his friends, drink freely, 
and feaft his eyes on the daughter of beauty who 
danced befoi e him. 

Whitherfoever he marched, or rode, he always 
had the road meafui ed after him. This cuftom 
obtains with the emperors of Hindoftan to this 
day. He made a ftatute concerning the mea- 
furement of diftances, which has hitherto re- 
mained m force. He appointed a hundred tin- 
nabs to one crore, each tinnab being foity guz*^. 

With lefped to his military charaQer, he feems 
to have had few that could equal him. He ren-forwar'° * 
dered the mofi; dangeious enterprizes eafy, by 
his undaunted courage and perfeverance, which 
rofe above all difficulties, and made him much

than in the height of his profpenty Nor did he 
form himfclf m the latter, but dways behaved 
with that moderation and cquammity which cha 
raftenxes a great foul 

We have already traced Baber s defeent from 
Hmur, but as he was the founder of a great dy 
naftv, It will be proper to follow his genealogy 
further back into antiqnjtr The great Zingu 
Chan, the fon of Hffnka, the fon or Pima, had 
four fons of renown, who were aD Kings, and the 
fathers of nations. Their names were Oktai, 
Zagatay, Zuzi, and Tub Though Oktai was^ 
was not the cldcft fon, yet he was, by his father, 
appointed his fucccflbr, and ruled over the ex 
tenfive empire of Alia in the atv of Caracorum, 
the original capital of his fathcTB hereditary 
dominions Oxtai died, byexeds of wuc, m 
the year fix hundred and thirty nine. 

Zantay, thefccond Ibn of Zingis, poflefled the 
kingdoms of Maverulnerc, Tirkclun, Bahch, and 
Bunuchfhan, in fabordination to his brother Oktai 
Kirrachar Ncvian, who was the fifth anceftor of 
Timur, was one of bis nobles, and, at length, cap- 
tain general of all bis forces, The gen^ogy of 
Kirraoiar runs thus Timur the fonofjiraga, 
the fon of Birkit, the fon of Ahngar, the fon of 
AbiJ, the fon of Kirrachar, the fon ofSagungi, 
the fon oflbumgi Berlafs, the fon ofKatebun, 
the fon ofjnmnai, the fon of BaCnkcr, the fon 
of Kidu, who, by the mother’s fide, was dc 
feended from Bafijigcr, a pnnccls, from whom 
Zingis denved his pedigree. The family of H 
mur bad alfo raamra into that of Zingis, fo that 
Timur Bee was lineally dcfccndcd from that con 
queror of all Aha, 

Tamafp, the fccond of the Sophi dynafty, be- 
gan bis ragn feven years before the death of Ba 
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AD 1S30 ' I 'HE Prince Houaioon, by the title ofNifir 
i ul Dicn Mahommcd, immcdiatdy after the 
death of Baber, mount^ the throne of his 
twowDcr father in India He was a ^rcat aflronomer, 
and took much delight in judicial alftology He 
fitted up feven hoofes of entertainment, and nam 
cd them after the /even planets. In cadi he gave 
public audience, according to the mhn^ planet 
of the day, ordering all the furniture, paintings, 
and alfo the drciTcs of tho/c who niutcd upon 
him, to bear fomething that was an emblem of 
the tutelar ftar of the houfe He even endea 
vonred to fuit the people who came to pay thor 
rcfpefb, to the fuppofed influence of the planet, 
which preflded over the time of tbcir attendance* 
In the houfe of the Moon met foreign craballa- 
dors, travellers and pocta. Military men attend 
edhiminthchoufcof Bnfput*, and judges, law 
givers, and fccrctancs, were rcccivoi m that of 
the Recorder of Heaven^ 

Dtftr»*r urgency of important affairs did not 

bvi brother permit Humaioon to follow long thefe innocent 
whims. Such only fuitcd the days of peace, 
when the mind might enjoy her hannlcfs rohics. 
He fearedy had afeendea the throne, when his 
brother, Carairan whowas then in Cabul form 
cd a defign of making himfclf maftcr of Punjab 
To conceal his intentions, he gave out, that he 
was going into Hindofbn, to congratulate Ho 
maioon upon his acceflion The king being, how

'Ihe 
king, in the mean time, conferred the govern- 
ment of Mcw'nt upon llindal, hi'' brother, niul 
appointed Ins relation Afkari to tint of Simbol, 
the other provinces being left in the poflcfiion of 
the former fulns. 

Humaioon, in thc\carninchundrcd and thirt) Pefer-t 
eight, led an arm) againfl the Urong fortrefs of^"'”^’ 
Callingcr, and in\ cited the place. While the 
king carried on the ficgc, Mihmood, the Ton of 
the emperor Sccundcr Lodi, in conjunction with 
Bcin the Aft^n, took poflcfiion of jjonpoor, and 
kindled the flames of war in tlicciflem provirccs. 
Humaioon, having received intelligence of ihcfe 
commotions, decamped fiom bJore Callmgcr, 
mard'cd to Jmnpoor, in a pitched battle over- 
threw'- the Afghans, and rciniHted Jnneid Birlnfs 
in his former government of thit province. 

'Ihc emperor, after this fignal virloiy, return- 
ed to Agra, and beftowed honorary drefles upon 
above t.vcivc thoufand of his courtiers. He, in 
the mean time, difpatchcd a licrald to Share 
Chan, and dcmandcci pofleflion of the forlrefs ofncmanJf 
Chinar *, which being refufed, Humaioon march- 
ed liis army that way. When tiic King lay before 
Chinar, he was informed, that Bahadur, King of 
Guzerat, bad turned towards him the points of

Ke, 9 i*- of a peace with Shere, and to return towards 
Agra. Cuttub, the fon of Shere, whom the em 
peror had taken as an hoftage, found means, on 
the way, to make his efcape, and to return to his 
ftther at ChmJr 

A cooM. Mahommed Zcman of the race of Timur, the 
HIT dsS. grandfon of HuBem afpired to the throne, and 
was fupported in his pretenlions by the omrahs of 
Chimttai The plot was difcovered, and the 
leader of the confpiracy pardoned But Humai 
oon finding him, a fecond time, meditating trea 
fonable prafbces, he ordered him to be confined 
in the fortrels of Biana Orders werei given to 
put out the eyes of Mahummnd Sultamand Nu 
fent Mina, for bemg the pnnapa] abettors of 
the prince s ambitious defigns ; but the peribn to 
whom It was mtmfled to mflift this pumOimcnt, 
laved the eyes of the former, while the latter 
found means to efcape to Gnzerat Sultan, by 
the aid of his fons Ah Mina and Shaw Miraa, 
who formed a party, was earned away to Kin 
noge, where he was jomed by about fix thouland 
Mogids, A%hans, and Rajapnts. 

Humaioon fent to Bahadur, under whole do- 
mstni™ mimon was the aty of Kinnogc, and commanded 
“‘‘‘“““‘^him to dehver up Mahommed but he rgeSed 
the orders m an mfolent manner, which obliged 
the emperor to march agamft him Bahadur 
king of Gueetat bad about this time, refolved 
to wreil the fort of Chitor from the Rana. Rana 
threw himfelf under the protefbon of Humaioon , 
but the emperor, for what reafon is not known, 
havmg advanced as far as Guaher, encamped there 
for two months, and returned, mthout effeSiag 
any thing to Agra. Rana, defpainng of relief, 
fent a crown, and a confiderable fum of money, 
to Bahadur, which induced him to raife the 
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Bahadur, whofe affairs weie now in i very^^^ *^32 
profperous fituation, by the reduftion of Mindu, 
and other places, began to Ihew his contempt of 
Humaioon, by advancing the confpirator Mahom- 
med to great honors. He alfo prompted Alla, 
defeended of the emperor BeloU Lodi, to attempt 
to poffefs himfelf of 'the throne of Delhi. He, 
for this purpofe, made Tatar, the fon of Sultan 
Alla, his general, and difpatched him, with forty my again ft | 
thoufand men, agamft Humaioon, with which ge 
fubdued Biana, and advanced to the environs of 
Agra. 

This prefling danger awakened the king fiom 
his lethargy. He immediately fent hib brother, 
the prince Hindal, with a force, to oppofe Ta- 
tar. When the armies approached one another^ 
there was fo great a defection from Tatar’s 
troops, that, in the fpace of ten days, ten thou- 
fand horfe fcarce lemained to him. Fie however 
refolved, with thefe, to ftand his ground, and 
give battle to the imperial army, but he was to- 
tally overthrown, loft the moft of his trOops,^j^^^j^ 
thiee hundred officers of diftinclion, and his own totally at- 
life. Hindal, after this vidory, retook Biana, 
and all the other places which had before fallen 
into the hands of the enemy, and returned m 
triumph to Agia. 

Bahadur, in the year nine^ hundred and forty, Bahadur 
marched, a fecond time, towards Chitor , 3.nd,^«'^che^^ 
in the mean time, Humaioon ordered a fort to to^" '* 
be built in Delhi, on the banks of the Jumna, 
which he called Panna He, foon after, marched 
towards Saiingpoor, which then held of Baha- 
dur, as King of Guzerat, and wrote to, him a 
punning couplet, unworthy of the dignity and 
majefty of a king. Chitor, in the Pei dan lan- 
guage, figmfies, t/2 zuhat manner, and upon this 
was founded the iniferable witticifm contained m 
the verfes. The words were, “ O thou plun-j

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*' Chitor ! tn •what manner 

canft thou conquer the idolaters? For when 
“ thou wouIdR wiih to conquer Chitor , thou 
" know*{l not tn what manner the king comes to 
‘‘ conquer thee * Bahadur anfwcrcd HunuJoon 
in his own flram, and in the following words 
I, who am the plandercr of Chitor, will con 
** quer the idolaters by valor , and he who dares 
“ not fuccour Chitor, lhall fee in •what manner 
“ he himfclf Ihall be conquered*** The wit is 
wretched on both hdes, but he who began the 
pun 15 moft to blame 

Caib ft Bahadur, after fending the above biBct to Hu 
^cDfrf maioon, called a coonol of war It was the open 
opinion of the ma^oritj, that as Hnmaioon nad 
all his force with him, it were better to raife the 
hegc, and march againft him, and thus to take 
up the war by tbc roots Others urgeth that 
Humaioon was fo n^d m his rehgious pnnaplw, 
that he would not diuurb them in thar war with 
idolaters , that therefore it was mofl advifcable to 
finiih the fiege, which was now far advanced, 
and afterwards to think of other matters. Ba 
hadur himfclf favoured the latter opinion The 
iiege was accordmgly continued , and Humaioon, 
piquing himfclf upon his rehgious pnnaples, con 
tinned loitering at Sanngpoor, till Bahadur had 
taken the fort Bahadur in the year mne hun 
dred and forty one, marched with great cxpedi 
tion againft Humaioon w'ho, hcanng of his ap- 
proach, marched forward to meet him The two 
armies appeared in front of each other, near 
Munfoor Bahadur, who had coUcflcd a great 
train of artillery, by advice of his engineer, Rural 
Chan, entrenched his army, and placed his can 
non in redoubts, in fais front llus prevented 
Humaioon ftom nfqmng an attack, and both ar 
mics continued in fight of one another for the 

fpace 



Ipace of two months. Daily fkirmifhes were, in 'S34 
the mean time, fought, with various fuccefs. 

Humaioon, finding that he could not draw 
Bahadur out of his trenches, employed all his at- 
tention to cut off his fupplies. He order^^ his 
horfe, in fucceflive bodies of five or fix thoufand, iuppiics 
to fcour the rear of the enemy, by which means 
famine began foon to be feverely felt in their 
camp; men, horfes, elephants, and camels, pe- 
rifhing daily in great numbers. 

Bahadur, mftead of making one brave effort Cowardice 
to relieve himfelf, permitted bafe fear and dcfpair 
to feize upon him , and, with only five fiiends, 
left his camp in the night, and fled towards 
Mindu. This was no fooner known, than the 
flight became general , the chiefs difperfing them- 
fejves, with their adherents. Humaioon, in the 
morning, ordered the purfuit to commence, 
which was continued, as far as Mindu, with great 
flaughter of the unfoitunate wretches, who had 
neither the power to efcape, nor the means to de- 
fend themfelves. Bahadur thiew himfelf into 
Mindu, and the place was clofely invefted. 

In a few days, three hundred Moguls Scaled 
the walls of Mindu, in the night , and though kcn"by fur- 
the garnfon confifted of many thoufands, fuch 
was their panic, that they all betook themfelves 
to flight. Bahadur efcaped to Chapanier, which 
was then the capital of Guzerat, while bidder 
Chan, his captain general, who was dangeroufly 
wounded, not 'able to proceed farther, fliut him- 
felf up in the fort of Sunkar, where, being be- 
fieged, he capitulated the fecond day, and was, 
on account of his excellent character, received 
into great favor, bidder, during the puifuit, 
faved Bahadur, when almofl; taken by Humaioon, 
by throwing himfelf in between the kings, till 
his mafter had an oppoitunity of making his ef- 
cape. But he himfelf was atia-.ked with fuch vio- 

L a lence 
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tlrely diawn towards the different affaults. This ^53S 
fiirniflied the king with an opportunity of fixing 
his iron fpikes in the wall, by which means thirty- 
nine officers mounted, and the king hiinfelf made 
the fortieth. Before fun-rife his whole detach- 
ment was ithin the walls, when he difplayed a 
fignal which had been previoully fettled with his 
troops. Ihey accordingly made a violent affault 
upon all fides, and Humaioon, in the mean time, 
at the head of his detachment, cried out, Alla 
Akbar ! * and forcing his way, fword in hand, 
through the enemy, poffeffed himfelf of one of 
the gates : he immediately opened it, and admit- 
ted his troops, and all, except Achtiar and his 
family, who were in an outwoik, were put to 
the fword. The governor defended himfelf fo 
bravely, that he obtained a capitulation. The 
great ftrength of this place, the numeious garii- 
fon, and the boldnefs of the attempt by which it 
fell, rendered this adion of the king, equal, m 
the opinion of all mankind, to any thing of the 
like nature recoided in hiftory. Here the trea- 
fure of Guzerat, which had been colleded in the 
courfe of many years, was diftributed among the 
troops. He gave to the officers and foldiers what, 
wealth could be heaped upon their refpedive 
fhields, pioportiomng the value of the things to 
their rank and merit. All the wealth of Room, 

Chitta, and Fring t, which had been theie col- 
leded, to a vaft amount, was delivered over to 
plunder. 

Bahadur having fecured himfelf in Deo, fent Bahadur 
Chlrkufs to Ahmedabad, to colled the levenues, 
and levy troops. He found himfelf foon at the 
head of fifty thoufand men, and was daily gam- 
ing flrength and reputation. Humaioon having

intelligence 
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■^hP of the tnmfadhona of Bahadur, ap- 

* point^ 'Iirdi Beg to command the fort of Cha 
pmer, and the adjacent countnrs, and marched 
in perfon with his army towards Ahmedabad 
Chirkufe drew out his troops to oppofc him, and 
falling in with the vanguard of the impcnalifls, 
commanded by the pnnee AJhkan, and he was 
defeated before the reft of the army could be 
brought up to the engagement The king, for 
this iignal fcrvicc, appointed Aflikan governor 
H m.ur.n of the Iplcndid aty ot Ahmedabad He divided 
then the provinces of Guzerat among his omrahs, 
“ and marched agamft Burhanpoor Nizam, of 
Burhan, and the other provinces of the Dccan, 
apprehenfive of his dengns to reduce Chandez, 
wTotc to him letters of fubmiflion and aUcgi 
ance. 

The tufa Thcfc Icttcrs had fcarcc amved, when the news 
of the infurrefbon of Shcre Chan came to the 
eta king He, however, reduced all the countries 
about Burhanpoor, then marched round to Mm 
du Chirkols, m the mean time in coniundion 
with the omrahs of Guzerat, began agam to ac- 
quire flrcngth, and marched, with an army, to- 
wards Ahmedabad Homaioon, having marched 
into the eaftem provinces, inv^ed Ctunar, and 
reduced it, after a fiege of foi months. Having 
then gamed the pafles, he entered Bengal Shere, 
in tlie mean time, earned aw'ay the treafure of 
the pnnccs of Gour and Bengal, whom he had 
reduced, and fled to the mountains of Jarcund. 
The king continued his march to Gour, the ca 
pital of Ben^, took it, and commanded it to be 
called Gmnitabad f Having refided in that atv 
for the fpacc of three months, lie was obliged, 
on account of the moift air of that country, by 
which the greateft part of his army fell lick, as

well 
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well as by the rebellion of his brother, the piincc ’^>39 
Hindal at Agra, to letuin. 

Hindal had been fen t to fuppi efs Mahoinmcd The bro- 
Mirza, who, we have alieady obferved, had ef-^'''-''‘^‘^=‘- 
caped to Ivinnogc. But inftcad of performing 
that fervicc, he, as foon as he faw hiinfclf at the 
head of an army, began to afpirc to the throne. 

He accordingly marched back to Agi a, wdierc he 
difeovered his ticafonablc intentions, by putting 
fomc of the principal people, wlio i ejected his au- 
thority, to death. He thus enforced obedience, 
and throwing aw^ay cvei y dilguife, oi dcred the 
chutba to be read m his own name, and, w'ith 
all the cnfigns of royalty, marched to Delhi, and 
befieged it. The king, having Jieard of thefc 
proceedings, left Jehangire and Ibrahim to com- 
mand in Bengal, and haftened towaids Agra 
Wlien he was about half way, Maliommed Ze- 
man, of the race of Timur, w'ho had formerly 
joined Bahadur, returned from Sind, and, being 
promifed a pardon, joined the king with a con- 
lidcrable party. In the mean time, Shere the 
Afghan, finding tlie king’s army fo much w'cak- 
ened by ficknefs and dcfeition, and Ins affairs 
further perplexed by the icbcllion of Hindal, 
marched wndi his troops from Rotas, and came 
behind the king on the Joffa *. Both armies lay 
three months inactive, at a time wdien the king 
ought to have run all hazards, being every day 
infulted, and more and moie diftreffcd by the 
enemy, who prevented his crofling the liver. 

To add ftill to Humaioon’s misfortunes, hiscami.ai 
other brother, Camiran, inftead of affifting him, inoiiiKt ih* 
ungeneroufly afpired to his tin one, and marched, 
with ten thoufand horfe, from Lahore, When 
he arrived at Delhi, prince Hindal prev^uled upon 


him.

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mogul omraba, who had been dilbcricd iince the 
aAion Shcrc ftiU conbnuing tne pxirfuit, to 
make the beft ufe of hjs vjflorr, crofled the nver 
of JoUanpoor, upon which the king, upon the 
firfl: of Rjgib, p^ed the nver of Lahore, and re- 
treated towards Tatta and Bicker, upon the In 
dus Canuran, now lenfiblc of his ungenerous* 
and impolitic behaviour, was himfclf oBliged to 
fly towards Cabul, and faw an empire wrefted 
from his family, by the cflcfls of that bafe envy, 
which cotdd not behold even 2 brother’s greatnefi 
without pain 

Humaioon havmg crofled the Indus, on his 
\\ay to Bicker, halted at Lon, and fent an embaf 
fador, with a horlc and drc:6 to his confin Hnf 
fern, governor of Tatta, to requcfthis aid, that 
he might be able to pofleft bimelf of Guzerat 
Huflein fcemiDg to hflen to his requeft, detained 
the king, by vanous artifices and excufes, for 
five months, by which means his fmalJ army, dif 
trefled for want of pay, daily diminifhed m num 
bers The prmce Hmdal, his brother, m the 
mean time, left him, and went to Kandahar, 
being invited thither by the TOvemor of that pro- 
vince. Eadgar Nalir propoled, at the lame time, 
to quit Humaioon, but the unfortunate king 
took great pains to keep him firm to his intcrefl^ 

f iving him the government of Bicker But he 
ad no fooiter taken pofleflion of that place, than 
he began to ftrengthen himfclf agamll hxs fo- 
vercign 

Humaioon, in the mean time, had, with his 
little army, laid fiege to Sewan for feven months, 
without cffcfl, when Huflem defirous of getting 
the place into his own hands, advanced, with 
a great force, from Tatta, and furrounding both 
the gamfon and the befiegers, prevented luppUcs 
from being earned to cither Humaioon’s army 

were 
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were foon greatly diflxefled, as well as the gar- 
rifon. The king, diiven to extremities, requef- 
ted Eadgar to join him with what forces he had 
in Bicker ; but this ungrateful man chofe rather 
to be prevailed upon to join HulTein, who pro- 
mifed him his daughter, and to fecure him in his 
government. He immediately deferted the king’s 
intereft, at this dangerous ciifis, and Humaioon 
was obliged to retreat precipitately from before 
Sewan, towards Bicker. He could not even ob- 
tain, in that place, a few boats from his own per- 
fidious fubje^, to waft his fmall army over the 
river. After a fearch of fome days, and wander- 
ing along the banks, he difcovered fome boats 
that had been funk, raifed them, and tranfported 
his troops to the other fide. 

Notwithftanding this accumulation of misfor- 
tunes, Humaioon had ftrength enough left to 
ftrike terror into Eadgar, who, to avoid his re- 
fentment, came and made bis fubmiffion. The 
neceffity of the times obtained his pardon , but, 
in return for Humaioon’s clemency, he began to 
raife fedition among his troops, and privately to 
draw them over to his own intereft. This treafon 
being communicated to the king, the traitor, 
upon being taxed with it, appeared at the head 
of his troops, in open rebellion. But the piinci- 
pal officers of the rebellious faction refufed to at- 
tack their king, fo that an aftion was prevented, 
when both parues were formed in order of battle. 
The king being m no condition, at that juncture, 
to contend with the rebel, thought it high time to 
provide for his own fafety elfewhere. He there- 
fore marched, by the way of Jaffelmere to Mal- 
deo, then the moft potent Hindoo prince in Hin- 
doftan, having before received an invitation from 
him. But as he was paffing through the territo- 
ries of JafleliTiere, the piince of that countiy fent

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friends ' The next day, thenigh they reached a 
^ ^ brook, was not Icfa fatal than the former The 
camels, who had not tailed water for feveral 
days, now drank fo much, that the greateft part 
of them died The people alfo, after drinking, 
complained of an oppreffion of the heart, and

His a d r5-ti 
father was Huflein, of the Soor tribe of the 
Afghans of Roll, a mountainous country on the sherc’s n- 
confincs of India and Perfia. When Bcloli placed 
his foot on the throne of the Indian empire, the 
grandfather of Sherc, Ibrahim, came to Delhi in 
queft of military fcrvicc. 1 he original feat of the 
Afghans was Roh, which, in their language, fig- 
nifics a mountainous country. It extended, they 
fay, in length, from Sewad and Bijore, to the 
town of Sui in the dominions of Buckuraft, and 
in breadth, from Huflin to Rabul. This trafl, 
in its fertile vallics, contained many feparatc 
tribes ; among the numbei of thefe was that of 
Soor, wdio derive thcmfelves fiom the princes of 
Ghor, whofe family held the empire after the ex- 
tindion of the race of Ghizni.

and obtained a body of troops to recover his coun 
try With thefc oc defeated Mahommed, who 
fl«l to the mountains of Rhotas, fo tliat he not , 
only pofielTcd himfclf of his own country, but 
added fc\ cral otlicr diftndi to his jagicr, which

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he now held of the Mogul Emperor, Baber. Ha- ^ 
ving rewarded the Moguls who had aflifted him, Hig 94.9. 
he peimitted them to return to their mafter. 

He, at the fame time, levied tioops, and was 
joined by his former friends, who had fled to the 
hills, which rendered him very formidable in 
thofe parts.

afhon, which occalioncd Mahmood’s defeat, for 
■which femce he was greatly favoured by Hu 
maioon Mahmood, after this defeat, retreated 
to Patna, retired from the world, and, m the 
year nine hundred and forty mne, died in 
Onfla 

arfiftit. Huinaioon, after this viflory, returned toAgra, 
ri« wf and fent the noWe Hindoo Bw to Shere, to take 

pofftffion of the fort of Chmar Shere excufcd 
mtnfelf, and obliged Hindoo Beg to retreat 
Hnmaioon returned immediately with his whole 
army to hefiege Chmar, and, having invelltd it, 
he received a letter from Shere, acquainting him, 
“ That he efleemed bimfelf one of the fervants 
“ of the houfe of Baber, from whom he firft 
" obtained a government , and that he had ex 
“ preffed his Sdehty, by being the occaCon of 
“ the late viSory That, therefore, if the King 
" would permit mm to retain the gov emment of 
“ the fort, he was wUuig to pay him the proper 
“ revenues of the lands which he held, and 
n ould fend his fon, Cuttub, with five hundred 
liorfb, to be maintained at his own expence, in 
“ tbe emperor’s fervice. Aa at this junfiiire 
the affairs of Gnrerat, by the conqnefis of Baha 
dur, required the King s prelcncc, and confidcr 
ing alfo the flrcngth of Cdimfir, Humaioon con 
fented to thefe terms, and, accordingly, bang 
joined by Cuttub, the fon of Shere, with five 
hundred horfe, he marched towards Bahadur 
The King, however, had fcarcel) reached Guze 
rat, when Cuttub dented with his horfe, and 

returned 
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returned to his father. Slierc immediately raifed ^ *s4i- 

what forces he could, and reduced Behar. 

Not fatisfied wth his fuccefs, he purfued his for- 
tune, and penetrated into the heart of Bengal, 
having fought with the omrahs of that country 
feveral fliarp battles, before he could make him- 
felf matter of the pafles, which were defended a 
whole month. 

Mahmood of Bengal fliut himfclf up in Gour, BeOeges 
the capital, which Shcre foi a long time bellegcd. 

One of the zemindars of Behar having laifcd a 
ditturbarcc, he left Chawafs to carry on the fiege, 
and returned himfclf to Behar. Ihovifions be- 
coming at length \cry fcarcc in Goui, Mahmood 
fled in a boat to Hadjipoor , and Shcre, having 
fettled affairs in Behar, returned and purfued 
him. Mahmood being neceffitated to give battle, 
was defeated, and being wounded in the engage- 
ment, fled Jiis kingdom, which immediately fell 
into the hands of the conqueror. 

Humaioon, returning fiom his expedition 
Guzerat, thought it necefiary to put a flop to thCarms^ his 
riling pouer of Slieie, He for that purpofe agamft 
turned towards the reduclion of Chinar. Jcllal, 
a fon of Shere, who commanded there, left the 
defence of the place to Gliazi, of the Soor tribe 
of Afghans, and retired to the hills of Bercundah, 
from whence he very much annoyed the beliegers. 

The liege had been carried on fix months, when 
Rumi Chan, who commanded the King^s artil- 
lery, by foine kind of a floating battery, which 
he fent down the river clofe to the wail, redu- 
ped the place. Humaioon left two hundred 
foldiers in garrifon there, and marched towards 
Bengal. Mahmood, who, as we have already 
oblerved, w'as wounded in the addon with Shere, 
threw himfelf under the protedlion of Humaioon. 

When the King had advanced to the pafs of 
Gurhi, which is the frontier of Bengal, he found 

that 
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A-D that Shere had lent his fon Jellal, Chawali, and 
a good detachment, to guard that defile The 
King fent KuUi, and fome other chiefs, to diflodge 
them , but they were repulfed in feveral attadi^ 
Bang however, fupponed by more troops, and 
the whole army appearing in fight, a fiiccclsful 
afiault ivas made, and the Mo^is became mailers 
of the pals Jellal fled to his lather Shere at 
Gour, who, bang in no condition to engage fo 
fiipenor a force, evacuated that capital, earned 
off all his wealth to the mountains of^arennd, 
and began to projeft a Icheme for polTelling him 
fell of Rhotas, that he might there lodge his 
family and wealth in fecunty 
, To take Rhotas by open force was an impoffi 
amira ble attempt It nas therefore rtecefiary todevifo 
fome llratagem, by which fuccefi might be hoped 
uffSrort Shere, for this puipofe, fent a meflW to Raja 
^bo teas in poileffion of this impreg 
nable fortefi, and told him, “ That as he him 
felf was ^ng to attempt the recovcij of Bengal, 
he hoped from thar former fhendmip that he 
would permit him to fend his family and treafure 
into the place, with a few attendants ” Berkij 
at lirfi rqected this requefl, but Shere fent an 
artful cmoallador to him, a fecond time, svith 
fomehandforaeprefents.acquamtmg him, “ That 
It was only for his women and treamre he rcqudl 
ed his pnncely protefhon That fhould he be 
fortunate enough to conquer Bengal, he would 
mate proper acknowledgements for the favor 
on his reium , but if he Should lofc his 
life m the conteft, he rather choll that his family 
and wealth fhould fall into the hands of Bcrkis, 
than into thofc of the Moguls, his inveterate 
enemies ’ Berkis, fuffering lumfelf to be delud 
ed by his avarice, determined, when once in 
poffeffion of the treafure, to keep it, and there 
fore confented to Shore s requefl llic Afghan 

having 
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having piovidcd covered chairs filled tliem all, a d 1542. 
CNiccpc t\\oor three, which were to go firft, with 
armed men and arms. He, at the fame time, 
filled five hundred money bags with leaden bul- 
lets, and appointed fome of his bell foldicis to 
carry them, in the dift^uife of flaves, with flicks 
in their hands, who were deftined in appearance 
to help to carry the ticifuie up the mountain. 

Ihe men, who carried the clofe chairs, were dif- 
guifcd in the fame mannci. This tram accord- 
ingly fet out, and the fii ft and fecond chair being 
examined at the gate, w ere found to contain only 
old women, fo furtlici examination wms neglefl- 
cd. The raja w^as, in the mean time, buly in 
counting the bags, which he now reckoned part 
of his own fortune When the chans had 1 cach- 
ed the lioufe wdiich the raja had appointed, the 
w'^olvcs lufliedout among the fiiccp, and begun 
to dye the fold w itli their blood. The porteis 
ufed their ftaves, till they fupphed themfelves 
with arms from the chairs They eafily maf- 
tered the garnfon, wdio w'cic off their guard, 
and admitted Shore, wdio w'as encamped at a 
fmall diftance. Berkis himfclf, wuth a few fol- 
lowers, found means to cfcape into the w oods, 
by a private paflage behind the fort. 

Thus fell one of the moft impregnable fortref- 
fes in the world into the hands of bhere, toge- 
thei with much treafuie, wdiich had been accu- 
mulating there for ages. The meiit of the in- 
vention of this ftratagem is not due to Shore. 

The foit of Afere, in the Decan, w^as, long be- 
fore, taken in the fame manner by Nalir Faroki, 
the imperial governor of Chandez. 

Rhotas IS built upon the level top of a moun- Deftription 
tain; the only entrance to it is a very narrow 
road, through a fteep afeent of two miles, from 

* The fame with our fedan chairs. 
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A D ts\i the foot 6f the hill to the gates, which arc thfee 
^ in number, one above another, deftnded by 
guns and rolhng hones The fquarfc cohtbnts of 
3ic fortified table land, on the top of the moun 
tain, IS more than ten niiles In this fpacc arc 
contained towns, villages, and cohi fields, and 
"^tcr IS found a few feet from the fixrfacc. On 
one fide runs the nver Sone, under ad immcnfc 
preapice, and another nver. In the lame manner, 
pafles clofc to the other fide, and both meeting a 
httle below, form the hill into a tnkngular penm 
fula. There Is a very deep valley on the third 
fide, frill of inipcrvioQi woods, Which fpread aD 
over the mountains, and render acJccIs that ^vay 
next to impoCible. 

Shcre had now a fccure retreat for lus family, 
and his friends bcgati to -acquire frtlh fpints by 
this piece of fuccefr Humaioon, in the mean 
time, fpeot three months in hirunous pleafures, 
in Gour, the capital of Bengal He there re- 
ceived advices that his brother pnnee Hi n dal, 
had revolted m his governments of Agra and 
Mewat , that he had put to death Shech Phoul, 
the only man of confrq^oence, who would not 
break his allegiance to uic ernperor, and coined 
money in his own name. Humaioon therefore 
left Kulh, With five thouf^d horfe, in Gour, 
and returned towards Agra. 

By the ejjceffivc rams and bid roads, the 
HtiMiooo, king’s cavalry and bcafts of burthen pcnflied in 
great numbOT, on his march, through fatigue 
and u ant of forage Shcre, who had nbw raifed 
a numerous army, entrenched himfUf on the 
banks of the Jofla, in a pbee by which thfc king 
niolV of ncccffity pa&, and, by treachery, dc 
feated him with great flaughtrr, in the manfaer 
which we ha\c already rehted Sheri did not 
immediately pufh fonvard to the capitaL Anxi 
ous to leave no enemy behind him, he returned 

to 



to Bengal, engaged Kulli in feveral battles, de-A.n >543. 
feated him, and, at length5 and his 

army to pieces. 

Shere, immediately after the reduction of Ben- Aflumes 
gal, affumed the imperial title of Shaw, 
the coin, and read the chutba, in his own name. 

He marched, the next year, with a great army, 
towards Agra. The unfortunate Humaioon was, 
by this time, deferted by his brother the piifice 
Camiran, and hated by his Mogul bmrahs-, on 
account of his attention to his lurkuman mer- 
cenaries. ' He, however, crofled the river with 
one hundred thoufand horfe, and met Shere, who 
had but fifty thoufand. Shere, as we haVe al- 
ready mentioned, defeated Humaioon, and pur- 
fued him to Agra, Lahore, and Ghofhab ; from 
which place the king fetreated towards the In- 
dus. 

Ifmaiel, Ghazi, Fatti, and Billoca Duda, all 
governors of various provinces in that country, 
acknowledged the title of Shere. In his progrefs, 
obferving a hill, among the mountains of Belnat, 
proper for a fottrefs, he ordered one td be bhilt, 
which he named Rhotas. Chawafs Chan, his 
faithful fervant, to whofe bravery and conduct 
he owned himfelf greatly indebted for his fortune, 
was now made captain general, with i perifioh of 
a tenth of the royal revenue. 

Having left The captain general, arid Hybrit Reduces 
Neazi, with a great- army, in the north wdt, the Bengal 
emperor Shere returned towards Agra. He was 
in that city informed, that Chizer,- Whom' he had 
left in the government of Berigal, had married 
the daughter of MaKmood, the foimer King of 
that province, and held the ifate' of a fovereign 
prince. Having experienced, in his oWn for- 
tune, the danger of permitting fuch behaviour to 
go unpuniflied, he marched immediately to Ben- 
gal. Cliizei being unexpe6ledly furprized, fub- 

N 2 mitted 
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A D tj4i nutted without trouhlc, suid wia itnpnfoned 
95^ Sherc very prudcatly divided the kuigdom of 
Bengal among a number of chiefs, independent 
of one another, and appointed Kafi FariUt, a 
native of Kurrah famous for hi3 learning and 
policy, to fupennteud the whole. He hunfclf, 
after thefe tracfadioos, retired to Agra 
Redaerj hundfcd and forty nine Sherc 

Mihrfc made a motion towards Malava. Having ad 
vanced as far as Guaher, Snja the Afghan, who 
had before inveftcd the place, on the part of 
Sherc, found means to fettle matters with Abul 
CaCm, governor of Gualicr for Humaioon, and 
he delivered up that ftrong fortreS into hw hands. 
Sherc having entered Makva, Mullu the Mogul, 
governor of that province, fubnuitcd without a 
blow Bemg, however, a few days after, alarm 
ed bv fomctoing, he fled from the king's camp, 
and Ha(h« Chan was appointed to that goicm- 
raent j 5uja had alfo ajagicr conferred upon him 
in that country Sherc having marched from 
thence to Rintimporc, Mullu fell upon the gover- 
nor of Malava, and upon Siya, but he was de 
feated. Suja having accquirtd all the honor of 
the viftory, Hadjee was fuperfeded and recalled, 
and the government conferred upon Suja. 

Tafcet Wo- Sherc arriving before iUntimpore, had the ad 
♦Sfflpoft. dreis to get poucilion of that important fortrefs, 
from the governor, on the part of the pretended 
emperor Mahraood, who had ftill kept it The 
CTOpcror, after taking RinUmpore, returned to 
Agra He remained m that atv a whole year, 
fettUng the internal police of the empire, and re 
paling hi3 army He, in the mean time, or 
dercdnjbut to wrcRMouhan from the tnbe of 
the BcUochics This Hvbut foon cficGed by de 
fining Fatu Bdlocbi, and entirely fubduing that 
epuntry He had, on account of this csplQit, 

the 
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the tide of xlzim Humaioon confcricd upon 
him. 

In the year nine Imndicd and fifty, Paian 
Mull, the fon of Suedeo Parbia, having i educed 
fome neighbouring diftricls, kept no Icfs than 
two thouTand concubines and dancing giils in his 
haram. The king, rcfcnting this mcioachment 
upon the privileges of royalty, marclied and in- 
vefted him in the fort of Rafein. Ihe fiege be- 
ing piotractcd for a long time, Paian began to 
treat about a capitulation, 'fhis was granted to 
him upon the honoiable terms of mai clung out, 
uith all his arms, treafure, family, gaiiifon, and 
eficcls. Paran accordingly marched out with four 
thoufand rajaputs, and, trufting to the faith 
which had been pledged, encamped at a fmall 
diftance. But Shcic, who never kept the faith 
of treaties, was eafil) perfuaded, hy his bafe mi- 
nifters, particularly by Amir Ru/Ii a Pcifian, in- 
famoufly to violate his honor. Pie funounded 
the rajaputs, and oideicd them all to be maflk- 
cred. He, however, paid very dear for this hoi- 
rid piece of cruelty and treachery. The rajaputs, 
placing death in one eye and idvCnge in the other, 
fought till every man of them was laid dead on 
the plain, and above double their number of the 
aflaflins. • ' _ ' - ' - 

Shere, after this infamous tranfaclion, return- 
ed fo/ Agra. ' Having 1 ‘emained- there a few 
months, to refrefli'and leciuit Ins 'army, -he 
maiched towards Marwar. During his march' he 
intrenched himfelf every night, as well for fecu- 
rity, as to exercife his troops^ ^ and to make them 
expert in this necelTaf y fervice. ' When he came 
to crofs the fands^ he' formed* redoubts all round 
him j with •gabions;'' ln‘ this mahher he entered the 
country or the raja of Nagor and Todrioor, whofc 
name was Maldeo,oarid efteemed^the mofi: pow- 
erful ‘ Hindoo' prince in India.' 1 He- oppofed the 
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A.D ,stA king, with fifty thouland njaputs, and both ar- 
mics lay thirty days in fight of one another 
Shere would nqw have been glad to retreat 
quietly But the danger was too great, at the 
lame tunc the enemy was fo advantageoully poll: 
ed as to render art attack too hazardous. In the 
tnidft of this alarming fituation, a fuccelsftil lira 
tagem fuggefied itfejf to the hang Maldeo hav 
mg conquered that country, to which be had no 
right by inhentance, Shere forged a letter, in the 
fUndoo language and chara&er, in the name of 
the raja 8 generals, addrefied to himfelf, fetting 
forth, “ That, bei^ conquered by the raja, they 
had through neceflity, fen ed him till then with 
fidelity , but that they were, m i fccret, tvery 
weary of hu yoke. That if Shere would, there- 
fore, reinftate ithetn m thor former pofleiEons, 
they were wiLitig to make him a due acknow 
ledgqmcnt for the fa\or QnithisSetter Shere 
fnperienbed, asuftlal, m Peifian,' that they Ihould 
fear nothing, tlefinng them to [lerfevere in their 
intentions, and that they might reft alTured, fhat 
he wonld comply with their demand, 
ouurt This letter was pnrpofely thrown into the way 
of Maldeo, who being always in i dread of his 
cluefs, was eafily decayed He therefore deehn 
ed the battle, w hich be intended to gfve that 
day He yvas even more and imore confirmed In 
hjs unjuft fufpiaon, by the cagemeft which thej 
espreued to engage Upon thi fourth day he or 
dcred a retreat, but Cunia, one of hia pnnapal 
omrabs, having found out in what manner Mai 
deo had been decayed by thclb Torgenes, endca 
voured to perfuade him of his roiftake. Hayiqg 
found that the taja’s fufpiaon could not be re 
moved, he told him. That the -fufiiefled trea-' 
chcry was unprecedented among true Rajaputs, 
and that he was detennmed to yape off the ftain 
which Maldeo bad thrown upon Ihar reputation, 

■tilth 
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with his own blood, or the conqueft of Shere, a.d 1545* 
with his own tribe. 

Maldeo continued to retreat, but the gallant hu 
Cunia, with a few other chiefs, and ten or twelve and auw'ks 
thoufand men feparated themfclves from their siierc 
prince and turned back, with an intent to fur- 
prize Shcrc’s camp. They, however, by fome 
luiftake, Joft their way, and it was fair day light 
before they faw the enemy. Shere immediately 
formed, and came out againft them. Though 
the king’s aimy, by the fmalleft computation, 
confifted of eighty thoufand fighting men, this 
handful of brave Rajaputs repulfed them re- 
peatedly, and would have certainly defeated 
them, if Jellal Sclwani had not at that inflant ar- 
rived with a frcfli reinforcement, to join the im- 
perial army. Shere falling upon the Rajaputs 
with lencwed vigor, broke them ; and the brave 
Cunia, vdth almoft his army? vere cut to 
pieces. 

Shere, finding himfelf in pofiefiion of a victory 
of which he had at one time defpaired, exclaimed, jjf siicrc 
“ That, for a handful of barley, he had almoft 

given the Empire of India to the wind.” This 
gram, it feems, was all the fcanty produce of 
that fandy country, for which the inhabitants 
fought with fo much obftmacy. Maldeo having 
heard of this action, and the lofs of fo many 
brave men, fell into deep afflidion j and being, 
for his pufillanimity, deferred by the greateftpart- 
of his army, he retreated among the mountains 
of Sodpoor. 

Shere, after this bloody viftoiy, turned his shcre 
army towards the fort of Chitor, which was fur-^^^°*^ 
rendered to him by capitidatipn. He then direct- 
ed his march to Rintimporp, apd gave that ' 
country in jagipr to his fon Adil Chan, who fixed 
his refidence there. The King, in perfon, moved 

. towards 
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A D 1545 towards Callm^, wluch is cftccincd one of tte 
1% 9 S»- ftrongeft forts in Hiodoftan The Indian pHnee*" 
of C^Unger, on account of the king's treacherous 
bcliavibur to Parau Mull, would make no fub- 
milEon, but prepared himfclf for hoftilities. 
Shere, having drawn a line of carcumvallation, 
begun to carry on his approaches to the place , 
he railed mounds of earth for his artiJlciy, and 
funk minds under the rock The royal batteries 
were now advanced very near the walls, breaches' 
were made, and a general aflault ordered, when 
a hvc Ihcll, which had been thrown a^nft the 
fort by the impcnaiiRs, rebounded back mto the 
battery m which the king Hood Thdhellburftj 
in the midfl. of a quantity of ponder, '^which had’ 
not been properly fccurcd Sacral gtintitrs were ^ 
many of bis omifahs,! 
op fjw^werc burnt in fo tcrnble a manner, that they 
^ were earned for dcad'to their tents ‘ ^ 

Diet In this dreadful condition the king began to 
breathe, in great agobies, be,' howeier, encou 
raged 'the continuance of the attack, ahd gave* 
orders, till m the evening news was brough him 
of the redufhon of the pb(!c Hc.thcn cned out, 
“ Thants to the Almighty God, * and expired -

iubjefts to fiiare with him W^c'oil^t,' perhaps^ ^ 
ti> afenbe this vice to the ambition of Shcrc. Had 
hc^bcen bom to the throne, he might have been 

juft. 
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juft, as he was valiant and politic in war : Had 
he confined his mind to his cftate, he might 
mciit the characfter of a virtuous chief, but his 
great foul made him look up to the empire, and 
he cared not by v hat fteps he was to ai'cend. 

Shere left many monuments of his magnificence 
behindhim. Fiom BcngaLindScnnaigaum, to that 
branch of the Indus called the Nilab, which is fif- 
teen hundred ci ores he built caravanfei ais at 
every ftage, and dug a v ell at tlic end of every 
ciore. Befides, he laifcd many magnificent 
mofques for the woifhip of God on the highway, 
wherein he appointed readcis of the Koran and 
Priefts. He ordered that at every ftage, all tra- 
vellers, without diftinction of countiy or leligi- 
on, fliould be entei tamed, accoidmg to their 
quality, at the public cxpence. He, at the fame 
time, planted lows of fruit tiees along the loads, 
to preferve travellers tiom the fcoi clung heat of 
the fun, as well as to gratify then raftc Horfe- 
pofts were placed at pioper diftanccs, foi for- 
warding quick intelligence to government, and 
for the advantage of tiade and correfpondcnce. 
This eftablifiimcnt was new in India. Such was 
the public fecurity during his reign, that trav^el- 
lers and merchants, throwing dovm their goods, 
went without fear to fleep on the highw ay. 

It is faid that Shere being told that Ins beard 
giew white, replied. It was true, that he had ob- 
tained the empire tow^ards the evening. He di- 
vided his time into four equal parts : One he ap- 
propriated to the diftribution of public juftice, 
one to the regulations of his army, one to wor- 
ftnp, and the remainder to reft and recieation. 
He was buried at Seffaram, his original eftatc, in

appointed his fucccflbr, was at Rintimpore, and ^oun'ts the 
his younger fon, Jcllal, in the village of Rewin, i’) 
near Pheta. The omrahs, who favored Jcllal ° 
more than his brother, then at fo great a dif- 
tance, pretended the neceflity of filling-the throne 
as foon as pofliblc. They, for that purpofe, dif. 
patched exprefles to Jcllal, who ariived in five 
days in the camp. Jellal, by the influence of 
Ifah Chan, and his party, mounted the thionc, 

Jn the'fortrefs of Callinger^ upon the feventeenth 
of the fuft Ribbi, in the year nine hundred and 
6fty two, and affumed the title of Iflara Shaw, 
which, by falfc pronunciation, was tprned to 
that of Selim, by which nj^me he is more.gene- 
lally known- Selim, having- taken upon hipa 
the imperial dignity, wrote to his elder brother, 
in the following words . ‘‘ Adil being at Jo great 
“ a diftance, and I fo near; to prevent .diftur- 
“ bance, I took upon me the command ,of . the 
“ arnjy till Jis return. But my intentions are 
only t:o. forward my brother's intereftj .^ndljo 
fupport his authority.” Jellal, after -writing 
this letter, , marched from ^Callinger , towards 
Agra, and at Kurrah w’^as’ipet by Chawafs, .pap- , 
tain general of his father’s forces, who renewed 
the ceremonies of royalty, and placed Selim a fe..

tunate pnnee. He fazed upon Ghazi Mahh, 
placed his fetters upon his own legs, and exalted 
the foear of rebelhon agaJnft Selim. 

The intereft of Cbawals was great among the 
omrahs He wrote to them private letters, and 
brought many over to his pa^ A great army 
was foon raifal, and Chawaift, with Adll and Uab, 
marched towards Agra. He, upon his way, re- 
caied letters from Cnttnb and Jellal, who 
thought therafeives drfhoDonred by the fangs 
behaviour towards ha brother, alTunng him of 
their allllhnce. 

iritmh When the confederate chiefs arrived before 

itMtpa Agra, Sehm, at theunexpefled viCt, was thrown 
into the utmoft perplexity He called Cuttub 
and Jellal to his prefence, and reproached them 
for not difluadmg him from that impolitic flep 
which had drawn upon him fuch dangerous con 
fequences Cnttnb replied, “ That the bufinefe 
was not ) et irremediable ^ that he would under 
take ro fettle every thing in an amicable man 
ncr ” Selim not fufpefting the fidehty of the 
two omrahs immediately diSred that they flionld 
go to Add, and compromifc affairs When they 
were gone, Sehm difcovered to his friends bis 
intentions of flying to Chinar, where the treafure 
was lodged, and there to raife an army to reduce 
his brother, whom he was not at pefent in a 
condition to oppolc, Ilah Hupb diffiiadcd him 
firom this refoluUon He told lum, “ 1 hat he 
had with him ten thoufand Chcrmalli Patant, 
who had ferved under him before he afeended the 

throne. 
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throne, whom he could not fufped of difalFec- a,d> 
tioti, befides many other faithful fervants. That 
therefoic, it was the height of folly, to tfuft the 
empire, which God had given him, to the future 
caprice of fortune, when he had it in his power 
to defend it inffantly in the field. Do not, faid 
Ifah, throw away the friends whom you have ac- 
quired in your profperity, with a vain hope to 
pick up others in the feafon of diftrefs. The 
Wifefl: courfe for you, continued the omrah, is to 
appear at the head of your troops, and to fix the 
foot of refblution on the field of war. This wall 
fecure yOu!r wavenng troops, and intimidate the 
enemy.” 

Selim, encouraged by this bold advice, re- Overthrows 
folved to hand his ground. He immediately 
patched a meflage to Cuttub, and the other om- 
rahs, who had not yet fet out, to accommodate 
matters with Adil, and commanded them to his 
prefenee. He told them, That having altered his 
mind, he “was refolved not to truft his faithful 
omrahs in the hands of his enemies. He forth- 
-with ordered his troops to their arms, marched 
out of the city, and formed his army on the 
plain. The Omrahs, w^ho had promifed to favor 
the prince Adil, feeing their king in the field, 
aihamed to betray him, wcvt tieceflitated to fight, 
which grektiy difconcerted Chawafs, who, every 
mihute, expelled they would join him. He, 
however, fought with great bra’very, but he 
was overthrown, 

Adil, after this unfortunate battle, fled to- difap- 
watds Patna, but he foon difappeared, and was 
Oe'ver heard of afterwards. Chawafs and Ifah, 
fled to Mew^at. Selim fent an army in puiiuit of 
thofe omrahs, but they came off vidlorious, at 
Firofpobr. The imperial army being foon after 
reinforced, the rebel chiefs Were obliged to re- 
treat 
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iiniong the mountains of Cumaoon Selim 
fent Cuttub in purfuit of them, and he plundered 
all tlic countries lying about the Hurts of the 
hills, without cffedhng any thing againft them 
Selim, after thefc tranfa^ons, marched to Chi 
nSr On the way, he was informed of the trea 
fonabic correfpondcncc of JcUal with the prince 
Add, before the late deciGvc battle, and ordered 
him to be put to death, together with his bro- 
ther, who was concerned m the confpiracy The 
king having amved at Chinir, he took out of 
that fortrcH all the treafure, fent it to Guaher, 
and returned hunfclf to Agra Cuttub, findmg 
that Sehm was no ftranger to the part which he 
hod aflcd in the late diUnrbanccs, was afraid to 
return to court He fled, therefore, to Hybut 

g jvcmor of I-ahorc, known by the title of Azim 
umaioon, and claimed his protedion The em 
peror difpatchcd orders to Lahore, to fend Cut 
tub to Agra, with which Aiim Humaioon com 
pUed The unfortunate Cuttub, upon his amv 
al, was fent pnfoncr to Gualicr, witn many other 
fufpefted perfons, particularly Sbebas l4ohanj, 
the king’s brother in law, whofc eyes were put 
- out The ffovemor of Lahore and Snja, who 
ruled over the province of Malava, were, much 
about this time, called to court The firfl ex 
cufed himfelf, and the latter, obeying the fom 
mens, had the addrefe to dear himfelf of what 
he was accufed, and fo \vas ranftated m hu go- 
vernment 

The king, after thefc tran&(fliona, moved to 
qaJbed. wards Rhotas, to bnng the treafure, which his 
father had depofited in that place, to Agra. 
Sad the brother of Humaioon, governor of Xa 
bore, ddferted him on the way, and fled to La 
hore. The king, from this arcumftance, con- 
duded that a rcDcUion was in agitation, which 

determined 
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determined him to return immediately to Agra, a d 1548. 
He foon affembled his forces from all quarters, 
and marched to Delhi, where he ordered the new- 
city -which the emperor Humaioon had built, to 
be walled in -with ftone. At Delhi, Suja joined 
him with the army from Malava. The king re- 
mained only a few days in Delhi to regulate his 
army, and then took the route of Lahore. Azim 
Humaioon, Chawafs, and other difaffefted chiefs, 
with double the king’s forces, came out before 
him at Ambatta. Selim arriving within light of 
the rebels, difmounted, and, with a few friends, 
afcended a rifmg ground for the purpofe of re- 
connoitring ; when he had foi fom? time -viewed 
their difpolition, he faid : “ It is not conliftent 
•with my honor to have any patience wdth a re- 
bellious army,” and, at thefe words, he ordered 
his line to be formed, and to advance againft 
them. It happened very fortunately for the af- 
fairs of Selim, that, upon the preceding night, 
there had arifen a difpute among the rebel gene- 
rals, about the fucceffion to the throne. Chawafs 
Hill a fiiend to' the family of his patron Shere, in- 
lifted that fearch Ihould be made for prince Adil, 
and Azim Humaioon ftrenuoully affirmed, 

“ That the empire was no man’s- inheritance, 
but Ihould always follow the fortune of the 
fword.” This plainly pointed out his own 
views. On this head, animolity and faction 
arofe, fo that as foon as the rebels had form- 
ed the line, Chawafs retreated, with all his 
troops, without ftriking a blow% This dr- 
cumftance fo much difcouraged the remaining 
part of the rebels, that their reliftance was 
faint, and an unexpeded vidory fell to 
Selim. 

But, in the midft of this tide of good fortune, An attempt 
the emperor narrowly efcaped with his life, from Hfe of^c^

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*^®'a damg attest of Sad, the brother of Azun 
Huirniioon Trds gallant chief, tvith ten of his 
friends in armour, mixed, without dif co v cr y, 
with the kmg*s troops, and advanced towards 
him, a* if they wcic ab^t to congratulate him 
upon his viftoiy An clcphant-dnvcr, who ftood 
near the hin^, obferved and knew Sad, and 
flmck him with his fpear Yet, in fpite of all 
the guards, and the arm^ which flood round. 
Sad and his party cut that way through, fword 
in hand, and efcaped Phe rebels, who called 
thcmfclvcs the Ncazics, bang moftly of that fa 
mily, retreated, after this deteat, to Dincot, near 
Rop, in the mountains, Selim purfliing them as 
far as the new fort of Rhotas, which ms father 
had built He, frtim thence, detached Chaja 
Scrwani, with a ftrong force after them, and re 
turned hunCslf to Amu, and from thence foon 
after proceeded to 6ualicr Suja, governor of 
Malava, going one day np to the fort before 
the king, one Oftnan, a pofon whom Suja had 
deprived of his r^ht hand fome lime before, had 
concealed himfclf by the fide of the road, with a 
defperate intcnoon to be revenged upon that ora 
rah The aflaffin ruflicd out upon Suja, and m 
fliftcd a wound with his dagger Suja, without 
cnquinng into the matter, imagined that the 
- whole was dodc by the inlfagation of the king, 
and therefore fled, with great prcapitation, and 
made his way towards Malava, with all his for 
CCS The king purfued him as far as Mundu, 
but heanng that he had fled to Banfwalla, he re 
turned, leaving bis own confin, with twenty thon 
land horfc, at Ugein, to obferve his motions 
This happened m the year nine hundred and 
fifty four 

Oajtd*- Lbaja Scrwani having been fome time before 
left to carry on the 'war agai^ the Ncazi rebels 

itWi, engaged 
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engaged them near Dincot, and was defeated a . d 1548. 
by Azim Humaioon, who purfued him as far 
as Sirhind. Selim hearing of this defeat, af- 
fembled a great army, and difpatched it, under 
proper generals, againft the lebels. Azim Hu- 
maioon was obliged to retreat in his turn to 
Dincot. The rebels turned upon the imperial 
army at Simbollo, but were overthrown with 
great llaughtcr. Azim Humaioon’s mother, and 
all his family, were taken prifoners. The 
Neazi rebels, after this defeat, threw themfelves 
under the protedion of the Gickeis among the 
mountains bordering on Cafhmire. Selim, 
finding that he could never have reft in peace 
without effectually quafliing this rebellion, 
marched in perfon towards the Indus, and, 
for the fpace of two yeais, cariied on a war 
with the Gickers who fupported the Nea- 
zies. 

In this expedition a perfon concealed himfelf 
in the narrow path, by which the empeior onchm’shfe. 
day afeended the mountain of Mannicot, and 
milled upon him with a drawn fword. Selim, 
having time to draw, faved himfelf, and killed 
the affaflin, and perceived that his fword was one 
that he himfelf had formerly prefen ted to Eckbal 
Chan. The Gickers being diiven fiom one place 
to another, without being in a condition to face 
the emperor, Azim Humaioon, with his follow- 
ers, went into the kingdom of Calhmire ; but 
the prince of that country, fearing Selim^s refent- 
ment, oppofed the rebels, and, having defeated 
them, fent the heads of Azim Humaioon, his 
brother Seid, and Shabals to the king. Selim 
being nowfecured againft further difturbancefrom 
that quarter, returned to Delhi. The prince Ca- 
miran, much about this time, fiyingffom his bro-

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A ° ‘JS«i-thcr the emperor Humaioon, who was now on 
^ his way from Perfia, took protc&on under Sc 
hm But he was very dl received by that pnnee, 
and he therefore fled to the mountains of Sewa 
he, hmong the Glckera 

StHm Schm, after returning from his expedition, 
had only remained a few days at Delhi, when he 
aSdftn ° received advices, that the emperor Humaioon had 
reached that branch of the Indus which is dilbn 
guifhcd, by the name of the Nllab or the blue 
nver The king was at that inihmt drawing 
blood by cupping , he immediately ftarted up, 
iflued orders to march, and he himfi^ encamped, 
tliat evemng, fet miles without the aty He 
there waited for his anillcry, which was drag 
ged by men, till the bullocks, which were 
grazing in the country, could be brought to- 
gether The artillery bang very heavy, each 
gun was drawn by one or two thonCand men, 
yet, in this manner, he marched, with great 
expediaon, towards Lahore. But, in the 
mean time, Humaioon retreated, as we lhall 
havcoccafioQ to mention in the fcquci Schm 
returned to Delhi, and from thence procce 
ded to Guaher, vhcrc he took up his refi 
dcnce. ^ 

Schm taking, one day, the diverCon of the 
chacc, near Atn, a body of banditti, who had 
been fet on by forac of the kmg^s enemies, lay m 
ambnlh, to take his life Butlic pcrcavcd them 
time enough to avoid the fnare. When they 
•were fazed and examined, they impeached many 
chiefs who were imroedutely executed, after 
which the king became extremely fufpiaous, and 
put numbers to death upon finall prefump- 
tions 

citaw»fi Chawafs, the captain general of the armies of 
■jEtiioiwAgiicrc, of whom frequent mention has already 

been 
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been made, a man juftly lenowncd for 
fonal courage, ftricl honor, great abilities in His, 958. 
war, and extenfive generofity, being long 
driven about from place to place, came to 
Taji Kirrani, who had owed his preferment 
to him, and \\ab now governed by Simbol. 

The ungrateful villain, in violation of his oath, 
and the laws of hofpitality, to ingiatiate him- 
felf with Selim, bafely aflaflinated Chawafb. 

His body being carried to Delhi, was there in- 
terred. His tomb is frequented by the devout 
to this day, they numbering Jiim among the 
faints. 

Not long after this bafe alfaffination, in which seUm di«. 
Selim was concerned, he was feized with a fiftula 
in ano, by which, in the year nine hundred and 
fixty, he bled to death, having reigned nine 
years. In the fame year, Mahmood the Patan 
King of Guzerat, and the Nizam of the Decan, 
who was of the fame nation, died. Selim pqf- his charac. 
fefled not the abilities of his father, and confe-’^''’ 
quently carried neither his virtuci> nor his vices 
to fuch exti ernes. He, in fome mcafure, fuited 
the times in which he lived ; and was rather a 
necelTary than a good prince. ^ A man of an up- 
right mind might Have ftaggered in the ftream of 
corruption, which then prevailed, but Selim 
flood firm, by meeting the world in its own way. 

He poflefled perfonal bravery, and was not un- 
fkilfol in the field of war. Like Shere, he was 
magnificent, and fludied the convenience of tra- 
vellers. From Bengal to the Indus, he built an 
intermediate ferai, between each of thofe which 
his father had ereded ; all who pafled along the 
great road being entertained at the public ex- 
pence. 


In 
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In the reign of Selim, Shech AUai, a philofo- 
pher of Biana, made a great nolfe in the world, 
by mtrodua^ a new fyttem of rehgion He cal 
led himfelf Emam Mcndi, who is beheved by 
fome to be the laft of the prophets, and will con 
quer the world The impoftor having railed 
great difturbances in the empire, converted fome 
thoulands by force and perfuafion After bemg 
twice bamihed by Sehm, he returned, and kmdlea 
ftelh troubles, and was, in the year mne hun 
dred and fifty five, fcourged to drath at Agra, by 
order of the kmg He remamed firm to 
his doftnne in the agomes of death , but his 
religion was not long maintained hy his dif 
apjes. 

rmn Wlien Sehm travelled the road of mortahty, 
mooiio tia his foii, Fcrofc, was at twelve years of age, 
raifed to the throne, by the chiefs of the tribe 
of Soor at Gualier He had not ragned 
three days, when Muhanefc, the fon of Nuam 
Soor, nephew to the late Emperor Shere, bro- 
ther of Selim’s wife, and the uncle of Ferofe, 
afiafllnated the young pnnee. Mubanck af 
fumed the title of Mmommed Add *, to which 
his infamous treafon had no right, and ufurped 
the empire He perpetrated this barbarous 
deed with his own hmd, m the Mahh The 
iibsin. villain’s own Offer, Bibi Bal, defended, for 
fome time, her fon in her arms, prcfenting her 
body to the dagger In vam did me mtreat and 
weep the wretch was hardened agamfl pity 
He tore the young prmce fiom her arms, and, 
in her prefence, fevered his head from his body 
This was the return which he made to the nn 
fortunate Bibi Bai, for laving his hfe, ‘repeated 
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times, when Selim, foiefeeing his villainies, 
would have put him to death. 

The ftate of Perlia lufFered no change, during 
the reign of Selim in India, Tamafp continued 
upon the throne.

cH^T^HE infimoas Mabommcd, having always 
X pvcn him/cif up to plf^ure, neglc<3cd 
tad iiin^ even the common accomphfhment of reading and 
writing He hated men of learning, and kept 
company with ilUtcratc fellows lie himfclf, 
•whom he raifed to the higheft dignities m the cm 
pire, among whom one Himu, an Indian fhop- 
keeper, whom the Emperor Selim had raifcd to 
fupenntcndant of the marketa, was now cntnillcd 
with all the weight of the adminiflration 
HbtoeiHh kiDg, in thc mean time, hcedlefi of what 

preiJeiCtT pafTcd, fpent his time m all the luiunous dc 
Dauchcncs of thc Haram Having heard much 
m pnufe of fome of thc former Emperors, parti 
cularly Ferofe, for their great gcncrofity, he mif 
took prodigality for that virtnc, and to outdo 
them all, opened thc treafury, and lavilhcd it on 
good and bad, without dimnQion When he 
rode out, he ufed to head arrows with gold, 
wluch he fhot among thc multitude. This fool 
ifli cxtrav;^ancc foon made away with the great 
treafures of his predccclToTs , and all his reward 
from the people was thc nickname of Adih , 
wbch, m the Indian language, fignifics htcrally 
thc Blind, and mctaphoncally thc FooUfh 
"When Himu found himfclf invcftcd with thc 
whole executive power of the empire, his jinde 
and infolcnce, though othcrwifc a man of good 
Titf «H parts, exceeded all bounds This naturally made 
all thc Patan chiefs his enemies. They began to 

confpirc 
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confpire for Ins deftniclion, and to levolt frotn^ 
his authority. The King became more and more 
defpicable, every day, in the eyes of the people, 
while all order and government totally declined. 
Mahommed giving, one day, public audience, 
and diftributing eRates and governments among 
his omrahs, he ordered the province of Kinnoge 
to be taken from Firmalli, and given to SermuR: 
Sirbunna. Secunder, the fon of Firjnalli, a 
brave young man, being prefent, faid aloud to 
the Emperor, “ Is my fortune, then, to be con- 
“ ferred on a feller of dogs for it appears that 
Sermuft was defeended of one of that low occu- 
pation. The elder Firmalli, who was alfo pie- 
fent, endeavoured to check the impetuofity of liis 
fon ; but he only inflamed his paffion the more. 
He charged the King, in plain terms, with a bafe 
defign to extirpate his family. Sermuft, who 
was a man of uncommon ftrength and ftature, 
feeing this behaviour to the King, and being alfo 
perfonally affronted, feized Secunder by the 
breaft; Secunder drew his dagger, and killed 
him on the fpot. He then flew at all thofe who 
endeavoured to oppofe him, killed feveral chiefs, 
and wounded many mbre. He then made di- 
reftly for the King, who leapt from the throne, 
and fan into the Mahl ; Secunder purfuing him, 
had the door ftruck in his face, which flopped 
his progrefs, till Mahommed drew the bolt, and 
fecured himfelf The defperate youth, finding 
himfelf difappointed in his defign upon Mahom- 
med, reiolved to revenge himfelf upon his bafe 
minions, and rufhing back into the audience 
chamber, dealt death to all who oppofed him. 
In the mean time, Ibrahim of the tribe of Soor, 
the King’s coufin and brother-in-law, attacked Se- 
cunder with' fome of his people, and cut him to 
pieces. Dowlat Lohani killed, at the fame time, 

the. 
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■ill? good old m2n, Firmalli, who amid not have 

*■ been blamed for his fon’s raflinds. 

The unfortunate Firraalli having met Taji 
kcrrani, as he was gomg that day to the prefence 
cfflBt. chamber, he afked that omrah whither he was go- 
ing , to V. hich the other replied, “ That afiairs had 
taken fuch an extraordinary turn, at court, that 
he was determined to ptrih his own fortune, and 
would be glad that Rnnalli would partake it with 
him Firmilh anfwcred, “ That he afpircd to 
no fortune but what he poflefled by fiivor of the 
exown, for which be was going to pay his com 
phments , but fuch as we have feen was his re 
ward Taji, as foon as he got out of the fort, 
took the way of Bengal, with all his dependents. 
Troops were di^t^ed to purfuc him, they 
came up with him at Chuppera Mow, about eighty 
miles from Apa, where he fought them, and 
made good bis retreat to Cbinar He, in his 
progrefi, fazed the public money, and other ef 
feds belonging to the crown , ana dillnbutcd one 
hundred dephants among bis brothers, and other 
relations who had pofleffions m the province of 
Bujipoor By thtir affillancc he rail^ a formi 
dabic army, which obliged the King to taitt the 
field, and march towards Chinir The infur- 
gents meeting hitn upon the banks of the Ganges, 
above Chmar, they wore defeated and diipcr 
ied 

The King, becoming jealous of the pqpulanty 
of Ibrahim Soor, gave private orders to faze 
Eim , but his wife, who W’ls filler to tl c King 
hanng beard of this dcfiOT in the Mahl, told h^ 
hufband of it He fied from Cbinar to his fa 
thcr, Ghazi, governor of Biana, and was purfu 
cd by Ifah Neazi, who coming up with him at 
Calpcc, an engagement cnfiicd, m which Ilah was 
defeated, and driven back from further purfuit 
Ibnihira, foon after, raifcd a great army, and 

p^efied 
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poffefled himfelf of the city of Delhi, where he^ d 1553. 
mounted the throne, alTumed the enfigns of roy- 
alty, marched to Agra, and reduced the circum- 
jacent provinces. 

Mahommed marched from Chinar to fupprefs ^^acfcrt- 
this ufurpation, and, on the way, received an cd by his 
embafly from Ibraliim, promifing that if he°”’^^* 
would fend Huflein, and other chiefs, with af- 
furances of forgivenefs, he would fubmit. The 
King was weak enough to comply with his re- 
queft. The omrahs went ; and Ibrahim, by pre- 
fents, promifes, and courteous behaviour, foon 
drew them over to his own intereft. Mahom- 
med, finding himfelf in no condition to oppofe 
fo ftrong a confederacy, fled towards Chinar, 
and contented himfelf with the eaftern provinces. 

Ibrahim immediately erected the fpear of empire 
in the weft, by the title of Sultan Ibrahim.

ftruck a panic into the whole army; they immc-AD 15^4. 
diately took to flight, and were purfued by thofe 
whom they had fo eafily difcomfited before. 

The Emperor Ibraliim, after this defeat, aban- 
doned his capital, and icticatcd to Simbol. Se- 
cunder took pofl'elflon botli of Agra and Delhi ; 
but he had not long en]0)cd his loitunc, when 
he was obliged to march to Punjib, to oppofe 
the Mogul Emperor Humaioon ; foi that mo- 
narch, having returned fiom a long exile, was 
now advancing to lecovcr his dominions. 

During the abfence of Secundei, the Empcior Himuovti- 
Ibrahim marched towards Calp^e , and, at the 
lame time, Mahommed, the c\pcllcd Emperor, 
difpatched Hunu, his vizier, with a formidable 
army, well appointed in cavalry, elephants, and 
artillery, from Chinar, with a view to recover 
his empire. Himu engaged Ibrahim at Calpee, 
and gave him a lignal defeat. Ibrahim, flying 
to his father at Biana, was purfued by Himu, 
who befleged him in that city, for three 
months. 

In the mean time, Mahummud of the Afghan The go- 
family of Ghor, governor of Bengal, rebelled 
againft; Mahommed, and led an army againft 
him. This circumftance obliged that prince to 
lecall Himu from the fiege of Biana, and the 
Emperor Ibrahim, emboldened by tlie retieat of 
the enemy, purfued them, and coming up with 
Himu at Mindakir, near Agra, gave him battle ; 
but he was again defeated, and obliged to fly back 
to his father, at Biana. The reftlefs fpirit of 
Ibrahim could not, however, be ftiU ; He march- 
ed towards Bhetah, and engaging the Indian 
prince of that country, was defeated and taken 
prifoner. He was ufed with the utmoft refpedl, 
till the Patans of Miani obtained him from the 
Raja, and appointed him their chief. Under 
him they com menced a war againfl Bahadar, go- 
vernor 
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vcrnor of Malava, who had aflumcd indcpcnd 
® ** ance , but the bad fortune of Ibrahim fhll pur- 
fucd him, he was beat, and fled to Onfla. 
lliat province being conquered in the year nine 
hundred and feventy five, by Sohmin Kerram, 
one of the generals of the Mogul Emperor Ak 
bar, the unfortunate Ibrahim was taken and put 
to death 

lo return from this digrellion , when Himu 
faatnd joined his mailer Mahommed at Chinllr, he re- 
caved advices that the Emperor Humaioon had 
•fBcajh defeated Secundcr, the pretended Patan Empc 
ror, and poflefled himl^ of Delhi and Agra- 
Himu, however, marched agalnft the revefted 
governor of Bengal, who gave him the flip, by 
crolling the hills near Rhotas, and entering the 
country of Bundclcund. He was purfued tmther 
by Himu The two armies came to afhon at the 
village of Chircut, thirty miles from Calpce, and 
the rebel was flam Mahommed, after this vie 
tory, infiead of proceeding to Agra, returned to 
Chinir, to aflcmble more troops for carrying on 
the war with Humaioon But bo was foon after 
informed of that monarch s death , which indu 
ced him to fend Himu^ with fifty thouland horfe, 
and five hundred elephants, towards Agra, not 
darmg to leave Chinar bimfclf, on account of the 
violent fa&ons which then fubfifted among his 
countrymen the Patans 

oriratbe Himu arriving before Agra, the Mogul omrahs 

who were there, bang too weak to opwfc him, 
■od fna* fled to DcUu Ho purfucd them thither, and 
Tirdi Beg, governor of Delhi, giving him battle, 
was defeated, and fled towards the Indus, Icav 
ing Himu in pofieflion of both the imperial atics 
of Agra and Dclhu ITic Indian meditated the 
conqueft of Lahore , but the celebrated Byram, 
of the nation of the furkumans, a man of policy 
in thedofet, as well asabihticsm Uic field, who 

had 
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had been left by the will of Humaioon, gnaidian a.d 1554. 
of his fon Akbar, duaing his nonage, fent Ze- 
man, a Mogul noble, with all expedition, to- 
wards Delhi, He himfclf followed, with the 
young King. Himu marched out to meet Ze- 
man, drew up on the plains of Panniput, and 
charging the Moguls with great bravciy, thicw 
them into difordcr. But the Patans, aUvays 
more mindful of plundci, than of fccuring vic- 
tory, w^erc again attacked by the Moguls, and 
dcleated. Himu \\ as furrounded, and taken pri- 
foner, and being carried before the King, con- 
demned to death. 

After the death of the unfoitunatc Himu, 
had certainly great abilities, notwithftanding his Mahom- 
mean defeent, the fortune of his mailer 
hommed declined apace in the mean time, 

Chizer, the fon of the governor of Bengal, who 
was flam in battle by Himu, to revenge the death 
of his father, raifed an army, and alTuming the 
title of Sultan Bahadar, polTcffed himfell" of a 
great part of the eaftern pi evinces. He led auHcis^c- 
army againft Mahommed, defeated, and flew 
him. The anarchy and confuflons in Hindoftan, 
at this period, rendered it impoflible to continue 
the dire£l chain of our hiftory in the 01 dcr of 
time. We tlierefoie mull turn back to what we 
have omitted of the hiftory of Secunder, who 
had aflumed the impenal title at Agra, and af- 
terwards to a detail of the adventures of Hu- 
maioon, during his exile. 

Secunder, after having afeended the throne of Sccundces 
Agra, m the year nine hundred and fixty-two, 
made a magnificent feftival, and calling together nhs 
all his chiefs, fpoke to them to this eSe 6 l : 

‘‘ I efteem myfelf as one of you, having thus far 
afted for the common weal. I claim no fupe- 
“ nority. Beloli raifed the tribe of Lodi to an 
uncommon height of glory and reputation j 

“ Shere, 
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A D Shcrc, by unparallded conduft and refolution, 
ms it rendered the tnbe of Soor famous to all pof 
“ tenty , and now, Humaioon, heir to his fa 
“ thet a conquelb, is watching for an opportu 
“ mty to deuroy us all If, therefore, yon Bn- 
“ cerelv affed my goicmment, and will throw 
“ afide pnvate fafbon and animoCties, our king 
“ dom mil be adorned with all the flowers of 
“ profpenty But if you fhould think me inca 
“ ble of that great charge, let an abler head, and 
“ a Ilrongcr arm, be defled from among you, 
“ that I a&o may fwear allegiance to him , that 
“ with my life and fortune I may fupport him, 
“ and endeavour to keep the empire of India m 
“ the hands of the Patans, who have ruled it for 
Tfcer «ita “ fo many ages by their valor ” The omrahs, 
jijjring this fpetch, anfwered with one ac 
cord, “ We pnammoufly ded you, the nephew 
“ of our Emperor Shere, for our lawful fove- 
“ reign ’ Calling then for a Coran, all fwore al 
legiance to Seennder, and to preferve nnanimity 
among themfdves However, m a few days, 
they began to difpnte about governments, ho- 
nors, and places. The flames of enmity were 
kmdled higher than ever, and every one re 

C iched his fellow with perfidy, of which he 
fdf was equally guilty 

He Ur, Humaioon, in the mean time, marched from 
Cabul and the fide of Perfia towards the Indus. 
Tatar, who commanded for the Patans m Pun 
t”'*- jab, fled from the new fort of Rhotas, to Delhi, 
and the Moguls fubdued all the country as far as 
Lahore. Secunder, upon receivmg thele advi 
ces, fent forty thoufiind horfe, under the com 
mand of Tatar and Hybut, to expd the Moguls. 
But this army was defeated, loft all their de- 
phants and baggage, never drawing bridle, till 
they arrived at Ddhi Secunder, though frn- 
fiblc of the difaffcSion and fafiious fhte of hit 

army. 
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army, inaichcd with cjghty thoufand liorfc to- 
wards Punjab, and engaging Byiam, the tutor 
of prince Akbai, near Sirinnd, was defeated, 
and fled towaids the mountains of Sewalic. 
dhe empire ol India, with this viftory, fell 
aoiain into the hands of the houfe of Baber, and 
flouriQied , while, in the mean lime, the infa- 
mous Mahommed Adil died by the hands of his 
enemies, in the kingdom of Bengal. 
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iHUMAIOON in PERSIA 


*544 have already feen that the emperor 

V V Humaioon^ having arrived at Kizvi m 
anlrtt {q Perfia, dlfpatched the noble Byram to the Ecr 
PerCi, monarch at Ifpahan That omrah accord 

iDgly waited upon Taraafp at the palace of Nhac, 
between the aties of Abner and Sultanu ", and 
rccci\ cd an anfwcr which tcftificd the king s great 
defirc to have an interview with Huraaioon The 
unfortunate fugitive accepted, with joy of the 
invitation, and m the month of the firft Jem 
mad, in the year nine hundred and fifty one, 
had a conference with Thmafp, the fon of Ifmacl 
Suffvi, emperor of Perth, and was royally enter 
tamed 

Tamafp, one day, m convcriation, alkcdHo 
maioon, By what means his weak enemy became 
fo powcfful? Humaioon replied, " By the cn 
“ mity of my brother^,** Ihc F^rfian then told 
him, “ ThcpoUucal manner of treating brothers 
IS not fuch as they received from you. * And 
being, at that tune, at table, as foon as he was 
done eating, the pnnee Byram, his brother, who 
attended, him as a fervant, came with the balbn 
and ewer for him to walh| 'When this was

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done, Tamafp tuincd to Ilumaioon, and icfum-A d 1544 
ing the difcouifc, faid, ‘‘ In this manner you 95« 
ought to have tieatcd youi brotheis ’’ Hu- 
maioon, out of compliment to tlie king, feemed 
to alTent to what he faid , which fo much of- 


fended the piincc, the king’s biothei, that he 
never after could foigivc lum, Vvhilc he rehded at 
court. He took cvci y oppoi tunity to caluminate 
Humaioon to the king, and was ever haiping m 
his ears, how much againft the interett of Perfia 
it was, that a prince at the line of Timui fhould 
lit upon the thionc of India This maxim By- 
ram took care to inculcate upon all who had the 
king’s confdence, and that circumftance gieatly 
retarded the afKui s of Humaioon, and, at length, 


wrought fo vifibly upon the king’s difpontion, 
that the unfortunate mogul began to fear death 
or impnfonment 

In the mean time, Sultana Begum, the king’s The king’s 
lifter, and Jehan, the high chancellor, in 
junfUon with Hakim, one of the king’s privy rahsfa\ or 
counfellors, taking compaffion upon Humaioon’s 
diftreffed fituation, joined their intereft to work 
a reconciliation, and to remftate him in the favor 
of Tamafp. The wit of the fultana had a great 
efiecl upon this occafion. She, one day, pio- 
duced a ftanza of verfes to the king, of her own 
compofition, in the name of Humaioon, extolling 
his devotion and happy turn of expieflion in the 
piaife of Ah Ihis’ greatly pleafed Tamafp, 
zealous for the feel o^ the Shiahs, who difier 
from the Sinnites, the feci whofe tenets Humai- 
oon followed The Shiahs hold Ah to be the 
only affiftant of Mahommed in his apoftolic func- 
tion, but the Sinmtes believe in four, adding 
Ofman, Omar, and Abubecker to Ah. 

The king, m Ihort, told his lifter, That if Hu- 
maioon ftiould become a Shiah, and enforce that 
doflnne in India, he would affift him to recover

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A-D IJ 45 his empire The lultana having acquainted Hu 
Hfs 9S*' roaioon of thefe particulars, he was not fo much 
tvedded to a feft, as to lofc a kingdom for an 
immaterial difference m a point of rchgion He 
accordmgly returned for an anfwcr, “ That he 
had always privately favored the opimons of the 
Shiahs, which was partly the occaCon of the am 
mofity fublilhng between him and his bro-

e his brothers, and drive them out of Ca 
bul, Candahar, and Buduchfhan Every thing 
accordmgly was, in a fliort time, got in rcadi 
eels, and Homaioon took leave of the Perfian 
king He told him, that he had long propofed 
to take a tour through Tibrez and Ardcblal, to 
vifit the tomb of Shcch Suffi, and then to pro- 
ceed on hi3 expedition The king confented to 
this propofal, and iffucd orders to all governors 
through whofe temtoncs Humaioon was to pafs, 
to fupply him and bis army with all ncccfiancs, 
and treat him m a manner becoming his dig 


nity 

Humaioon having viCtcd and paid his devo- 
tions at the fhnne of Suffi, marched with the 
voung pnnee Mnrad, towards Candahar He 
invefted the fort of Gammfere, took it, and read 
the chutbaun his own name Afhkan, who 
commanded at Candahar for the pnnee Camiran, 
hearing of thefe proceeding, lent the young 
pnnee Akbar, the fbn of Humaioon, to his un 
cle at Cabul, and prepared the fort of Candahar 
for a liege 


Humaioon 
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Humaioon invcftcd it upon the fcvcntli of Mo" a , d , 1545 
liirrim, in the year nine hundred and fifty two, 952 
The ficc:c had been cairicd on for fix months, 
when Humaioon font Jus general Byram witliCandahar 
a mefiTage to Camiran, then at Cabul. A tribe 
of the Patans of Hazaia, attacked Byiam with 
great refolution, but they were defeated, and 
that omrah having obtained an audience of Cami- 
ran, according to his in{lru( 5 lions made a demand 
of Candahar, and icquircd a icfignation of all 
thofe provinces which he liad ufurped fiom his 
brother Humaioon. But it was not to be c\pcc- 
ted that Camiran w'ould as yet lifien to fuch a 
demand, and fo the ambaflador dcpaited without 
cflccting any thing. 

The Perfian foldicrs, in the fervicc of PIu- tIic Perfi- 
maioon, were now beginning to be difcouraged tentc^°"* 
by the length of the fiege, and difeontented at 
being commanded by Moguls. This circum- 
ftance might have obliged Humaioon to laifc tlie 
fiege, had he not been joined by Mahummud, 

Huflein, Shere Afleun, Fufil Beg, and other 
omrahs, who, difgufted wdth prince Camiran, 
had left his fervice. Some of the befieged de- 
ferted alfo, and joined the king. 3 hefe favora- 
ble circumftances revived the linking fpirits of 
his army, and equally deprelTcd thofe of the be- 
fieged. Aflikai i defil ed to capitulate , his requefi: 
was granted upon honourable terms , he gave up 
the place, and, much afliamed of his former be- cnndahar 
haviour, waited upon the king. '' 

The fort of Candahar, as had been ftipulated 
with the Perfian emperor, was given to his in- 
fant fon, Murad The \yinter having now 
come on, the young prince Murad, and the 
Perfian generals Biddai, Abul Fatte, and Arid- 
mullu, took up l;heir quarters in the fort, with- 
out admitting the Mogul omrahs. This fo much 
difgufted them, that fome, having no quarters, 

went 
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wAnt off to Cibuii while AlbkaMi with a View 
H<s v 5 ’ of railing more dilhirbancr, alfo fled AOiion, 
honevCT, was purfued, and brought back pn 
foner 

Htimaioon, finding inaftion more dangerous 
to his affairs than War, marched totvafds Cabul 
On tbi Way he heard Of the death of the young 
prrticc Murad, at Candahar, npon which he rfe 
turned, \uth a \iew to retain that fort aj a 
place of fecunty, till he Ihould make fiirther cod 
quells The Perfian general would Hot hear! cn 
to this propofal, oduch filenced the king, who 
could not, corlfrilent with gratitude. Or bis own 
jlromife, compel hfm to deliver up the place 
But the urgency of hia affairs foort Obhged Hu 
mmoon to depart from thefe pbnflihos oi honor 
He therefore tacitly permitted Byrabi, Ah, and 
Mahurtimud, to take what means they could to 
render themfelvet millers of the place Theft 
oinrahs, acsordmglv, fent Mahummud and a 
few enterpneing men, dilguifed like camcWriv 
Hg>nki», ers, tmoiig 1 ftrlog bf cawds, whiCh was then 
Im r'ut carrying provilidnS Into the fort They Ml 
1^0,0 upon the guards, and difpatchtd them, while 
““ Dyratn and All rulhcd in With a chofen party 
of horfe and ^Deffed thcmftlvcs of the fott 
The Perlian general retimed, by the king a per 
miffion, to Perfia, and Byram was appointed to 
the Mvemment of Candiiar 

foe kmg marched ilnmediitcly towards Cabul 
Hie pnnccEadgdc, -the brotherof Baber, flying, 
c-Sui at thb time, from Huffein Atghd, to (ibul, in 
conyuniSidn with Hinda), the bng a brother, 
joined Hutnaioon The king, encamping in the 
environs of Cahul, before the army of nis bro- 
ther, was every day joined by Tome of Oamitan s 
troops who dtfmed his llandaids Evan Kipla 
one of Camiran s pnndpa] dmrahs, came over, 
with all his adherents This fo much weakened 

the 
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the prince’s army, that he was ncccflitatcd to ad 1545, 
flint himfelf up in tlic city. Huniaioon invefted 952 
the place ; but as it was only flightly 
Cainiran evacuated it without fighting, and fledcitj 
to Ghizni. The king fent the pi nice Hindal m 
puifuit of his brother, and, on the tenth of 
Ramzan, nine hundred and fifty two, entered 
Cabul, where he found his fon Akbai , then four 
yeaisold, m ith his mother Beguina, and, taking 
him in his arms, he repeated a veife to this pur- 
pofe : Jofeph, by his envious bicthien, was call •' 
into a well; but he was exalted by Piovidencc 
■to the fummit of glory.” 

The gates of Ghizni vcie fliut againfi; Cami- 
ran, and he was theiefore obliged to take lefugc 
at Dawir, among the Patans of Hazara. Being 
very ill received theie, he went to Bicker, to 
his coufm Huflein, who gave him his daughter 
in marriage, and prepared to fuppoit him. Hu- Hnmaioon 
maioon, having left his fon Akbar under the j^^^'^®^ 
tuition of Mahummnd Ali, in Cabul, maiched BuducU- 
in perfon, in the year nine hundred and fifty 
three, to reduce Bcduchflian. Badgar liaving 
attempted to flir up a fedition in the royal army, 
was, upon conviciion, fentcnccd to death, though 
he was uncle to the king. 

Humaioon having pafled Hinderkudi, and en- 
camped at Neizikeian, Sohman, with the foices 
of Buduchflian, came before him, but they were 
defeated in the fiift charge The king from 
thence turned towards Tahchan, where he fell 
fick. He, howevei, lecovered, at the end of 
two months, and all the factions which had be- 
gun to prevail in his army, foon fubfided. Moa- 
zim, the brother of Chuli, one of the impel lal 
lultans, having had a quariel at this time with 
Reflud, killed him, and fled to Cabul, where he 
was ordered to be imprifoned by the king.

Hit ss*- marched to Buduchthan, made an excuriion to 
Ghorebund On the way he fell in with a cara 
van of mcrchante, whom he robbed of all their 
camels, horfes, and goods and, coming to 
Ghizni, raifcd a laftion among the populace, 
and cut olf the governor, Zatnd Making from 
thence forced marches toaards Cabul, he amved 
< be thereat they were opening the gates m the mom 
•od ftr mg, and took the place by fuipnze He lolled 
AU, the governor, as he flood m the bath, and 
*■ put out the ej es of Fafil and VaJala The young 
pnnee Akbar, and the ladies of the Haram, were 
given m the charge to fomc eunuchs , Hi&m 
Allt, the fon of CaWa, was put to death 

Inteihgencc for thefe tranfaflions coming to 
Humaioon, that monarch gave the government 
of Bududhan to the pnnee Soliman, of the pof 
tenty of Timur, and that of kunduz to his bro 
thcr Hipdal He himfelf returned to Cabul, de 
fcated the army of Camiran, whicli oppofed him 
at Ghorebund, came to the town of the Afghans, 
called Deh, where Shcre, and all the army of 
Camiran had agam affemblcd to oppofe him 
iisnuMos, But the king overthrew them there alfo, and flew 
Shere m the acbon He proceeded from thence 
bJ to Cabul, and flit down before that city. Cor 
mifliing every day with the enemy Camiran, 
having received intelhgcnce that a caravan was 
paffing, wherein there was a great number of 
fine horfes, fent one Shere, a Said enterpnzing 
officer, with a ftrong detachment, to faze and 
bring It into the dtv Hnmaioon marched 
round the walls and cut oBf Shcre s retreat,^ fo 
that, when he came to enter the aty, he was at 
tacked and defeated with ^eat flaughtcr 

The prince Soliman, from Buduchfhan, Ali, 
and Caum Haffin, with fcvcral chiefs from By 
Ifat. ram, the governor of kandahar, hadnowjomed 

the 
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the king, while Kii radii and Baboos defeited^-D 
from the city to his army. Camiran, 111 the rage 95^ 
of defpair, bafely murdered the three fons of 
Baboos, and threw their mangled bodies over 
the wall. He, at the fame time, bound the 
young prince Akbar and Kii radii’s fon to a (lake, 
and railed them up to viev'- upon the battlements. 

But he was given to undcrftand, that if he put 
them to death, every foul in the place fliould be 
mafiacred. 

Camiran thought pioper to dcfift from his in- 
tended cruelty, and that veiy night, making a c.ibui 
breach in the wall, evacuated the place, and fled 
towards the fkirts of the hills, leaving Huinai- 
oon a fecond time, in pofleflion of Cabul In his 
letreat, he was plundeied, and even ftript of his 
doaths, by the inhabitants of Hazara, but when 
they difcovered him, they conducted him to his 
garrifon at Ghorebund He, however, did not 
think himfelf fecure there, and therefore he haf- 
tened to Balich, wheie Mahummud, who lield 
that city, joined him, and allifted him in fubdu 
ing Buduchfhan. They drove Solmian and his fon 
Ibrahim fiom that countr5^ 

Kirrachi, Baboos, and fome other omi ahs, be- Several 
ing, about this time, difgufted with the behavior 
of Ghazi, Humaioon’s vizier, wanted of the maioon 
king to difgrace him, and appoint Chafim to his 
office. Humaioon, fatisfied of the integrity of 
his mimfter, would by no means confent, which 
irritated them fo much, that they left the king’s 
fervice, and went over to Aflikaii, who com- 
manded under Camiian in Buduchfhan. The 
king purfued them in their fight, but not being 
able to come up with them, leturned to Cabul, 
and called to him Ibrahim and Hindal fiom their 
refpective governments. The former having fal- 
len m by accident with Timur, one of thole 
chiefs who had fled, cut him off, and brought 
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A D mi i >3 head to the king Hindal iavmg alfo met 
951- Shere, brought him back pnfoner 

Catmran having left Jurrachi m Cuthom, went 
in perfon to TahekSn Humaioon detached Hm 
dal and Koica, with a confiderable force, to drive 
Kirrachi from thence That omrah having re- 
ceived intelhgmcc of thnr coming, acquainted 
Camiran, who, with great expedition, returned 
to Cufhom, and fdl in with Hindal, in croffing 
csminn nverlalikan, when his troops were dividea 
iirfautii He defeated Hindal, cut off a great part of lus 
detachment, and fcized upon all his baggage 
Humaioon, in a few days, advanced with the 
army from Cabul, which obliged Camiran to fly 
towards Tahckdn, and leave aU his plunder, as 
w ell as his own haggage He was, Hie day af 
ter his retreat, inveued m the fort, and, as be 
defpaired of the affiftance of the UfbecLs, to 
whom he had apphed, he requefled leas e of his 
brother Humaioon, to make a pilgnmage to 
Mecca Humaioon, with a good natnred weak 
nefi, confented, and both the perfidious Cami 
tan and Athkan came out of the place, and pro 
ceeded about ten pharlangB on thetr way When 
they found that Humaioon did not fend troops 
to fcizc them, nor attempt to detam them, as 
they imagined, they were alhamed of thetr own 
b-baviour, and thought it more eligible to tmft 
to his clemency, than turn mendicant pilgnms. 
With this rcfoluHon thev returned. 

H, u The jkmg havrog heard of thar return, fent 
perfons to congratulate, and treat them with 
great refpeft. Humaioon, after tbefe tranflaons, 
returned to CabuL Pier Mahummnd, the TJf 
beck, 'having made fomc incurCons mto Humai 
oons temtoncs, in the year, mne hundred and 
fiftv fix, the kmg determmed to take, if ^f 
Able, frnsfiiton ibr the affiont He, for that 

purpofe, 
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puipofe, maiclied towaids Balicli. Camiian and a d 1545 
Ailikaii accompanied him, and begun again to 95^ 
hatch treafon. The king peiceived their trea- Histrcafon- 
chery, but took no effedual fteps to prevent its ^c- 
effecT: 


Humaioon ariiving in the enviions of Balick, 
an Ufbeck general came befoie him with only 
three thoufand Ufbeck hoife, and ftopt his pio- 
grefs. The Ufbeck chief was, on the fecond 
day, leinfoiced by Pier Mahummud, and the 
princes of Haffar, and was thus enabled to march 
out with thirty thoufand horfe to give battle. 
Soliman, Hindal, the king’s coufin and bi other, 
defeated the advanced paities, and pieffed fo hard dtfLatstbc 
upon Pier Mahummud tliat he thought proper to ^ ® ’ 

retreat within the city. 

The king was defirous of puifuing the enemy. 

This refolution, had it been followed, would cei- 
tainly*have had a good efle^, as they were pre- 
paring to evacuate the place But uiifoi tunatcly 
the king fuffered his own better judgment to be 
over-ruled by his omrahs, wdio fuggefted their 
apprehenfions from Camiran, and advifcd the 
king to incamp fomewhere near the city, which 
would fall into'his hands in the courfe of things. 

This pernicious advice was accordingly followed. 

No ground proper for incampmg being near, the 
king w’’as obliged to retreat to a final! diftance. 

The tioops being ordered to move back, appre- 
hended that danger w’-as near ; when the ‘enemy 
adhially conflrued the retreat of Humaioon into 
a real flight. By this double miftake ihe -Mo- 
guls were intimidated, and the Ufbecks received 
frefh fpirits. They immediately fell upon Soli- 
man and Huflem, who brought up the rear, 
forced them upon the main body, where the 
king commanded in perfon. He gallantly oppof^ 
ed them hand to hand, and with his fpear dif- 
mounted the ofiicer who led on the attack. His

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A D I 5^5 brother Hindal, Ttrdi Beg, and ToUc Chan fup- 
portfed Hutnaioon with great bravery , but they

Krtreitto After this unfortunate aifhon, the impcnal 
ciboL army retreated towards Cabul Ihe lan^, on hu 
way, was deferted by the perfidious Camiran and 
Afhkan, who had not jomed in the aftion Hu 
maioon jufUy rcfcntiog their behaviour, wrote to 
All, one of Camiran s omrahs, and made him 
CTcat promifcs if he would fcizc his mailer, and 
fend him pnfoncr to court , difpatching, at the 
fame time, SoUman and Hindal in purfuit of him 
Camiran, la)nng afide all his enfigns of Hate, at 
tempted, by the way of Zohac and Bamia, to 
pafs to the Indus iTic king, informed of his 
motions, fent a parly to intercept him , but Kir 
rachi and Hufiein, yho had remained with Hu 
maiooD, wrote privately to Camiran and ac 
quainted him with all that pafled Fhefe perfi 
dious chiefs, being now afliamcd of no villainy, 
told Camiran, that, as the grcalefl; part of the 
kmg*s troops were detached from his perfon, if 
he would return, they would join him in the ac 
tion Camiran did not let this favorable oppor 
tumty flip through his hands He retumcQ, by 
the way of Kipoha, whither, the king, having 
intelligence of him, advanced to meet him The 
battle no fooner t^gun, than Kirraclu, and his 
perfidious adherents, went over to Camiran, and 
turned upon Humaioon* who, with a few faith 
ful friends, fought with great rcfolution Ficr 
Mahummudy and Ahmed, the fon of kulli, bang 
flam by the king^s fide, and he himfclf woundca 
in the head, as well as his horle, he was forced 
to abandon the field, and fly to Bamia, and 
from thence to Budachfljan, leaving Camiran to 
poflefs himfelf, a third time, of Cabul 

Humaioon 
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Humdloon was now in gicat diftiefs, for mo-^ n 1545* 
ncy to pay the few troops, who had continued 
faithful to hib loi tunes. He was obliged to 
bonow the horfes, camels, and mcichandize ot 
fomc gicat caravan*?, with wliich he mounted 
and paid his tioops. lie piivatcly lent Bidda^ 
Toglich, hludgnow, and othcis, to the number 
of ten pci foils, to luppoit hib intcrcft at Cabul, 
and to fend him intelligence of w hat pafTcd in that 
city. But of all thcle, 'I oglick alone remained 
true to his intcrcH:, which they now found was 
gieatly declined. Soliman, Ibrahim, and prince 
Hindal, leturning witli their dctaclimcnts to join 
the king, he found himfeif again in a condition 
to make an attempt to recover his kingdom , and 
he accordingly maichcd towards Cabul. Cami- 
ran, upon the approach of Humaioon, came out, 
and drew up on the banks of the Pungcr, Ca- 
miran w as defeated with great flaughter, and in 
Ins flight he was obliged to fliave his head and 
beaid,. to efcape, lu the difguifc of a mendicant, 
to the mountains of Limgan. Aflikari was taken 
pnfoner, and the perfidious Kirrachi fell in the 
engagement. 

Humaioon now’- returned in triumph to Cabul , Returns to 
wdiere he enjoved a whole yeai in peace and fef. 
tivity. Intelligence was bi ought to him, that 
the reftlefs Camiian was again at the head of fif- 
teen hundred horfe, while lomc omiahs fled fiom 
the royal prefence to Ghizm. The king marched 
againfl his brother, who fled towards the Indus ; 
fo that Humaioon, without effccling any thing, 
returned to Cabul Camiian no looner' heard 
of his brothel ’s retreat, than he 1 eturned again 
among the Afghans to raife up more difturbances. 
Humaioon was under the neceflity of taking the 
field a fecond time He waote to Byram, who 
ftill held the government of Candahar, to march 
againfl: the omrahs, w'ho fled to Ghizm, and 
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15 JI had mvitcd Camiran to join him at that plaiie 
Camiran, by the way of Pcfliawir, Bungifli, and 
Curvez, was then on his march towards Ghizm 
But before his arrival, Byram had come to 
Ghizni, and earned the revolted omrah< pnfoD 
ers to Cabul Camiran, difappointcd of his ally 
returned to Pefhawir, and tne king dircdcd his 
march to Cabul 

Before the amval of Humaioon at his capital, 
oojitca Mahommed, one of the impnfoned omrahs 
^ found means to efcape, a fecond time, to Ghiziu, 
from whence he was perfnaded to return , no 
doubt, upon the moft lacrcd affurances of par 
don Amkan having preferred a petition to the 
kmg, fohating his rdeafement from pnfon, in 
order to perform a pilgnmage to Mecca, was 
now fent to Sohinan, governor of BadncMhan, 
to proceed to Bahch Afhkan died in the year 
mne hundred and iixty one, in his way crofljDg 
the Arabian ddarts 

Camiran was, in the mean time, levying 
troops among the Afghans, and carrying on a 
pnvatc coiT^pondcncc with Mahommed at 
Ghizm The treafon was dilbovcrcd, and the old 
traitor condemned to death Humaioon had, by 
this time, marched agamll Camiran , but be was 
furonzed in hu camp, near Chibcr, the twenty 
firft of Zicada, nine hundred and 6fty eight, in 
the night , upon which occafion pnnee Hindal 
ftittctHio loft hu hie. Camira, however, gamed no ad 
vantage but the death of his brother, being over 
thrown by Humaioon, and obliged to tali fhd 
ter again among the Patans The kmg, after 
this •^frory, returned to Cabnl, and in gratitude 
to the memory of Hindal, who had fo well ex 
plated his former difobcdicncc, by his fcrvices and 
blood, he gave the daughter of that pnnee, Rixia 
Sultana, to his fbn Akhar m marriage. He con 
ferred, at the fame tune, upon the royal pair, all 
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the wealth of Hindal , and appointed Akbar to a d 1552: 
the command of his uncle’s troops, "and to his ^ 
government of Ghizni. 

The Afghans, a few months after thefe tian-T^-^f- 
faftions, lofe in favor of Camiran. The kmgpercami.- 
maiched into their countiy, which he laid wafte*'^"* 
with file and fword Finding, at laft, that they 
got nothing but mifchief to themfelves by adher- 
ing to Camiian, they with-held their aid, and 
expelled him from their country. 1 

The defolate Camuan fled to Hindoftan, and sehm^ 
was reduced to folicit the protection of the em- 
peror Selim, whom he beheld, by his own bafe- 
nefs, ruling his father’s empire. But it was not 
to be expected that Sehm would treat Camiran 
favorably The unfortunate fugitive fled from 
the court of Delhi, and, like a poor vagabond, 
fought pioteclion from the Indian prince of Na- 
gercot. Being from thence diiven by Selim, he 
fled among the Gickers. 

Ryder, one of the pofterity of Timur, reigned 
then in Cafhmiie. He requefted the alliftance of 
Humaioon, to quell fome difturbances in his 
kingdom. The king accordingly maiched to- 
wards India^ and crofled the Indus. Adam, the 
prince of the Gickers, fearing the king’s refent- 
ment, forgiving pi oteclion "to Camiran, impri- 
foned that unhappy man, and acquainted the 
king, that he was ready to deliver him over to 
any body he fliould be pleafed to fend. The Delivered 
king difpatched Monira to Adam, and 
miran was accordingly given up to him, and 
brought to the royal prefence. 

The Mogul chiefs, to a man, folicited that he 
fliould be put to' death, that he might diftrefsL 
them no moie , but the king would, bymo means, 
confent'to embrue his hands m the blood of kis 
brother, however defcrvmg' he was of death.

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'*** Humaioon, on account of his lenity, sras threat 
* cned With a g<;ncral fcdition in his army, and 
every body openly complained of that tncroful 
difpolitioft ID the by which his fubjeSs 

HUenr* were fo often involved in misfortunes He was, 
wo pit out at though much againft his will, ncccOitatcd 

to permit them to render Camiran blind, by 
means of antimony Some days after this Icn 
tcnce was executed upon the unfortunate prince, 
the kmg went to fee him Camiran immc 
diatelv rofe, and walked feme fteps forward to 
meet nira, fayinff “ The glory of the king will 
“ not be dimmimcd by vihong the unfortunate ** 
Huraaioon immediately burlhng into tears, wept 
very bitterly Camiran endeavonred to comfort 
him, by confelEng the jufticc of his own punilh 
meat, and, by way of cxpiaong his enmes, re- 
quefted leave to proceed on a pilmmagc to Mcc- 
ca. His requeft was granted, and he w ent by the 
Aoddfe* way of Sind Having rclided thw ^ears m 
Mecca, he died m that place, in the year nine 
hundred and fixty four He one fon, Carera, 
who was fome time after hu father's death allaf 
finated, by order of Akbar, in the fort of 
Guaher , Camiran had alfo three daughters 
Hnmtioon Humaioou being now dehvered from the rcfl 
^eij«civlc6 Ipint of Camiran, began to extend his domi 
nions. He firft turned his arms toward* Cafli 
mire, Selim, the Patan emperor of India, hav 
ing, at that time, advanced to the Indus, his 
omrahs reprefent^ to Humaioon, that, if he 
fhould enter Cafiimirc, as there was but one 
pafe through which he could return , that Schm 
nught block up his rear, and reduce him to great 
dii&els. The king, however, would not filicn 
to thar rcprcfcntations , but marched towards 
Cafhmirc Having advanced about half way, 
a mutiny arofc in fine army, and tlic grcatcll pit 
of the omrahs refufed to proceed , while othep 

afrualiy 
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a^hially returned to Cabul. This obliged Hu- a d 1554 
maioon to take a circuit, by the way of Sind, 9^’*^ 
ordering a fort, called Bickeram, to be built in 
his rout. In Bickeram he left a garrifon under 
one Secunder. 

When the king arrived in Cabul, he fcnt his 
fon Akbar to his goveinment of Ghizni, under 
the charge of Jellal. In the year nine bundled 
and lixty-one, the king had another fon born to 
him at Cabul, whom he named Mahommed 
llakiiU. 

In the courfe of this year, Hu maioon became 
jealous of Byram, by the calumny of fome of his 
courtiers, who pretended, that that gicat man 
was' carrying on intrigues with the Perfian go- 
vernment. The king, marched towards Canda- 
har, by the way of Ghizni, Byiam, who was 
quite innocent of the charge, when he heard of 
the king’s approach, came out, with five or fix 
friends only, to congratulate him upon his ar- 
rival, and to lay his offerings at his feet. The 
king foon plainly perceived that he had been abur 
fed, and fatisfying Byiam with reafons for his 
coming, fpent two months there in feftivity. 

The calumniators of Byram weie difgraced, and 
he himfelf loaded with favors. Byram was, how- 
ever, afraid, that the repeated calumnies of his 
enemies might find way at laft into the king’s 
mind , he therefore carneflly requefted, that the 
government fhould be beftowed on fome other 
chief, and that he might be permitted to attend 
his fovereign. But the king would by no means 
confent to a thing, which might have the ap- 
pearance ofaflurupon the condu(S of h|s faithful 
fervant. When they parted, Byram obtained the 
diftrift of Dawir, for two of his friends, who re- 
mained with him. 

Much about this time an addrefs \yas received The mha. 
from the inhabitants of DelhiandAgi a, acquainting Ddh/an°d

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A.D 1554 Humaioon, th&t SeUm, the Allan ’ emperor of 
Inclia, was dead, and tba^ all the tribes of the 
Patans were engaged m a dvil war That it was, 
therefore, a proper <^portnnity for the king to 
return and take poffcflion of his empire. Hu 
maiotin was m no condition to raifc a fufEaent 
army for that enterpnze, and he became cx 
tremely melancholy ^ ' 

> The kmg being one day upon a hunting party, 
^told fomc of h« omrahs, that he was very un 
cafy in his mind, about the execution of his dc 
•figns upon Hindoftan Some bf them, who were 
defirous to make the attempt, confuUcd among 
themfelvcs, and hit upon a fucccfsful 'flratagcm 
to bring the king to an immediate rcfolution 
They therefore told him, that there was an old 
method of divination, by fending a perfon be 
fore, and afking the names of the three firft per 
fons he met, from which a concluCon, good or 
bad, might be forhied, according to their mcaji 
ing The king, ^hdng naturally fnpcrihtious, 
ordered this to be done He fent three horfc 
men in front, who were to come- back and ac 
quaint him of the anfwcrs they received Ihc 
hrft horfeman who returned told the king that 
he had mtt with a traveller whofc name vjis 
Dowlut* The next brought adviQC, that he 
met a man who called himfclF Morkd -f And 
the third, that he met with a villager whofc 
name was Sadit $

his capital. The king was joined at Peihawir 
B5Tam, with all his veteians fioin Candahar. 

When he had croffed the weftein bianch of the 
Indus, he appointed Byram his captain geneial, 
and oideicd him to lead the van with Chizer, 

Tiidi Beg, Secunder, and Shubiani 

Upon the approach of the king, Tatar, the^'’°‘^'='’^* 
Patau governor of the province of the hve 
blanches of the Indus, who commanded the 
new foit of Rhotas, evacuated tlic place and fled 
to Delhi. Humaioon purfued Tatar to Laliore, He enters 
which place was alfo evacuated by the Patans, and 
the king peaceably entered the city. From La- 
hole he difpatched Byram to Sirhind, and that 
able general poflefled himfelf of all the country as 
far as that place. The king having received in- Defeats 
telhgence, that a body of Afghans, commanded 
by Shubas and Nifir, were aflembled at Dibal- Dibaipoor, 
poot, he ordered Abul Mali, whom he ufed to 
honor with the name of fon, with a ftrong de- 
tachment againfl: them. Abul Mali having over- 
thrown them, icturned with the plunder of their 
camp to Lahore 

The Patan emperor Secunder had, in the mean 
time, ordered Tatar and Hybut, w'lth an army'- arm a. 
of thirty or foi ty thoufand horfe from Delhi, Hu- 
agamfl; Humaioon , but Byram, notwithftanding * 
their great fupenonty in number, was detei- 
mined to nfque a battle, crofled the Suttuluz, 
advanced boldly to meet them, and pitched his 
camp upon the banks of the river Bidgwarra. 

It being winter, the Patans kindled great flies of 
wood in their camp, which Byiam obferi'ing, 
he ciofled the river with a thoufand chofen horfe, 
and advancing near their camp without being 
difcoveied, began to gall thofe who ciouded 
rpundThe fires with arrows, whichq;^ifed an up- 
loar in^ the camp. But the Patajrs^Tinftead of

deeth Huinaioon walked out upon the iterrace of^thc 
library, and fat down, there for fomc time to cn 
joy the frcfli air "When the emperor began to 
defeend the, flcps of the flair ^om ^the terrace, 
the cner, according to tuflom, proclaimed the 
time of prayers ^ The king, conformable to tfic 
pradhee of religion, flood ftiil upon this occa 
flon, and rejieatcd the dulma lit down 

upon the fecondj flep of the flair till the proda 
mation was ended When he was going to, nfe 
he fupported himfelf upon a ftaff, ^which unfortu 
natcly flipt upon xhc marble, land the king fell 
headlong from the top to thc.boUoin,of the flair 
He was taken, up iDrcnfible,,^d laid upon his 
bed^ he foon recovered bis fpe^, and the phy 
flaana admiiuflcred all thar art jBpt in yiun, 
for upon the eleventh, about funfet, hisfoiil took 
her flight to Para^fc He was buned inf^thc 
new aty, upon the bardeSjOf/the nver, and a 
^oble tomb was creded over, him, dome years af 
tcr^ by his fon Akhar j ‘Humaioon ^dicd at the 
age of fifty one, after a ragn of t^cpty^vc 
both m Cabul and India. -j., no ii;/! 

The mildnc& and b^cvoh^cc of^Humaioon 
to- were cxccfiivc If there q?flj^^ny£xcdsin\vir 
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tues fo noble as thefe. His affedion to liis bro-/;D 1555 
thcis proved tlie fource of all his misfortunes, 
but they lewaided him with ingiatitude and con- 
tempt. He was Icaincd, a lover of literature, 
and the geneious pacion of the men of genius, 
who lloui idled 111 his time In battle he was va- 
liant and enterpnzing . But llic clemency of his 
difpofition liindeicd him fiom udng his vidories 
in a manner which fuited the vices of the times. 

Had he been Icfs' mild and icligious, he would 
have been a more fucccrsful prince ; Had he been 
a worfe man, he would have been a greater mo- 
narch. 

Shaw Tamafp was in the thirty fecond year of 
his leign over Perfia,' when Humaioon died in death of / 
Hindoftan. The UiBccks had ppflefled them-^““’®‘°°"* 
felves of Great' Bucharia, and the mod; part of 
Maver-ul-mere or Tranfoxiana ; and the frontier 
provinces, beyond thelndus^ were fubjea to the 
family of Timur,' emperois of Hindoftan.

C ji i i n on} preli to Punjab, to acquaint Akbar of the a(ia 
deni which had befallen his fither Not. many 
days after, the news of his father s death came 
to the pnnee at Callanore Ihe omraha who 
were prefent, after cxprefliDg their gnef for the 
dcccaled, raifcd Akbar to the throne, on the fc 
cond of the fecond Ribbi, in the year 963, being 
then thirteen years and nine months old 
Byrmm* Byram, didinguilhcd by the noble utle of 
Chan Chanin f , on the acceffion of Akbar, be 
came abfolutc regent, and had the whole avil 
and military power of the empire in his hands 
The fird orders ilTucd from the throne, after dif 
patching the letters of proclamation, were, to 
prohibit the cxa&on of the ufual prefent of mo- 
ney, from the farmers , to let all goods pals toll 
free, and to prevent the injunous prafhcc of

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prefTing labouiers to the war. Not many daysA.t) t<r55 
after the accelhon of Akbar, Abul Mali, who was 
m great favour with Humaioon, difeovering 
fomc tieafonable intentions, was feized and im- 
pnfoned in Lahore. He, however, found means, 
fome time after, to efcape ; and Pulwan Gul, the 
chief magilhate to whofe charge he was commit- 
ted, Idlled himfelf ; for fear of the ftrict feveiity 
of the police under Byram. 

The king led his army towards the hills, with Akbar dc- 
a view to exterminate the party of the Fatan em- ennder 
peror Secundei : he defeated becundef, and ob- 
liged him to fly farther among the mountains ; 
whither the imperial aiiny could not puifue him. 

Akbar, in the mean time, fubdued the country 
of Nagracot , received the Indian prince of that 
province into favor : and the rains coming on, 
took up his quarteis at Jallender. In the mean 
time, Soliman, one of the pofterity of Timur, 
and frequently mentioned in the leign of Hu- 
maioon, who had been left governor of Buduch- 
fhan, threw off his allegiance, fet up for himfelf, 
and marched againft Cabul. That city was de- 
fended by Monim, the tutor of the young prince 
Hakim, the king’s brother. Intelligence of this 
1 ebeilion being brought to Akbar, he immediately 
detached Kulh Burlafs, Azim, Chizer, and other 
Omrahs, to fuccour Monim. Some of thofe 
chiefs entered Cabul, while" others encamped 
without, to harrafs the beliegers j which they 
continued to do for the ipace- of four months. 

The garrifon, in the mean time, became to be 
diftreffed for provifions ; winch obliged Monim’ 
to confent, that the chutba,- for the kingdom of 
* Cabul, fhould be read in the name of Soliman. 

The rebel, after this fubifiiflion, raifed the fiege, 
and returned to Buduchfhan. '

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day, at the divcrfion of hai,\kjng, Dyram cal 
4* led firdi to his tent and ordered him to be be 
headed for abandoning Delhi, \\here he might 
have defended himfelf, and for other unmiJitary 
enmes, with which he la'aa jnflly charged When 
Akbar returned, BNTam waited upon him and 
informed him of what he had done , he eveufed 
himfelf for not acquainting the king of his in 
tentions, by infiouating, that he was certain his 
royal element^ was fo great, that notwithfhnd 
ing Tlrdi s enmes, he would have forgiven him , 
wmch, at fuch a time, would be attended with 
very dangerous confcquenccs, as the hopes of 
the Moguls retted upon every individual’s ftnft 
performance of duty He a&rmcd, that negh 
gcncc was in fuch a cntical fituation, as great a 
enme as treifon, and ought to meet wich an 
equal punifhment But that on the other band, 
defat Ihould meet with reward for a danger 
ous cn^, 13 the fcafon of ftnajuftice, in both 
refpc£b Without his reward, the foldier be 
comes languid and difcontcntcd , when he fears 
no pundhment, he is negligent and jnfolcnt 
The king law into the propriety of the meafure, 
•but rhe fliuddcrcd at the inhumanity of the pu 
nlttiment He, however, thanked Byram for 
the fcmcc which he had done him, and, in 
,dccd, though the pohey of that inimftcr was fe 
vcrc. It had thc_^intendcd cflcitt among the om 
rahs They iaw that th^ had nothmg to hope, 
and every thing tOffoar, from fe&on and ba'd 
-haviourj and therOTre, (they became very obc 
dicnt to the orders of Byram ^ ^ 

The king foon after marched from Sirhmd to- 
wards Delhi, detaching Secundcr, Abdulla, In 
derani, lal Saltan, Mudjenuy and others, under 
the command of the gallant Zeman^^who had 
been created captain «ncral, fonic miles In his 
ftamt, Himu, who bad afliimcd the title of 

Rajt 
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Kaja, in Delhi, having attached Sadi, and other a- d 1556, 
Afghan omrahs to his intereft, marched out of H'g* 9^4 
that city with all his forces ; which, by the lowefl; 
computation, exceeded a, hundred thoufand 
horfe, befides elephants and infantry, with a 
great train of aitillery. He detached, in front, 
a great body of Afghans, with fome artillery, 
which falling in with the Mogul captain general, 
weie defeated with the lofs of all their guns, 
which proved a fignal advantage to the king. 

Hiinu having arrived at Panniput, heard that the 
king was advanced veiy near him. He divided 
his elephants, in which he greatly confided, 
among his principal officers. 

In the morning of the fecond of Mohirrim, 

964, the captain general, who. had been, by that 
time, joined by the whole army except a few, 
who remained to guard the king, drew up in or- 
der of battle, and waited the attack. Himu be- 
gan the action wnth his elephants, in hopes ^of 
frightening the Mogul cavalryj who were not ac- 
cullom^d to thofe enormous animals. He, how- 
ever, found that he was deceived. The Mogul 
chiefs, either from a fear of the fate of Tiidi, or 
from a nobler caufe, their own valor, attacked 
Himu with fuch refolution, after he had penetra- 
ted the center of their army, where Zeman com- 
manded,' that the elephants, galled with lances, 
arrows 'and j’avehns, became quite outrageous, 
and fubmitting no longer to command, fell back 
and difor,dered the Patan ranks. Himu, who 
rode a prodigious elephant, ftill ' continued the 
adion withgreat vigor, ^t the head of four thou- 
fand horfe, m the very heart of the Moguls j be- 
ing at lafi: pierced through the eyCiMvith an ar- 
row, the greateft part of his troops^* fearing that 
his wound was mortal; forfook hinrf 'But that va- 
cant man drew the eye out of the fiAet, with the 
' arrow j 
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arrow , and, m that terrible condition, continu 
^ cd the fight with unequalled rcfolution and cou 
rage He encouraged the few wlio remained by- 
his fide, and advanced throu^gh a bloody path 
which his weapons made , till a chief called Kulli 
ifretched his ipeai; to kill the dnver ofHimus 
elcpliant that timorous u retch, to lave his own 
life pointed to Himu, and addrclfing him by 
name. Cud, he would carry him whuhcrfoc\cr 
he plcafcti Kulli immediately furrounded him 
%vitb a body of horfe, and earned him pnfoner to 
Akhar, whom B>Tam, as upon him refied the 
hopes of all, detained in the rear 
Tiirr»i* ^Vken the unfottunatc Hirau was brought into 
ke iid the prcfcDCc, almoft expiring with his wounds, 
Byrara told die fang, that it would be a mento 
nous a£lioa m him, to fall that brave inCdel 
with his own hand Akbar, in compliance to 
the advTce of his tutor, drew his fword, but onlj 
gehtly touched the head of the captive, burlbng 
into tears of compaffion Byram, lookme 
llcmiy upon the king iDfinoatcd, that the ill 
tuned clemency of his iamd^ ^vas the fourcc of 
all thar misfortunes, and with one ftroke of the 
fabre fevered Hirou s Lead from his body 
Aitarir AkbaT toofa in Uiis aHjon, fifteen hundred 
elephants and all the artiiJcrj of the enemy He 
immediately marched from the field, and took 
poQcflion of Delhi From that aty, he dif 
patclied Mabummud, nansf^ar of the pn 
vatc allairs of Byram, towards Mewat, to fcizc 
the treafure of Himu, which was depoiited in 
that place. This icrvicc was accomphmed vnth 
feme iofi on the fide of the Moguls, and the 
empire, in a great mcafure, returned to its 
former tranquillity 

Tu Hufiemj, tne grandfon of the celebrated Ifnuucl 

SofiVi adv'anccd, this year, bv the orders of hiv 
ji-BjaLu- unde 
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uncle Tamafp, emperor of Periia, and laid liege a d >556 
to Kandahar. After a lliarp engagement before 
the walls, with Mahummud of Kandahar, who 
commanded in the place, as deputy of the minif- 
ter Byiam, the city fell into the hands of the 
Perlians. Chizcr, the Mogul general in the 
north-weft provinces, was, at the fame time, de- 
feated by Secundcr, the fugitive Patan empeior, 
and obliged to fly to Lahore 

Akbai, having received intelligence of this The kmg 
double difaftei, put his aimy m motion, and^ardsp„°‘ 
marched tow'ards the Indus. Secunder, who Iiadjah 
advanced as far as Callanoie, retreated upon 
the king’s approach, to the foit of Mancot, 
w^hich had been built by Selim, the late emperor. 

Akbar befiged Secunder, in that fortrefs, for the 
fpace of fix months; he then began to tieat 
about funendering the place, upon conditions, 
and Chan Azim being fent into the fort to fettle 
the terms of capitulation, Secunder- propofed 
to that chief, to give his fon, as a hoftage to the 
king, for his future obedience, if he himfelf 
fliould be permitted to retire to Bengal. This 
being granted, on the part of Akbar, Rhiman, 
the ion of Secunder, was, in the month of Ram- 
zan, 964, brought to the king, with piefents, 
coniifting , chiefly of elephants. Secunder was 
permitted to retire to Bengal, and Mancot was 
delivered up to Akbar. The king left a trufty go- 
vernor in the place, and proceeded to Lahore. 

Byram, the legent, being privately difgufted d>f- 
at favors which the king had conferred uppn^”^!^^' 
fome perfons, whom he fufpecled to be enemies 
to himfelf, for fome days, refufed to come to the 
royal prefence. The king, in the mean time, 
happened to amufe himfelf with an elephant fight, 
and the outrageous animals chanced to run over 
the tents of Byram. The minifter immediately 
fufpefled, that this was done defignedly by the 

king, 
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A D i(j6 king, and he fent to acquaint him “ That he 
s*4 was fony to fee that he had difobligcd the kuig 
but that, if he deferved Akbar’a difUkc, he wodd 
be glad to know the enme he had committed, 
that he might be the better able to make hia ex 
cufe, and then, retire for ever from the prcfencc.” 
The king wan touched with an imputation, which 
his foul abhorred , but he condcfccnded to ac- 
quaint Byram, that the circuhiftancc, from 
which hi8 ungenerous fulpiaons arofe, was a 
mere acadent This, hov^cver, did not latisfy 
the mimfter, who ftiU continued to fufped that 
the kmg’s miod was eftranged from him 
^ llie tang, foon after this tranfadion, marched 

tire dhpoO- from LahoFC to Delhi Chaja Gdlan, who was 
proud of the dignity of the Mogul family, of 
which he was defeended, and of the fi^nal fer 
vices which be had rendered to the king fet 
himfelf up to oppofc Byram in his adminiftration 
That vindtdivc mimucr, to get nd of his anta 
gomft, condemned him to death upon very 
flight pretences, which nufedp'eat commoaons 
among the omrahs. The king aJfo exprefled hu 
dillikc of this violent proceedpg , for the wholq 
had been done without bis orders 
Eradibe Upou this occalion, high words arofc between 
twemhiTi the ^ng and his mmiftcr , and the former, in a 
few days, fet out for Agra Though the king 
did not difcovcr to any man what had pafTcd be 
tween him and Byram, the caufc of his joumcv 
was no fccrct at court The people lided with 
their young king, m the quarrel and the power 
of the mimltcr began to decline vifibly every day 
The enraged Byram, in the mean time, endca 
vored to recover ^his authonty by ngor and fc 
venty 

Heoyniirt Much about this tunc, Pier Mahummud, who 
had been formerly a retainer of Byram, was, on 
PkiikU account of his great abilities, preferred to the 
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AD ,556. overtures of capitulation The king being in 
^ formed of this circumftancc, ordered one of his 
9JEccr84 with a detachment, to give BibU, the 
terms he retjuircd, and to faze upon the fbrt-i 
rcls« The traitor accordingly, bang gratified with 
(om^c mpney and a promifc of future favor, dc- 
hyered up the important; cafUe of Guaher 

In^ tfhe courfc or the fame year, the Mogul cap- 
i;aip g^rnsralj the noble Zeman, to wipe off fomc 
'^fpe^fions uijider which he lay, exerteo himfelf m, 
a particular manner m the king’s fcrvicc , for he 
fi^bdued a^l the provmccs near Jionpoor and Se- 
nary, wh^ch till t;hcn were in the hands of ^ 
^herents of the Patan dynafty 

M^ooimcd Ghon, the brother of the fenpous 
who haviflg been firmly attached to the 
Mogul intcreft, during the late fuprcmac> of 
the Patans, had fled to Guierat, this year re 
turned to court with his famfly, and was vety ft 
vorably recaved by the king, who ordered By 
ram to provide for him m a manner fuitable to 
his dignity Ghon, trufting too much, to the 
king's authontv, ncglc£lcd to pay that court to 
the Duniftcr •^mch that haughty though able 
man expoFt^d, Byram therefore took every pof 
Cbic ipeans to avoid to ferve Ghon, and m^dc 
things fo very difagrccable to him, that he left 
the court and retired to his old fiumly rcfidcncc 
at Guaher This bang rcprcfcntcd to the king» 
revived his former difcontent againft Byram 
The artful regent foon obferved a vifible alterar 
tion ID the countenance of his foveragn He 
thaofore formed an expedition againft Malava, 
to turn the king's afhvc mind from the private 
politics of the court Byram accordingly caDcd 
Bahadur, the brother of the captain general Ze- 
man from the province of Hcbalpoor, and gave 
him thp (jojnrnand of the army deftmed to ad 
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againft Baz Bahadur, the Patan prince of Ma- a d 1557. 
lava. 96^- 

The king,- much about this time, went out 
upon a hunting 'party, afid made a progrefs as fitsDcihi 
far as Secundra, \yithin forty miles of Delhi, ^be- 
tween the rivers, Mahim, his fofter-brother join-^ 
ed him there, and told him, that his mother was^ 
extremely ill at Delhi, and was very defirous to 
fee the king. He immediately fet out for Delhi, ^ 
and the noble Ahmed, a native of NeifhapoOr, 
an omrah of five thoufand, who then command- 
ed in the city, came out to meet Akbar with pre- 
fents ; that omrah was in great perplexity how to 
aQ;. He was affured, that Byram would impute 
the king’s journey to Delhi to his intrigues, 
and would not fail to get rid of him, as he "had 
done of Mufa Beg, a chief, whom under a like 
pretext, he found means to remove j he there- 
fore acquainted the king of his apprehenfions, 
and begged he might be permitted to make a 
pilgrimage to Mecca. The king was very much 
affecled upon hearing this requeft, by obferving 
how formidable the power of his minifter was 
become to all his friends ; but after he had confi- 
dered the many obligations under which he and 
his family lay to that able man, he could not- 
think of removing him: to leflen, however, in' 
fome meafure, the apprehenfions of Ahmed," the' 
king wrote to the regent that he had, of hiS own'' 
accord, proceeded to Delhi, and not at the m- 
ftigation of any perfon, but merely to pay his 
refpefts to his mother ; that therefore a letter 
from him to appeafe the minds of thofe who 
were apprehenfive of his difpleafure, would be ' 
extremely neceffary. By ram returned for kn-^ 
fwer, that “ he fliould never Entertain refent- 
ment againft any whom the king was pleafed to 
honor with his favor.” He 'mOteover fent Ma- 
hommed Seiftani and Tirdi Beg to Delhi, wich

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A.I) tsp afluranco of his loyalty and imphat obedience to 
^ ’'’J the km^s royal pleafiire. 

AiifUoo mean time, Ahmed, findmg the hang 

•coiCaBr difpofed to proteft him, and to hear acculations 
againd Byram, gave a loofe to his tongne one 
day in public aranft that minifter He was 
joined by the whole court, whom he had previ 
oufly attached to his interelL In Ihort, fo many 
crunes were alledged aninfl Byram, particularly 
Ins deGgns in favor of Abul CaGm, the Ion of 
the pnnee Canuran, the king’s couGn german, 
that Akbar was alarmed, and thought it necef- 
Giry to curtail the regent’s authority When, 
therefore, Mahommed and Tirdi Beg arrived, 
mGead of bemg admitted to an audience, they 
were immediately irapnfoned. 

TmMi- between the king and B>ram, is 

related with other paniimlars by the edebrated 
w”®- hiRonan Abul Faaak One day at Agra, fays that 
great man, one of the hang s dephants in the rut 
ting feafon, attacked an elepliant of Byram and 
killed him Byram, for this offence, command 
ed that the keener of the royal elephants Ihould 
be put to death, without girmg any notice to 
the emperor Akbar was greatly difpleafed with 
this piece of cmdty, efpecially when be found 
that the poor man was mnocent, having loft all 
his command over the outrageous anim^ Soon 
after, continues Abul Fazil, as Byram was taking 
bis plcaftire in a barge on the nver, one of the 
elephants, which had been earned down to the 
water, run funoully agauift the barge, and had 
almoli funk it, before, ^ the uncommon efforts 
of the nder, he was brought to obedience ITic 
miniftcr, naturally of a mfpiaous and unforgiv 
mg. temper, imagmed that thefe were afhially 
plots laid agamft his life , and he pnbUckly pctiti 
oned the kmg to puniffi the ndcr of the clcpbMt 
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The Hng, to appeafe Byram, and to remove all a . d 1558. 
fufpicions, ordered that the elephant-rider lliould 
be fent to liim, to be punifhed at difcrction. But 
Byram, either to make an example to others, or 
to gratify his refentment againft the innocent 
man, who might even be faid to have faved his 
life, ordered him alfo to be put to death. 

The king was higly incenfed by thefe two in- 
ftances of Byram’s prefumption and cruelty. His 
difpleafure became vifible to the court ; and there 
were not wanting many, who made it their buli- 
nefs, by private infinuations, to encreafe his re- 
fentment. The king, at length, came to the re- 
folution of depriving Byram of the reins of go- 
vernment, which required fome delicacy in the 
prefent fituation of afiairs. Some authors men- 
tion a feheme fuggefted to Akbar by his nurfe *^5 
upon this occafion, to get poffeflion of the feals, 
which were in Byram’s pofTeffion. They alfo fay, 
that {he difeovered to him that minifter’s defign 
to confine him, which flie had accidently heard, 
in a converfation between Byram and the queen- 
mother, This, fay they, was the circumftance 
that determined , Akbar to leave Agra. Abul 
Fazil mentions nothing of this affair ; for that hif- 
torian informs us, with great probability, that 
the whole was concerted between the two omrahs 
Adam and Mahim Amga, on the pait of the 
young king, who now began to, be tired of a tu- 
tor, and thought he was capable of ading for 
himfelf. But to return fiom this digreflion. 

When it became public that, the deputies from Byram dif- 
Byram had been impnfoned by the. king, every 
body predided the ruin of the minifter,; and 
endeavoured to {hake him off as faff as pofiible.

him. But fo incfolutc was the unfoj tunatc By- h> 5 urefo- 
ram become, at a lime too \\ hen firmncfs, con- 
ftancy, and pcrfcverancc wcic abfolutely ncccfla-''°'" 
ry, that, like a pci Ton infatuated, he had no 
fooncr reached Nagorc, after having loft all his 
friends, than he changed again his rcfolution of 
going to Mecca, and began to afl'emblc troops-, 
with a view to conquer the pro\ ince of the live 
rivers, diftinguifticd by the name of Punjab. 

When the king was informed of this new 
feheme of Byram, he font the nOblc Shufvinii The kmt’-: 
his own preceptor, with a nicfiagc to him to tlic 
follotring purpofe. “ Till now our mind has 
been ta&n up with our education, and the 
amufements of youth, and it v as our royal plca- 
fure, that you fliould be rcfponfible for oui em- 
pire. But as it is now our intention to govern 
our people, by our own judgment and pleafure, 
let our wcll-wifhcr contiact his fkirts Irom the 
bulinefs of the world, and rctii c to Mecca, with- 
out thirfting after vanity and ambition.” 

Byram, upon receiving this letter, profefled refoUci 
paftive obedience, and font his cnfigns of ftatCjMccw'^ 
elephants, banners and drums, by the hand of 
Hufiein Kulh, to the king. He then icturnedto 
Nagore, to prepare for Mecai, being now aband^ 
oned by all lus friends, except Wilh Beg, Ifmaicl 
Kulli, Shaw Kulh, Haflen Gadda, and Chaja 
Muziffer, the reft having joined the king. 

Among the latter, was the famous Mali, vho, 
coming up to Akbar, when hunting, neglcricd 
to difmount, when he made his obeifance, for 
which he was immediately confined. 

■Byram having proceeded on his pilgrimage 
far as Bickanere, repented of his rcfolution, and non?SId' 

^ returned 
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A.D iMj. returned again to Namjre, where he began to af 
W£ w femble troops. The King bang informed of that 
proceeding, marched to Jidgcr Pier Mabnin 
mud, being now returned from his bamfhment, 
to which he had been condemned by Byram, was 
thought a proper perfon to carry on the war 
againft him He was accordingly dignified with 
titles by the hang, and fent mth an army towards 
Nagore The kiiig, in the mean time, rctnmed 
to Delhi, and fent orders to Monim, the gover 
nor of the ktngdom of Cabul, to repair to 
court I 1 I 

Doriimu Byram, upon the approach of Pier Mahum 
mud, fet out for Punjab, and was clofcly purfued 
^ by that omrah When he arrived at the fort of 
Tibbahmd, he threw all hii baggage into that 
place, which was commanded by one of bis ad 
herents by name Shere, but this traitor no 
fooner liad got Byram s efiefis into the place, 
than he began to reckon upon them as hu own, 
and turned out the guard which the unfortunate 
miniRer bad fent to take charge of bis baggage 
Bvram fet out from (hence for Debalpoor, which 
was then governed by one of his old fhends, 
Mahommed the XJfbcck. "When he came near 
the place, he fent his fecretary, Muzifier dli, to 
wfait upon him, but that ungrateful man, pre 
tendmg to be affronted at Byram s requeft, con 
fined the fecretary, and fent him to the long 
Byram, who had concaved great hopes from bis 
mendlhip, was afioniihcd at a behaviour fo com 
moD to men in adverfity, and let out, m great 
perturbation of mind, towards Jallender 
iwaoi time, recalled Pier Ma 

hnmmud, and appointed Aram to reduce Punjab, 
and to quell the rebellion of Byram Aram 
coming up foon after with Byram, at Matchiwar 
rah, a battle enfued, which was maintamed with 
great bravery on both Cdes , Aram’s Une bang 
’ broke 
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broke b) tlic enemy: but .it length, fevcial of a o 1560. 
Byr.am’s principal ofiiccis being killed, he was 9^^* 
defeated, and obliged to fly to the n.ountains of 
bcw'alic. After this victory, the king appointed 
Chaja Hirri\ i to the government of Delhi, by the 
title of the noble Afiph, .ind marched in perfon 
to Lahore. When Akhar had 1 c.iched Ludhana, 
hlonim met him, in his way from Cabul, and. 
being gracioufly icccixcil, w.as honouicd with 
the title of fiilt of the nobles, and made prime 
miniflcr of the empire 

The king’s army having advanced ncai 
mountains of Sew ahe, a detachment of light horfe into tiic 
entered tlic hills, where the Zemindars of that 
country, had convened in fuppoit of Byram to 
guard the pafl'es : but they w'crc driven from pofl; 
to poll ; upon which, Byram, in great diflrcfs, 
fent his flavc Jcmnial to the prcfcncc, to repre- 
fent his unfortunate fituation, and to implore 
the king’s mercy. iVkbar immediately dirpatch-B>'^«"^ut’* 
cd the omrah Abdulla, a native of Sultan-poor, 
wdth aOuranccs of his clemency, and to bring the 
unhappy Byram to court. Accordingly, in the 
month of the fccond Ribbi, he was received, at 
fome diftancc fiom the camp, by a confidcrablc 
number of chiefs, wdiom the king had oidcrcd to 
meet him. He w'as bi ought into the prefence 
with every pofliblc mark of f.ivorand diflin61ion. 

When he appeared within fight of the king, he 
hung his turban round his neck, and fuddenly 
advancing, threw'’ himfelf, in teais, at the foot 
of the throne. The kinginfiantly flretched forth 
his hand, ordered him to rife, and placed him in 
his former Ration, at the head of the omrahs. 

To difpel at once his uneafinefs and grief, the 
king honored him wdth a fplendid drefs, and 
fpoke to him after the following manner. “ If 
the lord Byram loves a military life, he fhall have 
the government of Calpe and Chmdcri, in which

The clemency 
of the kmg IS enough for toe, and his forgive 
ncifl for my late errors, a fuffiaent reward for 
my foniicr fcrviccs. Let then the unfortunate 
Byram turn hia face from this world to another, 
and purfuc his pilgrimage to Mecca. * The king 
alTcntcd to his requeft, and ordered a proper re 
tmuc for him with 50,000 rupees a year, to fnp- 
port his dignity Byram foon after took leave 
of the king, who with a few attendants left the 
camp and \vcnt to Agra. 

Tiiatiw Byram took the way of Guzerat, with an in 
tfcntiota to proceed by fca to Mcccai When he 
amVed in the fuburbs of the capital of Guzerat, 
which was then ^ovfcmcd by Mufi, an omrah of 
the Afgan, imperial ftmily of Lodi, on the part 
of Aftemad fovcrcign of the country,! he was ac 
cofted by Mubanck Lohani, whofd ftthef m the 
battle with Hlmu, Byram had killed The wretch 
pretended to embrace the unfufpcfhng Byratn 
drew a dagger and bafely ftabbed him to the 
heart A mob of Afens fell immediately upon 
Byram’s retmuc, and plundered them i”hi5 
murder happened on thc( 24th of tbe£'ft Jem 
mad, m the p68th of the Higerah 
AkiM kndi Towards the clofc of the year 966, the draper 
appomted Adam and Ins favorite tutor Rcr 
Mahummud to command an army delhncd for 
the conqueft of Malava Baz Baliadut, in \^hdrc 
hiiids that country was then, fpent ha tune m 

luxunous 
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luxurious pleafures at Siringpoor, when he was ^ d 156° 
informed of the expedition which the Mogul? me- ^ 
ditated agamft him : but the eriemy had advanc- 
ed within twenty miles of his capital, before he 
could prevail with himfelf to quit the pillowb of 
indolence ; and then in the beft manner the time 
and his own confufion would permit, he prepared 
for a£lion. But the biave Moguls upon the firft 
onfet fhook his order of battle, and fent huh with 
ftreaming eyes and a broken hcait towards Bur- 
hanpoor. 

Adam after the viclo^y diftributed the fpoil 
and the governments of Malava among his fol-Adam^of^^^ 
lowers, referving the treafure, royal enfigns, “tenuonj. 
and the ladies of the Hai am for himfelf. He fent 
nothing except a few elephants to the king of 
what was cullumary on thofe occafions. Akbar 
fearing frotn this behaviour, that he entertained 
treafonablfe intentions, put the royal ftandard in 
motion towards him. When the imperial enfigns 
appeared before Shalceran, the governor of that 
fort on the part of Bas Bahadur delivered it 
up to the Idng. Akbar from thence made a 
fudden excurfion by nighty and in the ihorn- 
ing arrh^ed befoie Salingpoor, the capital of 
Malava He met Adam coming out with an 
intention to befiege ShakeraU : he permitted that 
omrah to pay his rcfpects, and then he carried 
him back to the city. Adam fufpedting the king’s 
difpleafure and the caufe of his vifit, laid all the 
tfeafure and fpoil at his feet : he excufed himfelf 
by alledging, that he rOfeived every thing till he 
fliould haVe the honour of prefenting them to 
Akbar in perfon; The king fkw through his dc- 
fignsi, but preferring clemency to rigour, he drew*- 
the pen of fOrgivenefs over his crime.

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engaged their afTccHons by liis princely bounty a d 1561 
and gracious fa\ or. '1 he king 1 eturned to Agra, 
and on the third day’s mai eh gave the brothers 
permiflion to go back to their government of 
Jionpoor. 

By the time that the king had reached Agra, Promotion? 
Azim, governor of the piovinccs about the 
hcads-ot the Indus, and Adam who commanded 
at Malava, anived at court according to orders, 
with fuitablc picfcnts. The king gave the go- 
vernment of Malava to his tutor Pier Mahum- 
mud, and the oflice of piimc miniftcr to Azim. 

The king after thefe tranfaclions in the year 969, 
made a progrefs to Ajmere, to villt the flirine of 
Chaja : vdien Akbar an ived at Sumbre, Birbil 
the indian prince of that eountry gave his daugh- 
ter to him in marriage, and lifted himfclf and 
his fon Bowan Dafs, among the number of the 
king’s omrahs. When Akbar had reached 
Ajmere, and had performed his devotions, he 
fent the prince Huflein of the imperial family of 
Timur, and governor of Ajmere, to inveft the 
fort of Merta, which was in the territories of 
Maldeo, the unfubdued Indian prince of Marwar, 

He himfelf returned in three days and nights, 
with a retinue of ftxperfons only to Agra, which 
was a diftance of more than two hundred and ftxty 
miles. 

The prince Huflein having advanced near Mer- Huffem te- 
ta. Jig Jal and Dafs, who were principH men of 
that country, threw a detachment into the place 
and prepared for a fiege. Huflein invefted the 
fort, and began to carry on his ' approaches. In 
a few days he extended one of his mines under 
a baftion, and fprung it, by which a prafHcable 
breach was made. He advanced in perfon with 
a felefl body of troops to the aflault, while the 
enemy bravely filled the breach to oppofe him. 

Though ffefli fupplies of troops mounted from

rics of I\Ial.iva, and kept the country in a Bate ^561. 
of lioftility. Pier Mahumniud w as obliged to ^ 
inarch againft Brampoor, and having taken it, 
ordered a cruel niaflacrc of all the inhabitants, 
among whom was a numbci of philofopheis and 
learned men, who refidcd in the place. 

Before Pier Mahummud had left this place, Mogul 
Bas Bahadur having prevailed upon Mubarick overthrown 
and Tiffal, the former the prince of Candez in 
the Decan, and the latter of Berar, to join him, 
advanced with a great army towards the Mogul, 
upon which he retreated to Bijanagur, his offi- 
cers being all averfe to engage. However he 
rcfolvcd to halt at Bi]anagur contrary to all 
their opinions, and to give battle to the enemy. 

He did It, but not being fupported by his offi- 
cers, he was defeated, and being difmounted by 
a camel that attacked his horfc in croffing the ra- 
pid river Narbudda, he was drowned. The ene- 
my continuing the purfuit, diove the Moguls 
from place to place, as far as Agra, without be- 
ing able to make one ftand before them : fo that 
Bas Bahadur in the year 969, lecoveied his whole Maiav.-iioft, 
dominions of Malava. The king immediately and rcco- 
aftcr this difafter, appointed Abdulla, an Ufbeck'*^*’'^'^ 
chief in his fervice, governor of Calpec, to car- 
ry on the w^ar againll Bas Bahadur. Abdulla 
drove him a fccond time out of his country 
among the mountains of Comilmere, and re-efta- 
bfiftied the government of the Moguls in Mindu, 
and fixed his own refidence as fuperintendant in 
that city. 

Seid Beg the fon of Mufum Beg, of the impe- 
rial family of Suffvi, and abfolute agent for the 
king of Perfia, arrived much about this time at 
the court of Agra, in the charader of an am- 
balfador, with valuable prefents, and lecejved a 
prefent for himfelf of two lacks of rupees from 
the king. Azim, who. had been, fonie tfmc be- 
fore 
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AD ij«> fore, appointed to the office of vizier, had ai- 
^ quired grat influence in his mimflenal depart 
ment, Adam, w ho commanded at the firft con 
queft of Malava, and by that exploit, had ac 
qtured great power m the prefcnce, attempted to 
bring about the prime minifler's ruin, as feme 
courtiers had before done that of the famous 
Byram but the intrigues of Adam were difco- 
vered, and his calumnies reverted upon his own 
head Stung with difappointed mahee, he at lall 
aiim lat, determined to aS the aflaffin himfelf He accord 
irmkisn ingly one day in the audience chamber, while 
miniftcr was readmg the Koran, according 
to cuflom, ftabbed him under pretence that he 
took no notice of the lalutation which Adam 
made him at his entrance, though he well knew, 
that at fuch a time it was not cuTlomary to make 
or return any compliments. Adam after hav 
mg committed the murder, afeended one of the 
terraces, and flood there in hopes of the long’s 
pardon, though he might otfaerwife have efl 
caped 

Aa*» u 1 he long who had been afleep m the apart 

raents of the ladies, heanng the noafe that was 
made on this occalion, alkcd the caufe. When 
they mformed him of what had happened, be 
aroie, and without changing his flceping drefi, 
went up to the terrace in a great rage, fie was 
ftnick with horror when he faw the blood of 
Jus mimftcr Having approached the murderer 
with a fword m hts nano, be drew it half out, 
but reflefling upon his own digifity, he returned 
It agM into the Icabbard, and flemly alkcd the 
aflamn, Why liave you killed my vizier f The 
wTctch, {cuing that the king was going to loll 
hun, fcized bis nands. TTiis behaviour lo enrag 
ed Akbar, tliat difengagmg himfelf, he ftnicfc 
lum with a blow of Jus bft, and laid him flaife- 
lefi at bis feet In tlus rage he ordered one of 

bis 
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his attendants to throw the wretch over the a d 1562 
wall, which was forty yards in height. Ma- 
him Anigah, , this unfortunate man’s father, died 
with grief about a month after, and Monim, 
formerly governor of Cabul who was an abetter 
of the affaffination of the minifter., fled to Lahore, 
where he was feized and fent to Agra : but as 
the proofs againfl; him were not fulEcient to con- 
demn him, he was acquitted by the king, and 
had afterwards the addrefs to work himfelf into 
favour 

The kinff conferred all the honours and eftates TiyOictcrs

of his father upon Aziz, the eldefl fon of the de- 
ceafed vizier, excepting the offices of the Viza- 
rit and Vakilit The piince Adam, fovereign 
of thofe mountaineers called the Gickers, difturb- ‘ 
ing the peace of Punjab, the governois of that 
country were ordered to reduce him, and place 
Kummal one of the fame nation, upon the throne. 

Kummal had been once miraculoufly prefeived 
from death. Selim the late emperor of the Afgan 
race, ordered a prifon, wherein he was at Gua- 
lier, with fome hundreds of his nation who 
had been taken prifoners, to be blown up with 
gunpowder. This was done, and Kummal 
was thrown to fome diftance, without receiving 
any conflderable hurt. The fame year Kummal, 
by the aid of the Mogul chiefs, marched againfl: 
his .countrymen the Gickers, reduced that fierce 
nation, and- took their fovereign Adam pri- 
foner. 

Chaja the father of the famous Huflein, came 
about this time from Turkeflan to Lahore : he 
was there met by hia fon and brought to Agra, 
the king himfelf going out to congratulate him,

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The ungrateful refugee, however, had not . a. u 1563. 
been many months in Ration, before he afpired to 97*-^ 
the kingdom of Cabul, and bafely affafTinated the 

prince Hakim’s mother, his own mother-in-law, Hsviiiamy. 

who was a woman of uncommon abilities, and 
might with truth be faid to have ruled that king- 
dom. He then pretended to aft as regent for 
the young prince, who was Rill m his minority, 
with a view to get rid of him as foon as he could 
conciliate matters with the chiefs. In the mean 
time Soliman, prince of Buduchflian, came 
againR him, and cut off the opening flower of his 
ambition, by depriving him of bis life. Huffein and death, 
having heard of the retreat of Mali, fled to Ahme- 
dabad, in Guzerat. 

The king about this time, made a progrefs An attempt 
tow^ards Delhi. As he was pafling by the col- iJ/ 
lege of Anniga, a flave of the rebel the prince 
Hiiffein, by name Fowlad, who had been fent to 
affaflinate the king, fixed an arrow in his bow 
and pointed it towards the Iky. The royal re- 
tinue, imagining that the villain was going to 
Ihoot at fome bird flying over head, gazed up- 
ward : he immediately lowered his aim to the 
king, who was at fome diRance upon his elephant, 
and let fly* his arrow, which lodged itfelf fome 
inches deep in Akbar’s flioulder. In a moment 
a thoufand fwords were drawn, and the people 
cut one another, each anxious to kill the affaffin, 
who was in a moment hewn to pieces. The fur- 
geons being called, the arrow was, with great 
difficulty, extrafted on the place, before all the 
people ; the king not Ihrinking once at the ope- 
ration : in about ten days the wound was clofed 
up, Akbar returned to Agra, and foon after ap- 
pointed Afaph, of whom we fliall make frequent 
mention hereafter, governor of Kurrah and Ma- 
neckpoor.

In the year 972, Chaja Moazim, the brother a. d 1564 
of the fultana Chuh, and hufband to the king’s 972- 
aunt, for fome impropriety of behaviour, 
thrown into prifon, where he died. The fame onsat Agr;(. 
year, the old fort of Agra, which was built of 
brick, was demoliflied, and the foundation of 
the new one of red ffeeftone laid ; and though 
a great and magnificent work, was finifhed in four 
years. 

By the intrigues of Abdulla, the XJfbeck, foThcUfteci; 
often mentioned, there was a report propogated, 
that the king, on his account, had taken a dif- 
like to all the Ufbeck race, and propofed to con- 
fine all the chiefs of that nation who were in his 
fervice. This calumny gained fb much credit, 
that Secunder, and Ibrahim both Ufbecks, and 
others, who had governments about Jionpoor 
and Behar, turned their heads from obedience; 
and drew over the captain general Zeman and 
his brother, the famous Bahadur, together with 
Shubiani to their party : Afaph, wh^o held ’ the 
government of Kurrah, on account of fome dif- 
putes with the colleri:or,of the king’s revenues, 
took part in their rebellion. In a fhort time, 
their army confifted of thirty thoufand horfe, 
with which they pofielTed themfelves of all the 
territories ncai Behar and Jionpoor, 

News of this rebellion being ' brought to the The pohej 
king,^ he feemed to take no notice of it. He or- 
dered his troops to attend him on a hunting party 
towards Narvar, in the oppofite diredion to the 
enemy. He accordingly employed himfelf in 
taking elephants for fome days ; during which 
time, Aflierif, a feribe, was fent privately to 
Secunder, one of the chief rebels, to endeavour to 
bring him over from his fariion. Lalkar was fent 
with a great body of horfe to feize the treafures 
of Afaph, upon whom the king ,had a large de- 
mand 
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the day was now irretrievable, to carry the queen ^ r, ,56^. 
fromrthe fields' She reje'ded the propofal with Hig 972* 
noble difdain : It is true, faid Ihe, we are 

oveicome in war, but Ihall wb ever be vanquifh- 
ed hirvhonor ^ Shall we, for the fake of a linger- 
ing ignominious life, lofe that reputation and 
virtue which we have, been fo folicitous to ac- 
quire!? No : Jet your gratitude now repay that 
fervicc fot which I lifted "up your head, and which 
I now require,at'your hands. Hafte, 1 fay , let 
your dagger fave me from the crime of putting a 
period to my own exiftence.” t 

Adhar burft into^ tears, and begged, that as 
the elephant was fwift of foot^ he might be per- 
mitted to leave the field, and carry her to a place 
of fafety. In the mean_time, the queen, finding 
that the. enemy crowded fall; around her, and 
that fhe muft be taken prifoner, fuddenly 'lean- 
ing, forward, feized the < dagger of Adhar, and 
pluging it into her bofom, expired. The death 
of, the queen,' rendered Afaph’s viftory com- 
pleat. .Six Indian chiefs, upon’ their 'elephants, 

{till hood j firm: and afhamed. of being* outdone 
by a woman, dedicated' their lives to revenge the 
death of the queen. 

Afaph’,. a few days after this battle,' laid fiege 
to the fortrefs of Jora, where all the treafures of 
this noble family had been for ten generations de- 
pofited. The hopes of gain rendeied the Moguls 
defperate ; they begun to attack, the fort with 
uncommon refolution, till the place was taken 
The .youhg prince, now a little recovered from 
his wounds, bravely exerted what little hrength 
he had left, loh his life in''defence of his inde- 
pendence' and ^ kingdom. - The unfortunate gar- 
rifon, according to their.barbarous cuhom, had 
performed the joar *. This dreadful "ceremony '

Agraj difpatchcd Shahim ScIIaori, Biddai, Amin, 973* 
and other omrahs, againft Secunder the Ufbcck, 
by whom they were defeated, and the two laft 
taken prifoncrs. The king apprized of this dif- 
aftcr, fent Moniin, who had been dignified with 
the title of firft of the nobles, with an army fomc 
days journey in front, and in the month of Shawal 
97 3 j followed in perfon with all the forces he 
could raifc. 


When king had arrived at Kinnogc, lie 
ed a body of horfe, and made an cxcurfion to- aj;ainft 
wards Lucknow, the capital of tlie province 
Oud, to furprizc Scounder, the rebellious Ufbcck, 
who was in that place : but the rebel being in- 
formed of the emperor’s appioach, evacuated 
Lucknow, and fled to his allbciate in treafon, 

Zeman, the captain general, witli whom he crofled miu 
the Ganges. The king proceeding to Jionpoor, 

Afaph fued for pardon, and by the mediation 
of the noble Mudgenu, was admitted to the pre- 
fence, and again icftoied to favor, upon fettling 
his accounts concerning the plundei of Gurrah. 

A few days after his iubmiflion, Afaph was de- 
tached with five thoufand chofen hoi fc, againft the 
enemy. He came to the ferry of Nnhm, and 
was oppofed in crofting the river, but inftead of 
making any difpofitions to gain the paffage, he 
fat down and pafled the time in not and foolifti 
negociations, for which he had no authority. 

The king being informed of his negligence, ftnp- 
ped him of his eftate. Afaph with his brother, and flight to 
relinquifhed his troops, and fet out with great 
expedition to Gurrah. 

The, king fent his general Monim, to take Motions of 
charge of the army which Afaph had forfaken j 
and the rebels in the mean time, under Secunder 
and Bahadur, crofted the Jumna, and railed dif-

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A D 1565 turbances m the provinces between the nvera, 
^973 while the captain general oppofed the Imperial 
army at the Ganges, ITie ku^ being informed 
of thefe motions, detached Bidda and other 
zeroa omrahs, ondcF thc Command of the AmiT UUocL, 

hhaks. to flop the progrc6 of Bahadur , but m the mean 
time Zeman the captain general repenting of his 
dilloyalty, fent a number of elephants and other 
prefents to the king and Monim interceding 
for his pardon, Akbar was prevailed upon to re 
ccivc him into favor, and draw the pen of obh 
vion over his crimes He coohrmed him m all 
his cflates and honours, which he had forfeited by 
his rebellion

7 cmati 
AVhen the news of the late defeat of the lm-''R=‘'" >=* 
pciiahfts arri\cd in tiic loyal camp, Zeman, 
thoutjh fo latch pardoned, being dcftitutc of every 
principle of giatitudc, lovalty and honor, again 
defertedand took pofl'cnion of Gha/ipoor and the 
adjacent tcrritonc';. 'I'hc king enraged at this 
baicnch, flew into a v iolent paflion w ith his gene- 
ral l^lomm, by whofc mediation he had paidon- 
cd Zeman. lie immcdiatch ordered the captain 
gcnciaPs mothei to be confined, and with all ex- 
pedition nnichcd towards the traitor, who upon 
Ills approacli fled to the lulls Biliadur taking 
advantage of the king’s abfcncc from lionpooi,'j^r 
entered that place, and took the citadel by cfca- 
ladc, wlicre lie relealed his mother, and confined 
Aflicrif the imperial governor, with all the prin- 
cipal perfons in theganifon. 

Ihc king hearing of the taking of 
gave over the purfuit of Zeman, and returning ll»C 1 Ulg 
tow ardi tliat citv, iflbcd out orders to all the 
viceroys of the provinces to join him with all 
their forces. Upon Akbars approach, Bahadur 
evacuated Jionpoor, and fled towards Benaris. 

The rebel Zeman now feeing fuch preparations 
again ft him, in all the provinces which icmain-^^^^^ 
cd firm in their allegiance, began again to dcfpair doneda Vc- 
of fuccefs, and had the confidence to addrefs the 
king a fccond time for pardon, which by a ftrangc 
perverfion of policy, and an unjuftifiable a6b of 
clemency, or rather w'^caknefs in the king, he ob- 
tained, as well as a confirmation of all Ins eftates 
and honors. The king after pafling his royal 
word fo all thefe favours, ordered Zeman to 
come to court : but the traitor cxcufed Iiimfelf, 
by pretending that^ fharne for his paft ofiences 
would not permit him to appear in the prefence. 
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A-D ij66. particularly Cuttub Anniga, and Pier Mahum 

^9/4 mud, threw all their forces into the at^, and 
prqjarcd for a vigorous defence Hakim lat 
do\TO before the place,* and ufed every art and 
pcrfnafion to bring over thofc omrahs to his m- 
tcreft, but without efieft. 

The king enraged as -well as alarmed at this re 
Lfc bcUion, laid afide his intended expedition againft 
the Ulbecks, and turned Ins arms towards La 
horc He began his march towards that aty 
on the 14th of the firft jemmad 974, leaving 
Agra under the government of his fothiid gene 
raJ Monim Akbar having amved at Sirmnd, 
the news of his approach reached Lalfbrc. The 
aozens immediately began to beat their drums, 
to found their trumpets, and to make every dc- 
monftration of joy This unufual node waked 
Hakim, who was aOeep in his tent "he afked 
the meaning of that uproar an^ was told that 
the king was come expeditioufly from Agra. 
Hakim behcving that the king was already at his 
heels, mounted his horfe without delay, and 
retreated prcapitatcly with bis cavalry towards 
Cabul he came very opportunely to that at} , 
and took it by furpnze Sohman having retired 
to Bnduchlban during the winter The king in 
the mean time advanced to Lahore where he 
fpent a few days m hunting he then fent back 
Mudgenu to poffcls himfclf of Kurrah and Ma 
neckpoor, which Aiaph had fcizcd Much 
about this time the fons of Mirza Sultan gover- 
nor of Simbol, rofe in rebellion This infur

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tlcalh. The hcacU of the brolhera were Tent lo a d *567. 
Punjab and C ibnl. AlH }5eg ihc Uibcck, Ear 
Alii, I'kiii/i Beg, Cul’il Iku;, and Amir Slmv, 
a native of Biulncliflian, all icbcl clncls,, wcic 
\iro taken pnfoncis and earned i>y the king lo 
Jionpoor, where they were tiodden lo death by 
elephants. This decifive action happened upon 
the firll of 7ah\dge 97.1, and is an indance of 
the daring intrepidity of the icnowned Akbai. 

'1 lie government of ICiirrah w ^ conferred upon 
the failiiful hlonim, known b\ tlic tillc of firfb 
of the nobles, and foon after .Secunder the 
Ufbcck, V lio was befieged in the fort of fuel, 
fled to Gorriepoor. Ihc icbcllion of the Uf- 
bccks being thus quaflicd, and the peace of the 
cadern provinces redored, the king in the 
month of hlolmiim 975, returned in triumph 
to Agra. 

During the rebellion of llic chiefs of the Ufbcck nUiar rc- 
Tartars in the fcrvicc of India, the Raja, Udai 
Singh had taken great advantage of AkbaTs dif- 
trefs. This determined the emperor without re- 
maining long at Agra, to march ngaind that In- 
dian piincc. Having arrived bcfoic the fort of 
Suifoob, the gov ernor evacuated the place and 
retreated to his madcr Surjun the Hindoo prince 
of Rintimporc. Akbar left a garnfon in Sui- 
foob, and proceeded to the fort of Kakcran, on 
the frontiers of Malav^a. The fens of Sultan 
Mirza^ who had poflefled thcmfcivcs of Mmdu, 
hearing of the •emperor’s progrefs, were greatly 
peiplcxcd. To com pleat their misfoi tunes, AH 
JVHrza their great friend and counfcllor died at 
that time, ^ and his adherents fled with precipita- 
tion towards the kingdom of Guzerat. 

The king left Malava under the chaigc of 
Ahmed oj^ Nefhapoor, and marched from Kakcran 
to expel -the Indian prince from Chitor. 'The 
. ' T 2 Raja 
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with ahrows. The fririble ihimhl ftidd ^;rcrti>hfig 
in a nCng gtound near the fang, anil being <n 
nged by his wounds, he rail aii'effljr tbwatids 
Atbal', who Hood to receive him with his latice 
One of his attendants nantcd Adil, felhng the 
confetjnence, nithed between Akbaf ibd the ty 
to, and aiiritd a fortunate blow at the 4nini j, 
bnt he hitnfelf was tolled uhder his paws, and 
would have in a rooihcnt ekpired, bad not fome 
others rulhed to his affiftance, and toen the 
tyger a deadly wound, which bdth lived the 
fang and Add from lAimutcnt Alilger 

Abar having imved at Agra, received ad 
vices that Ibrahim Hdffan and MihOnimed, had 
revolted from Zingis prince of Guicrat, and 
Klere again returned to Malava, hiving com 
fnencied hohiliues With the liege of Ug*n The 
fang difpatched Kllhch of India and &rviDi to 
ticpel them Upon the approach bf flua arhiy, 
the two Hnffeins riifed the fiegc, kni retreating 
priabitatelv to the N&budda, drtlTedlhat nVte 
jiild fled agam ttlsfirds Gazeiit ‘

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In a few days a part of the wall and a great num- a d 1569. 
ber of the houfes were laid in rums, and at the ^*2 977 
end of the month the garrifon driven to difficul- 
ties, folicited to capitulate. The ' conditions 
propofed by them were, to have the liberty of 
retiring unmolefted, leaving all their wealth and 
effefts to the king. Thefe terms wer^e according- 
ly accepted, and the king took poifeffion of Rin- 
timpore. 

Akbar after this conqueft made a pilgrimage Returns to 
to the {brine of Chaja Mom at Ajmere, and from 
thence returned to Agra. From that city he 
went to vilit the learned and venerable Selim in 
the village of Sikri : he queftioned him accord- 
ing to the ceremonies, and was told, it is faid, 
that he would foon have iifue that would live 
and profpcr ; all the children were born to him, 
before that time, dying in their infancy. Soon 
after, the favourite Sultana became pregnant, ^ 
and upon the 17th of the firft Ribbi, in the year to the kmg. 
977, ffie was brought to bed of a fon, who was 
named Selim. Upon this occalion the king pub- 
lifhed an a£t of grace to all prifoners, and order- 
ed a day of thankfgiviqg to the Almighty : foon 
after he performed a vow of pilgrimage on foot, 
to the, fhrine of Chaja Mom ,at Ajmere with his 
whole army in the proceffion, then retui ning by 
the way of Delhi, the king near that^ city took 
the diverfion of the chace. 

The Indian prince Ram Chund, who had pof- Caii>nger 
feffion of the fhrong fort of Ualliqgery which h? 
had taken from the dependants of the emperor 
Selim, hearing about this time, that the kmg 
meditated an expedition him , fear- 

ing the fate of Rmtimppre and Ghitor, made 
terms for the delivery of the place, which was 
accordingly put into the hands of the king. 

Upon the third of Mohitrim 978', the'king had 
another fon born to him in the houfe of the ve- 
f > ’ nerable 
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v.Dt;7o ncrablc Sclim*, whom he called Murad. He 
upon this account made another pilgrimage to 
A^merc, and ordered the town to be fortified 
with a ftonc wall The cmpCTor from thence 
proceeded to Nagorc, where Chunderfan the fon 
of Maldeo, and the Indian pnnee of Bicancrc, 
came out to meet him witn valuable prefents 
The latter prefented the king with his beautiful 
daughter Akbar from Nagorc marched to the 
town of Ajodin, and vifiting the tomb of the 
celebrated poet and philofonner Fend Shukur 
gunge, proceeded to Dcbalpoor, where Koka 
who WM in poSclIioQ of that place, prefented 
him witji a large fum of money The kmg from 
thence palled to Lahore, where Hnflcm a lurku 
man chief, governor of that aty and province, 
came alfo out to meet him m the fame manner 
with great prefents 

Akur «• On the fim of Siffcr 979 the emperor left La 
horc, and returned by the way of Firola to 
Ajmere, and from thence proceeded to Agra 
Secunder the famous rebel, and only one re- 
maining of theXJfbecks chiefs, who had revolted, 
having long lurked about the woods of .Benga], 
and committed ravages on the inhabitants, was 
about this time fciaed by Monim, governor of 
JTonpoor, and fciit to the kmg, who according 
to his ufual clemency pardonedmm 
Tb« kw The king cflceming the village of Sikn, for- 

fcu!jr!L tuuatc to nim, as two fons were bom to him 
Oc£S ** there, by the means of the prayers of the famts 
with whom he left bii fa\onte miftrcfles , he 
ordered the foundation of a dty to be laid there 
which after the conqueft of Guzerat, he called 
the aty of vifrory In the year 980, the kmg

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dom of Guzerat being torn to pieces by inteftine a d 1572, 
divifionSj Akbar feized upon that opportunity to Hig.980. 
declare war againft it. He therefore marched to 
Ajmere under pieteiice of a pilgrirnage, and from 
that place detached his general Callan before 
him towards Guzerat. The king followed at 
fome diftance wuth the main body of the army. 

Akbar in his way appointed the Indian prince 
Singh, to the government of Joelpoor, the reli- 
dence of Raja Maldeo, whom on account of 
fome mifdemeanor he depofed. When the em- 
peror arrived at Nagore, he received advices of 
the birth of another fon, on the 2d of fecond 
Jemmad, in the houfe of the holy and venera- 
ble Danial, whom he with great propriety called 
Danial, as it was to the faint’s prayers no doubt 
he owed this piece of good fortune * 

The king appearing with his army on the con- which fuh- 
fines of Guzerat, Shere, an omrah of diftinOion “ “ 
who defended the frontiers, abandoned his poll 
and fled with precipitation. The king took im- 
mediate pofleflion of the city of Pattan, and 
gave the government of it to Ahmed, one of the 
race called Seids, or defendants of the prophet. 

He from that place moved his ftandard of vidory 
towards Ahmed-abad 5 but before he had march- 
ed two ftages, Muzifier the king of Guzerat 
came to meet him, and without a blow, furren^- 
dered his kingdom into his royal and vidorious 
hands, fo that the king entered Ahmed-abad, 

' the capital of Guzerat, m as peaceable ’ a man- 
ner, as if he had been entering Agra. To ac- 
count for this it may not be improper to fay

*n>*thtecif Mamond defeended of a Patan family, the 

onxmu latg king of Guzerat, having fomctunc, before 
this event, died, his nobles, particularly Aftc 
mad and Amad, who poffcffcd all the power of 
the goverment during the romonty of the pnnee 
Ahmed, the fon and fucceflor of Mamood, find 
ing him begin to think for himfclf, were unwiU 
in^ to part with their power, and found means 
pnvatciy to make away with him but to keep 
up the appearance of loyalty, they raifed a child 
or doubtful birth to the throne, on whom they 
impofed the name of the king Muzificr, and diTid- 
cd the kingdom among thcmlelvcs in the follow- 
ing manner Ahmed abad, Cambait, and fome 
other provinces, were poffelTed by Ademad , 
Anduka,. Doluc, and fome other countries, 
by Juil the grandfon of Mubanck , Surat, 
Birogc, Birod and Japanicr, by the noble Zmgis, 
fon of the co-regent Amad, while other nomes 
who had influence m the ftate, had the reft of the 
kingdom partitioned among them The nomi 
nal rang'Muziffcr was in the mean time cooped 
up by Ademad in Ahmed abad, dnnng this 
oligarchy, the government became very opprcT 
five, by continual Wars and an! difleniions. 
This inadd the unliappy^ people of Guzerat 
turn their eyes towards lAkbar, to relieve them 
from 1 theirs petty J tyrants, who like Vultures, 
gnawed -the tKitvdsiofithcircountry The cafy 
con^eft of Guzerat was therefore no ways fur- 
pnziiig,- as the nominal king tired of his fitua 
lion, hoped more from die tavor of a foreign 
pnntic, than from his owil fadions and indcpcn 
dant nohlcsi" ^ '■ 


But 
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But to return from this digrcffion. The fecond a d. 1 <172. 
day after the king’s entrance into Ahmed-abad, 9^° 
he was \\aitcd upon by the principal nobles 
Guzerat, ho haltcned to make their lubmiliion. m oiuciat 
But Ali and Hujaz two Abyfiinian nobles, were 
ordered into confinement, as they gave foine evi- 
dent figns of difeontent. Hulfcin was ilill at the 
hcadot an army in Biroge, and his bi other Huf- 
fein Mirza' at the head of another confidcrablc 
force near Surat. The king therefore relolved 
to reduce them : Aichtiar, one of the omrahs of 
Guzerat, having broke his parole of honor and 
lied at this time, all the other nobles were order- 
ed into clofe confinement. When the king ar- 
rived at the port of Cambait, he appointed Azim 
Mirza governor of Ahmed-abad. 

Huflein, who we have alieady obferved was in 
Biroge, healing of Akbai’s approach, and fuf-gamftHuf- 
pefting the fidelity of RuRum, a native of Run'ii’^, 
one of his principal officers, alTaffinated him, and 
difcovered an inclination to march into Punjab 
to raife difturbances iii that "quarter. The king 
receiving intelligence of this defign about mid- 
night, left his camp in charge of Jehan and Cal- 
lich Chan, and with a chofen detachment marched 
himfelf that night wdth all expedition to cut off 
Huffein’s retreat : the next day he reached the 
nver Mhenderi, which runs by the town of Sir- 
tal, with Only forty horfe, the reft having lagged 
behind \^ith fatigue. The enemy being encamp- 
ed on the oppofite bank of the river, and in fight, 
the king thought it prudent to proceed no fur- 
ther, till the ‘reft of his detachment ftiould arrive. 

Had Huffein therefore known 'any thing of the 
art of war, he might have eaftly taken Akbar pri- 
fbner. But thiit unenterprizing offi.cer made no 
attempt of that kind, tiU^the king was joined by

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AD tm a freCh detachment, which had been ordered 
’ fome days before to Surat and happened to be 
then encamped at a little dillance 

Thu fmall party conCftcd only of feventy horfe, 
S'jSSn which there happened to be five 

i^rf'rSpt'Dtapsl nobles, Mamood Baherra, the Indian 
pnncea Daft, Man Singh, and Kulh, and Raja 
Snnun of Rintimpore With thefe the king, 
without waiung for more troops, took the def 
perate refolution to attack the enemy, one thou 
land of whom commanded by Huffein waited to 
recare him, whde the mam body of the army 
pnrfued their march. It happened very fortu 
nately for Akbar that the enemy inllead of per 
mitting him to come into the plmn, oppofed him 
between two hedges, where not above fix horfe 
men could fight abreaft 1 he long in thu narrow 
pafi put himCdf upon the footing of a private 
trooper, and performed extraordinary feats of 
perfonal valour which however avail little to 
wipe away the folly of thu piece of hu conduft 
At laft the courage which Akbar s behaviour na 
turally raifed in nis followers, made them as def 
perate as hunfelf, fo that after a long engagement 
with the enemy fword in hand, they btat them 
back, and at laft totally defeated them, with the 
lofs only of one ofticcr, and a few private men 
aiim be Huffcm fled to his army, but fuch was their 
“« conftemation and opinion of Akbar s prosvefs, 
that the greateft part of his forces deferted him, 
which was all the advantage that could be gamed 
hv fuch a TiiSorv The king contenting hirafelf 
with what he Had done, defiued from the purfuit, 
and waiting till hu atiiny came up, marched and 
fnvefted Surat jln the mean uroc the omrahs of 
Gnzerat coUcfled thcmftlves in the environs of 
Fattan, and held a council how to proceed 
They agreed that Hollcln fhonid profecute his 
fcheme of raifing diftatbapces in fhinjab, and 
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that HulTein Mirza, Shaw Mirza, and Shere, a.d 1573. 
ihould inveft Pattan. 1 hey expefted by thefe 981 
means to draw the king from the fiege of Surat. ^ 
Huifein having arrived at Nagore, Rai Singh feaicd by 
goveinor of Jodpoor, who had purfued him, 
came up with him one day towards the evening, 
at a place wheie there was no water to be found, 
but what Huffein polfefled. 1 his made the troops 
of Rai Singh, who were in great diftrefs for wa- 
ter, call out to attack the enemy This favorable 
difpofition and the neceflity of the attempt, made 
the Indian, though much inferior to the enemy, 
join battle. Huflem’s horfe being killed, and he 
himfelf difmounted in the firft charge, his army 
imagining that he was actually flam, gave ground. 

The enemy took fuch advantage of their con- 
fufion, that the whole effoits of Huffein were not 
capable to recover the diforder, and he was to- 
tally rotited : he fled with great precipitation to- 
wards Delhi, and from thence to Simbol. In the 
mean time Huffein Mirza and the other nobles 
carried on the fiege of Pattan, which was de- 
fended by Ahmed the Mogul. Koka coming to 
his relief with the army from Ahmed-abad, the 
Patan nobles raifed the fiege, w^ent out to meet 
him, and gave him battle, Koka had at fiift the 
difadvantage, both his wings being thrown into 
diforder, but his troops continuing fteady in the 
center, he at lafl; gained ground, and improving 
the advantage, put 'them to flight tow^ards the 
Decan. 

The king in the mean time made a breach 
the walls of Surat, and had raifed feveral mounts, 
from which he battered the city and commanded 
the ftreets. When he was preparing for a gene- 
ral affault, the garrifon defired to capitulate. 

Their terms were agreed to, the city delivered 
up, and the king returned to Ahmed-abad ; he 
diftributed all the governments of Guzerat, 

among 
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a„d IJ5J among the friends of Koka, his foflcr brother, 
^ 98* and on the ad of Ziffcr, in the year 981, returned 
by the way of Ajtnerc to Agra. 

The fu^uve Huffcin, arriving at Simbol, as 
rnuSpim- have already mentioned, heard that the chief 
Jib, men in Punjab under KuUi, were bcficging the 
caftle of Nagracot, he therefore inarched into 
Punjab, whiSi he cxpcQcd to find unguarded, 
and after plundering it he had rcfolvcd to join 
his friends in Guzerat, by the way of the Indus 
Kulh was therefore under the ncc^tv of raifing 
the fi^c, and marching after Huflem through all 
Punjab, without bang able to come up with him, 
tiU he reached the environs of the aty of Tatta 
upon the Indus There Kulh attached Huflbn's 
camp as he was one day out a hunting, at fomc 
diftancc from his Une of march Mirza, Huf 
feiQ 8 brother, who commanded in his abfcnce, 
was obbged therefore to form the line, fending 
m the mean time an cxprels to hts brother con- 
cerning bis fitnatiOD But before the elder Huf 
fein amved, his brother was defeated and taken 
pnfoncr, having loft fome thoulands of his men 
in the engagement HulTcin returning from 
hunting met his routed army, and rallying a 
part of them, renewed the combat he was how 
ever repuifed with great lofe, and obliged to fly 
towards Moultan 

In Moultan the unfortunate Huflem was again 
titcn ^ attacked by the Billochccs, wounded, taken pn 
5 aih m foQcr, and dehvcTcd up to Muchfulc, governor 
vtoefiM of Moultan, who beheaded him Muchfufc in 
conjun^on with KuUi, earned his head and all 
lus cfic£b to Agra, to prefent them to the king 
Akbar ordered the head to be fet up above one of 
the gates of Agra, and his brother Huflem MLrza 
to be confined in the fort of Guaher, where he 
foon after died In the firft Ribbi of the fame 
year, advices arrived trom Koka, that Aichtiar, 

governor 
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govcrnot* general of Guzcrat, and Huflein Mirza, a d 1573 
were joined with coniidciable armies, had pof- 98' 
feffed themfelves of fcvcial diftrids in Guzcrat, 
and had invcfted the Mogul governor himfelf m 
Ahmed-abad. 

As it was now the rainy fcafon, and to ch 
a great army impi acticablc, with that expedition Oiucrat, 
which the urgency of the fituation of afiaiis re- 
quired, the king fcleclcd two thoufand hoife, 
and fent them off before him ; tlien with thice 
hundred principal nobles and officers mounted 
•upon camels, he proceeded at the rate of four 
ftages <:very day and came up with the de- 
tachment of liorfe at the city of Patan in Bcrar, 
where he was joined by a thoufand more. His 
whole force then confifted of three thoufand 
horfe, and three bundled camels. With this 
fmall aimy he continued his match with the fame 
expedition to the befiegcd capital of Guzerat, 
and upon his arrival within foui miles of the city, 
ordered the Imperial drums to beat his own 
march, which was the firff news the enemy had 
of his appioach. This ftiuck the infurgents with 
fuch a panic, that it was with difficulty their 
officers could keep them from immediate flight. 

They howevei formed at length the line, while 
Huffem Mirza with a few horfe went to the 
banks of the river to reconnoitre. 

Huffein faw at fome diftance Kulli, who had 
been fent on the fame bufinefs by the king. He before the 
afked him acrofs the iiver, what army that was ? 

Kulh replied, that it w'-as the army of the king of 
kings. The other fafd, “ that is impoffible,^, for 
it is yet but fourteen days fince one of my fpies 
faw the king at Agra, and I perceive none of the 
elephants that always attend the emperor 
Kulli then told him, “ It is but nine days fince

HuJTcin returned immcdiatdy to his camp, and 
^l^'^fent Achtiar with five thoufand horfe, to watch 
tiuto, the gates of Ahmed abad He himfclf marched 
with feven thouiand horfe againft the king Ak 
bar had by this time reached the banks of the n 
ver, and difeovenng the enemy, he drew up to 
receive them, cxpc(img every moment to be 
joined by the troops in the aty but they were 
blocked up by the enemy He then law, that 
his whole dependance muft reft on hia own 
troops , to render them more defperate, by cut 
ting off all hopes of retreat, he croffed the nver, 
and drew up before the enemy on the plain 
Huffcm plaang himfclf in the centre with his 
Moguls, Shaw Mirza on his nght with the Af 
ghans and Rajaputs, and Sbere on his left with 
die Abafilnians and the horfe of Gurerat, ad 
vanced to the charge. 

mdtotiiiT having alfo drawn up his fmall army 

in three divifions, commanded by their feveral 
officers, hcMftcd himfclf with Ms body guard, 
coniifting or a hundred horfe in the rear of the 
centre The battle now being jomed with great 
fury on both fides, the king with his guard 
wheeled round his nght flank, and fell funoufly 
on the left flank of tnc enemy His troops ob- 
icrving thar king thus expofing himfclf in the 
midft of danger, made an uncommon effort of 
valor and charged the enemy fo warmly, that 
they rcpulfcd them with great lofs. Huffcm 
who ^vas woimdcd m the amon, attempting to 
leap over a hedge with bis horfe, fell from his 
faddlc, and was taken pnfoncr Several perfons 
contending about the honor of takmg Huffan, 
dhc king afked him who was the man who took 

him? 
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Iiim? Huficin jcpiicd, “ Nobody the curfe oFa d 1573 
ins;! atitude overtook me.” Hig 981 

When the king’s loiccs wcic warm in the pui - The king in 
fuit, he himfclf lemaincd on a iifing ground, 
with about two bundled hortc. On a fudden a 
great body of troops appeared moving towards 
him. He immediately difpatched a perfon to 
know who they \vcrc . he brought back intelli- 
gence, that they were the forces of Achtiar, who 
had been left to guaid the gates of Ahmctl-abad. 

The troops who w’^eic with the king began to be 
veiy uneafy at then fituation, and gave many 
intimations of their dcfiic of retreating But 
Akbar wmuld by no means defert Ins pod; '• he or- 
dered them inftantly to prepare to charge and 
break through the enemy ; at the fame time 
commanding the diums to beat up the royal 
march. TJic enemy hearing tlie drums, made 
no doubt but the wdiolc army w^as behind the hill, 
and retreated with great precipitation. The 
king purfued them to fo nc diftance, to keep up 
the panic which had feizcd them. Whilft thefe 
things happened w^herc the king commanded in 
perfon, Rai Singh, one of his generals, of the 
Indian nation, to levenge fome former quanel, 
bafely embrued his hands in the blood of Huffem, 
who had been left in his pofleffion. Achtiar 
having alfo fallen from his horfe in his flight, 
w'as killed by one of the king’s guards, wdio was 
purfuing him wuth great eageinefs. Koka, the 
befieged governor of Guzerat, finding now that 
the bloch^de was withdrawn from the gates, came 
out to meet the king. Akbar entered Ahmed- 
abad the fame day, and continued Koka m his 
government, then by the w^ay of Ajmere, haf- 
tened towards Agra, after having performed a 
fervice, which, though glorious, reflects more

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In the courfe of the fame year, Daood the fon 
of Solitnan governor of Bengal, drew hu neck 
from the yoke of obedience. Momm, com 
monlj called lord of lords, governor of the pro- 
vinces of Oud and Jionpoor, being nearell to the 
rebel, was fent againfl mm, and brought him to 
a treaty after fome fuccefsful engagements The 
king dtlTatisficd with this peace, committed the 
management of the affairs of Bengal to an Indian 
pnnee called Jodermul, and fent nun with orders 
to eepel Daood entirely out of his government, 
or to oblige him to pay a certain yearly tnbute, 
fupenor to thefmall acknowledgement which he 
had formerly made Daood bemg threatened at 
the time with a avil war by one Lodi, who dif 
covered an inclination to ufurp the kingdom, con 
rented upon Jodermul s appearance to pay the 
tribute demanded He then found meant to feize 
upon Lodi, whom be put to death Daood re 
heved from that domeftic danger, broke the 
treaty with the king, and advancmg againft Mo 
nim and Jodermul, engaged them at the conHu 
ence of the Sool, Gang and Sirve, where being 
defeated, he loft his fleet of boats and all his bag 
gage. Momm croffed immediately the nver, 
and laid Cege to Patna. 

The king informed of thefe trantaOions, fet 
rout from Agra m the middle of the rams, with 
as many troops as could be con tamed m a thou 
land boats he halted a few days at Benins 
where he was joined bp the forces which marcho 
over land he immediately embarked the whoh 
and fell down to Patna, and on his way he n 
ceivcd the news of the redufhon of Bicker upc 
the Indus, by Jefu Chan, who had been fc 
againft that place. Akbar having amved with 
a few miles of Patna, heard that Bah Neazi, c 
of the enemies pnnapal generals, had march 
Tiut of the fort and fought Momm, but that 
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was defeated and loft Ins life, fo that the place a d 1574. 
was upon the point of being evacuated. The 5 °** 
king theicfoic lent one of his ofliceis, Allum, 
with three thoufand hoife, to pofiefs himfelf of 
the foi t of Hadgcpooi , on the oppofite bank of 
the liver, and to endcavoui to hairafs the enemy 


in their retreat, ftiould tliey be already gone, 
if not, to ftop them Allum accoidingly took 
that place by affault, and made Fattc, the gover- 
nor, and the ganifon piifoncis* Daood intimi- 
dated by this, fent a herald to the king to beg 
terms of accommodation: 


The king returned him foi anfwer, that hej,jic^g^5 
granted him his life, but that he muft tiuft every theSuba of 
thing elfc to his clemency, aftci making his fub-^^n^c 
milTion , but if he ftiould be obftinate enough to combat 


hold out fome few days merely to give him trou- 
ble, he could have no reafon to hope for paidon ; 


“ and though, faid the king, I have a thoufand 
in my army as good men as you, lather than fa- 
tigue my troops with a fiege, I will put the whole 
upon the iflue of a fmglc combat between you 
and me, and let him* lake the fort who fliall beft 


deferve it.^’ Daood did not choofe to accept the 
challenge, nor even to put the king to faither 
trouble, but took boat at the water-gate that 
night, and fled down the rivci : foon after all 
his army evacuated the place. The next morn- 
ing the king purfued them and took four hund- 
dred elephants, and the greateft part of their bag- 
gage He then returned to Patna, conferred the 
government of that place and its dependencies 
upon his faithful 'feivant, Monim, who had fo 
much fignalized himfelf in the wai, then re- 
turned without purfumg his conqueft fai ther to 
Agra. 

Koka the Imperial governor of Guzerat, and Tmnraai- 
Jehan who commanded at Lahqre, came to pay 
their refpefts to the king, and returned aftei wards

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A D if75 to their rcfpe^ive govcrnmcntB* Akbar at the 
fame tune conferred the title of the noble Muzif 
fer upon Muziffcr All, and appointed him to com 
mand a force againftthe fort of Rhotas in Behar 
he himfclf made a tour to the flirmc of the faints 
at Aimcrc, where having bellowed great chan 
tics, he retnrned to Agra 

The «xr m In the mean time Monim, who had been left 

the government of Patna, had orders to carry 

ticKiuf tint the war further into Bengal againft Daood 
That general having forced the pals of KiUa 
gurry, Daood fled into Onfla, whither he was 
purfued by Jodennul, with part of the king s 
army Juneid the fon of Daood defeated Joder 
mul in two battles, which obliged Monim to 
march to his aid both the Mogm generals hav 
mg joined their forces engaged Daood Kud 
gefa, an Afj^an chief of great bravery who 
commanded Daood s vanguard, attacked the van 
epiard of Momm commanded by AUum, and de 
fcated and killed that omrah. Fhe Afghan pur 
fued the run awayi through the center of their 
army, which were by that time drawn np m 
order of battle Momm obfcrving the difordcr 
hallcncd m perfon with a linall body to reftore 
the ranks, kud^ra attacked him m perfon, and 
wounded him in fcveral places, fo that he was 
obliged to quit the field, and he was foon follow 
cd by his army The v^ant Kudgera bang kil 
led by an arrow, Momm again rallied his troops, 
and bemg a little recovered, led them back to 
the charge he found Daood s army intent upon 
the plunder, and foon put them to flight, talang 
all thar elephants Jodermul bang detached to 
purfne the enemy, came up with Daood on the 
feanka of the Chm, which he could not cro 6 The 
rebel finding np means for efcapmg, faced about 
to defend himfclf Jodermul did not choofc to 
provoke him too far, and, immediately fent in 

tclhgencc 
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telligence of what had paffed to Monim. That 
oiniah, notwith handing his wounds which were 
very bad, hafted to that place : Daood furrend- 
ered himfelt upon terms, and was permitted to 
retain Oriffa, after which Monim returned to his 
government. The city of Gore, which had been 
the capital of Bengal till the time of the empeior 
Sheie, who on account of the badnefs of the air, 
had made Chawaffpoor Tanda, the metiopolis, 
was now gieatly decayed. Monim admiring the 
antiquity and giandeur of that place, gave or- 
ders to repair the palaces, and made it his reh- 
dence : but he foon fell a victim to the unhealthy 
air of Gore and died. He was fucceeded m his 
government by Huifein Kulli, a Murkuman no- 
ble in the Imperial fervice, to whom the king 
gave the title of lord Of the world 

The prince Sohman of Buduchfhan, being ex- 
pelled by his own grandfon' Mirza Shaw, was 
about this time obliged to feek protection at the 
court of Agra. He foon after took leave of the 
king, to go on a pilgrimage to Mecca, after 
which he returned to Buduchfhan, and found 
means to reinftate himfelf in his dominions^ Some 
omrahs at court who envied the greatnefs of 
Koka, viceroy of Guzerat, accufed him to the 
king of treafonable intentions : they fo far pre- 
vailed upon him, that he recalled him from his 
government and confined him. Koka’s readmefs 
to comply wuth the Imperial older, convinced 
Akbar that he was no ways guilty , but that the 
whole proceeded from the malice of his enemies : 
however, the noble Ahmed of NejQiapur, who 
had been advanced to the government of Guze- 
rat, had fufiScient mtereft at court to retain his 
office after his predeceflbr was acquitted.

a-D U7J Before Huflcin had taken pofleffion of his go- 
Hie 9*J vemraent of Ben^ and Bchar, the Zemindars of 
thofc provinces nad nfen in favour of Daood, 
and invcftcd Chawaffpoor the capital, which 
they took. Daood found himfelf foon at the 
head of fifty thoufand horfc, and in pofleffion of 
the greateft part of thofc countries KuUi hav 
mg afltmbled all the Imperial omrahs in that 
quarter, advanced againfl; Daood, and that chief 
retreated beyond the paffes, n Inch Huflcin forc- 
ed, and killed above a thoufand of the enemy, 
who attempted to ftop his march The enemy 
on account of the narrownefe of the defile, had 
not time to cfcapc Huflcin immediately march 
cd towards Daood's camp, and on the 15th of 
Shawal 983, drew up his army m order of battle 
near to the enemy, who flood ready to receive 
him Callapar, an omrah famous in the army 
of Daood for perfonal ftrength and valor made 
a refolute chaige upon the left of the Impcnal 
hne, and threw it into diforder , while Muziflcr 
who commanded the ngbt of ilic Mogul army 
had the lame advantage over the enemy on their 
left , in this fituation they fought m a arclc, 
when Huflcin made a home cliargc upon the cen 
ter of the enemy, which vv-as fufl^ned v^ith great 
bravery At length however the gale of viftory 
blew on the Impcnal ftandards, and the cnemv 
were difpcrfcd like leaves before the autumnal 
wind Daood being taken pnfoncr, was accord- 
ing to the barbarous cuflom of war when the 
king was not prefent, put to death by the con 
queror m cold blood upon the field his fon Ju 
netd, a \ oath of great bravery, died in a few 
days of ms wounds, Huflcin took irainedute 
pofleffion of all Bengal, and fent all the elephants 
and other fpoils to the king 

Tnnika MuTiffer in the year 984, marched againfl 
Rhotas, and fent one Maibom to expel Huflcin, 

an 
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.in Afghan, who was hovering about with a fly- a d 1576 
ing pai ty m that quarter. Mafoom having en- H's 9^^ 
gaged him, defeated him and took polTeffion of 
his Pcrgunnahs , but Callapai in the mean time 
with eight thoufand Iioifc, fuiiounded him and 
thought to have obliged him to furrender. Ma- 
foom breaking down the wall of the town in 
which he was fliut up, luflied out unexpcdedly 
upon the enemy. In the action which enfued, 
Mafoom’s hoi fe was killed by a ftioke of the trunk 
of an elephant. Callapar immediately rode up 
and he lumfelf was in the moft imminent danger 
of being ciufiied to death, had he not wounded 
the elephant wuth an arrow m the eye, which 
rendered the animal fo unruly, that he would 
obey no command : he thcrelore ruflied back 
through the Afghan troops, carrying off Calla- 
par, which made his army believe that he fled, 
and they quickly followed him. Callapar was 
foon overtaken and flam. Mafoom after this vic- 
tory returned and joined Muziffei who left the 
omrah Cumbo to blockade the foit of Rhotas, 
and marched againft an Indian prince called 
Chander Sein, from whom he took the foit o£ 

Savana. From thence he directed his maich. 
againft another Hindoo prince, from whom he 
took the fort of Keregur, .fituated in the woods 
between Behar and Bengal. The Afghans in the 
fort of Rhotas being deftitute of provilions, were 
prevailed upon by promifes and a favorable capi- 
tulation to give up the place : Cumbo left Rho- 
tas under the command of his brother, and went 
himfelf to court.

llie pnnee of Cbandezin the Dccan, in thefrmc 
)car, lmp^fon^^d Muziflcr Huficin by the king's 
command, and fent him to Agra In the 
courfe of the lame year Huffem, Go'cmor of 
Bengal died In 987 a great fire happened in 
the aty of Viflory m the wardrobe, wiuch con 
fumed cffcfb to a prochgious amount After 
the death of Huflcui, the Afghans began to re 
cover in Bengal their former ftrength, and to 
raife difturbanccs. To fupprels thar infurrcc 
tions the king lent his fofler brother Koka, late 
governor ot Guzerat, with a confiderabic army 
to that kingdom

opportunity of thefe troubles* to make an at 
tempt upon Lahore.

Rhotas, a fortiefs built by tlic empeior Sheie in a d itSi 
P unjab, Man Singh leticatcd to Lahoic, whi- Hig 989 
tliei he was puifued by the prince. He ai lived 
before that city upon the i ilh of Mohliiim, in 
the year 989, and invcftcd it. The place was •"jy 
gallantly defended by Scid Chan, and other no- 
bles, till the king mai died from Agia to theii 
relief. Upon the appioach of the royal ftandaid, 

Hakim ictrcated to Cabul : the king purfuing 
him to Sirhmd. Intelligence was brought to him 
at that place, that Miinfoor Shiiazi one of his 
omiahs had been canying cn a coriefpondencc 
with the enemy, foi which he oidcrcd him to 
be impaled.

The king haMng crofied the Nilab, continued 
his maich to\vards Cabul, and detached his fon 
Muiad in fiont with the van guard : his fon Selim 
he left at Jcllalabad. When Muiad had reached 
Shuttergurdan, within thirty miles of Cabul, 
Teredoon, a geneial of Hakim, attacked him in 
a pafs, and having repulfcd the piince, feized 
upon all his baggage Hakim, upon the 2d of 
Siffer 989, drew up his army before the king Totally 
in Older of battle. The elephants which weie 
with the prince Murad being ordered to ad- 
vance, fired the fmall field pieces that were 
mounted upon them, and by meie accident three 
of the chiefs who flood by Hakim w^ere killed: 
that pufillanimous prince immediately left the 
field, and was purfued w'lth great flaughter. 

The king, without farther oppofition, entered 
Cabul upon the 7th of Siffer, and Hakim fled to 
Ghorebund : he from thence fent an embaffy to 
the king, begging forgivenefs, which was 
granted him. Ihe king having lefigned his'eon- 
queft of Cabul to Hakim, on the 14th of Siffer, 
returned towards Agra. He on his way ordered 
a fort to be built upon the Nilab, which he called 
Attock, which means in the Indian language For- 
bidden j for by the fuperflition of the Hindoos,' 
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A D icii It was held unlawful to crofs that nver The 
^ 9 ^ king having amved at Lahore upon tlic 19th of 
Ramzan, j^avc the government ot that province 
to the Indian chief Baguandafs, and in a few days 
fet out for Agra 

TlrtUnff The troubles in Bengal ftiU continuing, the 
king fent the omrah Gumbo, with a conudera 
blc torce to reinforce his army in thofc parts. In 
the year 991 he made a progrefe to Pnag 
where he ordered the fort of Allahabad to be 
built at the confluence of the Jumma and Ganges. 
Muziffcr, king of Guzerat, who had been l^pt 
a pnfoner at large fince the reduffaon of his kmg 
dom, began now to exhibit great loyalty and 
feftton for the king Akbar upon this account 
rewarded him with a large ellatc and he be 
came a great favontc at court But indulgcuccs 
of this fort could not gratify the ambmon of 
the conquered kmg be made his efcape to Gu 
zerat, while Akbar was at Allahabad, and by 
the allUlance of his former adherent, Sherc, 
ftnred up a rebclhon in that kingdom The 
king, upon the firft intelligence of this mfur- 
reAion, fent the noble Ademad m quahty of 
governor to Guzerat, and recalled Ahmed, who 
was fufpeSed of favouring Muafler After the 
arrival of the new governor, Ahmed came out 
of Ahmed abad, and halted fome days at Pattan 
to prepare for his journey, during which time a 
great part of his army dcfcrtcd to Munficr This 
enable that pnnee to march towards Ahmed 
abad, the capital 

Aftemad, the governor, left an officer and 
part of his troop to defend the aty, and with 
the reft marched out to Pattan, where Ahmed, 
the former governor, was encamped. Muziffcr in 
the mean time, with vcT) little oppofition,pofleflcd 
himfelf of the capital The new governor then 
^ prevailed 
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prevailed upon Ahmed to accompany him, and a d 1582 
marched back to retake the place. Muzilfer who ^'5 99o- 
came out to battle, defeated the two governors, 
and drove them back to Pattan., Actemad fent 
an exprefs horn Pattan, to acquaint the king of 
his misfortune 

Akbar being informed of the untoward J 
tion of affaiis in Guzerat, difpatched Ruftum, famous b>- 
commoniy called Mirza Chan, the fon of the 
great mimlter Byiam, together with the omrahs rat 
of Ajmeie, to reftore the tranquility of that pio- 
vince j but bef 01 e Mirza had 1 cached Guzerat, 
king Muziffer had reduced the fort of Biruderra, 
which was defended by Cuttub, who held Be- 
loche in Jagier from Akbar, and had there taken 
fourteen lacks of rupees belonging to the king, 
and ten crores of rupees of the property of the 
goveinor, ^■^holoft his life on the occaiion. This 
immenfe acquilition of tieafure enabled him to 
recruit a great army at Ahmed-abad, whither 
Muza marched to attack him with eight thoufand 
horfe. Mirza having arrived at the village of 
Sirgunge, within fix miles of the city, Muziffer, 
on the 55th of Mohiiiim 992, marched out to 
meet him with thirty thoufand horfe, and 
drew up in his prefence. The Imperial general 
no ways intimidated by the enemy’s numbers, 
encouraged his men, charged the enemy vigor- 
oufly fword in hand, defeated them with great 
flaughter, and purfued them quite through the 
city. Being ibon after joined by the Mogul 
omrahs of Malava with a confiderable force, he 
marched after Muziffer towards Combait, and 
drove him among the mountains of Nadout. 
Muziffer faced about to oppofe the Moguls in a 
narrow defile, but he was driven from his poll; by 
' the artillery of Mirza, and fled towards Jionagur, 
taking refuge with Jami, an Indian jprince in thofe 
parts. 


Mirza 
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Mirza thinking it unnccdTary to purfue Mu 
oSmre further, returned to Ahmed abad, and fcnt 
dated, ” Callehi to bchegc the fort of Berochc, which he 
took from Naur, the brother in law of Muzif 
fer Nafir held out the place feven months, and 
at laft made his cfcape to the Dccan Muziffcr 
foon after, by the aid of Jami, and the fuba of 
Jionagur, advanced to a place oiled Mabi withm 
one hundred and twenty miles of Ahmed abad, 
Mirza marching out to oppofc him, he was 
ftruck wch a fudden pamc, and made a prea 
tate retreat but ftrengthened by new alliances, 
he made a third attempt to rcco\ er his dominions, 
and engagmg the Mogul army at Siranti, he was 
defeat^ and obhgcd to take refuge with Singh, 
T Ci£&. kidian pnnee of Jalla. 

Mirza five months after this laft viflory o\cr 
Muziffer, was recalled to court , but as the fu 
gitive kmg be^n to raifc his head again in his 
abfcnce, the king conferred the titles of firft of 
the nobles upon Mirza, and ordered him back 
to Guzerat This year Nizam, the fon of 
Huflcin fled from his brother Mortiza, king of 
the Dccan, and omc to the court of Agra, 
where he was graaoufly rccaved , and not long 
after Alla Shir^, the moft emment man of that 
age for learning, came alfo from the Decan, and 
had an honou^le office near the king's perfon 
conferred upon him 

In the cnfuing year Mortiza, and Chochwmd, 
omrahs of the Decan, bemg defeated by one 
SuUabit m a avil broil, took refuge at Agra , 
and as the kmg had a Jong time entertamed 
thoughts of conquering the Decan, he fcnt 
them to Koka, who then poflefled the govern 
ment of Malava He ordered that omrah to 
raifc all the forces of Malava, and of the adja 
cent temtoncs, and carry war into the Dccan 

and 
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and having conferred the title of Azid ul Dowla a d ^585 
upon Alla Shiiazi, fent him to affift Koka in 993 
that expedition, as he was thorougly acquainted 
with the d'fleient interefts and policy of that 
country. 

Koka having, accoiding to oiders, recruit- Koka ad- 
ed a great aimy, marched to the holders of his to- 
goveininent, and found that Ah, the piince of «ard<;the 
Chandez, was inclinable to join the king of the'^‘^‘^° 
Decan. He immediately difpatched Alla to en- 
deavour to biing him over to the Mogul intereft ; 
but that omrah returned without accomplifhing 
any thing. 1 he omrahs Tucki and Bezad, in 
conjundion with the prince of Chandez, by the 
orders of the king of the Decan marched 
againft Koka, who was encamped in the province 
of Hindia. Koka how'ever did not think it pio- 
per to engage them in that place, but giving 
them the flip, he entered the Decan, by another 
route, and advancing to Ehchpoor, plundered 
that city for the fpace of three days. The ge- 
nerals of the Decan, and their ally the prince of 
Chandez, in the mean time returned and threw 
themfelves into the fuburbs of Ehchpoor, which 
obliflied Koka, rather than rifque a battle, to eva- 
cuate the Decan. 

While thefe things tranfacled in the Decan Didur- 
orders w^ere fent to Mirza, the fon of Byram, ouzenr 
commonly called the firfl: of the nobles, gover- queUed. 
nor of Guzerat, to come to court. He forthwith 
obeyed, and the fugitive king Muziffer, takmg 
advantage of his abfence, advanced towards 
Darul, the deputy governor of the country, but 
he was again defeated. 

The prince Sharoch, grand-fon of Soliman, 
fovereign of Buduchflian, being expelled ffomcourS 
his dominions by Abdulla, the Ufbeck, came this 
year to court, and ranked himfelf among the 
king’s omrahs j at the marriage of the daugh- 
ter

•ft 993 the emperor 3 elded fon, in the yean 994, the

■oytois Attock upon the Ndab, he detached the pnnee 
Sharoch, and other orarahs, with 6ve thoufand 
horfe to reduce the kingdom of Calhmire He 
at the fame time difpatched Zem Koka, with 
another confiderable detachment againd the 
Afghans of Sawad and Bejoar A few days after 
he fent a detachment to reduce the Mghans 
of Rolhnai, who were idolaters of the Zendeika 
feift, and followers of an Indian fanatic, who 
called himCdf Pier RoDinat The tmpoftor had 
converted to his fydem of rehgion great num 
hers of the inhabitants of thofe countries who 
after his death adhered to his fon, and takmg 
up arms, raifed great diftnrbancts in Punjab 
and Moultan The kmg bemg fully informed of 
the flrength of the Afghani of Sawad and Bqoar, 
lent a remforcement to Zein Koka. But that 
omrah was notwithfiandmg defeated, and many 
perfons of diftinaion, with eight thon&nd men, 
were killed in the afUon 
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Man Singh, who had been detached againftAD i?86 
the Roflmai- Afghans, met with better fuccefs ; 
he defeated them at Kotil wnth gieat flaughtei. .icfAis Tifc 
The king iclnrning from Attock to Lahoic, Af*^i,anV 
dered Man Singh to pioceed to Cabul, and take 
upon him tlic go\ eminent of that kingdom, and 
at the fame time to chaflize the Afghans. 

The daughter of that omiah was alfo married 
tins }car to the piince loyal Selim. 

I'he army wliich liad been detached to ^'ca^n,m\rc 

mire, being reduced to great diflrcfs by tlie m diiircfs. 
fnow and lain, as alfo b) a Icaicity of piovifions, 
were undci the ncccHity of nialdng a peace wnth 
the Cafluninans The conditions wxrc a tribute 
of faffron to Akbai, and the icgulation of the 
mint, the coin being ftruck in Ins name ; but the 
king difiatisficd w’lth this peace, fent Mahom- 
med Cafim, with another army to reduce that 
kingdom entirely to his obedience. This that 
general cafily accompliBicd, on account of civil 
cliflenfions then raging among the chiefs of that 
country, dhe piince Sohman, the grandfather 
of the fugitive Sharoch, came this year from 
Cabul, and liad an interview wdth the king. 

The embaifador of the king of Tartary, who 
came to court wditle Akbar was at Attock, w\as 
much about the fame time difparchcd with great 
prefents to his inafter. In the year 996, Jellal 
an Afghan began to become formidable, having 
defeated and Mllcd Hamid Bochari, and driven 
Man Singh from his government of Cabul. 

The king therefore fent Muttalib wuth an army 
again ft him,' wdio gave him a fignal defeat 
near Kotel, and cut off great numbers of the 
rebels. 

The piince Chufeio the fon of the emperor’s ci>ntcro 
eldeft fon Selim, was born this year of the daugh- uiVehm 
ter of Baguandafs, and the king made a great 
feftival upon the occalion. Sadoc, governor of

Bicker, according to the orders he received from 
court, invcfted the fort of Sewan upbn the In 
dus, and obliged the pnnee of Tatta, to acknow 
led^ die king s authority, and to fend him great 
prefents and Tetters of homage Sadoc was foon 
after ordered back to Bicker In the month of 
the fccond Ribbi, Zcin koka was appointed to 
the goiernmcnt of Cabul, and the former gover 
nor recalled to Lahore At the fame time Mirza, 
the fon of Byram tt'as ordered from Guzerat , as 
alfo Sadoc from Bicker, for it was a maxim with 
Akbar, to change the governors of the provinces 
every three years, to prevent their acquiring too 
much influence in the countries under their com 
mand, and to fhow the people that the royal au 
thonty prevailed through aU departments of the 
empire. Siogh was immediately appointed to the 
TOvemment of Bchar, ,and the %ncCToyfhip of 
Calhmirc was conferred upon the noble Mufh 
iddi, Caflm the former governor being called to 
court , Sadoc was in the mean time fent againft 
the Afghans of Sawad and Bejoar, and Imiaiel 
who was m that country, recalled and fent to 
Guzerat 

In the year 9^7, upon the 23d of the fccond 
JcTumad, the l^g fet out on a tour to Cafiimirc, 
being captivated with the praifes which he had 
heard of the beauty of that country, from every 
perfon who had feen it. When he reached Bim 
ber, at the entrance of the mountains, he left his 
army and family behind, and with a linall rcti 
nuc, fet out to Senna the capital of that king 
dom The learned AHa Shirazi who accompa 
Died him died there, and the kmg was greatly 
affliftcd for his death, having a particul^ affee 
tion for that omrah, on account of his genius and 
literary merit 

The kmg havmgg^tificd his fancy with a fight 
of all the beauty ot Calhmirc, rcfolvcd to proceed

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to Cabul. On the way Hakim Gilani, a man fa- a d 1588. 
mous for learning, and one of the king’s compa- 99^- 
nions died, and was buried at Haflfen. Akbar 
having arrived at Attock, detached Gumbo to 
drive away the Afghans of Eufoph Zei, who in- 
fefted the roads, and then proceeded, march by 
march, to Cabul. To that city Hakim and Je- 
han, who had been fent on an embalTy to Ab- 
dulla, king of the Ulbecks of Maver ul Nere, 
were juft returned with an emballador on the 
part of that monarch The king having remain- 
ed two months at Cabul viewing the gardens of 
pleafure, and diftributing juftice and charity 
among the inhabitants, conferred the govern- 
ment upon Mahommed Cafim, and on the 20th 
of Mohirrim 998, returned to Lahore. At La- 
hore he conferred the government of Guzerat 
upon Koka, and ordered him from Malava to 
proceed thither, while the former governor of 
Guzerat, Ahmed, fucceeded him in his prefi- 
dency. 

Koka having arrived at Guzerat, Jed an army Difturban- 
againft Jami, a Zemindar of grear power in that 
province, who in alliance with Dowlat, thefon^cd. 
of Ami prince of Jionagur in the Decan, came ^ 
out to meet him with twenty thoufand horfe. 

A fliarp engagement enfued : Rufii, Huflein, and 
Sherrif, ? omrahs of diftin<ftion in the empire, 

,were killed on the Mogul fide, and a great num- 
ber of men, while the enemy loft the eldeft fon 
of Jami, and that prince's vizier, with four thou- 
fand Ra^aputs on the field of battle. Vicftory de- 
clared for the Moguls, and many more Rajaputs 
fell in their flight. 

Abdulla the Ufbeck, king of the weftern Tar- The kmg 
tary, having about this time taken Buduchfhan, 
and infefted the borders of Cabul, Akbar relolved 
,to take up his refidence for fome time in Lahore, 
fearing an irruption of Ufbecks from the north.

Edgar, 
as the Mogul advanced, came out to meet him, 
but upon the ni^t before the expeded engage- 
ment, Edgar was trcachcroufly attacked by Sha 
roch and Ibrahim, two of his own chiefs, and 
flying naked ont of his tent was murdered, and 
his head fent to Fend. The rebel army was dif 
perfed, and Caflumre reduced without further 
trouble. The king fbon after made a fccond 
tour to that dchghtfol country, where he Ipcnt 
forty days m rural amufements. He conf er r e d 
the government of CaJhmire upon the noble 
Eufoph, and turning towards Rhotas, he was 
met in that place in the year looi, by Jam and 
hlirza the fon of Byram, from Tatta. Mirza

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was immediately ranked with the SIhazaris orA d 159a. 
Omrahs of three thoufand, which w'as at that ‘^oi. 
time a high dignity, and his government upon 
the Indus, reduced to the form of a province of 
the empire. 

Koka wTis tins year obliged to take the field 
againfi: a powerful chief of Guzerat, tvho gavc-kiiuhim- 
proteclion to the unfortunate king Muzificr. He 
obliged the chief to deliver Muzificr up 5 and 
tliat unhappy prince, wearied out with adverfity, 
put an end to his own life with a razor, as they 
were canylng him prifoncr to the capital of Gu- 
zerat. 

Man Singh led in the courfc of this year, the 
troops in Bengal againfi: Cullulu the Afghan, 
who created difturbanccs in that quarter, and de- 
feating him, reduced all the provinces of Orifla, 
and lent one hundred and twenty elephants 
which he had taken to the king. 

Koka being called to court to give fome ac- wu. 
count of his adminifiration in Guzerat, did not ”d to*thc"^* 
chufc to rifquc the enquiry, but putting his 
mily and wealth on board fome fiiips, failed for 
Mecca The king having received advices of his 
departure, ordered his fon the prince Murad 
from Malava to that government, and appointed 
Sadoc abfolute manager of public affairs under 
him. Sharoch the grandfon of Soliman, prince 
of Buduchfhan, was in the mean time appointed 
to the government of Malava, in the prince's 
place, and he releafed Gumbo, who had lam fix 
years in prifon, and appointed him to a principal 
department under him. Sometime before this 
period, the enthufiaftic feft of Roflinai-Afghans 
had again begun to raife difturbanccs about Kotil, 
but they were defeated by Jaffer Kifvini, who 
had been lately honored with the title of the no- 
ble Afaph, and their chief Jellali, and his bro- 
thers, taken’ and fent prifoners to court.

The imbaiEiclors which the kinK had dif 
patched to the Decan, having about Uus time re 
turned, brought; advices that thqr-propo&la were 
rgefied with contempt hj the jinncej of that 
country The king therefore refotved to reduce 
them to obedience, and for that purpofe ordered 
his fon, the pnnee Denial, in the year looa, 
with a great army towards the Decan but before 
Danial Md readied Sultanpoor, the king changed

ment of Moultan conferred upon him, and was 
ranked among the nobles of the empire 
The noble Mirza, in the mean time, having 
amved at Mindu, Burhan fent Anaft Chan with 
> profeffions of entire fubmiHion, but falling lick 
at the lame time, he died in the year 1003 
His fon Ibrahim who fucceeded him m the king 
dom of Berar, was killed foon after in battle 
againfl: a partiian, who had rebelled agamft him 
in his dominions Munju his vizier, let up 
Ahmed, a young child pf the family of the Ni 
zam, upon the throne but the oinrahs diffented 
from this meafurc, rebelled agamft him, and 
beCeged Munin in Ahmednagur The vizier 
findmg hiinfelf driven to diftrcfi, fent a perfon 
to Ahmed abad the capital of Onzerat, with an 
ambalTy to the pnnee Murad, inviting him to 
come to his afliftance, and he would put him m 
polleiiion of -the fort Murad having at that 
time recaved orders from his father to march 
into the Decan, with the army from Gnzerat, 
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gladly embraced this propolal, and fet out with a d. 1594. 
great expedition. When Mirza, the fon of By- 1003 
xam, who had been lying all this time idle at 
Mindu, heard of the prince's march, he began to 
beftir himfclf, and udth his own army and thofe 
of the prince Sharoch, governor of Malava, 

Gumbo, the Indian prince Jaggernot, the Hin- 
doos, Durga, Ram Chund, and others, marched 
towards the Decan, and on his way induced Ali 
prince of Chandez, to join him with lix thoufand 
horfe. He foon after joined his force with that 
of prince Murad on the borders of the Decan, 
and this numerous army, march by march, con- 
tinued its rout to the capital. 

Munju had by this time quelled the rebellion, Ahmcdna- 
and repented of his having called the prince : he S 
therefore laid in a ftorc of provifions in the place, Moguls 
and committed it to the government of Bibi, the 
daughter of Huflein the Nizam of the country, 
with a ftrong garrifon, and letreated himfelf 
with the remainder of his army and a lai ge train 
of artillei y, towards the borders of Berar. Prince 
Murad and Mirza laid fiege to Alimednagur in 
the month of the fecond Ribbi 1004: they em- 
ployed thcmfclves in carrying on approaches, 
railing mounts, erefting batteries, and finking 
mines ; while Bibi defended the place wdth a 
manly refolution, and wrote to Adil the prince 
of Berar for afliftance.

The pnnee efpoufed 
here with great magnificence, the daughtcl’ pf 
Bahader, the fon of All, pnnee of Chanmtz, and 
divided the province of Berar among his omrahs. 
Cumbo bcipg about this time difguflcd with fome 
indignities offered him by the pnnee, left Murad 
with all hja forces, and marched without leave to

Tt* troopi havmg refiraed her command to Bahader, 
•fAbnri^the grandfon of Bprhan, Abeckan Abyfliiiian, 
other chicft, took np the reins of govern 
inent, which he was top weak to hold wuh flea 
^nc&, and contrary to the advice of Bibi, 
marched with fifty thoufimd horfe towards Be 
rar, to expel the pnnee Murad Mlrxa leaving 
the pnnee and Sadoc m Shapoor, marched with 

twenty 
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wcnty thou/and horfc to oppofc the enemy on a d.k;96. 
the banks of a river in that countr}'-, called thc^'c ‘“s 
Gang. Having Ropt for feme days to inform 
himfclf of the fituation and ftrength of the ene- 
my, he forded the river and drew up on the op- 
polite bank, on the 17th of the fecond Jemmad 
j 005. The eunuch who commanded the fuccours 
font by the prince of Berar, taking the chief 
command, drew up before the Moguls, the 
troops of Ni7am on tlie right, thofc of Cuttub 
on the left, and his own in the center, lie then 
ad\*anced, carrying in his face the infolcnce of his 
o\\n provefb, nu.xcd with a contempt for the 
enemy. 

The noble Mi rza polled himfclf in the center a amw* 
to r eccive him: Ali prince of Chandez, and thc‘'^“'‘= 
Indian prince Ram Chund being at the head of a 
body of volunteers in his front, to begin the 
attack. 'Ihc charge was made with fuch intrepi- 
dity on the fide of the Moguls, that they broke 
through the fclcft volunteers of the enemy, and 
fell upon the eunuch, %vhcrc he commanded in 
perfon. Ihey were however rcpulfed by a 
heavy difchargc of artillery, fmall arms and rock- 
ets, wdiich did great execution particularly among 
the Rajaputs and the troops of Chandez, who 
advanced under their fovereign ^i and the In- 
dian prince. Both thofc chiefs were killed, with 
above three thoufand of their horfe. The center 
being broke, the Ufbecks and Moguls on the left 
\ring gave way alfo, and the eunuch remained 
mafter of the field on that fide : but the noble 
Mirza, who had fliifted his poll to the right dur- 
ing the adion, had made an imprcllion there, 
and w'^as purfuing the enemy, without knowing 
what had happened on the left. Night in the 
mean time coming on, and the enemy equally

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A.D rjst Ignorant of what had happened on his left, 
Wi icQj thought he had gamed a conTplcte viftory he 
however contented himfelf, as it w^s now dark, 
with keeping pofleffion of the field, and pempt 
ting his troops to funder the baggage. To fe 
cure their plunder, half of his anpy deferted to 
lodge their fpoils in pbecs of fecunty, and the 
valiant eunuch wnth the remainder, lat in the 
dark, without knomng whither to proceed 
IVGrza, m the mean time, rctunung from the 
purfuit, fell in with the enemy s artiDcry, with 
in a {mall difUnce of their general, and thinking 
the enemy entirely routed, determined to re 
mam there till morning With the few that con 
tinned with him, for by far the neater part of 
hii army thinking thcmfclvcs defated, hadflpd 
full fpced to the capital of Berar While things 
■were in this perplexing fituation the eunuch s 
troops began to hghttip fires and flambeaus where 
they {looQ, having heard that the noble Mirza 
was near ITie Mo^ general bong informed 
alfo by hi3 fpies, that the enemy ivas m his 
neighbourhood, he ordered fomc pieces of arti} 
|cry to be loaded and fired among them, which 
threw them into CTeat confufion Johal imme 
diaicly ordered all the fires tp be cxtinguilhcd, 
and Ihifting Ins ground, fent fcouta all round to 
collect fuqh nf his troops as ncrc difixirrcd over 
the plain and m the adjacent villages 

In the mean limehlirza blew his trumpets and 
beat to arniSj according to bis manner, which 
being heard by fuch of his troops as were dif 
perfed o\cr tfic fipid thej haftened towards 
him in fmall dctadimcms. Spvcral of the Mo 
culs meeting Math others of tfic encmv in the 
dark, they fought and formed fuefi a fcenc of 
horror and confufionj as is not cafv to be de 
fenbed , while Allah • Allah’ refounded from all 

fidcs, 
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fides, and every eye was fixed upon the eaft, in a d 1596. 
€xpe<^lation of the dawn. When the day ap- 
peared, Joheil was feen marching towards the 
Moguls, with twelve thoufand horfe. Though 
the army of Mirza did not exceed four thoufand, 
he determined once moi e to difpute the field, 
and formed his line to oppofc the enemy. 

The battle now joined v ith redoubled fury on 
both fides, but Joheil, after exhibiting the inoft 
daring a6ts of valour, funk at lafl; undei fa- 
tigue and wounds, and fell from his horfe. A 
body of his dependants bore him inftantly off : 
his army according to cuflom followed him, and 
left Mirza mafler of a bloody field. The Mogul, 
in no condition to purfue the run -a- ways, return- 
ed to Shapoor, to join the prince, Murad, and 
the reft of his army. 

The empeior, having about this time received 
advice of the death of Abdulla, the Uflieck, from"Li- 
king of the weftern Tartai y, who had long 
threatened an invafion fiom the north, returned 
in fecurity from Lahore to Agra. Having in 
that city heai d of the noble MLirza’s victory, he 
fent him an honorary drefs and a fine horfe, as 
marks of his particular favour. As private ani- 
mofities had long fubfifted between the piince 
Murad and Mirza, which being much inflamed 
by the intrigues of Sadoc, now rofe to a dan- 
gerous height ; the king therefore thought it 
imprudent to leave them longer togethei : he 
difpatched Eufoph Mufhaddi and Abul Fazil to 
the prince, and in the year 1006, recalled Mirza 
to the prefence. But though the whole mifuu- 
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D r57i dcrftandiDg had pkinly fornn^ from the prince's 
ioo 5 .froward and jeuous dil^fioon, the king's rc^ 
fcntment fdl upon that ^cat man, and he rc 
mained a long tune in diigrace. 

Mtf. Enfoph, and Abul Yain, m a Ihort tunc rc 
niSa. duced the forts of Namalla, Kavile, Kcriah, and 
othcTB, ui the province of Bcrar , but the pruicc 
Murad falling fick, died in the month or Sha- 
wal 1007, and was firft buned in the capital of 
Bcrar, but by the king’s orders the Body was 
afterwards removed to Agra, and laid by the 
fide of his grandfather Hnmaioon Ihc. lon^s 
gnef for the death of his fon, mftcad of extm 
guiflung his deCre of conquering the Dccan, 
only enSamed ic the more, to divert his mind 
from forrow, In the mean tunc the ororahi 
of Nizam having gamed fome flight advantages, 
defeated Shere one of the king s omrahs, who 
pofEdGrd the country of Bcrc, and befieged him 
in his fort Eufo^ and Abul Fazil were fo 
much infcnor to the enemy in number, 
that they dorll not venture upon an engage- 
ment. 


vtkaiat ^”5 alarmed at this difaftcr, reflored 

the noble Mirza to favour, and requurd his 
daughter the beautiful Jana, for his fon Damal 
in mamage He then diipatchcd him with 
that prince, and a well appointed army, to car 
ry on the war in the Dccan, and moved the Im 
penal ftandard that way in the 1008 of the Hi 
gcra, leaving his dominions in the call under the 
charge of the prince royal, the ihuftnous ScUm 
In the mean time the pnnee Damal and Mirta 
entered the Dccan, and as Bahadcr, the feu of 
Ah, pnnee of Chandcr, was not found like his 
father, firm to hia allegiance, and had flint him 
felt np in Afcrc, they halted upon the banks of 

the 
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the Gang, near Pattan, and endeavoured to per- a d 1598. 
fuade him over to their interefl:. In the mean 
time the king had reached Mindu, and difpatch- 
cd orders to them to proceed to Ahmednagur 
the capital, and inveft it: for that he himfelf 
would take up Afere in his way. 

This prince and the noble Mirza accordingly inverts Ab- 
marched with about thirty thoufand horfe to- 
wards Ahmednagur. Abin Buchfi and other 
omrahs of the Decan, fled from that city, and 
left the Moguls to inveft the place. The king 
firft endeavoured to bring over Bahader by fair 
means, but he v ould not Hften to terms. Akbar 
therefore marched to Burhanpoor, and fent his 
omrahs to bcfiegc Afere, wliich lay only fix 
miles from that place. After the ficge had con- 
tinued a confiderable time, the air in the place 
on account of the number of troops which were 
cooped up in it, became very unhealthy- This 
occafioned a pcftilcnce which fw'eepcd the Hin- 
doos off in great numbers. Bahader, though , 
he had ftill troops fufficient for the defence of 
the place, as well as a large magazine of war- 
like ftores, and provifions in abundance, per- 
mitted defpair to ftain the current of his 
mind. 

The fiege of Ahmednagur was in the mean Alimcdna- 
time carried on with great vigour, by Mirza and 2“^ 
the prince. The city w'as at length carried by a 
ftratagem, executed by Huffein. This we (hall 
have occafion to relate minutely in the lliftory of 
the Decan. Ahmednagur was taken in the be- 
ginning of the year 1009 : the ftrong fortrefs of 
Afere, fome months after, was fur rendered to 
the king : an immenfe treafure which had been 
accumulated there, for ipany ages, fell into 
^bkar’s hands, wuth all the wealth of Ahmed- 
nagur.

tie biH H Akbat having in the conrfe of the jear loii, 
mailed the great hiftonan, Abul Faal from the 
Decan, that letinied man was unfbrtiinfllely at- 
tacked neir Nanvar, by a body of banditu of 
Orcha Rajapots, who cut him off with a 
part of his retmue, merely to rob him of his 
wealth, and not at the mlligation of prince 
Damal, as has been maliaoully and fhUelv re 
ixirted bv Jetrae wnterj. In the ioi3 br the 
Higera, Huffan who had been dil^tchdd to 
Bijanagor, returned with the royal bride, 
and the iiipulated tribute He dehvered the 
young fultata to Damal upon the banks of 
the Gang nar Pattan, where the nuptials 
were celebrated with great pomp and magnifi 
cenct Huffan the embaffador, after the cere 
AkbiiJw,mony was over, proceeded to the king at

Upon the ifirft -of Zcbidge of the year ibi3, 
the pnnee Uauul died of a debauch in the aty

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of Burhanpoor, in the Decan. His d^ath and a d 1605. 
the manner of it fo much aff^ded the king, 
who was in a declining ftate 'of health, that 
h'e every day became worfe, till upon the 1 3th 
of the fccond Jemmad in the year 1014, he 
left that world, through which he had moved 
with fo miich luflre, aftel* ha\dng reigned 
fifty-one years, ^nd fome months. Mahommed 
Akbar was a prince endued with many flim- ’’ 
ing virtues. His generofity was great, and his 
clemency without bounds: this latter vhtue 
he often cairied beyond the line of prudence, 
and in many inftances pafl; the limits of that 
jufiace which he owed to the ftate ; but his 
daring fpint made this noble error feem to 
proceed from a generous difpofition, and not 
from an eftemiriate weaknefs bf mind. His 
character as a N’iariior was lathcr that of an 
inticpid partizan, than of a gieat general: he 
expofed his perfon vith unpardonable raflmefs, 
and often attempted capital points without 
ufing that power winch at the time he 

poflefled. But fortune and a daring foul 

fupphed the place of conduct in Akbar : he 
brought about at once 'by defperate 'means, 
wh^t calm cau'ticn would take much time 
to accomplifti This circumftancc fpread the 
tenor of the name of this fon of true glory 
fo wide, thiit HindoRan, ever fubjeft to the 
convulfions of rebellion,- became fettled and 
calm in his ' prefence. He raifed a wall ‘of 
difciplined valor t againft the powers of the 
noith, and by his own’ activity infpired- his 
omrahs with ienterprize. 
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He loved ^ory to exceli, and thirfted 
after a reputation for perfonil valor ie en 
couraged learning with the bounty of longs, 
and dehghted In hiftory, which is in troth the 
fchool of fovcrcigns As his warm and ac- 
tive difpofition prompted him to perform ac- 
tions worthy of the divine pen of the poet, 
fo he was particularly fond of heroic com- 
poCnons in verfe. — ^In fhort, the feults of 
Akbar were vntnes earned to extremes , and 
if he fometimes did thmgs beneath the dig 
nity of a great Icmg, he never did any thmg 
unworthy of a good man His name hves, 
and will for ever live, the glory of the houfe 
of fimnr, and an example of renown to the 
kings of the world 

Shaw Tamafp, king of Perfia, hved down 
to the twenueth year of Akbar He reigned, 
in great tranquilhty, and with feme renown, 
fifty three pears. His fon, Ifinael the fecond, 
fucceeded him , but he was taken off m lefi 
than two years after his acceffion, by the 
procurement of his filler Pena Concona, who 
was afraid of his cruelty Mahommed, the 
brother of Ilinael the fecond, afeended the 
throne of Perfia, and ragned with reputation 
he died in the ^93 of the Higera, and was 
fucceeded by his fon Hamza, who was af 
fallinated, in a few months after his acceffion, 
by the procurement of his brother Ifinael, 
who afeended the throne of Perfia, by the 
name of Ifinael the third- Ifinael did not 
long enjoy the reward of fratnade, bemg, 
in left than eight months, murdered by ms 
barber His brother, Shaw Abbas the firft, 
fnmamed the Great, mounted the throne, 
and reigned with great reputation forty three 
years. The Ulbecks became formidable to

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the Peifians, during the interrupted reigns, 
between Tamafp and Abbas. The provinces 
on the frontiers of India and Perfia, remained 
in the poflcflion of the Mogul imperial family 
of Hindoftan.

Allumgire, having reigned fifty years, two 

months and twenty-eight days, died, in a very 
advanced age, at Ahmednagur. in the Decan, 
upon Friday the 28th of Zicada, in the 1119 of 
‘ theHigera, or the 1707 of ourcCia. 

Though Shaw Jehan was confined during the time his 
four rebellious fons, Dara Sheko, Suja, Aurungzebe, and Morad, 
contended for the crown, yet as Aurungzebe prevailed over his 
brothers, and dated his reign from the year 1069, we have includ- 
ed the time of the civil wars m the reign of his father. 

Mahommed 
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Mabommed Mauzim, Aurungzcbe’s fecond 
fon, facceeded his father in the throne, under 
the title of Bahadab. Shaw He died, after a

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M AHOMMED, the fonof Jchan, and grand- a d 1718 
fon of the emperor Bahadar Shaw, ac- 5 fcd^°c«,ics 
ceded to the throne of Delhi, in the month oftot’’^ 
Sha\TOl of the year 1 130 of the Higera. — Mahom- 
med, having rid himfelf of the two Seids, Ab- 
dalla and Haffcn, who had fo long tyrannized in 
the cmpiie, railing and depofing Icings at pleafure, 
gave himfelf wholly up to indolence, and the 
-enervating pleafures of the Haram. The dif- 
tra£Hons, before Mahommed’s acceflion, occafi- 
oned principally by the ambition of the Seids, 
gave the firfl mortal wound to the Mogul em- 
pire, under which it has ever fince languifhed. 

Mofl of the omrahs, cither envying or dreading 
the power of the Seids, formed ambitious 
fchemes of independence in their refpeflive pro- 
vinces, which the apparent debility of the regal 
authority very much favoured 

An omrah called Cuttuhch Chan, who, as^efignsof 
Nizam ul muluck, or regulator of the country, 
a title given to the governor general of the De- 
can, commanded, for fome years, all the rich 
provinces of that extenfive country. He being 
fenlible of the weaknefs of Mahommed, main- 
tained a great handing aimy, under a pretence 
of keeping the unfubdued Indian princes and 
Mahrattor * chiefs in awe. But the real defign

of this force was to found an independent king 
dom for himfelf in the Decan, as Haffen Caco 
Betneni had done in the ragn of Tughek Shaw' 
To facihtatc his ambitions views, the Nizam be 
gan to Extend hts power in the Decan, by the 
redudhon of the neighbouring Indian princes, 
who had not yet fubmitted to the Mogul yoke 
Though the revenues of his government mull 
have been very conCderably mefeafed by thefe 
conquefts, he remitted none to the Delhi , and, 
ht theifame time, to weaken the empre, he cn 
couragid, or at leaft, permitted the Mahrattors 
■to make hodile menrhons linio the interior 
provinees. Thefd irregular marauders ravaged 
the opulent kingdoms of Malava, Narvar, 
Bikna and Ajmere, in fnch a manner, that no 
revenues could be paid by the uqfortnnatc m- 
habitants 

The weak Mahommed, mftcad ofi checking 
this lofolence with the fword, dil^ced the 
■dignity of the houfe of Timur, by Jnbmitting 
to become, in a manner, tributary to thofe defm 
■cable banitti He. agreed to -pay them -the 
■Chpnt, or fourth pari of the revenues of thole 
ptovincts, which had been fubjcdhlo their de 
predations From this pufiUammous condufiof 
■Mahommed, we may date the irretrievable de- 
cCjine -of the Mogul empire, tIThat (opinion, 
-which fupports government in every jcouniry, 
iwas now dchroyed in India.^ and each petty 
Shi ftain began ' to ftart im into a pnnee, as 
he had nothing to fear from a igoremment 
which 'had betrayed fuch evident dymptoms of

* Thu Hiflen Cico mounted the throne it Kilbirgi in the

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Chan Dowran Sumfam ul Dowla was, at this Dov^raiVs ^ 
time, captain-general of the empiie. As thec^^«'^« 
offices of paymallei-gcncial and commander 
in chief of the troops aie injudicioufly joined 
in one perfon, in Hindoftan, Dowran had fuch 
an influence in the ftate, that he engrofled to 
himfelf all the minifteiial power. He left, in 
flioit, nothing but their names in the govern- 
ment to the king and his vizier, Kummir. 
Dowran was fly, artful ; infinuating ; of an 
aclivc and intriguing difpofition , in appearance 
affiiming no authority, when, at the fame time, 
he dire<^ed eveiy thing He executed, in pub- 
lic, as by the king’s oiders, whatever he himfelf 
had refolved upon m piivatc. As the indolent 
Mahommed was even avcifc to the trouble of 
thinking, the fuggeflions of this artful noble- 
man, vho vas full of plaufibility, and prompt 
to execute whatevci he ad\ired, were always 
grateful to the i o} al car. Ihe captain-general, 
though perfonally brave^ peimittcd his rpafter’s 
authority to be daily infultcd by defpicablc 
enemies. He forefaw that to take the field, 
without the king, would piobably put an end 
to h?s influence over him ; for he knew that the 
difpofition of Mahommed was fickle and incon- 
ftant , and apt to be fw ayed to any thing, by 
every artful perfon near him. 

DowTan made many unfuccefsful attempts to Kmg’s m- 
perfuade the emperor to accompany him to the 
field The -difTolute monarch was not to be re- 
moved ^ from the luxurious indolence of the 
palace. The Mahrattors, in the mean time, 
continued their inroads. They lavaged the pro- 
'vince of Guzerat, and raifed the Chout as far 
as the Indus.^ They returned back from that 
Tiver, by the way of Ajmere and Biana,' and 
'■fpread their devaftations to the very gates of 
Agra. The captain-general, though much againCL

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his indmaiion, found himfclf obliged -to march 
thefe plunderers But, inftcad of cliaf 
imng them, he inglonoufly promifed to pay them 
the t^hout, upon condition they fliould immcdi 
atcly evacuate the provinces, 

barbarians gaining courage by tbii fub- 
“ miffion, and trufting very httYc to protniCes 
extorted by fear, from I)o\vTan crofled the 
Jumna, near Calpcc, with a dcGgn to plunder 
the province of Oud Sadit Chan, who then 
poficircd that fubafliip, qppofed them, between 
the nvers in the diftrid ot Korah, and gave them 
a total defeat They fled to Fendabad near 
Delhi, whither they were clofcly purfued by 
Sadit, who had, on his way, joined the iinpc 
rial army under Dovuran, 

Atttwjrt Before the united armies under Dowran and 
Sadit came up the Mahraltors made an attempt 
to plunder Delhi They were oppofed, without 
the U'alla, by two imperial omrans, Hafien and 
Amir, the former of whom was lolled in the 
aftiQti 'I he Mahraltors had now pofleffed them 
fclves of the fuburbs, when tlic vizier, coming 
up with an army, put them to flaght But 
notwithftanding thefe repeated defeats, the 
Mahrattors found means to retreat, with a 
great booty, to the Dccan, their native coun 
try 

TVWxun The court of Delhi, finding that the Nizam 
of the Dccan favoured the meurfions of the Mah 
rattors, dcvifed many fehemes to inveigle him 
to court, that they might dcpnve him either of 
hu life or govcmmcDt The crafty Nizam, pc 
netrating into their defigns, conceived an impla 
cable rcfcnttncntagainft Dowran, who, he knew, 
was at the bottom of the whole afiair But 
as the empire, notwifhftanding its growing im 
bccdity, was (UU fuffiacntly ftrong to reduce the 

_ Nizam, 
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Nizam, had he broke forth in open rebellion, 
he thought it moft prudent to obey the royal 
command. He, however, pre\doufly ftrength- 
ened his intereft at court, by a coalition with 
many great omrahs, who were difgufted with 
the infolence of Dowran. The Nizam, having 
taken a (Icp fo neceflary for his own fafety, fet 
out for court, leaving his fon Ghazi ul Dien in 
the government of the Decan. He arrived at 
Agra, with a retinue, or rather an army of 
20000 men ; and, as he held the office of Vakeel 
Muttuluch or abfolute agent of the provinces, 
he expefted to command Dowran, and to 
draw dl the reins of government into his own 
hands. 

Sadit, governor of Oud, pluming himfelf 
upon his fuccefs againft the Mahrattors, afpired 
to the minifterial power. The king continued 
to favour Dowran, and to fupport him againft the 
Nizam ; for, however weak Mahommed was, 
he could not but fee through that ambitious go- 
vernor’s defigns, by his behaviour for fome 
years back. But as the Nizam had, upon the 
fpot, a force to protect his perfon, and a ftrong 
party at court , and as his fon, a man of great 
parts, commanded all the provinces of the De- 
can, the king was aflured, that to deprive him 
of his government, would occafion a revolt, 
which, in its confequences, might prove fatal to 
the royal houfe of Timur. 

In the mean time Sadit, finding that he could 
not effeft any thing againft the united interefts Dowran 
of the Nizam and Vizier, who had joined fac- 
tions, was eafily brought over to their party. 

The terms of this coalition were, that :When 
the Nizam and Vizier Ihould force themfelves 
. into the management of the affairs of govern-

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A D ij66 length in the utmoft confafion began to form 
till 97^ their line, but before they were in complcat or 
dcr, Akbar charged them with great ■wolcncc 
Baba Chan at the head of the king s light fcouta, 
penetrated through tliccamp of the rAcls as far 
as the tents of Zeman, where he was rcpulfcd by 
Bahadur, and dnven back with prcapitation 
among the king’s ranks, which occalioncd feme 
diforder among the files of Mudgenn Bahadur 
in the mean time turned towards the center, 
where the king commanded in perfon Akbar 
obferving him, came down from his elephant, 
and mounting a horfc, prefled towards him ,

rccaved two wounds, he was obliged to qmt 
him, and while he was mounting another, he 
was trodden todcath by an elephant The rebels 
now fell into Confolion diflraftcd for want of 
orders, they turned their face to flight Bahadur 
was taken pnfoncr, and earned btSirc the king 
What evil nad I done to you, faid Akbar, thus 
to provoke ) ou to draw the fword of treafon 
againft me ? He ordered that particular care 
Jhould be taken of Bahadur, but fome of the 
omrahs, as foon asithe king’s back w^ tamed, 
fearing that his clemency Tvonld pardon that 
confummatc rebel prevented it by putting him 
iimmediatcly to the fword. Akbar, though it 
IS highly probable that he wfnild have forgiven 
Bahadur, made no inquiries concermng his 

death 
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death. The heads of the brothers were fent to a d 1567. 
Punjab and Cabul. Alii Beg the Ufbeck, 'Ear 975 
Alii, Mirza JBeg, Cufal Beg, and Ajnir Shaw^ 
a native of Buduchflian, all rebel chiefs^ were 
alfo taken prifoners and cariied by the kingf-o 
Jionpoor, wjierp they were trodden to death b^ 
elephants. This decifive a<5)tion happened^ upon 
the fir ft of Zihidge 974, and is an inftance of 
the daring intrepidity of the renowned Akbar. “ 

The government of Kurrali was conferred upon 
the faithful JMonim, known by the title of firft 
of the nobleSj and foon after Secunder the 
Ufbeck, who was befieg^d in the fort of Jud, 
fled to Gorricppor. The rebellion of the Uf- 
becks being thus quafhed, and the peace of the 
eaftern provinces "reftored^ the king in the 
month of Mohir-rfm 975, returned in triumph 
to Agra. 

During the rebellion of the chiefs of the Ufbeck Akbar re- 
Tartars in the fervice of India, the Raja, 

Singh had taken great advantage of Akbar’s dif- 
trefs. This determined the emperor without re- 
maining long at Agra, to march againft that In- 
dian prince. Having arrived before the fort of 
Suifoob, the governor evacuated the place and 
retreated to his mafter Surjun the Hindoo prince 
of Rintimpore. A;kbar left a garrifon in Sui- 
foob, and proceeded to the fort of Kakeran, on 
the frontiers of Malava. The Tons of Sultan 
Mirza, who had poITefled themfelves of Mmdu, 
hearing of the icmperor’s progrefs, were greatly 
peiplexed. Tp compleat their misfortunes. All 
h^lrza their great friend and counfellor died at 
.that time,^ and his adherents fled with precipita- 
tion towards jthe kingdom of Guzerat. 

The king left Malava under the charge 
.4hmed oj( Neihapoor, and marched from Kakeran 
.to n.xpel -the Indian .prince from Chitor. The

what going on by tlie light of the fire : ci„tor 
they advanced under the cover of night to formed 
the breach, which they found abandoned, fo 
that they entered the place without oppofition. 

It was day-hght before a number luflicient to at- 
tack the enemy could enter: then tlie king in 
pci Ton led on his men, and the unfortunate gar- 
rifon devoting themfclves to death, had retired 
to their temples. Akbar perceiving that he muft 
lofc a great number of liis troops in cafe of a clofe 
attack, oidcicd a diliant fire to be kept up upon 
the defperatc Rajaputs, till he had introduced 
three hundred clcph.uits of wai, wdiich he im- 
mediately ordered to advance to tread them to 
death. 'I'hc fccne became now too Blocking to 
be deferibed. Brave men rendered moic valiant a dreadful 
by defpair, crouded around the elephants, feized 
them even by the tufks, and inflicted upon them 
unav^ailing wounds. The tenible animals trode 
the Indians like grafshoppers under their feet, or 
winding them in their powerful trunks, tofled 
them aloft into the air, 01 daflicd them againft 
the w^alls and pavements. Of tlie garrifon, 
whieh confiftcd of eight thoufand foldiers and 
of forty thoufand inhabitants, thirty thoufand 
were flain, and the nioft of the reft taken pri- 
foners. A few cfcapcd m theconfufion, by tying 
their own children like captures, and driving 
them through the king’s camp d hey by this 
means pafted undifcov''cicd, being taken for feme 
of the followers of the camp. 

The government of the ftrong foitof Chitor Thekingm 
was given to Afaph Hirrivi, and the king 
turned towards his capital ^ On the way a tyger 
happened to be roufed before him : he gave or- 
ders that no body ftiould touch him, and rid- 
ing forward himfelf, he began to wound him 

with 
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xnih arrows. The fcmble inimal ft6dd 
611 a nfing pound near tHc kmp an^ bdn^ cn 
raged by his wounds, he ran dir'e^tly towards 
Akbai*, who flood to receive him with his bflcc 
One of his attendants named AdH, feinng th^ 
ctJnfcqucnce, ruflicd between Akbaf ahd the ty 
frer, and aimtd a forthnate blow at the knimdj 
but he himfelf was toffed ubder his paws, and 
would have in a mothent expired, had not fomi 
others niflied to his afliflance, and given the 
tyger a deadly wound, which bbth laved the 
king and Adil IVom’iAimincnt dahger 

.Akbar having arrived at Agra, received ad 
vices that Ibrahim Hoffcin aiid Mihommed, had 
revolted from Zingis pnnee of Gnxerat, and 
■tt^e again returned to JMalava, having com

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In a few days a part of the wall and a great num- a.d 1569. 
her of the houfes were laid in ruins, and at the 977 - 
end of the month the gai rifon driven to difficul- 
ties, folicited to capitulate. The ' conditions 
propofed by them weie, to have the liberty of 
retiring unmolefted, leaving all their wealth and 
effefts to the king Thefe terms were according- , 
ly accepted, and the king took polfeffion of Rin- 
timpore. 

Akbar after this conqueft made a pilgiirnageactumsto 
to the flirine of Chaja Moin at Ajmere, and from^s™ 
thence returned to Agra. From that city he 
went to vilit the learned and venerable Selim in 
the village of Sikii* he queftioned him accord- 
ing to the ceiemonies, and was told, it is faid, 
that he would foon have iffue that would live 
and profpcr , all the children were born to him, 
before that time, dying in their infancy. Soon 
after, the favourite Sultana became' pregnant,^ 
and upon the r7th of the firft Ribbi, in the year to the kmg. 
977, Ihe was brought to bed of a fon, who was 
named Selim. Upon this occafion the king pub- 
lifhed an adl of grace to ail prifoners, and order- 
ed a day of thankfgiving to. the Almighty ; foon 
after he pei formed a vow of pilgrimage on foot, 
to the fhrine of Chaja Moin at Ajmere with, his 
whole army in the proceffion, then returning* by 
the way of Delhi, the king near that city took 
the diverfion of the chace. 

The Indian prince Ram Chund, who had pof- 
ieffiori of the ftrong foit of UaHipger, which he 
had taken from the dependants of the emperpr 
Selim, hearing V about this time, that the king 
meditated an expedition againft- him, fear- 
ing the fate of Rmtimppre and Ghitor, made 
terms for the delivery of the place, which was 
accordingly put into the hands of 'the king. 

Upon the third of Mohitrim 978, the king had 
another fon born to him in the houfe of the ve- 
' nerable 
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a-Dijto ncrablc ScUm*, whom he called Murad He 
978 upon this account made another pilgnma^ to 
A^mere, and ordered the town to \x fornhed 
with a ftonc wall The emperor from thence 
proceeded to Nagorc, where Chunderfan the fon 
of Maldco, and the Indian pnnee of Bicancrc, 
came out to meet him with valuable prefents 
The latter prefented the lang with his beautiful 
daughter Ale bar from Nagore marched to the 
town of Ajodin, and viCting the tomb of the 
celebrated poet and philofopncr Fend Shukur- 
gungc, proceeded to Hcbalpoor, where Koka 
who waa m po 0 *efliOD of that place, prefented 
him wit|i a large fum of money The fang from 
thence pafled to I^ahorc, where Huflem a iurku 
man chief, governor of that aty and province, 
came alfo out to meet him in the lame manner 
with great prefents 

Akur n Od thc firil of SificT 979 the emperor left La 
here, and returned by the way of Flfola to 
Ajmere, and from thence proceeded to ‘Agra* 
Secunder the famous rebel, and only one re- 
maining of the Ufbecks chiefs, who had revolted, 
having Jong lurked about thc woods of 3 enga], 
and committed ravages on the inhabitants, was 
about this time fazed hj Monim, governor of 
Jlonpoor, and fciit to thc fang, who according 
to his ufual clemency pardoned him 
The tint fa°g cftccmiDg tbc viUagc of Sikri, for 

kjrtAr* t^tunatc to him, as two fond were born to him 
” there, by thc means of thc prayers of thc Cunts 
with whom he left his fevonte miftrcflcs , he 
ordered thc foundation of a aty to be laid there, 
which after the conqueft of Guzerat, he called 
the aty of vifrory In the year 980, thc fang

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dom of Guzcrat being torn to pieces by Intcftine ^ d 1572. 
divifions, Akbar feized upon that opportunity to Hig gSo. 
declare war againft it. He therefore marched to 
Ajmcrc under pi ctcncc of a pilgiimagc, and from 
that place detached his general Callan before 
him towards Guzcrat. Ihc king followed at 
feme diftanccwith the main bod> of theaimy. 

Akbar in his way appointed the Indian prince 
Singh, to the government of Joclpoor, the rcli- 
dcncc of Raja Maldco, whom on account of 
fomc mifdcmcanor he depofed. When the em- 
peror arrived at Nagorc, he icceived advices of 
the biith of another fon, on the ad of fccond 
Jeminad, in the houfe of the holy and venera- 
ble Danial, whom he with great propriety called 
Danial, as it was to the faint’s piaycrs no doubt 
he owed this piece of good fortune 

The king appearing with his army on the con- winch rub- 
fines of Guzcrat, Shcrc, an omrah of diftindtion 
who defended the frontiers, abandoned his poll 
and fled with precipitation. The king took im- 
mediate pofleflion of the city of Rattan, and 
gave the government of it to Ahmed, one of the 
race called Seids, or defendants of the prophet. 

He from that place moved his ftandard of vidlory 
towards Ahmed-abad j but before he had march- 
ed two ftages, Muziffer the king of Guzcrat 
came to meet him, and without a blow, furrem 
dered his kingdom into his royal and vidtorious 
hands, fo that the king entered Ahmed-abad, 
the capital of Guzerat, in as peaceable a man- 
ner, as if he had been entering Agra. To ac- 
count for this it may not be improper to fay

five, by continual Wars and avil diuenCons 
This made the un'happy' people of Guierat 
tnm their I eyes towards Akbar, to relieve them 
from 1 their; petty tyrantsv who like Vultures, 
gnawed the bowels of their country The eafy 
conijdcll of Guzerat was therefore no ways fur 
pnaiilgy as the nominal feng tired of his fitua 
tion, hoped more from the tavor of a foreign 
pnnilc, than from bis own fefhons and indepen 
dant nohles.” '

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But to return from tliis digrcffion. The fccond ^ o 
day after the king’s entrance into Ahmed-abad, ^'g 980 
lie was waited upon by the principal riobles of 
Guzerat, w ho hahened to make their fubmifiion. in Giuciat 
But All and Hujaz tw’o Abyflinian nobles, w'cic 
ordered into confinement, as they gave fomc evi- 
dent figns of difeontent. Huflein wms kill at the 
head of an army in Birogc, and his biothci Huf- 
fein Mirza at the head of another confidcrablc 
force ncai Surat. The king therefore refolvcd 
to reduce them : Aichtiar, one of tlic omrahs of 
Guzerat, having broke Ins paiolc of honor and 
fled at this time, all the other nobles w^erc order- 
ed into clofc confinement. WJicn the king ar- 
rived at the port of Cambait, he appointed Azim 
Mirza govci nor of Ahmed-abad. 

Huficin, w'ho we have alicady obferved was in 
Biroge, licaiing of Akbar’s approach, and fuf- gntnftHuf- 
pccling the fidelity of Ruflum, a native of Rumi'^, 
one of his principal officers, aflaffinated him, and 
difcovercd an inclination to march into Punjab 
to raife difturbanccs in that quarter. The king 
receiving intelligence of this defign about mid- 
night, left his camp in charge of Jehan and Cal- 
licn Chan, and wuth a chofen detachment marched 
himfelf that night wdth all expedition to cut off 
Huflein’s retreat: the next day he reached the 
river Mhenden, which runs by the town of Sir- 
tal, wdth only forty horfc, the reft having lagged 
behind \Vith fatigue. The enemy being encamp- 
ed on the oppoCte bank of the river, and in fight, 
the king thought it prudent to proceed no fur- 
ther, till the’refl; of his detachment fliould arrive. 

Had Huflein therefore known any thing of the 
art pf war, he might have eafily taken Akbar pri- 
foner. But thkt unenterprizing officer made no 
attempt of that kind, till the king was joined by

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■* D ijT« I frdh detachment, which had been ordered 
’ fome days before to Surat, and happened to be 
then encamped at a httle diftance 
Thu fmall partj confided only of feventy horie, 
the head of which there happened to be five 
looorf^pnnapal nobles, Mamood Baherra, the Indian 
"^^rr**‘pnnce3 Daft, Man Singh, and Knlh, and Raja 
Sunun of Rmtitnpore With thefe the king, 
without waiting for more troops, took the def 
perate refolution to attack the enemy, one thou 
find of whom commanded by Huflein waited to 
receive him, while the main body of the army 
purfued thar march It happened very fortu 
nately for Akbar that the enemy infiead of per 
muting him to come into the plain, oppofed mm 
between two hedge*, where not above fix horfe- 
men could fight abreaft 1 he king in tbu narrow 
pafs put himfelf upon the footing of a pnvate 
trooper, and performed extraordinary fats of 
perfonal valour which however avail httle to 
wipe away the folly of this piece of his condufi: 
At lad the courage which Akbar s behaviour na 
turally raifcd in his followers, made them as defi 
perate as himfelf, fo that alter a long engagement 
with the enemy fword in hand, they bat them 
back, and at lad totally defated them, with the 
lofs only of one olHcer, and a few private men 
Altar be Hudein fled to bis army, but fuch was their 
condemation and opinion of Akbar’s prowels, 

'■ that the grated part oT bis forces deferted him, 
which was all thr; advantage that could be gained 
by fuch a vudory The king contenting himfelf 
with what he had done, defined fropi the purfuit, 
and waiting till his aimy ame up, marched and 
mveded Surat |ln the mean time the omrafas of 
(iuherat collerded thcmfelves in the environ* of 


Rattan, and heI^*iCounal how to proceed. 
They agreed that HulTcin fhould profecutc his 
fcheme of raiCng difturbauccs m ninjab, and 
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that HulTcin Miiza, Shaw Miiza, and Sherc, a d 1^73. 
fliould in\cft Pattan. 'J hey cxpcftcd by theie Hig 981 
means to draw the king from tlic fiege of Surat. 

Huflein having arrived at Nagoie, Rai Singh fj,cdby*^" 
goveinor of Jodpoor, who liad puifucd him, 
came up with liim one day towaids the evening, 
at a place wheic there was no water to be found, 
but w'hat Huflein pofTefl'ed. d his made the tioops 
of Rai Singh, w'ho were m great diftiefs foi w'a- 
tcr, call out to attack the enemv. This favorable 
difpofition and the nccellity of the attempt, made 
the Indian, though much inferior to the enemy, 
ioin battle. I-Iuflcm’s horfc being killed, and he 
himfelf difmounted in the firft chaige, his aimy 
imagining that he was actually flam, gave ground. 

The enemy took fuch advantage of their con- 
fufion, that the wdiolc efioits of Huflein w'crc not 
capable to recover the difordcr, and he w^as to- 
tally loutcd : he fled wuth great precipitation to- 
w^ards Delhi, and from thence to Simbol. In the 
mean time Huflein hill za and the other nobles 
carried on the fiege of Pattan, wfliicli w'^as de- 
fended by Ahmed the Mogul. Koka coming to 
his relief wnth the army from Ahmed-abad, the 
Patan nobles raifed the fiege, went out to meet 
him, and ga^e him battle, Ivoka had at fiifl; the 
difadvantage, both his wdngs being thrown into 
diforder, but his troops continuing fteady in the 
center, he at lafl; gained giound, and improving 
the advantage, put them to flight towards the 
Decan. 

The king in the mean time made a breach 
the walls of Surat, and had raifed feveial mounts, 
from which he battered the city and commanded 
the flreets. When he was preparing for a gene- 
ral aflault, the garrifon defined to capitulate. 

Their terms were agreed to, the city delivered 
up, and the king returned to Ahmed-abad ; he 
diftributed all the governments of Guzerat,

was obbged therefore to form the line, fending 
m the mean tune an cxprcls to bis brother con 
ccming his fitnation But before the elder Huf- 
fcin arrived, his brother was defeated and taken 
pnfoncr, having loft fomc thouiands of his men 
in the engagement Huflem returning from 
hunting met his routed army, and rallying a 
part of them, renewed the combat he was how 
ever rcpulfed with great loJs, and obliged to fly 
towards Moultan 

Defmed, ^ Moultan the unfortunate Huflem was agam 
t&kcQ and attacked by the BiUochecs, wounded, taken pn 
foner, and dehvered up to Muchfule, governor 
Moaiun of Moultaii, who bthcadcd him Muchfufc m 
conjundion with Kulh, earned his head and all 
his cflefrs to Agra, to prefent them to the kmg 
Akbar ordered the bead to be fet up above one of 
the gates of Agra, and his brother Huflem Mirza 
to be confined in the ‘fort of Guaher, where he 
foon after died In the firft Ribbi of the Cunc 
year, 'advices amved from Kok^ that Aichtiar, 

governor 
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A.D 1 J? 4 . the courfc of the fame year, Daood the fon 
Hig 9*** of Soliman governor of Bengal, drew his neck 
from the yoke of obedience. Monim, com 
^bcU.*^ monl) called lord of lords, governor of the pro 
Vinces of Oud and Jionpoor, being neareft to the 
rebel, was fent againft nim, and brought him to 
a treaty after feme fucccfsfnl engagements The 
king diflatisficd with this peace, committed the 
management of the affairs of Bengal to an Indian 
pnnee called Jodcrmul, and fent him with orders 
to CTpcl Daood entirely out of his government, 
or to oblige him to pay a certain yearly tribute, 
fupenor to the fmall acknowledgcmcut which he 
had formerly made. Daood being threatened at 
the time with a avil war by one Lodi, who dif 
covered an inclination to ufurp the kingdom, con 
fented upon JodermuTs appearance to pay the 
tribute demanded He then found means to fcize 
upon Lodi, whom he put to death Daood re 
heved from that domelhc danger, broke the 
treaty with the king, and advanang againft Mo 
Hciicrm- Him and Jodermul, engaged them at the conflu 
thrpwn Qf Sool, Gang and Sirve, where b6ng 

defeated, he loft his fleet of boats and all his bag 
gage. Momm croffed immediately the nver, 
and laid fiege to Patna. 

TheUns king informed of thefe tranfa&ons, fet 

fetjoot for out from Agra m the imddle of the rams, with 
as many troops as could be contained m a thou 
fand boats he halted a few days at Benans, 
where he was joined the forces which marched 
over land he immediately embarked the whole, 
and fell down to Patna, and on his ^’ay he re 
ceivcd the news of the redufrion of Bicker upon 
the Indus, by Jefu Chan, who had been fent 
againft that place Akbar havmg arrived withm 
a few miles of Patna, heard that Hah Ncaza, one 
of the enemies pnnapal generals, had nuKhed 
-Tjut of the fort and fought Momm, but that he 

was 
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was defeated and loft his life, fo that the place 
was upon the point of being evacuated. The 
king therefore fent one of his officers, Allum, 
with three thoufand horfe, to poflefs himfelf of 
the foit of Hadgepoor, on the oppofite bank of 
the river, and to endeavour to hairaft the enemy 
in their retreat, fliould they be already gone, 
if not, to ftop them. Allum accordingly took 
that place by aftault, and made Fatte, the gover- 


nor, and the garrifon piifoners : Daood intimi- 
dated by this, fent a herald to the king to beg 
terms of accommodation:

The king retuined him for anfwer, that hej^^ig^f^ 
granted him his life, but that he muft truft every the Suba of 
thing elfe to his clemency, after making his fub- f fin^e 
miffion ; but if he fhould be obftinate enough to combat 
hold out fome few days merely to give him trou- 
ble, he could have no reafon to hope for pardon ; 

‘‘ and though, faid the king, I have a thoufand 
in my army as good men as you, rather than fa- 
tigue my troops with a fiege, I will put the whole 
upon the iffue of a fmgle combat between you 
and me, and let him* take the fort who fliall beft 


deferve it.^’ Daood did not choofe to accept the 
challenge, nor even to put the king to farther 
tiouble, but took boat at the water-gate that 
night, and fled down the river : foon after all 
his army evacuated the place. The next morn- 
ing the king purfued them and took four hund- 
dred elephants, and the greateft part of their bag- 
gage He then returned to Patna, conferred the 
government of that place and its dependencies 
upon his faithful 'fervant, Monim, who had fo 
much fignalized himfelf in the war, then re- 
turned without purfumg his conqueft farther to 
Agra. 

Koka the Impel ial governor >of Guzerat, and TranfaUi- 
Jehan who commanded at Lahore, came topay®"^'*’^ 
their refpefls to the king, and returned aftei wards

^is sSj time tune conferred the tifle of the noble Muzaf 
fer upon Muziffer Ah, and appointed him to com 
mand a force againft. the fort of Rhotas in Bchar 
he himfelf made a tour to the flume of the faints 
at Ajmere, where having beftowed great chan 
ties, he returned to Agra 

niemirm In tlic mean time Monim, who had been left 
the government of Patna, had orders to carry 
tioa f that the war further into Bengal againft Daood 
That general having forced the naGs of KilU 
gurry, Daood fled into Onfla, whither he was 
purfued by Jodcrmul, with part of the king s 
army Juncid the fon of Daood defeated Joder 
mul m two battles, which obhwd Momm to 
march to his aid both the Mo^ generals hav 
iDg joined their forces, engaged Daood kud 
geta, an Afghan chief of great bravery who 
commanded Daood's vanguard, attacked the van 
guard of Momm commanded by Allurn, and de 
Feated and killed that omrah The Afghan pur 
fued the run aways through the center of thnr 
army, which were by that time drawn up in 
order of battle Momm obfcrving the difordcr 
haftened in perfon with a fmall body 10 reftore 
the ranks, Kudgera attacked him in perfon, and 
wounded him in fcvcral places, fo that he was 
obliged to quit the 6 cld, and he was foon follow 
cd bv hi$ army The vahant kudgera bang kil 
led by an arrow, Momm again rallied his troops, 
and bemg a little recovered, led them back to 
the charge he found Daood s army intent upon 
the plunder, and foon put them to flight, tal^g 
all thar elephants. Jodcrmul beu^ detached to 
purfue the enemy, came up with Daood on the 
banks of the Chin, which he could not croft The 
rebel finding np means forefcaping, faced about 
to defend himfelf Jodcrmul did not choofc to 
provoke him too far, and, immediately fent in 

tcUigcncc 
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telligence of what had paffed to Monim. That a d 1575. 
omrah, notwithftanding his wounds which were 983 
very bad, hafted to that place : Daood furrend- 
ered himfelt upon terms, and was permitted to 
retain OrilTa, after which Monim returned to his 
government. The city of Gore, which had been 
the capital of Bengal till the time of the empeior 
Sheie, who on account of the badnefs of the air, 
had made Chawaffpoor Tanda, the metropolis, 
was now greatly decayed. Monim admiring the 
antiquity and giandeur of that place, gave or- 
ders to repair the palaces, and made it his reli- 
dence : but he foon fell a victim to the unhealthy 
air of Gore and died. He was fucceeded in his 
government by Hulfein Kulli, a Murkuman no- 
ble in the Imperial' fervice, to whom the king 
gave the title of lord of the world-^. 

The prince Soliman of Buduchlhan, being es-Tranfa£b- 
pelled by his own grandfon' Mirza' Shaw, was°"*j^^ 
about this time obliged to feek protection at the 
court of Agra. He foon after took leave of the 
king, to go on a pilgrimage to Mecca, after 
which he returned to Buduchlhan, and found 
means to reinftate himfelf in his dominions. Some 
omrahs at court who envied the greatnefs of 
Koka, viceroy of Guzerat, accufed him to the 
king of treafonable intentions : they fo far pre- 
vailed upon him, that he recalled him from his 
government and confined him. Koka’s readinefs 
to comply with the Imperial older, convinced 
Akbar that he was no ways guilty , but that the 
whole proceeded from the malice of his enemies : 
however, the noble Ahmed of Nelliapur, who 
had been advanced to the government of Guze- 
rat, had fulEcient intereft at court to retain his 
office after his predeceflbr was acquitted.

A D \sis Before HuiTein had taken pofleffion of his go- 
Htg 93 j vemment of Ben^ and Bchar, the Zemindars of 
ki'ik^ thofe provmces had nfcn m favour of Daood, 
and inveftcd Chawaflpoor the capital, whicli 
they took* Daood found himfclf foon at the 
head of fifty tlioufand horfe, and m poflcfllon of 
the greateft part of thofe countnes KuUi hav 
ing aflcmblcd all the Impcnal omrahs in that 
quarter, advanced againfi Daood, and that chief 
retreated beyond the paGes, which Huflcin fore 
ed, and killed abo\e a thouiand of the enemy, 
who attempted to flop his march The enemy 
on account of the narrowncls of the defile, had 
not time to efcape Huflcin immediately march 
cd towards Daood’s camp, and on the 15th of 
Shawal 983, drew up his army 10 order of battle 
near to the enemy, who flood ready to receive 
hitn Callapar, an omrah famous in the army 
of Daood for pcrfonal ftrength and \^or, made 
a refolute charge upon the left of the Impcnal 
line, and threw it into diforder, while Muziffcr 
who commanded the nght of the Mogul anny 
had the fame advantage over the enemy on their 
left , in this fituation they fought in a arclc, 
when Huflcin made a home charge upon the cen 
ter of the enemy, which was fufeincd with great 
bravery At length however the gale of viaory 
blew on the Impcnal ftaodards and the enemy 
were di^rfcd like leaves before the autumnal 
wind Daood being taken prifoncr, was accord- 
ing to the barbarous cuftom of war when the 
king was not prefent, put to death by the con 
queror m cold blood upon the field his fon Ju 
neid, a youth of great bravery, died m a few 
days of his w ounos, Huflem tOok immediate 
poiTcflion of all Bengal, and fent all the elephants 
and other f^ils to the king 

Trtnika>- Muziffcr in the year 984^ marched againfl: 

ooj before Rflotas, and fent one IVkifoom to expel Huflcin 
Rhotxfc •r 
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an Afghan, who was hovering about with a fly- a d i‘r76 
ing party in that quarter. Mafoom having cn- Hig 984 
gaged him, defeated him and took poflcflion of 
his Pergunnahs , but Callapai in the mean time 
with eight llioufand liorfc, funounded him and 
thought to have obliged him to furiender. Ma- 
foom breaking down the wall of the town in 
which he was fliut up, luflied out unexpectedly 
upon the enemy. In the aChon which enfued, 
Mafoom’s hoi fe was killed by a fti oke of the ti unk 
of an elephant. Callapar immediately rode up 
and he himfelf was in the mofl: imminent danger 
of being ciuflicd to death, had he not wounded 
the elephant with an ariow in the eye, which 
rendered the animal lo unruly, that he would 
obey no command: he therefore luflied back 
through the Afghan troops, carrying off Calla- 
par, which made his army believe that he fled, 
and they quickly followed him. Callapar was 
foon overtaken and flam. Mafoom after this vic- 
tory returned and joined Muziffei who left the 
omrah Cumbo to blockade the foit of Rhotas, 
and marched againft an Indian prince called 
Chander Sein, from whom he took the fort of 
Savana. From thence he directed his march, 
againft another Hindoo prince, fiom whom he 
took the fort of Keregur, .fltuated in the woods 
between Behar and Bengal. The Afghans in the 
fort of Rhotas being deftitute of provifions, were 
prevailed upon by promifes and a favorable capi- 
tulation to give up the place : Cumbo left Rho- 
tas under the command of his brother, and went 
himfelf to couit. 

The king this year made a' progrefs towards 
Ajmere, ' and fent Cumbo mentioned above, progrefs ; 
againft Comilmere, a ftrong fortrefs in the pof- 
feflion of the Rana ; he took the place, and in the mons. 
mean time the king made a tour towards the bor- 
ders of the Decan : Murtaza prince of Ahmed- 

nagur. 
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A T> na^r, was at that tunc become melancholy mad, 
^ and was confined to his apartments Ahbar 
thought this a proper opportunity to fcize upon 
that country , but he was diverted from his pur- 
pofe by feme domcftic affairs which ocoirrcd at 
that time, and he returned towards Agra by the 
way of Ajmcrc, where he appointed MuziSer to 
the high office of the Vizant From Ajtnerc the 
emperor marched to Delhi, and from thence he 
took the rout of Cabul “When he was upon his 
way, a comet of an cxtraordinar) magnitude ap- 
peared m the weft 1 he king having reached 
1 Adjodin, valited the tomb of the famous poet and 
philofopher Fend, and quitting his rcfoluUon of 
go^ to Cabul, returned to Agra. 

The great mofquc in the aly of Vidory, lately 
SfiL built by Akbar, w^as finiflied m the year 986 
The pnjice of Chandez in the Dccan, m the fame 
^ear, impnfoncd Muziffer Huffcm by the king’s 
commands, and fent him to Agra. In the 
courfc of the fame year Huffcin, Governor of 
Bengal died In 987 a great lire happened in 
the aty of Vi^ory in the wardrobe, which eon- 
fumed effects to a prodigious amount After 
the death of Huffcin, the Afghans began to re 
cover in Bengal their former ftrength, and to 
raifc difturbancej. To fiipprefs their infurrcc 
tions the king fent his foftcr brother koka, late 
governor of Guzerat, with a confidcrablc army 
to that kingdom 

ahe inrn Tlic pnncc Hakim the king i brother, took th<i 
iKft* Lt^ opportunity of thefe troubles to make an at 
tempt upon I ahorc He fent Shadiman his 
foftcr brother with a thoufand horfc, by way of 
advanced guard before him This officer croff 
ingthe Nilab, one of the branches of the Indus, 
was attacked by Man Singh an omrah of Fun 
jab, and routciL 'When Hakim had reached 

Rhotaa 
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l^hotas, a fortrefs built by the emperor Shere in a d i^Sr. 
Punjab, Man Singh letieated to Lahore, whi- Hig 989 
thei he was purfued by the prince. He arrived 
before that city upon the i ith of Mohiiiim, in^j^b^r 
the year 989, and invefted it. The place as forces iiim 
gallantly defended by Seid Chan, and other no- fiegT 
bles, till the king marched from Agra to their 
relief. Upon the approach 'of the royal ftandaid, 

Hakim letieated to Cabul : the king purfuing 
him to Sirhind. Intelligence vas brought to him 
at that place, that Munfoor Shirazi one of his 
omiahs had been carrying on a correfpondence 
with the enemy, for which he ordered him to 
be impaled. _ Purfueshim 

The king having croffed the Nilab, continued 
his maich towards Cabul, and detached his fon 
Muiad in front with the van guard : his fon Selim 
he left at Jellalabad. When Murad had reached 
Shuttergurdan, within thiity miles of Cabul, 
Feredoon, a general of Hakim, attacked him m 
a pafs, and having repulfed the prince, feized 
upon all his baggage. Flakim, upon the 2d of 
Siffer 989, drew up his army before the king Totally 
in Older of battle. The elephants which were 
with the prince Murad being ordered to ad- 
vance, fired the final! field pieces that were 
mounted upon them, and by meie accident three 
of the chiefs who flood by Hakim were killed : 
that pufillammous prince immediately left the 
field, and was purfued with great flaughter. 

The king, without farther oppofition, enteied 
Cabul upon the 7th of Siffer, and Hakim fled to 
Ghorebund : he from thence fent an embafly to 
the king, begging forgivenefs, which was 
granted him. Ihe king having refigned his con- 
queft of Cabul to Hakim, on the 14th of Siffer, 
leturned towards Agra. He on his way ordered 
a fort to be built upon the Nilab, which he called 
Attock, wdiich means in the Indian language For- 
bidden, for by the fupeiftition of the^ Hindoos,' 
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It was held unlawful to cro& that nver The 
king having arrived at Lahore upon: the 19th of 
Ramzan, gave the government ot that province 
to the Indian chief liaguandala, and m a few days 
fet out for Agra 

The troubles m Bengal ftiU continuing, the 
long fent the omrah Gumbo, with a conudera 
bic force to reinforce his army in thofe parts In 
the year ggi he made a progreft to Pnag, 
uherc he ordered the fort of Allahabad to be 
built at the confluence of the Jurama and Ganges, 
Muziffer, king of Guzerat, who had been Impt 
a pnfoncT at large fince the rcdu&on of his king 
dom, began now to czdubit great loyalty and af 
fcfhon for the king Akbar upon this account 
rewarded him with a large cllate and he be 
came a great favorite at court But indulgences 
of this fort could not graafy the ambition of 
the conqaered kmg he made his efcape to Gu 
zerat, while Akbar was at Allahabad, and by 
the aflUlance of his former adherent, Shcre, 
ftarred up a rebellion in that kingdom The 
lang, upon the firft intelbgcncc of this mfur 
reflion, fent the noble Aflcmad in quahty of 
governor to Guzerat, and recalled Ahmed, who 
was fufpcflcd of favouring Muzifler After the 
arnval of the new governor, Ahmed came out 
of Ahmed abad, and halted feme day# at Pattan 
to prepare for his journey, during which tune a 
great part of his army deferted to hluziffcr This 
enabl^ that pnnee to march towards Ahmed 
abad, the capital 

Aflemad, the governor, left an officer and 
part of his troops to defend the aty, and with 
the reft marched out to Pattan, where Ahmed, 
the former governor, was encamped Muzaffer in 
the mean time, with very nttlcoppofition,polTcflcd 
himfclf of the capital The new governor then 
j prevailed 
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prevailed upon Ahmed to accompany him, and a d 1582 
marched back to retake the place. MuzifFer who 990* 
came out to battle, defeated the two governors, 
and drove them back to Pattan., Aclemad fent 
an exprefs fiom Pattan, to acquaint the king of 
his misfortune 

Akbar being informed of the untowaid 
tion of affaiis in Guzerat, difpatched Ruftum, famous By- 
commoniy called Mirza Chan, the fon of the 
great mimfter Byram, together with the omrahs rat 
of Ajmeie, to reftore the tranquility of that pio- 
vince , but befoie Mirza had reached Guzerat, 
king Muziffer had reduced the fort ofBiruderra, 
which was defended by Cuttub, who held Be- 
1 oche in Jagier from Akbar, and had there taken 
fourteen lacks of rupees belonging to the king, 
and ten crores of rupees of the property of the 
governor, who loft his life on the occafion. This 
immenfe acquifttion of tieafure enabled him to 
recruit a great army at Ahmed-abad, whither 
Muza marched to attack him with eight thoufand 
hoife. Mirza having arrived at the village of 
Sirgunge, within fix miles of the city, Muziffer, 
on the 1 5th of Mohiri im 992, marched out to 
meet him with thirty thoufand horfe, and 
drew up in his prefence. The Imperial general 
no ways intimidated by the enemy’s numbers, 
encouiaged his men, charged the enemy vigor- 
oufly fword in hand, defeated them with great 
flaughter, and purfued them quite through the 
city. Being fbon after joined by the Mogul 
omrahs of Malava with a confiderable force, he 
marched after Muziffer towards Combait, and 
drove hina among the mountains of Nadout. 
Muziffer faced about to oppofe the Moguls in a 
narrow defile, but he was driven from his poft by 
the artillery of Mirza, and fled towards Jionagur, 
taking refuge with Jami, an Indian prince m thofe 
parts.

ment of Malava. He ordered that omrah to 
raife all the forces of Malava, and of thc adja 
cent tcmtoncs, and carry war mto the Dccan 
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and having conferred the title of Azid ul DowIea d ^585 
upon Alla Shirazi, fent him to affift Koka in 993 
that expedition, as he was thorougly acquainted 
with the d'fferent interefts and policy of that 
country. 

Koka having, accoiding to orders, recruit- Koka ad- 
ed a gieat aimy, marched to the borders of his 
government, and found that Ah, the prince of 
Chandez, was inclinable to join the king of the^^'^^ 
Decan He immediately difpatched Alla to en- 
deavour to bring him over to the Mogul intereft ; 
but that omiah returned without accomplifhing 
any thing. 1 he omrahs Tucki and Bezad, in 
conjundion with the prince of Chandez, by the 
orders of the king of the Decan marched 
againft Koka, who was encamped in the province 
of Hindia. Koka how^ever did not think it pio- 
per to engage them in that place, but giving 
them the flip, he entered the Dccan, by another 
route, and advancing to Elichpoor, plundered 
that city for the fpace of three days. The ge- 
nerals of the Decan, and their ally the prince of 
Chandez, in the mean time returned and threw 
themfelves into the fuburbs of Elichpoor, which 
obhflied Koka, rather than rifque a battle, to eva- 
cuate the Decan. 

While thefe things tranfacfed in the Decan Cidur- 
orders w'^ere fent to Mirza, the fon of Byram, ouzenr 
commonly called the firfl; of the nobles, gover- quelled, 
nor of Guzerat, to come to court. He forthwith 
obeyed,- and the fugitive king Muziffer, taking^ 
advantage of his abfence, advanced towards 
Darul, the deputy governor of the country, but 
he was again defeated. 

The prince Sharoch, grand-fon of Soliman, 
fovereign of Buduchfhan, being expelled fromc^rt. 
his dominions by Abdulla, the Ufbeck, came this 
year to court, and ranked himfelf among the 
king’s omrahs j at the marriage of the daugh-

upon Alla Shiiazi, fent him to aflift Koka in 993 
that expedition, as he was thorongly acquainted 
with the d'flcient intcrefts and policy of that 
country. 

Koka ha\ing, accoiding to oidcrs, recruit- Koka ad- 
cd a gicat aimy, luarclicd" to the holders of hisj^a^yjo’ 
government, and found that Ah, the piince of '^ardsthc 
Chandez, was inclinable to join the king of the^‘'‘^" 
Becan He immediately difpatched Alla to en- 
deavour to bring him over to the Mogul intereft ; 
but that omiah icturncd without accomplilhing 
any thing. '1 he omiahs Tucki and Bezad, in 
conjundlion with the prince of Chandez, by the 
orders of the king of the Decan marched 
againfl: Koka, who was encamped m the province 
of Hindia. Koka how^evei did not think it pio- 
per to engage them in that place, but giving 
them the flip, he entered the Decan, by another 
route, and advancing to Ehchpoor, plundered 
that city for the fpacc of thiee days. The ge- 
nerals of the Decan, and their ally the piince of 
Chandez, in the mean time returned and threw 
themfelves into the fuburbs of Ehchpoor, which 
obliflied Koka, rather than rifque a battle, to eva- 
cuate the Decan. 

While thefe things tranfaefed in the DecariDirtur- 
orders w'-ere fent to Mirza, the fon of Byram, ouzerat" 
commonly called the firft of the nobles, gover- quelled, 
nor of Guzerat, to come to court. He forthwith 
obeyed, -and the fugitive king Muziffer, taking 
advantage of his abfence, advanced towards 
Darul, the deputy governor of the country, but 
he was again defeated. 

The prince Sharoch, grand-fon of Soliman, 
fovereign of Buduchfhan, being expelled from court, 
his dominions by Abdulla, the Ufbeck, came this 
year to court, and ranked himfelf among the 
king’s omrahs j at the marriage of the daugh- 
ter 
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A D 158s ter of the Indian pnnee Bag;uandalj to Selim, 
^ 993 the cmpcror’3 cldcft fon, in the yean 994, the 
king kept a great fcftival on the Norofe *, dnd a 
few months after Hakim, the king^s brother, 
who reigned in Cabul, died Akbar having ap 
pointed Mirza a fccond time TOvemor of Guzc 
rat, and Alla, high pneft of that country, fet 
out for Punjab On ms way he appointed Sadci 
to the government of Bicker, and Man Singh 
the fon of Baguandals, was fent to Cabul That

The king having arrived at the fortrefc of 

Joy ton: Attock Upon tlie Nilab, he detached the pnnee 
Sharoch, and other omrahs, with five thoufand 
horfe to reduce the kingdotn of Calhmirc He 
at the fame time difpatcbcd Zein Koka, with 
another confidcrablc detachment againft the 
Afghans of Sawad and Bejoar A few days after 
he fent a detachment to reduce the ^ghans 
of Rofhnai, who were idolaters of the Zcndcika 
fed, and followers of an Indian fanatic, who 
called himfclf Pier Roflmai The impoftor had 
converted to his fyftcm of religion great num 
bers of the inhabitants of tbofc countnes who 
after his death adhered to his fon, and t a kin g 
up arms, raifcd great difturbanccs m Puniab 
and Moultan The king bcu^ fully informed of 
the ftrength of the Afghans ot Sawad and Bejoar, 
fent a reinforcement to Zcin Koka« But that 
omrah was notwithftanding defeated, and many 
perfons of difhndioo, with eight thouCind men, 
were killed in the afhon

The army which had been detached to 
mire, being reduced to great diltrefs by the m diftrcfs. 
fnow and lain, as alfo by a fcarcity of provifions, 
were under the neceflity of maldng a peace with 
the Caflimirians The conditions were a tribute 
of fafhon to Akbai, and the legulation of the 
mint, the com being ftruck in his name ; but the 
king diffatisfied with this peace, fent Mahom- 
med Cafim, with another army to reduce that 
kingdom entirely to his obedience. This that 
geneial cafily accomphflicd, on account of civil 
diflenfions then raging among the chiefs of that 
country. The piince Sohman, the grandfather 
of the fugitive Sharoch, came this year from 
Cabul, and had an interview with the king. 

The embatfador of the king of Tartary, who 
came to court whtle Akbar was at Attock, was 
much about the fame time difpatched with great 
prefents to his mafter. In the year 996, Jellal 
an Afghan began to become formidable, having 
defeated and killed Hamid Bochari, and driven 
Man Singh from his government of Cabul. 

The king therefore fent Muttalib with an army 
againft him,' who gave him a fignal defeat 
near Kotel, and cut off great numbers of the 
rebels. 

The piince Chufeio the fon of the emperor’s chafero 
eldeft fon Selim, was born tliis year of the daugh- 
ter of Baguandafs, and the Idng made a great 
feftival upon the occafion. Sadoc, governor of 

Bicker, 
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Bicker, according to the orders he received from 
court, inverted the fort of Seiran upon the In 
dus, and obliged the pnnee of Tatta, to acknow 
led^ the king s authontv, and to fend him great 
prclcnts and letters of homage Sadoc was foon 
after ordered back to Bicker In the month of 
the fecond Ribbi, Zcin Kola M^as appointed to 
the government of Cabul, and the former gover 
nor recalled to Lahore At the lame time Mirza, 
the fon of Byram w'as ordered from Guzerat , as 
alfo Sadoc from Bicker, for it was a maxim with 
Akbar, to change the governors of the provinces 
every three years, to prevent their acquinng too 
much influence in the countnes under their com 
mand, and to fhow the people that the royal au 
thonty prevailed througn all departments of the 
empire Singh was immediately appomted to the 
government of Bebar, ,and the %accro7lhip of 
Caftimire was conferred upon the noble Mufli 
iddi, GafTm the former governor being called to 
court , Sadoc was in the mean time fent againft 
the Afghans of Sawad and Bc^oar, and llmaicl 
who was m that country, reeled and fent to 
Guzerat 

In the year 9^7, upon the 23d of the fecond 
Jemmad, the ^ng fet out on a tour to Calhmire 
being captivated with the praifcs which he had 
heard of the beauty of that country, from every 
perfon who hadfecnit When he reached Bira 
ber, at the entrance of the mountains, he left his 
army and family behind, and with a linall rcti 
nue, fet out to Senna the capital of that king 
dom The learned Alla Shii^ who accompa 
Hied him died there, and the king was greatly 
affliftcd for his death, having a particuhi affec 
tion for that omrah, on account of his genius and 
htcrary ment 

The king having gratified his fancy with a fight 
of all the beauty of Cafluiurc, refolvcd to proceed 

to

to Cabul. On the way Hakim Gilani, a man fa- a d 1588. 
mous for learning, and one of the king’s compa- Hig 996. 
nions died, and was buried at Haifen. Akbar 
having arrived at Attock, detached Gumbo to 
drive away the Afghans of Eufoph Zei, who in- 
fefted the roads, and then proceeded, march by 
march, to Cabul. To that city Hakim and Je- 
han, who had been fent on an embafly to Ab- 
dulla, king of the Ufbecks of Maver ul Here, 
were juft returned with an embaffador on the 
part of that monarch The king having remain- 
ed two months at Cabul viewing the gardens of 
pleafure, and diftributing juftice and chanty 
among the inhabitants, conferred the govern- 
ment upon Mahommed Caftm, and on the 20th 
of Mohirrim 998, returned to Lahore. At La- 
hore he conferred the government of Guzerat 
upon Koka, and ordered him from Malava to 
proceed thither, while the former governor of 
Guzerat, Ahmed, fucceeded him in his prefi- 
dency. 

Koka having arrived at Guzerat, Jed an army Difturban- 
againft Jami, a Zemindar of grear power in that 
province, who . in alliance with Dowlat, the fon led 
of Ami prince of Jionagur in the Decan, came 
out to meet him with twenty thoufand horfe. 

A fharp engagement enfued : Ruffi, Huflein, and 
Sherrif, omrahs of diftinflion in the empire, 
were killed on the Mogiil fide, and a great num- 
ber of men, while the enemy loft the eldeft fon 
of Jami, and that prince s vizier, with four thou- 
fand R2japuts on the field of battle. Viftory de- 
clared for tlie Moguls, and many more Rajaputs 
fell in their flight. 

Abdulla the Ufbeck, king of the weftem Tar- The kmg 
tary, having about this time taken Buduchfhan, 
and infefted the borders of Cabul, Akbar refolved 
to take up his refidence for fome time in Lahore, 
fearing an irruption of Ufbecks from the north,

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having arrived within fourteen "miles of the place, a d 1591. 
he fent a hundred boats full of armed men, and ^°°° 
forty larger ones mounted with fwivels, to annoy 
the befiegers from the river : but Mirza having 
armed twenty* five boats, fent them againfi; this 
fleet in the night, and having killed about two 
hundred of the enemy, put the reft to flight. Jani 
after this defeat, with his whole fleet, advanced 
to the place, and in the month of Mohirrim in 
the year looo, landed on afpot of ground, which 
was fufrounded with a muddy channel, in which, 
part of the river ran when high. JJere he main- 
tained his poft againft all the attempts of Mirza, 
and keeping his communication open by water, 
was well fupplied, while he took fuch methods 
to prevent provifions from coming to the Mo- 
guls, that a great dearth foon^enfued in their 
camp. ' - ' ' 

Mirza reduced to this perilous fituation, 
himfelf obliged to leave a part of his army before 
the place, and to march towards Tatta with the 
reft. Soon after his departure, Jani attacked 
the detachment which Avas left to carry on the 
liege ; but they 'defended themfelyes till Dowlat 
a noble of the imperial family ;of - Lpdi^ joined 
them from the main array, wKiph by that 
time at 'the diftance of ^.one hundred\,and lixty 
miles, with a considerable reipfo; cement. So 
expeditious was LodijUpon this occafion, that he 
marched one hundred ^and fixty. niiles 'in tWp 
days Jani was then ,.obligedj-to petreat to a 
ftrong poft, and throw aip hnes^r fpr his further 
fecurity. Mirza injthe meantime returned, and 
^uthim up on ope. fide, while Dowjat Lodi in a 
manner blockaded him >on the other. He was 
therefore reduced in turn to the. extremity of - 
eating his cavalry and bekfts of burthen, for 
want of provifions. This diftrefs obliged Jani to

RtViBoo Eufoph Chan, governor general of the fang- 
dom of Calhmirc, had about this tune by the 
fang’s orders, left hiS brother Edgar at Calhmlre, 
and prefented himfelf at court Edgar m the 
mean time married the daughter of one of the 
old royal family of Calhmire, and by the advice 
of the chiefs of that country, exalted the Hand 
ard of rebellion, and read the Chntba m his own 
name. To fupport him in his ufurpation, he 
raiGsl a great army , and Cali coHeSor general 
of the imperial revenues m Cafhnme, Hudem 
and Omn, who were mferlor coDeflors of the 
revenues on the part of the fang, levied what 
troops they could upon this occanon, and gave 
the rebels battle but Cali was flam, and the reft 
of the Mogul ofiicers driven out of Calhmirt 
whiei b fang receivmg advices of this rebdhon, 

nominated Ferid to carry on the war m thofe 
parts. That general forthwith marched with a 
conCderable army towards Calhmire. Edgar, 
as the Mogul advanced, came out to meet him, 
but upon me night before the expefled engage- 
ment, Edgar was treacheroullj attacked by Sfia 
roch and Ibrahim, two of his own chiefs, and 
flymg naked out of his tent was murdered, and 
bis head fent to Fend. The rebel army was dif 
perfed, and Calhmir e reduced without further 
trouble. The fang foon after made a fecond 
tour to that dehghtfbl country, where he fpent 
forty days m rural amulemcnts. He conferred 
the government of C alhmir e upon the noble 
Eufoph, and tnmmg towards Rhotas, he was 
met m that place m the year 1001, by Jam and 
Mirza the Ion of Byram, from Tatta. Mirra

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was immediately ranked witli the Sihazaris or A D 159a, 
Omrahs of three thoufand, which -wzs at that 
tame a high dignity, and his government upon 
the Indus, reduced to the form of a province of 
the empire. 

Koka was this year obliged to take the field 
againft a powerful chief of Guzerat, who gave-k,iishim- 
proteftion to the unfortunate king MuzifFer. He 
obliged the chief to deliver Muzifier up 5 and 
that unhappy prince, wearied out with adverfity, 
put an end to his own life with a razor, as they 
were carrying him prifoner to the capital of Gu- 
zerat. 

Man Singh led in the courfe of this year, the 
troops in Bengal againft Cullulu the Afghan, 
who created difturbances in that quarter, and de- 
feating him, reduced all the provinces of Orifla, 
and fent one hundred and twenty elephants 
which he had taken to the king. 

Koka being called to court to give fome ac- Pr'nce Mu- 
count of his adminiftration in Guzerat, did not S 
chufe to rifque the enquiry, but putting his fa- 
mily and wealth on board fome fhips, failed for 
Mecca. The king having received advices of his 
departure, ordered his fon the prince Murad 
' from Malava to that government, and appointed 
Sadoc abfolute manager of public affairs under 
him. Sharoch the grandfon of Soliman, prince 
of Buduchfhan, was in the mean time appointed 
to the government of Malava, in the prince’s 
place, and he releafed Gumbo, who had lain fix 
years in prifon, and appointed him to a principal 
department under him. Sometime before this 
period, the enthufiaftic fefr of Roflinai-Afghans 
had again begun to raife difturbances about Kotil, 
but they were defeated by Jaffer Kifvini, who 
had been lately honored with the title of the no- 
ble Aiaph, and their chief Jellali, and his bro- 
thers, taken’ and fent prifoners to court.

fort of Kandahar, for which he had the govern 
ment of Moultan conferred upon him, and was 
ranked among the nobles of the empire 
The noble Miraa, m the mean time, having 
arrived at Mndu, Burhan lent Anaft Chau with 
tsttiiiW profefEons of entire fubmiffion, but fidhng fick 
°°°“^ at the fame time, he died m the year 1003 
His fon Ibrahim who fucceeded him m the king 
dom of Berar, was killed foon after m battle 
agamft a partisan, who had rebelled againft him 
in his dornmions Munju his vizier, fet up 
Ahmed, a young child pf the family of the Ni 
zam, upon the throne but the oinrabs diffented 
from this meafure, rebelled agamft him, and 
_ befieged Muniu in Ahmednagur The vizier 
lindmg himfelf dnven to diftrefi, fent a perfon 
to Ahmed abad the capital of Guzerat, with an 
ambafly to the pnnee Murad, mviting him to 
come to his affiftance, and he wnuld pnt him m 
pofleOion of -the fort Murad having at that 
tune received orders from bis father to march 
into the Decan, with the army from Guzerat, 

gladly 
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gladly embraced this propofal, and fet out with a d 1594. 
great expedition. When Mirza, the fon of By- 
ram, who had been lying all this time idle at 
Mindu, heard of the prince's march, he began to 
beftir himfelf, and with his own army and thofe 
of the prince Sharoch, governor of Malava, 

Gumbo, the Indian prince Jaggernot, the Hin- , 
doos, Durga, Ram Chund, and others, marched 
towards the Decan, and on his way induced Ali 
pnnee of Chandez, to join him with fix thoufand 
horfe. He foon after joined his force with that 
of prince Murad on the borders of the Decan, 
and this numerous army, march by march, con- 
tinued its rout to the capital. 

Munju had by this time quelled the lebellion, Abmcdna. 
and repented of his having called the prince : hefJ'bythT 
therefore laid in a ftore of provifions in the place, Moguls 
and committed it to the government of Bibi, the 
daughter of Huflein the Nizam of the country, 
with a ftrong garrifon, and letieated himfelf 
with the remainder of his army and a lai'ge train 
of artillei y, towards the borders of Berar. Prince 
Murad and Mirza laid fiege to Ahmednagur in 
the month of the fecond Ribbi 1004: they em- 
ployed thcmfelves in carrying on appioaches, 
railing mounts, crefting batteries, and finking 
mines ; while Bibi defended the place wdth a 
manly refolution, and wrote to Adil the prince 
of Berar for afliftance. At the end of three 
months, the befieged had cariied' five mines 
under the wall and baftions : the befiegers de- 
ftroyed two of the mines by counter-mines, and 
continued to fearch for the others. The prince

ting his troops to plunder the baggage. To fe 
cure their plunder, half of his argiy deferted to 
lodge their fpoils m places of fecunty, and the 
valiant cunu^, \nth the remainder, iat in the 
dark, without knowing whither to proceed 
Mirza, in the mean time, returning from the 
purfuit, fell in with the enemy’s artillery, with 
in a final! diftance of their general, and thinking 
the enemy entirely routed, detemiined to re 
main there till morning tvith the fcw that con 
tinned with him, for by far the greater part of 
hu army thinking themfelves deftated, had fifd 
full fpeea to the capital of Berar While things 
were in tins pcrplexipg fituation the eunuch s 
troops began to light up fires and flambeaus where 
they flood, having heard that the noble Mifaa 
was near The Mogul general being mformed 
alfo, by his rpies, that the enemy ivas in his 
neighbourhood, )ie ordered foree pieces of arti) 
iery to be loaded and fired among them, which 
ihrew them into great confnfion Joheil immn 
diatcly ordered aB the fires tp be eittinguilhcd, 
and fliifting his ground, lent (touts all ronnd to 
collefl fuch of his troops as were difpcrfed over 
the plain and in the a^acent villages 

In the mean time Mirza blew his trumpets and 
beat to arnis, according to his manper, which 
bang heard by fuch of Ins troops as were dif 
perfed tner the field they haftened towards 
him in finall detachments. Several of the Mo 
guls meeting with others of the enemy m the 
dark, they (ought apd formed fuch i feenc of 
horror and confiifiop, as is not eafy tp be dc 
fenbed , while Allah ' Allah ' refounded from all 

fides, 
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Cdcs, and every eye was fixed upon tlic caft, m a d 1596. 
cxpeifbiuon of the dawn. When the day ap- 
peared, Johcil was feen matching towards the 
Moguls, with t^\cIve thoufand horfe. Though 
the army of Miiza did not exceed four thoufand, 
he deternuned once moi e to difputc the field, 
and formed his line to oppofc the enemy. 

The battle now ]oined with redoubled fury on 
both fidcs, but Jolicil, after exhibiting the inofl: 
daring afts of valour, funk at lafi: undei fa- 
tigue and wounds, and fell from his hoifc. A 
body of his dependants boie him inftantly olf: 
his army according to cufiom followed him, and 
left Mirza mailer of a bloody field. The Mogul, 
in no condition to purfuc the run-a ways, return- 
ed to Shapoor, to join the prince, Murad, and 
the reftot his army. 

The emperor, having about this time received 
advice of the death of Abdulla, the Ullicck, fmnl^La- 
Idng of the weftern Tartary, who had long 
threatened an invafion fiom the noith, returned 
in fccurity from Lahore to Agra. Having in 
that city hcai d of the noble Mirza’s victor he 
fent him an honoiaiy drefs and a fine horfe, as 
marks of his particular favour. As private ani- 
mofities had long fubfilted between the piince 
Murad and Mirza, which being much inflamed 
by the intrigues of Sadoc, now rofe to a dan- 
gerous height ; the king therefore thought it 
imprudent to leave them longer togethci : he 
difpatched Eufoph Mufiiaddi and Abul Fazil * to 
the prince, and in the year 1006, recalled Mirza 
to the prefence. But though the whole mifun-

Mo. Eufoph, and Abul Fazu, in a fhort time rt. 
daced the forts of NamaHa, Kavilc, Kcrlah, and 
others, in the province of Bcrar j but the pnnee 
Murad falling fick, died in the memth or Sha- 
wal 1007, and was firft buned in the capital of 
Bcrar, but by the king's orders the hody was 
afterwards removed to Agra, and laid by the 
fide of his grandfather Humaioon The. king’s 
gnef for the death of his fon, mllcad of cxtin 
guifhing his dcGrc of conquering the Dccan, 
only ermamed it the more, to divert his nund 
from forrow, In the mean time the omrahi 
of Nizam having gamed fomc flight advantages, 
defeated Shcrc one of the king’s omrahs, who 
poflefled the country of Bere, and beflegtd him 
in his fort Eufoph and Abul Fazd were fo 
much infrnor to the enemy in number, 
that they durft not venture upon an engage 
ment 


Mflrtftirt king, alarmed at this diiaftcr, reflored 

the noble Mirza to favour, and required his 
daughter, the beautiful Jana, for his fon Damal 
in marriage He then difpatchcd him with 
that pnnee, and a well appomted army, to car 
ry on the war in the Ocean, and mov^ the Im 
penal ftandard that way m the 1008 ot the Hi 
gcra, leaving his dominions m the eail under the 
charge of the pnnee royal, the illoftnous Selim 
Jn the mean time the pnnee Oanial and Mirza 
entered the Decan, and as Bahader, the fon of 
All, pnnee of Chandcr, was not found like his 
lather, firm to hia allegiance, and had fliut him 
fclf up in Afcrc, they halted upon the banks of 
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tlic Gang, near Pattan, and endeavoured to per - a d 1598. 
fuade him over to their intcreft. In the mean *'”7- 
time the king had reached Mindu, and difpatch- 
ed orders to them to proceed to Alimednagur 
the capital, and inveft it : for that he himfelf 
would take up Afere in his way. 

This prince and the noble Mirza accordingly invcHs ah- 
marched with about thirty thoufand horfc to- 
wards Alimednagur. Abin Buchfi and other 
omrahs of the Decan, fled from that city, and 
left the Moguls to inveft the place. The king 
firft endeavoured to bring over Bahadcr by fair 
means, but he v ould not liften to terms. Akbar 
therefore marched to Burhanpoor, and fent his 
omrahs to bcfiege Afere, \vhich lay only fix 
miles from that place. After the fiege had con- 
tinued a confiderable time, the air in the place 
on account of the number of troops which were 
cooped up in it, became very unhealthy This 
occafioned a pcftilcncc which fweeped the Hin- 
doos off in great numbers. Bahadcr, though , . 

he had ftill troops fufficient for the defence of 
the place, as well as a large magazine of war- 
like ftores, and provifions in abundance, per- 
mitted defpair to ftain the current of his 
mind. 

The fiege of Ahmednagur was in the mean Alimcdna- 
time earned on with great vigour, by Mirza and 2“^ 
the prince. The city was at length carried by a 
ftratagem, executed by Huflein. This we fliall 
have occafion to relate minutely in the Hiftory of 
the Decan. Ahmednagur was taken in the be- 
ginning of the year 1009 : the ftrong fortrefs of 
Afere, fome months after, was fur rendered to 
the king : an immenfe treafure which had been 
accumulated there, for ipany ages, fell into 
^bkar’s hands, wdth all the wealth of Ahmed- 
nagur. 
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of Burhanpobr, in the Decan. His death and a d 1605. 
the manner o'f it fo much a'ffeOied the king, 
who was in a declining Rate of health, thit 
he every day became worfe, till upon the 1 3tli 
of the fecotid Jemmad in the year 1014, he 
left that world, through which he had moved 
with fo rnhch iuftre, aftet having reigned 
fifty-one yeai s, ind fome months. Mahommed '**‘^*=' 
Akbar was a priOce endued with many fliinw 
ing virtues. His g^nbrofity was great, arid his 
cletnency Without bounds : this latter virtue 
he ofteil carried heyon'd thfe iin'e of prudence, 
and in many inftances paft the limits of that 
juftice which he owed to the flate ; but his 
dariOg fpirit made this noble eYror fee'm to 
proceed from a generous difpOfition, afid-nOt 
from an effeminate weaknefs Of mind. His 
character as a "warrior was ra'ther that of an 
intrepid partizan, than of a great general : he 
expofed his perfon with ^unpardonable rafhnefs, 
and oftOn attempted 'capital points vidthout 
ufing that 'pow'er which at the time he 
poflefled.— — But fortune a’nd a daring foul 
fupplied the ' place of conduct in Akbar : he 
brOught about at once ’fiy defperate ‘means, 

■what calirt cauticn would takb much time 
to accomplilh. This circumftance fpread thO 
teTrrOr of ’the riatne of 'this fon of true -glory 
fo wide, thkt dfindoflan, eWet Tubjeft to the 
co'nvulfions 6f rebellion,- became fettled and 
ca’lm in his ' prefence. 'He laifed a wall ‘of 
difciplined valor t againft ‘the powers of the 
north, and 'by his own' activity infpited- hiS 
dmrahs with fenterprize.

Allumgire, having reigned mty years, two 
months and twenty-eight days, died, in a very 
advanced age, at Ahmednagur. in the Decan, 
upon Friday the 28th of Zicada, in the 1119 of 
the Higera, or the 1707 of our sera. 

Though Shaw Jehan was confined during the time his 
four rebellious fons, Dara Sheko, Suja, Aurungzebe, and Morad, 
contended for the crown, yet as Aurungzebe prevailed over his 
brothers, and dated his reign from the year 1069, we have includ- 
ed the time of the civil wars in the reign of his father. 

Mahommed 
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Mahommed Mauzim, Auningzcbe*5 fccond 
fon, fuccccdcd his father in the throne, uhdcrj 
the title of Bahadar. Shaw He died, after a 
Ihort ragn of fonr years and eleven months, 
and was fuccccdcd by his cldeft fon, Moaz nl 
Dien ^ 

Moaz ul Dien, under the title of Jihandar ; 
Shaw, rcimcd eighteen months. Some writers 
do not indudc him in the fucceffion of kings, 
as the fuccccding emperor, the fon of Anm 
Shaw, the fccond fon of the preceding empe- 
ror, Bahadar Shaw, under the name of flrro^ 
fere,* dated his reign from the death of his grand- 
father ^ 

Firrochstre, I according to his own com 
putation, reigned iix years, i He was blinded, 
and afterwards put to death, by the two Scids, 
upon the lath of the fccond jemmid, m the 1130 
or the Higcra- ' 

Rafpeih ul Dirjat, the fon of Rafiah ul 
Shaw, the third fon of the emperor Bahadar 
Shaw, was raifcd to the throne, by thcambmons 
Sada, and after a nominal ragn of three months, 
was put to death bjr the fame fafrion, bywhofe 
mtcreft he had obtained the crown — His brother 
Rafpeih ul I>owlat fuccccdcd him , but be 
died in a few days.

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M AHOMMED, the fonof Jehan, and grand - a d 

fon of the emperor Baliadar Shaw, ac- iJJJcMdcs 
ceded to the throne of Delhi, in the month of the 
Shawal of the year 1 1 30 of the Higera. — Mahom- 
med, having rid himfclf of the two Seids, Ab- 
dalla and Haffen, who had fo long tyrannized in 
the empire, railing and depofing kings at pleafure, 
gave himfelf wholly up to indolence, and the 
-enervating pleafures of the Haram. The dif- 
tra<Tions, before Mahommed’s acceflion, occasi- 
oned principally by the ambition of the Seids, 
gave the firft mortal wound to the Mogul em- 
pire, under which it has ever fmee languiftied. 

Moll of the omrahs, either envying or dreading 
the power of the Seids, formed ambitious 
fchemes of independence in then refpedlive pro- 
vinces, which the apparent debility of the regal 
authority very much favoured. 

An omrah called Cuttuhch Chan, who, as Defigns of 
]>lizam ul muluck, or regulator of the country, 
a title given to the governor general of the De- 
can, commanded, for fome years, all the rich 
provinces of that extenlive country. He being 
lenlible of the weaknels of.Mahommed, main- 
tained a great Handing aimy, under a pretence 
of keeping the unfubdued Indian princes and 
Mahrattor chiefs in awe. But the real defign

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of this force was to found an independent king 
dom for himfelf m the Dccan, as HaiTcn Caco

redudhon of the naghbounng Indian princes, 
who had not yet fobmittcd to the Mogul yoke 
Though the revenues of his goveminent mull 
•have been veryi conlidcrably incrcafed by thefe 
■conquefls, he remitted none to the Delhi , and, 
kt thfiifame time, to weaken the empire, he en 
■couraged, or at leaft, permitted the Mahrattors

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Chan Dow ran Sumfam ul Dow^Ia w^as, at this 
time, captain-general of the empire. As the'^hmaacx 
offices of paymafter-genci al and commander 
in chief of the troops aic injudicioufly joined 
in one perfon, in Hindoftan, Dow^an had fucli 
an influence in the ftatc, that he engrofled to 
himfelf all the miniftciial power. He left, in 
flioit, nothing but their names in the govern- 
mci7t to the king and his vizier, Kummir. 
Dowran w^s fly, artful , infinuating ; of an 
acbve and intriguing difpolition , in appeal an ce 
afluming no authority, wdien, at the fame time, 
he directed eveiy thing. He executed, in pub- 
lic, as by the king’s ordci s, wdiatever he himfelf 
had refolved upon in piivate. As the indolent 
Mahommed was even ‘averfe to the trouble of 
thinking, the fuggeftions of this aitful noble- 
man, who was full of plaufibility, and prompt 
to execute wdiatcvcr he adMfed, were ahvays 
grateful to the ro}al ear. The captain-general, 
though perfonally brave, peimittcd his matter’s 
authority to be daily mfultcd by defpicable 
enemies. He forefaw that to take the field, 
without the king, would piobably put an end 
to his influence over him , for he knew that the 
difpofition of Mahommed was fickle and incon- 
ftant; and apt to be fwayed to anything, by 
every artful perfon near him. 

Dowran made many unfuccefiful attempts to King’s ui- 
*perfuade_ the emperor to accompany him to the*^"'^"^' 
.field. The •diflblute monarch was not to be re- 
moved " fi-om the luxurious indolence of the 
palace. The Mahrattors, in the mean time, 
continued their inroads. They ravaged the prd- 
'vmce of Guzerat, and raifed the Chout as far 
a.s the Indus.„ They returned back from that 
"river, by' tfie way of Ajmere and Biana, and 
''^read their devaftations to the very gates of 
“Agra.~ The captain-general, though much againfl 

his 
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his inclination, found himfdf obliged -to march 
againft thefe plunderers Bat, initcad of chaf 
tjhng them, hcinglonoufl^promifcd to pay them 
the Lhout, upon condition they fbould immcdi 
ately evacuate the provinces 
dSiS"* barbarians gaming courage by thii fub- 

*“ miQion, and trufting very httle to promifes 
extorted by fear, from Dowran crofled the 
Jumna, near Calpee, with a dclign to plunder 
the province of OuA Sadit Chan, who then 
pofiTefTcd that flibartiip, oppofed them, between 
the rivers in the diftrift of Korah, and gave them 
a total defeat They fled to Fcndabad near 
Delhi, whither they were clofely purfued by 
Sadit, who had, on his way, joined the impc 
nal army under DouTan 

Attrrrpt Before the united armies under Dowran and 
Sadit came up the Mahrattors made an attempt 
to plunder Delhi Ihcy were oppofed, without 
the walls, by two impenat ornrans, fallen’ and 
Amir, the former of whom was kiUcd m the 
a£tion The Mahrattors had now pofleffed them 
felvcs of the fuburbs, when the vizier, coming 
up with an army, put them to flight But 
notNMthflanding thefe repealed defeats, the 
Mahrattors found means to retreat, with a 
great booty, to the Decan, thar native coun 
try 

ThfNUim The court of Delhi, findmg that the Nizam 
cpyrt. of the Decan favoured the incurCons of the Mah 
rattors, devifcd many fehemes to inveigle him 
to court, that they might dcpnve him either of 
his life or government The crafty Nizam, pc 
netratine into their deflgns, conceived an impla 
cable rclcntmcntagainft Dowran, who, he knew, 
was at the bottom of the whole afiair But 
as the empire, notwithftanding its growing im 
bcohty, ^as llill fuffiacntly lirong to reduce the 

_ Nizam, 
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Nizam, had he broke forth in open rebellion, 
he thought it moft prudent to obey the royal 
command. He, however, previoufly ftrength- 
ened his intereft at court, by a coalition with 
many great omrahs, who were difguft^d with 
the infolence of Dowran. The Nizam, having 
taken a ftep fo neceflary for his own fafety, fet 
out for court, leaving his fon Ghazi ul Dien in 
the government of the Decan. He arrived at 
Agra, with a retinue, or rather an army of 
aoooo men *, and, as he held the office of Vakeel 
Muttuluch or abfolute agent of the provinces, 
he expefted to command Dowran, and to 
draw all the reins of government into his own 
hands. 

Sadit, governor of Oud, pluming himfelf 
upon his fuccefs againft the Mahrattors, afpired 
to the minifterial power. The king continued 
to favour Dowran, and to fupport him againft the 
Nizam j for, however weak Mahommed was, 
he could not but fee through that ambitious go- 
vernor’s defigns, by his behaviour for fome 
years back. But as the Nizam had, upon the 
fpot, a force to protect his perfon, and a ftrong 
party at court , and as his fon, a man of great 
parts, commanded all the provinces of the De- 
can, the king was affured, that to deprive him 
of his government, would occafton a revolt, 
which, in its confequences, might prove fatal to 
the royal houfe of Timur. , 

In the mean time Sadit, finding that he could 
not effedl: any thing againft the united interefts Dowran 
of the Nizam and Vizier, who had joined fac- 
tions, was eafily brought over to their party. 

The terms of this co^ition were, that :When 
the Nizam and Vizier fhould force ^themfelves 
- intO' the management of the affairs of govern-

The accellion of Sait and his party id not 
render the fafbon of the Nizam and Vizier liif 
liaently ftrong to turn Dowran from hia bgh 
emjiloy He had ablblute poflefllon of the royal 
car, and the army, who depended upon him for 
then- ply, remained firm to his intereft The 
faSton of the malecontents was reduced to de

It mud, at any rate rum DouTan, which was a 
very capital objefr to men pofleffed of fuch m 
verate ammoflties againd that mimder Whf 
ther the Nizam id not even extendi his views 
to the empire itfelf admits of fome doubt 
Many lenfible men in India think that he id , 
and affirm, that his opinion was, that'^Nadlr 
Shaw would depofe C'T'ahommed , and, to fe 
cure his conqned, extirpate the familyrof Ti 
^ mur' Ire argued with himfelf, that as it was 
not ^rrohablc that the Perfian w ould ifii. his re 
Cdence in Hindodan, he hoped, for his fermces, 
to fecure to himfelf the vaceroyfliip of that cm 
piTe; and that afterwards time and arcumdinces 
would point out the line of his future |>rOcted 
mgs 
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Eull of tliefc ambitious projecls, and at tliCy^ d ,^^3 
fame time to avenge Iiimfelf of Ins political 
enemy, the Nizam, in conjundlion with Sadit, 
wrote to Nadir Shaw. That monarch received 
their letters at Candahai , and, in an anfwer to 
them, pointed out many difficulties which he 
had to furmount in the propofed invafion. He 
repicfcnted to them, that it would be extreme- 
ly difficult to penetrate even into Cabul and 
Peffiawir, provinces belonging to the empire to 
the noi til- weft of the Indus, which provinces 
Nafir Chan had governed for twenty years, with 
great icputation, and kept in pay a formidable 
army of Moguls and Afghans : that fliould he 
even fni ce his way through the government of 
Nafir, there weic five great livers to croft in 
Punjab, whcic Zckirria, governor of Lahore, 
would certainly oppofe him ; and that even 
lliould he get over thotc obftacics, the imperial 
army ftill remained to be defeated. 

The Nizam, and his colleague in treafon, en- 
deavouied to remove the king’s objeclions, byeS?* 
afluring him, that they would bring over the 
governors of the fiontier piovinces to their 
faction ; and that, as they thcinfelves command- 
ed one half of the imperial army, little danger 
was to be dreaded from the other. The Perfian 
began his maich from Candahar, with a great 
army, about the vernal equinox of the 1149 
of the Higera. He took the rout of Ghizni, 
and the governor of that city came out with 
prefents, and fubmitted himfelf and the province 
to the king, agi eeing to pay the uftial revenues 
to Perfia. Nadir Shaw continued his march 
from Ghizni to Cabul, which city he immedi- 
ately invefted. Shirza, an omrah of feventy 
years of age, was, at this time, governor of 
Cabul. Being fummoned, he refufed to furren- 

der. 
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A.D. lijt, ind mide the proper difpofitions for an ob- 
ftinate defence 

*“‘'S PerCa finding that neither fair 
promifej nor threats could induce Shirza to open 
the gates of Cahul, aflaulted the place for fix 
days together In this defperate manner, many 
of the oraveft foldiers, wno fnffer moft upon 
thefe occaCona, fell , without making any im 
preflion on the befieged upon the ferenth day, 
Nadir Shaw found means to bnng over to his 
party, NaCr, governor of the province of Ca 
Dul, the fon of that NaCr, who was, for twen 
ty years, fubadar of Pefhawir That traitor, 
with the provincial army, prefented himfelf at 
that gate of the aty which was oppofite to the 
fide m the attack, and font a letter to the gallant 
Shirxa. He requefled immediate admittance to 
the place, to prevent his bang cut off by the 
enemy , mfinuating, that his forces, when join 
ed with the gamfon, would be a match for the 
Perfians in the field 

The unfortunate Shirza, not fufpefhng the 
treachery of the young omrah, confented to re 
cave within the walls the women and bag 
gage of the provinaal army , but inCfled that 
the troops fhould encamp before the gate, till a 
council fhould be held, concermng what was 
beff to be done upon this urgent occaCon The 
women and baggage were accordingly admitted, 
with a proper guard, and Shirza, with a few at 
tendants, went out to have an interview with 
Nafir No fooner was Shirza out of the aty, 
than the king of Perfia beg^ a general allaiilt , 
while one Rahim, an officer of the traitor 
Nafir, fazed upon Shirza, and confined him 

The two fons of Shirza, ignorant of their fa 
ther’s fate, in the mean time defended the gates 
with great fiimnefs and refolntton , oU one of 

them 
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them was killed by that part of Nalii’s army ad 1738 
that had been admitted into the city. The re- 
maining brother, in this defperate fituation, 
knew not which enemy he ought to oppofe, 
while the garrifon, ftruck with terror and con- 
fnfion, deferted their polls upon the wall. Nadir 
Shaw took advantage of this panic, forced open 
the gates, took the place, maflaci ed many of the 
inhabitants, and inhumanly put to deatli the gal- 
lant Shirza and his fon. 

The king of Perlia found in the treafury 
Cabul two millions, live bundled thoufand oftiiatat>- 
our money in fpecie, and eflecHiS to the value 
of two millions more : in thefe were included 
four thoufand complete fuits of armour, inlaid 
with gold : four thoufand of polilhed Heel, four 
thoufand mails for horfes, and a great quantity 
of fine tifiTues and drelTes, depolited in Cabul 
by the emperor Shaw Jehan. The king of Per- 
lia remained at Cabul feven months, before he 
would attempt to crofs the Indus. Pie, in the 
mean time, kept up a correfpondence with the 
confpirators in Delhi, and maturely fettled his 
plan of operations. He at length, put his army 
in motion, and dire< 5 led his march to Pelha- 
wir. 

Nalir, the Mogul governor of Pelhawir, had Provinces of 
wrote, repeatedly, to the court of Delhi, for^brnTi^ 
fuccours ; but the captain general Dowran, in 
his anfwers, affefled to defpife the king of Perfia ; 
and inlinuated, that it was impoflible he could 
meditate the cohquell of Hindoftan. He, how- 
ever, promifed, from time to time, that he him- 
felf would march with the imperial army, and 
drive the invader back to Perfia. The difaf- 
fefled omrahs wrote, at the fame time, to Nalir, 
to make the bell terms he could with Nadir 
Shaw ; for that there was little hopes of his be- 
ing reinforced with any part of the royal army. 

Nalir, 
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A.D i7j8,Nalir, finding himfdf ncglcflcd by the court, 
after a faint refiftancc, fnirendcred hlitilelf pti 
foner to the king'of Perfia, Upon the aoth Of 
Shaban He was loon after taken into faVoUt by 
that monarch, and appointed One of his viziers. 
Nadir Shaw had, by this timt, crofled the Nllab, 
one of the moil confiderable of the five branches 
of the Indus He ifliied out an order to ravage 
the country, to fprcad the terror of Ins arms & 
and wide 

Cooacnii Dally advices of the approach of the Perfians 
came to Delhi. A general tonfternation among 
the people, and a diftrafhon In the councils Of 
the government enfued The king and his mi 
nifter, Dowran, Mere fo weak, that either theV 
did not fufpeifl the treachery of the dilaflciflcd 
omrahs, or took no meafurcs to prevent their 
defignt. New obftacles m ere daily thrown in the 
way of the military preparations of Dowran, till 
the Niram and his colleagues thought, that the 
procraftination which they had octaCnncd, had 
fuIEciently weakened the imperial caufe. 

Acunp Upon the firft of Ramzan, the Vizier, the 
Nizam and Dowran, mcamped without the aty, 

■ with a great train of artillery, and began to levy 

forces. Nadir Shaw, dunng thefc ttauiaflions, 
crofled the Bea, and on the firft of Shawal ap- 
peared before Lahore. Zckina, governor of 
the aty and provmce, who was mcamped With 
5000 horfe before the walls, retreated into the 
aty He, fhc next day, marched out and at 
•73V tacked the Perfians A general tout of hts army 
1““^ was the ccinfcqucnce, and the conquerors were 
fo clofc to the heels of the run ways, that they 
polTcflcd thcmlelscsof the gates — Zelaru waited 
immediately upon Nadir Shaw, witli a royal pre 
fent of half a lack of roupees, was politely re 
caved by that monarch, and laihorc was prclcrv 
ed from bang plundered, 

The 
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The king of Perfia continued his march to- ad 17^9. 
wards Delhi, and upon the 1 4th of Zicada, ap-N idir Shaw 
pcaied m fight of the impel lal army. The em-J," rdlto 
peror was encamped upon the plains of Karnal ; Ucihi fc- 
fo that only the canal, which fupplied Delhi with 
water, divided the ainues. The Moguls had 
only pofl'efied themfelves of that ground about 
two days befoie the arrival of Nadir Shaw, and 
had till own up entrenchments and redoubts be- 
fore them, mounted with five hundred pieces of 
aitillery The army, which the king now com- 
manded in perfon, confifted of 150,000 horfe, 
exclufive of irregular infantry. This unwieldy 
body of militia was compofed of all forts of peo- 
ple, collected mdifcriminately in the provinces, 
by the omrahs, who thought that a fuilicient 
number of men and horfes was all that was ne- 
ceflhry to form a good army. Subordination 
was a thing unknown in the Mogul camp : the 
private foldier, as well as the omiah, aded only 
by the impulfe of his own mind. 

The Peifians, though not fo numerous as 
Moguls, were under fome degree of regulation. 

The lank of Nadir Shaw’s officers was detei min- 
ed , and his own commands were inftantly and 
implicitly obeyed Severe to excefs, he pardon- 
ed no negled or difobedience in Ins omrahs. He 
has even been known to fend a mace-bearer to a 
general, at the head of 5000 horfe , with orders 
to make him halt and receive corporal punifh- 
ment, for a mifdemeanor, m the front of his 
own men. Though this rigor may be thought in 
Europe too tyrannical and i epugnant to a mili- 
tary fpirit ; yet, in a country where the princi- 
ples of honour are little known, fear is the 
ftrongefi: motive to a ftricb performance of duty.

tal, by three repeated meffages from the king, 
commanding his immediate attendance. 

Mahommed was, wnth good reafon, apprehen- Recalled to 
five that the' Nizam, who was then m the camp, 
was preparing to feize him, which made him fo 
anxious for the piefence of Dowran. When the 
wounded general appeared before the king, he 
told him of the fituation of affairs, and earneftly 
intreated him to permit him to return to the 
field, with the troops which were under, his im- 
mediate command, as captain-general, confifting 
of 36000 men, together with two hundred pieces ' 
of cannon. “ Grant my requeft,’* faid he, 

and you ffiall never fee me return but in tri- 
“ umph.^* 

The king was now perplexed beyond meafure. The kmg 
He dreaded the defigns of the Nizam, fliould 
Dowran be abfent, and, at the fame time, he Nizam, 
durft not permit the traitor to march out of the 
lines, foi fear he fhould join the Perfians. He, 
therefore, fell into the common erioi of weak 
minds, and hefitated, in hopes that delay would 
give birth to a more favorable , concurrence of 
events. — He was deceived * the happy moment, 
for the prefervation of himfelf and the empire, 
was now upon the wing. His troops main- 
tained ftill their ground, under Muzziffer, the 
gallant brother of Dowran , and a reinforcement 
would turn the fcale of victory in their favor. 

When Dowian quitted the field, the command Gallant 
of thofe Moguls, who were engaged, devolved 
upon his brother Muzziffer. That brave omrah^cr. 
made a violent charge upon tl e Perfian army, 
and penetrated to the very door- of Nadir Shaw’s 
tent. There, for want of being fupported from 
the camp, Miuziffer, All, Dowran’s fon. Raja 
Gugermull, Mullu, Eadgaf, and twenty- feven

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ofSctrs of difiinfhon, covered one {mail of 
ground with theu- bodies Ten thoufand com 
tnon Mogul foldiers were (lain in this defperate 
a&on , wliicb had ahnoft proved fetal to Nadir 
Shaw, for his whole army were upon the point 
of faying way , feveral great detathments haring 
fled bacK forty miles from the field of battle 
After the engagement, the few that remained of 
tbe Moguls, rebred within the entrench 
men(s * 

IJowran, though wounded, had that mght an 
intervieifr with the Nizam It Was agreed, that 
the whole army fhould next momihg march out 
of the hues, and attack the Pirfians ut their 
camp Bat when the morning came, Dowran’s 
svound, w hich he had recav^ m the arm, was 
fp mudi inflamed, that be could not aft, and, 
therefore, the meditated attack was delayed 
In the evemng of Ihe i8th, a mortification en 
feed, which Was then attributed to fomething 
apphed to the Wound by a fergeon bnbed by the 
Imam , and many m India mil conbnue in the 
feme behef Be that as it will, Dowran expired 
that night, amidfl the tears of his fovereign, who 
had a great friendlhip for him 

■When this brave omrah, on whom alone the 
hopes of the emperor reft^, was dead, the Ni 
zam flood unnviled m the management of af 
furs. The whole authonty devolved upon him, 
and the king became a cypher in the midft of bu 
own camp The traitor finding now the power 
of the empire in his hands, under a certainty of 
bong able to difpofc of the long at any ume, ac 


f Fnfer ftys, thu only 4000 PoGua vat eopgtd t bot 
icre Katc TC3&0 to do^ litt iiftbonty ti ve derm oor »c> 
ewat from f cT cr al pcifon*, %bo wtre prefent w tbe tfe oo. 
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coiding to his own pleafure, fet a treaty on foot a . 0.1739. 
with Nadir Sha\v, for the immediate return of 
that monarch into Peilia. So little hopes had 
the Perfian, at this time^ of conquering the Mo- 
gul empire, that he actually agreed for the pitiful 
ium of fifty lacks of roupees, about fix hundred 
and twenty-five thoufand pounds, to evacuate 
Hindoftan. 

Sadit, who, we have already obferved, was in 
the Perfian camp, hearing of thefe tranfadHons,-*’^^” 
ufed all poflible means to break off the treaty. 

The regard of Nadir Shaw to his plighted faith, 
was not proof againfi; the lucrative offers of Sadit. 

That omrah promifed to pay to the Peifian two 
crores of roupees or two millions five hundred 
thoufand pounds out of his own private fortune, 
upon condition he fhould reduce the Nizam, and 
place himfelf at the head of the adminiftration. 

In the mean time, the Nizam, who was now 

appointed captain-general by the qmperor, finding 
that Nadir Shaw broke the treaty, began to falk 
in a high flrain, and to make preparations for 
coming to adion with the Perfians, 'to which the 
king ftrenuoufly urged him. But the adive fpi- 
rit of Nadir Shaw was not idle during thefe 
tranfadions. He poffefled himfelf of feveral 
flrong pofts, round the Indian camp, and totally 
cut off their fupplies of proyifions. 'rhe Nizam 
perceiving that he mufi; ad with great difadvan- 
tage, if he fliould march out of his lines and at- 
tack the Perfians, began to renew the treaty, and 
offered more than Sadit had done to Nadir 
Shaw. 

Mahommed, being informed that thefe twoFebruar> 
vihains, without his communication, were mak- 
ing feparate bargains, about himfelf and his em-refoWesto 
pire, and that he , even had not, the ,f|iadow of 
authority in ^his own camp, took a fjidden refo- Pedm 

lution 
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luuon to throw himfdf upon the demency of 
Nadir Shaw “ A declared enemy, laid he to 
the few Ihends who ^)1 adherrf to him, la 
“ by no means to be dreaded fo much as fecret 
“ foes, under the fpeaous charafter ,of friends ' 
Having, therefore, prcviouQyj acijuamted the 
Perfian of his intentions, be fet ont in the mom 
mg of the aoth, in his traielling throne, with a 
fmall retinue, for Nadir Shaw s camp 

The king of Perfia, upon the .Moguls ap- 
proach, fent his fon Mfir Alb, to condud him 
to the royal tent Nadir Shaw advanced a few 
fteps from his throne, and embraced Mahom 
med, and fitting down, placed him upon his left 
hand. The fubftance of their convcrfation has 
been already given to the public by Frafcr 
and, therefore, wc fhall only obferve here, 
that Nadir Shaw fevcrciy reprimanded the Mo- 
gul, for hia puCllanimous behaviour in paying 
uic Cbout to the Mahrattors, and for fuffenng 
himfelf to be mvclled in bu camp, in the very 
center of his dominions, without making one 
Cngle effort to repd the invaHon 
Nadir Shaw, after tlus converfauon, retired 
to another tent, called to bun his vizier, and 
confulted with him what waa bell to be done 
with Mahommed, m thu cntical fltnation Ihe 
vizicr told him, that, fhould he confine the lang, 
the Nizam, who commanddi the army, would 
immediately aft for himfelf , and, as he was an 
able officer, they might meet with great diffi 
cnlty in reduang bun But that, ihould'the 
long he permuted to return to the camp with af 
furancca of fncndlhip and pfotcflion a parly 
would join him, that would, at lead, be a ba 
lance againft the influence bf the Nizam 

Nadir Shaw bw the propriety of what his vi 
zicr advifed He iramediattly rc'ihftied to the 
royal tent, and told Mahommed, that, as hi 

therto 
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thcito the Imperial Iioufe of Timur had not in-A.c 1739 
jured the Perfians, it was far from his intentions 
to depiive Mahommed of his kingdom. “ But/’ 
faid he, with a determined look, “ the expence 
“ of this expedition muft be paid, and, during 
‘‘ the time of colleftmg the money, my fatigued 
“ army muft refrefti themfelves in Delhi.’’ The 
emperor made little reply to Nadir Shaw’s dif- 
couife. He was, however, peimitted to return 
to his camp, and the Perfian began to lay 
fchemes to feize the Nizam. One Cafim Beg 
was employed in this affair. He, in Nadir 
Shaw’i> name, made the Nizam many proteftati- 
ons of fnendftiip, and obtained a promife, that 
he would vifit that monarch in his camp. He 
accordingly, upon the 24th, fet out, and was, 
immediately upon his arrival in the Peifian lines, 
feized, and, together with fome great omrahs 
who attended him, confined. 

Mahommed, looking upon the Nizam’s con- 
finement as a plan laid by the traitor himfelf, in 
order that he might negotiate matters with the 
Perfian with more fecurity, determined to pay a 
fecond vifit to Nadir Shaw'-. — That monarch had, 
by this time, fecured moft of the Mogul omrahs, 
one after another, and when, the emperor, upon 
the 26th, ariived in the camp, a tent was pitched mcd’s in- 
fer him near the royal pavilion. The unfortu- 
nate Mahommed was carried into his tent, and fortunes 
left for fome time alone. A collation was 
brought him, and, he ate very heartily; with- 
out betraying any fymptoms of being affe<fted 
with his unhappy fituation.^ Nadir Shaw w’-as 
greatly aftonifhed when he heard of Mahom- 
med’s behaviour, and exclaimed : “ What kind 
of man muft this be, who can, with fo much 
“ indifference, give his freedom and empire to ' 

“ the wind ? But we are told, by the wife, that 
“ greatnefs of mind confifts in two extremes : to 
' “ fuffer 
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A.D )7J9." fuff"' pancntlf, or to id boldly, to dcrpife 
“ the world, or to exert all the powers of the 
“ mind to command it Thu man has chofcn 
“ the former but the latter was the choice of 
“ Nadir Shaw” 

Tltough Mahommed was hindered from re 
Niirsiuw turning to hu own camp, he w as permitted to 
have all hu domellics about him, who amounted 
to three thoufknd A thou&nd Perlian horfe 
mounted guard upon him but this pretended 
honor, which was conferred upon him, was a 
Certain badge of his forlorn condition In the 
mean tune, Kummir, the vizier, Surbuhind 
Chan, the Ifeam, and all the prinapal Mogul 
omrahs, were kept in the fame kind of honors 
ble confinement The Perfian had now nothmg 
to fear from an army without ofliccrs. He en 
tered the camp, {azed upon the ordinance, the 
military cheft, the jewel office, the svardrobe 
and armory — He ordered three months pay to 
be immediately advanced to his troops and the 
heft of the artillery he fent off to Cabul 
suicfc t Upon the zd of Zehid^ Nadir Shaw moved 
iviw from KamSl towards Delhi ^ The emperor, 
” guarded by ten thou&nd men,' marched a few 
miles m his rear The Mogul army were at the 
&mc time, ordered to march lu two irregular 
columns, one on cadi fide of the PerCans, the 
front of whofe column was advanced two miles 
beyond the other two By continued marches, 
Nmir Shaw amved upon the Sth.m the fuburbs 
oftheaty Ne himldf at the had of laooo 
horfe, entered the aty next-day '' 

The king of Perlia, findmg himlclf in poffef 
toihcNi fion of Delhi, ailed the Nizam and Sadit mto 
hu preftnee, and addrefied theman the followmg 
extraordinary mannyr “ Are not yon both 
“ moll ungrateful villains Jo your king and 
, “ country. 
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country ; who, after poffefling fuch wealth and a, d. 7 ^ 3 ^, 
“ dignities, called me fiom my own dominions, 

“ to luin them and yourfelves? But I will 
“ fcourge you all with my wrath, which is the 
“ inftrument of the vengeance of God.” Hav- 
ing fpoke thele words, he fpit upon theu beaids, 
the higheft affront pollible to Muffulmcn, and 
turned them, with every maik of indignity, 
from his piefence. 

After the traitors were thrufi: out into the 
court of the palace, the Nizam addieffed himfelf 
to Sadit, and fwore, by the holy piophet, that 
he would not fuivive this indignity. Sadit ap- 
plauded his lefolution, and fwoie he would fwal- 
low poifon upon his return home , the Nizam did 
the fame , and both, determined in appearance 
upon death, retiicd to their refpechve houfes. 

Saditp in the mean time, fent a tiufty fpy to 
bring him intelligence when the Nizam fhould dedroy 
take his di aught. The Nizam, being come home, 
appeared in the deepefl; affliction : but having 
privately intimated his plot to a fervant, he or- 
deied him to bring him the poifon. The fervant 
adled his part well. He brought him an innocent 
draught, with great reluctance. The Nizam, 
after fome hefitation, and having formally faid 
his prayers, drank it off in the prefence of Sadit’s 
fpy, and foon after pretended to fall down dead, 
dhe fpy haftened hack "to his maker, and told 
him that the Nizam had juft expired. Sadit, 
afliamed of being outdoneun a point of honor by 
his fellow in dniqhrty, fwallowed a .draught of 
real poifon, and Became ithe juft .inftrument ^of 
punifliment to his own vallainy. The Nizam 
was not nlhamed to live, though none had 
greater reafon. ' He even prided in that wicked 
trick, by which he had rid himfelf of his rival, 

and 
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and afterwards aftualljr enjoyed the intended 
fruits of all his villainies 

The Perhan, in the mean time, placed guards 
upon the gates of Delhi, with orders to permit 
no perfon whatever to pals in or out without his 
Ipcaal hccncc, Thefe ftnd imundions were 
given to prevent the inhabitants from evacuating 
the place, and from carrying away their wealth 
He, at the fame time, iflucd his commands, that 
no perfon whatfoever fhould be inolefted , but 
he demanded twenty five crorca, about thirty 
roilhons of our monej, as a contnbution for 
Ipanng the aty 

Whilfl the magiftratcB were contnvnng wajs 
and means to raifc this enormous fum, b> laying 
a tax m proportion to their wealth on mdividu 
als, famine bc^an to rage in the aty, as all coni 
munication with the country was cut off Upon 
the loth Nadir Shaw ordcrwl t^e granaries to be 
opened, and fold nee at a certain pnee. Thu 
occalioned a prodigious mob m all the pubhc Ba 
zars, particularly in the Shaw^ngc, or royal 
market A Peruan foldicr in this market, feeing 
a man felling pigeons, fazed by force upon his 
baiket The rclfow, to whom the pigeons be 
longed, made a hideous outcry, and proclaimed 
aloud. That Nadir Shaw Iiad ordered a general 
pillage. 

The mob immediately fell upon the Perfian, 
who wasiprotefred by feme of his own country 
men nf A great tumult arofe, and fomc perfons, 
bent upon 'more roifchicf, cned aloud. That Nadir 
Shaw was dead , and that now was the time to 
dnvfc the Perfians out of the aty iTie atizcns, 
who in general earned arms drew thar fwords, 
and began to cut to pieces the Perfians, where- 
cver they could be found The report of the 
death of Nadir Shaw flew, like lightmng, 

through 
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through every ftreet in Delhi , and all places a d 1739, 
were filled with tumult, confufion, and death. 

It was now daik, and the Peifians, who had 
been fti aggling through the city, returned to the 
citadel, except two thoufand who weie killed by 
the mob. 

About twelve o’clock at night, the king 
Peifia was informed of thefe tianfaclions. Helhcmmuit 
immediately ordered what men he had with him 
under aims, and, putting himfelf at their head, 
marched out as far as the Mufgid of Rofliin ul 
Dowlat. He thought it piudcnt to halt theie till 
day-light Iliould appear. He, in the mean time, 
fent for the Nizam, Sirbillund, and Kimmir the 
Mogul vizier, and thieatencd to put them to in- 
ftant death, chai gmg them with fomenting thefe 
tumults. They (wore upon the Coi an, that they Maich u. 
were innocent, and he pardoned them. When 
day began to appear, a perfon fiom a neigbour- 
ing terrace fired upon Nadir Shaw, and killed an 
officer by his fide. The king was fo enraged, 
that, though the tumult had, by this time, to- 
tally fubfided, he ordered the officers of the ca- 
valry to lead their fquadrons through the flreets, 
and fome mufqueteeis to fcour the terraces, and 
to commence a geneial maffacre among the 
unfortunate inhabitants. This order was execu- Orders a 
ted with fo much rigor, that, before two o’clock 
in the afternoon, above 100,000 without diftinc- 
tion of age, fex, or condition, lay dead in iheir 
blood, though not above One third part of the 
city was wifited by the fwoid. Such was the 
panic, ’ terror and confufion of thefe poor wretch- 
es, that inftead of bravely- oppoCng death, the 
men threw down their arms, and, with their 
wives and children, fiibmitted themfelves like 
flieep to the flaughter. One Perfian foldier often 
butchered a whole family, without meeting with 
any refiftance. The Hindoos, according to their

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A D I7J5 barbarous cuUom, Ibut up their wives and daugh 
ters, and fet fire to their apartmentSj and tlien 
threw thcmfeivcs into the dames Thoulands 
plunged headlong into u ells, and « ere drowned , 
death was fcen m every horrid fliape , and, at 
Jad, feemed rather to be foUght after than 
avoided 

The king of Pcrfia fit, dunng this dreadful 
fcene, in the Mufgid of RoDiin ul Donlat 
None but the flavc durft come near him, for his 
countenance was dark and temblo At length, 
the unfortunate emperor, attended by a num 
ber of his chief omrahs, ventured to approacli 
him with downend: eyes The omrahs, who 
preceded Mahommed, bowed down thar fore 
heads to the ground Nadir Shaw ftemly alked 
them what they wanted f They cned out, with 
one voice, “ Spare the aty ” Mahommed fiid 
not a word, but the tears flowed fill from his 
ej cs, 1 he tyrant, for once touched with pity, 
Iheathed Jus /word, and fiid, “ For the lake of 
“ the pnnee Mahommed, I forgive ” 

Hjirewrii)' No fooner had he pronounced thefe words 
than, according to our author, the maflicre ivas 
ftopt , and fo inftantancous was theaificft of his 
orders, that m a few minutes every thing was 
calm III the aty He then retire^ mto the ata 
del, and inquired into the original caufe of this 
tumult The noble Scid Neaz, the fupcnntend 
ant of the royal market, for having been afhvc 
,m this afiiur, was put to death hilrac, a brave 
jOpitab, for having defended his , houfe agamli 
tliePqrhans who capie to maflicre his femil) but 
whoihad not been , concerned inithc|tpn)ult, wjis 
(beheaded * , 

iiiiEitn It The tyrant’s third for blopd was not yet fa 
siorJpor ^tisfipj [He font (detachments daily to plunder 
ptfio neqrPflhi and to put all the inha 
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bitants to the fwoid. Six thourand of the inha - ad 1739 
bitan ts of Mogulpurra wcie cut off for a very 
tiivial offence. He fcnt a party into the royal 
inaiket, where the tumult fiiff arofe, and or- 
dered feven bundled peifons to be feized in- 
difcrimmately, and then nofes and ears to be 
cut off. 

When now all diftuibances weie quelled by The city 
the blood of the unfortunate Delhians, the king 
of PerCa had leifuie to pillage the city at plea- 
fure. He feized upon the public treafure and 
the regalia of the Mogul emperor. In the trea- 
furv level al \aults wcie difcovered, in which 
much wealth lay coticealed, as well as many 
valuable effects. In the public treafury was 
found in fpecie, near four million fterling : iti 
the private vaults were two millions five hundred 
thoufand. The jewel-office was eftimited at 
thirty millions fterling, including the famous 
thione of the Mogul emperois, which was va- 
lued at mdre than twelve millions. The royal 
wardrobe and armory were reckoned w’’orth 
feven millions fterling. Eight milliotis Were 
raifed in fpecie, by way of contributioti, upoti 
the city, and about ten millions in jewels ; all 
which, together with horfes, caftiels and ele- 
phants, amount to about fixty-two millions 'five 
hundred thoufand pounds of our mohey. 

Great cruelties were eicfercifed in levying the Nadir 
contributiohs upon the city. Undei 4 n arbi-^^^t^ 
trary government, like that of India, individuals 
find it nCceffary to conceal their wealth. Sbftie 
omrahs, therefore, who had very little, Wero 
taxed vfery higli, whilft others who were tich 
came off with a moderate fum. Many of the 
former, under the fuppofition, that they actu- 
ally -pdffeffed more wealth, were, aftor they 
had given all they were worth in the World,

A.D 1739 tortured to death , whilft others, to avoid pain^ 
fliame and povertj, put, with their own hands, 
an end to their mi/erable esiftence. 

Upon the aift of Mohimm, the king of Per 
fia edebrated the nupuals of his fon, the pnnee 
Nafir Ah, with the daughter of Ezidan, the fon 
of Kam, and grandfon of the famous Auning 
zebe The Shaw himfclf difcovcred a violent 
delire to cfpoufc the beautiful daughter of 
Muziffcr * , but be was prevented by one of his 
Wives, who had the art to command the funous 
Ipint of Nadir Shaw, which the reft of the world 
could not controul 

During all thefe tranlaiftions the gates of the 
° city were kept fhut. Famine bepn to rage 

everyday more and more, but the Shaw was 
deaf to the miiencs of mankind. The pubhc 
fpint of Tucki, a famous after, deferves to be 
recorded upon this occaCon He exhibited a 
play before Nadir Shaw, with which that mo- 
narch was fo well picafed, that he commanded 
Tucki to alk, and what he wiflied fliould be 
done for him Tucki fell upon his face, and laid, 

OkiDg, command the gates to be opened, that 
“ the poor may not peruh His requeft was 
grantca, and half the aty poured out into the 
country , and the place was fupphed in a few days 
With plenty of provilions 

MihcTO The kmg of Perfia, having now nufed all 
the money he could in Delhi rcioftatcd Ma 
thttbrooe. hommcd m the empire, upon the third of Sifter 
with great folcmnity and pomp He placed 
the crown upon his head with his own hand, and 
prefented him with a nch honorary drc 6 , dif 


* TTie brother of Dowran. He wn fljua m the btttlc at 
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tributing, at the fame time, forty more among a d 1739 
tlie Mogul omrahs. He then gave to the empe- 
ror fome in{liU(5lions concerning the regula- 
tion of Ills ai my , to which he added fome ge- 
ncial maxim*; of government. He put him 
upon his guaid againft the Nizam, who, he 
plainly peiceivcd, afpiied above the rank of a 
fubjcft “ Had not I,” fiid the hang of Perlia, 

“ fooliflily pafi'cd mv word foi his fafety, the 
“ old * tiaitoi jfliould not live to difluib Ma- 
hommed.” 

Every thing being ready upon the 7 th, for 
Nadu Shaw’s return to Perha, llrict orders were wardsPer- 
ilfued to his army to carry no flaves away, 
nor any Indian women, contrary to their in- 
clinations, upon pain of immediate death. Be- 
fore his departure, he obliged Mahommed for- 
mally to cede to the crown of Perfia, the pro- 
vinces of Cabul, Pcfliawir, Kandahar, Ghizni, 
Moultan and Sind, or, in in general, all thofc 
countries which he to the northweft of the 
Indus. The whole of the treafure which Na- 
dir Shaw carried from Hindoftan, amounted, by 
the beft computation, to eighty millions of our 
money. 

When this deftiuflive comet, to ufe the ex- 
preflion of our Indian author, rolled back from 
the meridian of Delhi, he burnt all the towns 
and villages in his way to Lahore, and marked 
his route with devaftation and death. “ But 
‘‘ before he difappears behind the mountains of 
“ Perfia,” fays our author, continuing the me- 
taphor of the comet, “ it may not be improper 
“ to throw fome light on the charafter of this 
‘‘ fcourge of Hindoftan.” Nadir Shaw, together 
with great ftrength of body, was endued wdth

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\incomnion force of mind Inured to fatigue 
from his )Outh, IlruggUnj; 'ftith dangers and 
difficulties, he acquired vigor from oppofvtion, 
and a fortitude of foul, unknown in a life of 
cafe. His ambition u'as unbounded and undif 
gulfed he ne\cr fanned for poucr, but de 
manded it as the property of his fupenor parts 
Had he been born to a throne, he defended it , 
liad he continued a fubjefr, lus gloncs would 
have been lefi dazzbng, but more permanent and 
pure 

In a country where patnoti&n and honour 
arc principles little known, fear is the only 
means to inforce obedience. This rendered 
Nadir Shaw fo cruel and inexorable, that often, 
in his rage and the hurry of afbon, he inflifrcd 
gimcral puniflimcnu for the cnincs of a few 
Courage, which he poffcfled in common inth 
the lion, was his only virtue , and he owed his 
grcatncli to the great dcfcifte of his rmnd Had 
XUS eye melted at human mifcnes, had his foul 
Ihuddcrcd at murder, had his breaft glowed 
once with benevolence, or, had his heart revolted 
at any iniuflicc, he might have lived to an old 
a^ but nc would have died without the name 
of Nadir • 

The king of PerCa having evacuated India, 
the Nizam b^;an to difcovcr ms own ambitious 
defigns. His rivals were now all removed , fomc 
by his villainy, and others by favorable aca 
dents. Without oppofition, the management of 
affairs fell into his hands, ihough he ingroflcd, 
m fafr, the whole power, he dclewted the 
great offices of the (late to others, llic name 
of \azicr was retained by Kimmer, and that of 
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captain-general, was conferied lipon the Nizam’s a.d 1739 
fon, the noble Ghazi ul Dien. He appointed 
Emir fubadar of Allahabad, which fo difgufted 
Mahomed Bunguilh, to whom that government 
was promifed by the former adminiftration, that 
he left the court without leave, and repaired to 
Ins eftate at Fcrochabad. 

The government of Oud being vacant by the Seifdar 
death of: Sadit, that fubafliip was conferred upon 
an omrah, called Seifdar Jung, together withoud. 
the title of Builian ul muluck. The Nizam, 
having nothing to fear from' the fubas of the 
other provinces, continued them in their em- 
ploys. Notwithftandmg the fevere blow which 
the empire had juft received, no meafures were 
taken to revive the declining power of the 
crown. This was, by no means, the intereft of 
the Nizam, who now aflumed' every thing of the 
king, but the name. < 

Mahommed' having fuffered himfelf to be Debility of 
divefted of* his power in his capital, it could ^ 
not be expected that his authority Ihould be 
much regarded in the provinces. The nabobs 
and Indian princes, throughout the empire, paid 
now little atte'rition'to the firmans of the court 
oft Delhi.' Each' Of them entertained ideas of 
independence, and afhially poffelTed a regal au- 
thority ih their governments. — The Mahrattors, 
who had, for fome time back, made large ftrides 
tO' 'eftablifli tlie ancient Hindoo ' government in 
India, in^ the year 1 1*53, made an mcurfion into ’ 
the Carnatic with an aimy of eighty thoufand a D. 174*. 
horfe, under ‘ the i command of R'agojee. Hav- 
ing' forced' thel pkfles of the' mountains, they 
felllunexpecledlyupon Dooft Ali, nabob of that' 
province, firi' fubordma'tion to the Nizam, ^ who 
wasogovernohgenerai of the" Decan. ' The fprceS ^ 
ofUAlr DOoft were defeated', 'and he himfelf,’ to- ^

of Sipadar Ali, the fon, and Chundcr Saib, the

armies under their command But both hav- 
ing views upon the government of the pro- 
vince, inftead of oppoling the Mahrattors, {om 
mittcd hoftilities upon one another 1 he con 
fequcnce was, that they were obhged to flint 
tliemfclvcs up in places of ftrength, the flrft m 
Velour, and the latter in IncJunopoly The 
enemy were, by this means, pcrmitt^ to ravage 
the province at their Imfure, and to raife heavy 
contnbutions upon the inhabitants. 

Sipador Ah, findmg he could efiefl: nothing 
in the field agamft the Mahrattors, fet a negotia 
tion on foot with them, by the means of ms fa 
ther’s minifler, who had been takeni pnfonerin 
the aflion by thofc barbarians It was at laft de 
termined in private, that, upon condition the 
Mahrattors fliould immediately evacuate the 
Carnatic, they fhonld receive one hundred lacks 
ronpees, at flated periods , and that, as a fecun 
ty for the payment of this fuin, they flionld be 
put in porfeilion of the temtonr of Tnchino- 
poly One of the terms was, that Sipadar Alt 
ihould be acknowledged nabob of the Car 
natic. 

All, having thus ftrengthened himiyf with 
the alliance of the Mahrattors, hi» brother in 
law thought It prudent to pay him homage at 
Arcot, not knowing that Tnchinopoly, and 
thofe diflnfis which he poflefled, had been made 
over to the Mahrattors. The barbimns, m the t 
mean time, returned to that owifl domimons , , 
but, about fix months thereafter, they made a' 
fccond irruption into the CamatK^i to take pof 

” , I leffion 
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feflion of the territories which had been piivate-A d 1740, 
ly ceded to them by Sipadar All. Chunder Saib 
Ihut himfelf up in Trichinopoly ,.'and after fuC. 
raining a fiege of three months, was, upon the 
feventh of Mohirnm, 1 1 54, obliged to furrender 
at difcretion, 

Thefe tranfadions in the Decan did not dif- 
turb the peace at Delhi. The .king and his 
minifters continued in a profound lethargy ever 
fince the invalion of Nadir Shaw, and feemed 
indifferent about the affairs of the diftant pro- 
vinces. But a prefling danger at home roufed 
them for a moment. A fellow, 'from the low 
rank of a grafs-cutter, raifed himfelf to the com-' 
mand of a gang of robbers, v As in the debili-? 
tated ftate of , government, he committed; for 
fome .-time, his depredations with impunity. 

Ins banditti, by degrees, fwelled to. an army 
of twelve thoufand.men. He immediately , af- 
fumed''the imperial enfigns, . under the title of 
Daranti Shaw. This mufhroom of .a king was,' 
however, foon deflroyedi Azim Alla,' a gallant 
omrah,' was fenf agamfl: him witlr an aimy from 
Delhi' Tie came up with the" rebels, cut the 
moft of them to pieces, and flew ^ Daranti in'the_ 
adion. This happened in theTi53 
gera. 1 i 

- In the month' ' of 'Regib, j r54v iSipadar rAlIj

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A.D i-4t to prepare to leave the court of Delhi He fet 
tied his affairs with theraimftry, and returned to 
Hydrabach He immediately collcOcd an army, 
ahd, in the month of Ramzao, 1155* raarch^ 
towards the Carnatic with near three hundred 
thoufand men In the Siffcr of ii 56, the Niiam 
amved at Arcot. without oppofifaon , and found 
the country m fuch anarchy and confufion, 
that no lc6 than twenty petty chicfe had affumed 
the titles of Nabob The Nizam made a regula 
tion, that whoc\cr fliould take the name of 
Nabob, for the future, without penniflion, 
fhould be pubhckly feonrged , and raifcd im 
mediately Abdulla, one or his own generals, to 
the fubaffup of ^cot , ordering the fon of 
Sipadar Ah into confinement He, at the Cimc 
time, poflefled hunfclf of,thc aty of Tnchino 
poly by means of a film of money which he gave 
to Malhar Raw, who commanded there on the 
part of the Mahrattors i \ 1 

tphe Nizam, rwithout dra\nng the fword, 

' thus fettled the affairs of the Carnatic. He re 
turned in triumph to Golcondah, whither Ab- 
dulla, the new jwemor of Jlrcot, accompani 
cd him AbduUa, returning tow-ards hisigo 
vemment, -was, the firll bight after his taking 
leave of the Nizam, found dead in his bed 
Abdulla was fuccccd^ in the Nabobfhip of 
cot, by Artwar ul Dicn Chan , who, according 
to the accounts of fomc fufpitious Ahatlcs, was 
faid to have made awaV with his prcdccdToi: in 
dfiicc. There ” was, however, no rdfonablc 
foundation for this fufpaon He was defeend 
cd of one of the noblell of the Mogul families 
and remarkable for his jufticc and moderation 
At once a -foldicr and a Tcholar, he was fitted 
_both for the field and cabmeb His’ talents pro- 
cured to him the government of the Camabc , 
c he 
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lie made different pilgrimages to Mecca, which 
made him as much reveicd for his piety, as he 
was cftccmed for his abilities. He died in aims, 
at the age of eighty, in defending Ins dominions 
againft the enemies of Great Britain. 

Ihe Nizam in this abfolute manner difpofed 
of the provinces of the Decan, without the con- 
cui rence of the court, and actually became Icing 
of that country, though he never allumed that 
title. In the mean time, the Nizam’s fon, Gha- 
zi ul Dien, overawed the emperor at Delhi, and 
left that indolent prince no more than the mcie 
hiadow of royalty. 

Whilft the Decan, that gieat limb of the Mo- Revolt m 
gul empire, was cut off by the Nizam, AJiverdi 
Chan ufurped the government of Bengal, Behar, 
and Oriffa. This fellow was once a common 
foldier, who, together with his brother Hamcd, 
came from Tartary in quell of fervice to Delhi, 

In that city they continued for fome time in the 
fervice of the ^mous Dowran, and afterwards 
became menial fervants to Suja Clian, nabob of 
Cattack. Suja Chan, after the death of Jallier, 
fucceeded to the government of the three pro- 
vinces of Bengal, Behar, and Oriffa. The two 
Tartars, being poffeffed of good natural parts 
and fome education, lofe gradually into office, 
and were gi eatly favoured by the nabob. Hamed 
had, in a manner, become his prime minifter, 
and, by his political intrigues in the Haram, 
obtained the place of Naib, or deputy of the pro- 
vince of Behar, for his brother Aliverdi, who 
was then a captain of horfe. Aliverdi was not 
long eftabliflied in his high employ, when he 
began to tamper with the venal miniftiy of Delhi, 
for a feparate commiffion for the province, which 
he then held of Suja Chan. Money, which has 
great influence in everv country, is all power- 

ffil 
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A«D i74t in Hindofhm Alivcrdi ftrengtiiciied his fo- 
liatations with a round futn, and, by the means 
of the captain general Dowran, became indcpen 
dent fuba of ^har i 

Sma Chan dying foon after, was fuccccdcd in 
the fubafliip of Bengal by hiSi fon Siriaraz. We 
do not mean toinUnuatc, that he had any nght 
of inheritance to his father's government, or 
that the fubadary had been cltablilhcd m his 
family by any grant of thCjCrown, which was 
contrary to the eftablilhcd laws of the empire 
but the impcnal authonty was now fo wcalc, 
that the nabobs took upon themfclves to be 
queath the governments to their fons, who were 
i^erwards, through a fatal ncccffity, generally 
confirmed from Delhi 

Siriaraz, bemg a man of a hanghty and impc 
nous difpofitiOD, foon loft the affcdion of all ms 
officers He difgraccd Hamcd, and tanuihed 
the honor 0/ the powerful family of thofc opu 
lent merchants, the Jagga Scat, by a foomb 
aft of power Hami, however, took advan 
tage of the dilkfieftion to Sirfaraz’s govern 
ment He formed a confpiracy againft the na 
bob, and invited his brother Ahvcrdi to mvadc 
Bengal Ahvcrdi accordingly marched from 
Patna, in the month of Ramzan 1154, and cn 
tenng Bengal, defeated and kiDcd Sirfaraz, at 
GcnSi, near Muxadabad, and, without fur 
thcr oppofition, became fuba of the three pro- 
vinces. 

impoCtic The weak emperor, inftcad of chaftifing the 
b^Tkwr ufuipcr with an army from Delhi, fell upon an 
poor expedient, at once difgraccful and impohtic. 
The Mahratlors threatened hlahomm^ for 
the Chout, which before the Pcrfian inva 
fion, he had promifcd to pay them , and he 
gave them a comrmffion to raifc it thcrafclvcs 

upon 
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upon the revolted provinces. The Sun Rnja, a d 1742 
the chief of the Mnluattors, fent accordingly an 
army of 500CO horfe, from his capital of Sattara, 
to invade Bengal. This foicc, under the con- 
duct of Bofear Pundit, rav.igcd, with fire and 
fword, all thofe diftricls which lie to the weft of 
the Ganeces. 

Aliverdi, who vas a brave foldier, defended \ll^crdl 
himfelf with great lefolution. But he owed 
more to his villainy than to his arms. Having ment of 
found means to afiaflinatc the leader of the Mali- 
rattors, he forced them to retreat. — When the 
news of the murder leached the ears of the Sun 
Raja, he ordered two other armies into Bengal ; 
one by the way of Behar, and another by that of 
Cattack. The firft v'as commanded by Balia 

Raw, and the latter by Ragojee. AJiverdi, 

not being able to cope with this great force m 
the field, had recourfe to art. He fowed diflen- 
fion between the two chiefs ; fet a private treaty 
on foot with Balia Raw; who, having received 
two years Chout, e\’^cuated the pi ovinces, leav- 
ing his colleague to make the beft terms he could 
for himfelf. The fcalc was now turned againft 
the Mahrattors. Ragojee retreated to Cattack, 
and, with conftant incurfions and flying parties, 
greatly harrafled the provinces. The good for- 
tune of Aliverdi at length prevailed, and he 
faw himfelf independent fovereign of Bengal, 

Behar, and OrifTa: though, to quiet the minds 
of the people, he pretended to poflefs grants 
from the court, w^hich he himfelf had aftually 
forged. 

We have been purpofely fuccincl on the man- 
ner in which the Decan and Bengal were dif- 
membered from the empire, as the fafts arc

already 
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already pretty well known in 'Europe. We re- 
turn, now, to the affairs of the intenor pro- 
vinces. I'his fubje^ has hitherto been touched 
by no writer, and very few Europeans in Alia 
have made any conliderable cnquincu concern 
ingit 

Dunn^ thefc tranfadions, nothing happened 
at Delhi, but 'the intn^cs and fe&ons of a 
Wtak and corrupt adminiftration In the year 
1157, All Mabummud, a Patan of the Rohilla 
tribe, Zemindar of Bangur and Awla, began 
to 'appear in arms. All was a foldier of for- 
tune, and a native of the mountains of Cabuhf- 
tah, who, fome years before his rebellion, came 
to Delhi, with about three hundred followers of 
his' own tribe, and was entertained in the impc 
rlal“ fcrvice — Bemg cftccmcd a gallant officer, 
the command of a fmall diftnft, upon the road 
between Delhi and Lahore, was coaferred upon 
hSbi_, where he entertained all vagrants of has 
own dan, who came down m quelt of military 
fcrvice, from thar native raonntains In this 
ifaanner Ali expended all the rents of his diftnfr, 
and he was hard prefled for the payment of the 
crown's proportion of his income, by thefojedar 
of Muradabad, to whom he was accountable. 

Hemind, the fojcdar, dcfpainng to get any 
part of the revenue from Ah, by fair means, 
prepared to ufc force He raifcd 15000 of his 
own vaflals, with a defign to expel or chafhfc 
the refraftory Zemindar All, by the afliflancc 
of his northern friends, ^who lived upon him, 
defeated Hemind, with CTcat Haunter, and 
thus laid the foundation of the Rohilla govern 
mebt, now fo formidable in Hindoftan 

femmir, the vizier, upon receiving intcUi 
g&cc at Delhi of this blow to the rc^ autho- 
rity, difpatchcd his own ibn, the noble Munnu, 

a youth 
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a youth of great bravery, with an army of 30000, 
againft the rebels. Munnu, croffing the Jumna, 
advanced to a place called Gui mu chti flier, on 
the banks of the Ganges, and found that Ali 
had acquired fo much ftrength fincc his late vic- 
tory, that he feared the ifliie of an engagement. 
A negotiation, therefore, was fet on foot, and, 
after the armies had lain three months in fight of 
one another, a treaty was concluded. The con- 
ditions were, that Ali fliould keep polfeflion of 
the countries, formerly comprehended in the 
government of Hernind, upon paying the an- 
cient revenues to the crown, and that, in the 
mean time, one year’s payment fliould be ad- 
I’anced in four months. 

After this treaty was ratified, Munnu returned 
to Delhi : but the appointed time elapfed, with- 
out any payments on the part of All. He con- 
tinued to ftrengthen himfelf, annexed more dif- 
tridls to his government, and ravaged the neigh- 
bouring countries to fubfifl: his army. He, in 
fhort, became formidable enough to roufe the 
indolent emperor from his lethargy. That 
monarch took the field, with fifty or fixty thou- 
fand horfe, and in the year 1158, crolTed the 
Jumna. 

Ali, upon the hang’s approach, retreated acrofs 
the Ganges, and {hut himfelf in Bangur, a place 
of fome ftrength, where the imperial army in- 
vefted him. The rebel, for the firft two nights, 
made fuccefsful fallies, and killed many in the 
imperial camp. The king, however, having 
drawn lines of circumvallation round the fort, 
after a fliort but bloody fiege, obliged the garri- 
fon to capitulate. Ali made terms ^’^^his 
own life, and he was brought piifoner to Belhi, 
where he remained in (Confinement foQit fix 
months. - 

The 
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The Patan chiefs, \iho were alsvays, in parate, 
enemies to the government of the MoguU, caft 
ing their C) es upon All, as a very proper perfon 
to raifc their own intercft, foliated the cm 
peror for his releafe. The weak monarch grant 
cd tharregueft , but the Patans, not yet ladsBcd, 
obtained for Ah the fojedarflup of SirhmcL — 
ITiis was fuch wretched policy m the court of 
Delhi, that nothing but downright infatuation, 
folly, and the lafl degree of corruption in the 
miniflry, could ever have permitted it to take 
place. The confcijnencc was, that Ali cohered 
ms difpcrfcd tnbe, kept poffeiUon of Sirhind, of 
fevcral diftnds between the nvers and beyond 
the Ganges, without remitting one roupcc to 
court 

We have already feen, tfiatall the provinces 
to the north t\*e{l of the Indus were ceded to 
Nadir Shaw When that conqueror vras ailaf 
Cnatcd in Perfla, Achmet Abdaha, a native of 
Herat, who had raifed himfclf in his fervice from 
the office of Chobdar, or mace bearer, to that 
of Chazanchi, or treafurer, found means, with 
the affifbncc of fais own tnbe, m the confuCon 
Mhich fucceeded the Shau s death, to carry off 
three hundred camels loaded with wealth, to 
the mountains of Afganiflan This treafure cn 
abicd Abdaha to raife an army, and to poflels 
himfclf by degrees of the diftn^ of the moun 
tarns, Herat, part of Chorraflan, and all thq 
provmces ceded by the crown of Hindoftan to 
the king of Perfia. Thus Abdaha laid the foun 
dation of an empire, in thofc countries, which 
formerly compolcd the great monarchy of Ghiz- 


ni 

landeiiiKi Abdalla, perceiving the declining Rate of the 
govemraent -in Hindoftan, crofled the 
NiUb, the anaent Ilydafpes, one of the branches 

of 
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of the Indus, in the beginning of the year n6o, A.D.1747. 
and 1 ailing contributions upon his maich, ad- 
vanced towards Delhi, with 50000 horfe. The 
poor Delhians were ftruck with univerfal panic. 

The king himfelf was lick; and there were dif- 
tradlions in the councils of the minifters. The 
prelTure of the danger cemented all their differ- 
ences. Ahmed Shaw, the prince royal, Kimmir, 
the vizier, Seid Sullabit, and Seifdar Jung, took 
the field, with 80000 horfe, and marched to op- 
pofe the invader. 

The imperial army left Delhi upon the i8th of 
Siffer, and advanced to a place called Minoura, 
twenty miles beyond Sirhind, Abdalla’s army 
were here in fight ; and both, afraid of the iffue 
of a battle, llrongly entrenched themfelves. In 
this fituation they remained for thirty days ; 
fometimes fkirmilhing, and at other times nego- 
tiating , but the Mogul prince having no money 
to give, Abdalla would not retreat. 

Abdalla, in the mean time, found means 
advance fome pieces of artillery, which bore 
upon the flank of the imperial army. In the 
evening the vizier, being at prayers, received a 
Ihot in the knee, and died that night. As he 
was veiy much efteemed by the army, which in 
reality he commanded, though the prince bore 
the name, it was propofed to Ahmed Shaw, by 
Munnu, the vizier’s fon, to conceal his death, 
left the troops, who depended upon his courage 
and capacity, Ihould be affected by that accident. 

The prince, feeing the propriety of this mea- 
fure, called together a few ot his principal 
omrahs, and held a council of war. It was re- 
folved, that the body of the vizier Ihould be 
mounted upon his own elephant, in the howa- 
dar, fupported wuth pillows ; and that in the 
morning, by day -break, they Ihould iffue out of 
the camp and engage the enemy. 


Orders 
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A D 1 47 Orders were accordingly given that night to 
roiiCTof the omralis, to hold their troops m rcadmefi, 
and their reljpefbve Rations appointed to each 
In the morning, before day, the imperial army 
ivas in motion , but Abdaila, having previous 
notice of their intenlions, had prepared to rc- 
cave them in his camp The young prince 
Ahmed led the attack with uncommon bravery, 
and was gaDandy feconded by Munnu, who per 
formed lurpnzing feats of perfonai viiior — ^The 
Perlian defended himfelf with equal refolution, 
for the fpacc of three hours At length, his 
entrenchments were trodden down by the ele 
phants, and the imperial army poured mto his 


camp 

An unfortunate circumftance, at this inftant, 
totally changed the face of aSairs Iffur Smgh, 
the fon of Joyfingh, the Indian prmce of Ajmere, 
who commanded twenty thouland horfe, rode up 
to the vizier s elephant for orders, and difcover 
ed that he was dead. Iffur Singh was naturalljr 
a coward, and only wanted an excufe to hide his 
head from danger He turned immediately his 
face from the field, and was followed by all 
his troops The flight of fo great a part of 
the army draw many after them, particularlj 
Seifdir Jung, governor of Oud, and father of 
the prefent Souja ul Dowlat. Abdaila not only 
recovered his troops from their confufion, but 
preffed hard upon the impenahfta m his turn 
jvlunnu, upon this urgent occafion, difplayed all 
the brav ery of a young hero tog^er with all 
the conduft of an old generaL He formed in a 
column, and encouraging his troops, by svords 
and example, bent his whole force agamft Ab- 
daila 3 center He, at the lame tune, difpatchcd 
a meffenger to Iffur Singh and Seifdar Jung, 
affurmg them that Abdaila was already defeated, 

and 
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and if they would return and aflifl: him in the a d, 1747, 
purfuitj he would permit none of them ever to 
repafs the Indus. The ftratagem had the defired 
effedt. They returned in full gallop to the field, 
and renewed the charge with great vigour. 

Abdalla, having almoft alTured himfelf of theAMajiade- 
victory, was, by this unexpected check, thrown ^ ’ 
into great confufion. Munnu took immediate 
advantage of the enemy’s confternation, drove 
them off the field, and purfued them ten miles 
beyond their camp. The lofs was nearly equal 
on both fides , but a complete victory remained 
to the Moguls ; for which they were entirely 
indebted to the fuiprifing efforts of Munnu. 

A fingle defeat was not enough to difcharge His un-^^ 
Abdalla, who was a brave officer. He collected bl^ur, 
his difcomfited army, difgraced fomc of his chief 
omrahs, conferred their rank and honours upon 
others, rewarded thofe who had behaved well, 
and with his fword diawn, riding through and 
through his troops, encouraged them again to 
adion. The Moguls were not a little furpiized, 
next morning, to fee Abdalla, whom they pre- 
pared to purfue, with his army drawn, up in 
order of battle before their camp. — This un- 
common confidence in a defeated enemy, threw 
a damp upon the courage of the conquerors 
They contented themfelves with forming the line, 
and with {landing in expeflation of the charge. 

— Abdalla, as the prince had fome advantage of 
giound, at the fame time declined coming to ac- 
tion, and, in the evenmg, encamped at a fmall dif- 
tance. ' , . 

The fecond day was fpent in fkirmiffies, and a 
diftant cannonade : but, upon the third, to ufe ^ 
a Perfian expreffion, the. interval of battle was 
clofed, ' and the fhock was very violent. 
Though irregular armies of horfe make little 
impreffion upon a folid body of well-difciplined 

infantry j 
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aifantry , vet when they engage one anotlicr, 
upon equal terms, each trulls to the ftrength of 
hi8 o^n arm, and the battle is m general ex 
trctncly bloody This irregular kind of attack. 
It mull be allowed, requires a greater degree of 
perfonal courage, where man to man is oppofed, 
than to Rand edged in a dofebattahon, where 
the danger may indeed be as great, but not fo ap- 
parent 

The young pnnee Ahmed diftinguiflied him 
fclf in a particular manner in this a(fhon , and 
Munnu, tenaaous of the ^lory he had already 
acquired, \va5 not to be rchlled Abdalb, after 
an obllinatc reUlhincc, u as again dn\ cn off the 
field, and purfued acrofe the Suttuluz Here 
Abdalla, in fpite of his misfortunes, like an able 
and nllant commander, put the befl face upon 
hi8 afiiirs He had loft all bis artillery and bag 
gage, and being now Ids meumbered than the 
impenal army, he made a forced march, and, 
taking a arcuit to the nght, replffcd the nver, 
and next day, to the aftomflimcnt of the pnnee 
and Munnu, was heard of thirty fix miles m the 
rear, in full march towards Delhi 

Intelligence of Abdalla s march bong received 
in the capital, every thing fell into the utmoft 
confufion, and a general panic prevailed Ghazi 
ul Dicn, the Nizam’s fon, being at court, col 
leftcd what forces he could, and marched out 
of the aty to oppofc Abdalla- Ihe enctny bear 
mg of this army in their front, would proceed 
no further His troops, with one voice, told 
Abdalla, Tliat, before they advanced towards 
Delhi, It was ncccflary to defeat the impenal 
army which was behind them He was there 
fore conflraincd to march back towards the 
pnnee and Munnu, who expend a' third battle 
but Abdalla thought it prudent to decime it , and, 

by 
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by night, repaffed the Moguls, and continued a d 1747 
his route to Lahore. 

A change of affairs at the court of Delhi hap- Affairs at 
pening at this tune, prevented the prince and^*^’^' 
Munnu from purfiiing Abdalla. They encamp- 
ed on the banks of the Suttuluz, where Ahmed 
Shaw propofed to confer the fubafliip of Lahore 
upon any of his omrahs who would undertake 
to recover it from Abdalla. After this offer had 
been declined by all of them, it was accepted 
upon thefe terms by Munnu , who, with a divi- 
fion of the army, marched towards Lahore, 
while Ahmed returned with the reft to Delhi. 

The emperor had an inviolable friendfhip for his 
vizier, Kimmir ul Dien. In the tottering ftate 
of the regal authority, all his confidence was re- 
pofed in that minifter. When therefore the news 
of Kimmir’s death came to him at Delhi, he 
immediately* confidered his own affairs as defpe- 
rate. He retired to a private apartment, and 
wept bitterly all night. In the morning he 
mounted the throne as ufual, to give public au- 
dience; and, whilft every flatteiing courtier was 
running out in praife of the deceafed, the em- 
peror feemed much affected. He', at laft, ex- 
claimed “ O cruel fate ' thus to break the ftaff 

of my old age. — Where now fhall I find fo 

faithful a fervant ?” — With thefe words he fell 
into a fit, to which he was^ forrietimes fubject, 
and expired fitting upon his throne. 

The death of Mahommed happened upon the 
8th of the fecondRibbi, in the 1 160 year of the^ '^emperor 
Higera, -after a dlfaftrous reign of thirty years. 

The court endeavoured to conceal his death till 
his fdn prince Ahmed fliould ' an ive. He accord- 
ingly, upon the 7th day after his father’s deceafe, 
entered Delhi ; being fent for by exprefs from 
Ghazi ul Dien, who was fuppofed by the igno- 
rant \Tilgar, always ready to afcribe hidden deaths 

to 
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to violence, to have made away with the cm 
peror 

Mahommed was remarkably comely, of a 
ftately ftaturc and afiabic deportment He was 
no fmall profiaent ip the learning Of'his conn 
try , and he wrote the Arabic and Peri^ Un 

g iagcs with the greateft elegance and jpropnety 
e was pcrfonally brave , but the cauncls and 
equality of his temper nude his adholis appear 
undcafive and irrefolute. Good natnVed to a 
iault, he forgave, in others, enmes which his 
own foul would abhor to commit , and thus he 
permitted his authority to become a viftim to 
an ill judged clemency Naturally indolent and 
diffident of his own abilities, his mind perpe 
tually fluduated from one ohed to another 
His mffions therefore took no deternuned courfc. 
of their own , but were ealiJy diverted mto any 
channel, bj whatever perfbn was near him — 
“ The foul of Mahommed’' laid a Mo^l who 
knew him well, ‘‘ was Ukc the waters ot a lake, 
“ calily agitated by any ftorm, but which fettle 
“ immediately after ic winds arc laid,** If 
his cahnefi or irrcfolution m poUticks led him 
into many errors, he bore with indifference, if 
not with fortitude, the misfortunes which were 
their natural confegucncc. 

Born m the funimne of a court, brought up 
in the bofom of luxury, confined withm the 
walls of a zennana, and, in a manner, educated 
among eunuchs, as effeminate as thofc whom they 
guard, we are not to wonder that the prmccs of 
the Eaft Ihould degenerate in a few generations 
If to thefe obftrudions to the exertion of the 
manly faculties of the fool, we add, the natural 
lenity of Mahommed, an amiable but onfortu 
pate virtue m the race of Timur, it ought not to 
furprpe us, that ,111 a countiy hkc- India, his 
rara ffiould be crowded witluuncommon nusfor* 

tunes. 
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Had his fate placed Mahommed in Europe, where a * d 1747. 
eflabliflied laws fupply the want of parts in a 
monarch, he might have flumbered with reputa- 
tion upon a throne ; and left behind him the cha- 
rafter of a good, though not of a great, prince. 
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A,D IH7 TTPON the 17th of the fccond Ribbi, in the 
yeir 1160 of the Higtni, which anfwers 
3 ^^ “* to the year 1747 of the Chnftikn sera, Ahmed 
Shaw, the fon of Mahommed, mounted the 
throne of Delhi The 6rft a£l of this reign, 
was the appointment of Scifdar Jung, the irre 
folute fuba of Oud, to the vizant. Thu fel 
low was onginally a merchant of Perfia, known 
there by the name of Abnl Munfur He tra 
veiled to Indu to IHl bis commodities , and was 
retamed there as an accomptant, by the famous 
Sadit, governor of Oud He behaved fo much 
to his mailer’s latislafiion in that llation, that 
he advanced him to a command m the array, 
and conferred upon him his daughter in mam 
age. His alliance with Sadit 10 much rsifcd 
his mterell at the court of Delhi, that, upon 
the death of his father inJaw, he was raiCai to 
the fubalhip of Oud Though he was a very 
bad foldier, fuch was the fmoothnefi of his 
tongue and plaufibihty of behaviour, that be 
paflra upon the weak as a man of coniiderable 
parts, which, together with fome knowledge 
in the finances, paved his way to the high 
office of vizier Ghazi ul Dien contmued pay 
mailer and captam.gcneral, and no other mate- 
rial changes m the adroinillration happened upon 
the accemon of Ahmed 

The 
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The war with Abdalla, which was now car- a. d 1747. 
lied on in Punjab by Munnu with various fuccels, Affairs of 
ingrofled the attention of the court of Delhi ; 
for the greateft part of the imperial army death of 
was employed in that fervice. Advices, in the 
mean time, arrived from the Decan, of the 
death of the famous Nizam ul muluck, in the 
one hundred and fourth year of his age ; and 
that his fecond fon, Nafir Jung, acceded to the 
government. It may not, perhaps, be out of 
place here, to give a fhort &etch of the charac- 
ter of the Nizam, who for a long time made fo 
great a figuie in India. 

The Nizam, though no great warrior, was 
reckoned a confummate politician, in a country 
where low craft and deceit, without any princi- 
ples of honor and integrity, obtain the appellation 
of great parts. The dark defigns of his mind lay 
always concealed behind an uncommon plaufibi- • 
lity and eloquence of tongue. His paflions were 
fo much under his command, that he was never 
known to difeover any violent emotion even 
upon the molt critical and dangerous occafions : 
but this apathy did not arife from fortitude, but 
from deep diflimulation and defign. It was 
with him an unalterable maxim, to ufe ftratagem 
rather than force ; and to, bring about with pri- 
vate treachery, what even could be accomplifhed 
with open force. He fo habituated himfelf to 
villainy, that the whole current of his foul ran in 
that channel ; and it w'as even doubtful whether 
he could for a moment divert it to lionefty, to 
bring about his moft favored defigns. If the Ni-, 
zam fhewed any tendency to virtue, it was by 
fiibftituting a leffer wickednels for. a greater. 

When fraud and circumvention 'could accotn- 
plifh his purpofe, he never ufed the dagger or 
bowl. To fum up his chara^er in 2 . few words j

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A.D Without fliamc, he waj perfidious to all man 
^nd, ^vithout remorfe, a traitor to his king and 
country , and, without terror, a hypoente in 
the prefcncc of his god | 

When the news of the Nizam’s death came to 
Delhi, Ghazi ul Dicn, who \va3 lus eldcft fon, 
jotj. applied to the king for his govemment But 
Nafir Jung, being pofiefled or his fathers trea 
fure, raifed a grqiJf army, and marched from 
Aurungabad tou'rfda Delhi , not on pretence of 
war, but to pay hia refpeds to the emperor Ah 
med dreaded nothing more than this ccrcmoni 
0U5 viGt from a m%n at the head of fo great a 
force He judged ^hat Nafir Jung, under that 
fpcaous pretest, covered a defign to extort from 
him a confirmation of the fubadary of the De 
can He therefore durll not favor the pretenfi 
ons of Ghazi to the provinces of the Decan, and 
confcquently was reduced to the neccility of con 
firming Naur Jung in his ufurpation ^us the 
ftorm was diverted, and the new Nizam re- 
turned to Aurungabad 

In the year ii6f, Caim Chan Bunguifli, who 
^Ji^^^poffcflcd Fcrochabad, in J^cr, having cyfTcrcd 
CO. With All, a ncighbounng ^mindar, they both 
drew out their vaflals and dependents, and 
fought about twenty miles above Fcrochabad,

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upon Cairn Chants five fons, together with five a d . 1749. 
of his adopted flaves, confined and aftei wards af- 
faflinated them at Allahabad. Alimed Chamj^ ^ 
another fon of Cairn Chan, remained flill alive ; 
and, in older to revenge the death of his bro- 
thers, raifed the Patan tribe, of which he w’-as 
now acknowledged chief, and marched againfi: 

Nevil Roy, who had collected all his foices to 
oppofe him. 

In the beginning of the 1162, the tw^Oimpemi 
armies met at a place near^ucknow, called 
Callinuddi. The Patans wete fcaicely four*^'^^^' ‘ 
thoufand ftrong ; but the army* of the deputy of 
Oud confifted of at Icaft twenty thoufand. The 
Patan chief, infpired with ^nvenge, and vigo- 
loufly fupported by*his friei^ds, attacked m per- 
fon Nevii Roy m the veiy center of his aimy, 
and flew his enemy with his own hand. The 
army of Nevil Roy, feeing him fall, immediately 
quitted the field. Their artillery and baggage, 
and foon after almoft the whole piovince of Oud, 
fell into the victor’s hands. 

When the news of this difafter arrived at Expedition 
Delhi, Seifdar Jung, the vizier, talked in a very 
-high flrain, and requefted of the emperor, that 
he might be permitted to lead an army againfl: 

Ahmed Chan. The fultan confented; but the 
feafon being far fpent before the army was levied, 
the expedition was deferre^xtill the folftitial rains 
ihould be over. In the ‘month of Mohirrira, 

1163, the vizier, with'an army of eighty thou- 
fand men, marched ffom'^ Delhi, and,* without 
diftmdion of age,'fex, or conditidn, put aU the 
Patans he could find to' the fword. Ahmed 
Chan was. not intimidated by this great foice. 

With fcarce twelve thoufand men he marched 
from Perochabad, and met the imperialifts at 
Shuru Sahawir, near that city. 


The 
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TIic day happened to be very windy, and 
H, u om -Ahmed improval that orcumlkncc to his own 
/advantage. He wheeled to windward, and the 
dull flew in fucli clouds m the face of the impe 
nal army, that they did not difcover the motions 
of Ahmed , but alcnbed the darknels which in 
volved themfelvcs to the eficfls of a whirlwind, 
common at that fcafon of the y ear The enemy, 
however, like a thunderbolt, ifliied from the bo- 
fom of this ftonii, and at once ftruck the Moguls 
with terror and oiiinay The Patans made luch 
good ufe of thar fwords, that they foon covered 
the field with dead, and the cowardly Safdar 
Jung, without making one efibrt, was the firll 
of Els army who fled The Jates and RohiUas, 
though thus IharoefuUy defcrted by their gene- 
ral, made head agamll Ahmed, and found means 
to carry off the greateft part of the artillery, 
which confifted of twelve hundred pieces of va 
nous bores But neither of thofe tnbes re- 
turned the guns to the king they earned them 
to their own forts, to ftrengthen themfelves 
againll his authonty 

A jiaJ/ol This overthrow was a dreadful ftroke to the 
tie mitt tolt'ting empire The greateft part ofr-the pro- 
™ Vince of Oud was loft , the Jates, a numerous 
tnbe of Hindoos, who poffeffed a large territory 
near Agra and thj. Rohillas, a Patan nation, 
who inhabited the greateft part of the country 
between Delhi and Lucknow, feemg the whole 
imperial force baffled by a petty chief, began to 
throw off their allegiance. Safdar Jung, in the 
mean time, arrived with a finall part of his army 
at Delhi , and Ghaii advifed the king to put him 
to death for the dilgracc which he had drawn 
upon his arms. This punilhmcnt would not 
have been too fevere for the Tiller’s bad behavi 
our but that minifter had ftrengthened his in 

tereft

iibt"! The elder Ghazi s brother, Nafir Jung,' fubi 
»?oii.bf the Dccan, and Ins fon Muzifler, who had 
fucceeded him in the government, were both 
dead SiUahut Jung, the thurd fon of the old 
Nizam, now lit upon the Mufnud, which Ghazi 
dairaed by the nght of pnmogtniturc In the 
month of Zehidge,, 1 1 6 j:, he, with an army of 
one hundred ahd fifty thoufand men, amvedun 
the environs- ‘of Aurungabad 'Ihc forces of his 
brother, Sillabut Jung, the rcigmng fuba, were 
fomewhat’ mfenor in number, ibut they were 
ftrengthened by a body lif French mercenancs, 
which, in all probabihty, wouldfinfurc to hifn 
the Yiftotyi Sillabut Jung,Ihowcver, was afraid 
hf the iflbd-oCa' general batlldj and, after fome 
■firghr IkinfiiflitS', he foun'd means to prevail with 
■his undt’s" -wife to take off his competitor with 
poifon Thus did the perfidious SiUabut Jung 

fccurc 
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lecure to liimfelf the empire of the Dccan, with- a . d 175 
out a rival. 

But to rctuin to the tranfactions of the court Affurs it 
of D^hi : Scifdar jung, the vizier, finding that 
his owm influence declined, and that Juneid Cflian, 
the favourite eunuch, cairicd all before him, 
invited him to an entertainment, and contiaiy 
to the laws of hofpitalit) , and altogether forget- 
ful that he ow’cd to Juneid his own life and for- 
tune, aflafTinatcd him by the hands of Iflimaiel, 
one of his adopted flaves. The emperor, being 
informed of this prefumptuous villainy, liew^ into 
a violent lage, degraded Scifdar Jung fiom the 
vizarit, and bamflicd him thccouit. 1 his was 
die effe«5t of a fit of pafilon ; for the unfoitunatc 
monarch was in no condition, in fail, to exert 
fo far his authoiity. The perfidious vizier, 
finding that he had nothing tohopcfiom fubmif- 
fion,' broke out into open rebellion. He foon 
after, by the afliftance of the Jates, advanced to 
Delhi, and befieged the emperor and young 
Ghazi, his captain-general, in that city. 

The fon of Kinimir ul Dicn, who m the reign a new vi- 
of Mahommed, held fo long the vizarit, w'as’'*'^'' 
raifed, under the title of Chan Chanan, or firft of 
the nobles, to the vacant employ of Seifdar 
Jung, and began to fliew'- fome abilities in his new 
ofiice. Young Ghazi, who was a youth of ex- 
traordinary parts, defended the city with great 
refolution for thiee months. The rebels were at 
lafl fo difpirited, that Ghazi ventured to. attack 
them in the field, and gained a complete victory. 

Seifdar Jung fled towards his foimer fubafliip of 
Oud, and left his allies, the Jates, undei their 
priiace, Sourage Mull, to extiicate themfelves 
from the perilous fituation to which he had 
brought them. 


The 
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A D 1753 The rebellion of Seifdir Jong happened in the 
Tbe oU . 1 - year n66 Hie Jatea being deferted by him, 
rebel ^cre in no condition to keep the fie'd againix 
Ghazi ITiey fled before the impenalcarmy 
under Akebut Mahmood, to their own temto- 
nes near Agra. That general invehed the ftrong 
fortrefs of Billemgur, which he took by jcapitu 
lation , hut fo bttle did he regard his pbgnted 
faith to the gamfon, that he put them all to the 
fword Tbejates, in the mean tune, came be- 
fore the Impenal army , but diffident of their 
own ftrenetn in the field, they feparated their 
forces, and, fhut thcmfclves up in tlicir forti. 
The impenal general alfo divided his army mto 
detachments, and laid at once fiege to the two 
flrong forts of Dieg and Combere, lymg m the 
territory between Agra and Delhi. 

Gbazi, in the mean time, to cany on more 
oSfit effefhially the war againft the Jates, obtained 
tuLiiix permiffion from the emperor, to call in forty 
thou&nd Mahrattors, under their twb chieft, 
Malhar Raw , and Raganut Raw By this acqni 
finon of firength, the impcnahlls were enabled 
to carry on the Ceges with vigor At Delhi, 
5 oung Ghazi and the new vizier contended for 
the command of the army This conteil; was af 
terwards fatal in its confequences , but for the 

E relent Ghazi prevailed^ He marched with a re 
iforcepient from Delhi , and, upon bis amval 
in the country of the Jates, took the command 
of the impenal army 

The fieges conunued two months after the ar 
nval of Ghazij and the gamfons were reduced 
to the loll extremities The unpenalids, m the 
mean time, had expended all their ammumtion , 
and Ghazi was, upon that account, obliged to 
difpatcb Akebut Mahmood to Delhi, with a 
force, to bnng him the necefiary ftores The 
\nzicr liming that the ftrong holds of the Jates 

muft 
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muft foon fall into the hands of Ghazi, fliould hc^^j^ 
be fupplied with ammunition, and being ex- 
tremely jealous of any thing that might throw- 
honor upon his rival, poifoned the mind of the 
weak king againft his captain-general, by means 
of forged letters and villainous infinuations, that 
the young omrah afpired to the throne. ^ The cn- 
terprizing genius, and great abilities of Ghazi, 
gave fomc colour to iufpicions of that kind ; 
and the unfortunate Ahmed, inftcad of promot- 
ing his own caufe againft the Jates, took every 
meafure to prevent the fuccefs of Gliazi. 

The king accoidingly began to levy foices in The cn^c- 
Delhi, and wrote a letter to Sourage Mull, thCfoJce'l'*'^ 
chief of the Jates, to make an obftinatc defence, 
and that he himfelf would foon iclicve him : ' 
that under pretence of joining the army under 
Ghazi, lie would attack that general in the rear, 
and at the fame time difplay a fignal to the In- 
dian prince, to fally from the fort of Combere. — 

Thus the king, as if infatuated by his evil genius, 
planned his own ruin. His letter fell into the 
hands of Ghazi, whofe friends at court had in- 
formed him of the intiigues of the vizier. 

Struck with the king’s ingratitude, and urged 
on by felf-defence, he immediately refolved upori 
open hoftility. He raifed the lieges, and crolfed 
the Jumna, to oppofe Ahmed and his vizier, who 
were marching down between the rivers. 

The king, faring of Ghazi’s approach, halted who 
at Secundra, and endeavoured, by fair promifes, 
to bring back that omrah to his duty. Ghazi, ' ! 
in anfwer to the king’s meflfage, returned to 
him his own letter to Sourage Mull. He wrote 
him, at the fame time, that “ he could place no ' 

“ confidence in a man, who plotted againft hi^ 

“ life, for no crime ; if to ferve the flate was 
“ not one. What mercy,’' continued Ghazi, 

can I exped from Ahmed, in the days of re-

“ the times of loyalty and fnendflup ? A pnnee, 
“ that 13 weak enough to liftcn to the b^c infi

** God and nature, arc juftificd to ufe the power 
“ which providence has placed in thar hands, to 
“ protc£k themfelvca from injufticc.” 

EmpCTw I perceived, by the drain of this letter, 

Ghazi was rcfolved to pu£h him to the lad 
extremity He, however, durd not engage 
him m the field He made the bed of his w’a^ 
to Delhi, and vas fo clofely purfued bj Ghazi, 
that that omrah poflefftd himfclf of one of the 
gates, upon which Ahmed and the vizier Ihut 
thcmfclves up, with a fmall party, in the atadcl 
Ghazi immcdiatcl) m^cdcd the place, and the 
king, after a faint rcfidancc, foircndercd him 
fcjf I Ghazi, after reproaching him for his in 
tcntions apamd his life, committed him and the 
vizier to the charge of_^Akcbut Mahmood The 
unfortunate fultan was dranved of fight, the 
next day, by the means of an hot iron It is 
laid, by feme, that this was done by Akebut 
.Mahmood, \nthout ’'orders, to flicw his zeal for 
the fcryice of his patron , but, from the general 
charader of Ghazi, we have noreafon to doubt 
his bung concefricd jn the crime, 

' Thus ended the reign of the unfortunate Ah 
med ’Shaw a prince, who, in his firlt exploits, 
appeared with lomc luftre, When he mounted 
the throne, as if adion degraded royalty, he 
altogether gave himfclf up to indolence. To 
favc the trouble of thinhang, he became the dupe 
of every Ipcaous ,fiatlCTcr, and at laft fell the 
unlamcntcd victun of his own folly He poflef 
fed all the clcmcncv of the houfc of Timor 5 but 
that i^rtuc was nqw, m fome mcafurc^ a vicc^ in 
a country fo corrupt^ and m an age^ dcgcnc-

rate. Though Ahmed was not defecliive in per - ad 1755 
fonal courage, he may liuly be faid to be a cow- 
nid in mind: dangers appealed formidable to 
Inm, thiough a tioublcd imagination, wdiich, 
upon tiial, he liad fortitude to lurmount — He 
fat upon tlic thione of Dellii feven lunai years 
aud one month , and was depofed in the month 
of Jammad ul awil, in the 1167 of the Hi- 
gera. 

The pow er and extent of the empire were very Dccijcd 
much diminiflicd in the reign of Ahmed. All empue ' 
the piovinccs, except thofc between the frontiers 
of the Jates, a few’^ miles to the eaft of Delhi, 
and Lahore to the weft, were, in fact, difmem- 
bered from the goveinment of the houfe of Ti- 
mur, though they paid a nominal allegiance. 

The rich kingdom of Guzciat w'as divided be- 
tw^ccen the Mahrattors and a Patan tribe, called 
Babbe , the Dccan was ufuipcd by the Nizam ul 
muluck’s family , Bengal, Bchar, and Orifla, by 
Aliverdi Chan, and his fucccflbis , Oud, by 
Seifdar Jung , Doab, by Ahmed Chan Bunguilh ; 
Allahabad, by Mahommed Kuli j and the coun- 
tries round Agra, by Raja Souiagc Mull, the 
chief of the Jates. — Budaoon, and all the pro- ^ 
ounces to the north of Delhi, w^ere in the hands 
of Mahommed All, Sadulla Chan, and other 
chiefs of the Rohilla tribe of Patans. A num- 
ber of petty Rajas ftarted up into independent 
princes in Malava : Bucht Singh feized upon the 
extenfive territory of Marw^r, and Madoo Singh 
reigned in the provinces round Jomagur and 
Amere. 

The gallant Munnu ftill oppofed the torrent 
of invafion from the noith. He maintained the 
war with fuccefs, againft Abdalla, foi the pio- 
vinces on the banks of the Indus, and, for a 
fhort fpace of time, fupported the declining em- 
pire. Eveiy petty chief, in the mean time, by 

counterfeited 
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A.D ijsj countcrfated gnmts from Delhi, laid claim to 
jaglers and to diUnds the country was tom 
to pieces with avil svars, and groaned under 
every fpeaes of domelhc confufion Villainy 
was prarafed in every form ; all law and rehgion 
were trodden under foot , the bonds of pnvate 
fnendlhips and connexions, as well as of foaetj^ 
and goveminent, were broken , and every inch 
vidnal, as if amidft a foreft of wdd bcafts, 
could rely upon nothing but the ftrength of his 
own arm. 
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U PON the fame day that Ahmed Shaw *753* 
was deprived of fight, Ghazi ul Dicn re- 
leafed from confinement Eaz ul Dien, the fon of Uironc. 
Moaz ul Dien, and grandfon of Bahadar Shaw, 
the fon and fucccflbr of the famous Aurungzebe, 

This prince was placed by Ghazi upon the 
throne, by the name of Allumgirf. To begin 
his reign with an of beneficence, he ordered 
fevcntcen perfons of the imperial houfc of Ti- 
mur to be rcleafed from prifon, to grace his cor- 
onation. It may not be improper here to fay 
fomething concerning the inauguration of the 
Mogul emperors 

When a prince is, for the firfl: time, feated Ccrcmon) 
upon the throne, with the loyal umbrella over 
his head, the omrahs, according to their dignity, 
are ranged in two lines before, one upon his 
right, the other to his left hand. A herald then 
proclaims his titles ; and the omrahs, each in his 
ffation, advance with an offering in gold, which 
he himfelves receives from their hands. The 
fuperintendant of the kitchen brings then a gold- 
en falver, with bread, confedions, and other 
eatables, over which the king, joined by the 
whole court, repeats a form of grace , and then 
he eats a little, and diftributes the remainder, 
with his own hand, among the nobility. This 
latter is an anaent Mogul ceremony, introduced 
by the family of Timur. The emperor mounts 
then his ftate-elephant, and, attended by all the 

court. 
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A D i;jj court, moves flowly towards the creat Mulmd, 
throw mg, as he advances, gold, (iu cr, precious 
ftoncs, and pearls, among the populace In the 
Mufgid he repeats a prayer, and afterwards di 
vine fcrvice is performed hy the Sidder ul fuddtlr, 
or the mctropolitap of Delhi I he Chutba, or 
the genealogy and titles of the king, is then 
read, and he returns to the palate with the (ime 
magnificence and pomp 1 he Mogul emperors 
arc never crowned but upon fome felfavals they 
fit in Hate, under a large golden crown, which 
13 fufpended by a chain to the roof of the pre- 
fence chamber, and fervea the purpofe of a ca 
nopy 

Allumgtre found himfelf as much a prifoner 
n«te ot Uk upon tlie throne, as he was formerly in nia con 
finement He was not a man of parts fuffiaent 
to estneate himfelf from the tods of that power, 
to which he owed his advancement , but had be 
made no efforts to acquire fome authority, the 
empire might have been, perhaps, retlored to its 
original dignity and fplendor, by the voy extra 
ordinary Aihties of Ghazi vd Dien — ^That om 
rah now pofieffed the office of the viaant Al 
lumgirc, wathout the capacity of guiding the ope 
rations of government himfelf, began to torn all 
his mean parts to thwart the fchemes of the mi 
mfter 'Without confidarmg whether the meafure 
was nght or wrong, it was fuffiaent that it came 
from the vizier, for the emperor to oppoC: it by 
his mmions 

in»aii(ty This averfion in the kmg to Ghaw, did not 
• tourt. long cfcapc the penetratmg eyes of that young 
omrah He knew that he was furrounded by many 
enemies, and therefore was unwilling to refign 
an employ, from which he derived proteftion to 
hiB own perfon In the mean time ah bufincls WM 
fuljwnded, and the two fadfaons, hke armies afraid 
of the iffuc of a battle, watch^ the mofrons of 

one 
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one another. — Nothing remarkable happened at a d 1754. 
Delhi, during the firft year of Allumgire, but the 
aflallination of the former vizier, about fix 
months after his imprifonment, by the orders of 
Ghazi. 

But, in the courfe of this year, the empire re- Death of 
ceived a fevere blow on its frontiers, by the^““"“' 
death of the gallant Munnu, by a fall from his 
horfe. He had, in many engagements, defeated 
Abdalla, and recovered from him the whole pro- 
vince of Lahore. No fooncr was this brave om- 
rah dead, than Abdalla re-conquered all he had 
loftj and, advancing to Lahore, confirmed his 
fon, then an infant, in the government of that 
place, under the tuition of an experienced om- 
rah. 

The great fuccefs of Abdalla, in the north- The punce 
weft, began to roufe the court of Delhi. It waSagaJnftAk- 
at laft lefolved, that Ali Gohar*, AJlumgire’s daiia. 
eldcft fon, fhould, in conjundion with Ghazi ul 
Dien, the vizier, march with the imperial army 
againft the Perlians. The treafury was now 
empty, and the few provinces, fubjed to the 
empire, were giievoufly opprefled for money to 
raife a force for this expedition. In the begin- 
ning of the year ii 6 g, the imperial army, con- 
fifting of 80000 men, under the prince and young 
Ghazi, took the field. iLey advanced to a place 
called Matchiwarra, about twenty crores beyond 
Sirhind. They found Abdalla fo well eftablifhed 
in his new conquefts, that they thought it pru- 
dent ^to proceed no further. The whole cam- 
paign paffed m fettling a treaty of marriage, be- 
tween the vizier and the daughter of Munnu.

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A D 1715 If f«nu that omrah, to ftrengthcn his iptereft 
at the court of Delhi, had, before his death, 
promifed his daughter to Gh^ , but, after that 
event, both the young lady and her rnother 
\v ere extremely a\ erfe to the match When the 
inipcnal army lay at Matchiwarra, the vizjer in 
vpaled both the ladies from Lahore to the qamp, 
and finding all intreaty was in vain to obtain 
their copfept, he, with peculiar bafenets, dofely 
confined them, to intimidate them mto a com 
pliapce. Tins together with opprefling the pro- 
vinces, through which he marched, compre 
hended the whole exploits of Qhazi op this expe 
dition After fpcnding all the pubhc money m 
this vain parade, the pnnee and vizier, without 
ftriking a blow, returned to Delhi. 

The caufe of this ina&on of the vmer pro- 
Omftof ceeded from advices which he dafly recaved 
from court The long and his ftifiaon gamed 
ftrength dunpg his ahfence , and he forefiw his 
own rum, in cafe he Ihould meet with a defeat 
from Abdalla Upon his return to Delhi, he 
found It necellary, in order to fupport his de- 
dining authonty, to aft with great ngor and 
tyranny Some omrahs he removed with the 
dagger, and others he depnved of their eflates. 
He confined the kmg m the atadel, and did 
whatfoever he pleafed, as if ho Ipmfclf was veiled 
with the regal dignity 

Allumgire, finding himfelf m this ddagreeablc 
fituaUon, adopted a very dangerous plan to ei 
Ab<wk, tncate himfelf He wrote pnvatelp to Abdalla, 
to advance with [us army, to reheve him ftom 
the hands pf his treacherous vizier He pro- 
mifed, that lipon his amral m the environs of 
Delhi, he fhould be joined by the bulk of the 
impenal army, under the command of Nigib 

nl 
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til Dowla, a Robilla chief, to vt^hom Gliazi had a.d 1757. 
delegated his own office of buckflii, when he rofe 
to the employ of vizier. Thus the weak Allurn- 
gire, to avoid one evil, plunged headlong into 
greater misfortunes. 

Abdalla, hawng received thefe affiirances from who march- 
the king, marched from Cabul, where he then “ 
kept his court, entered Hindoftan with a great 
army, and, in the year 1171, appeared before 
Delhi. The vizier marched out with the impe- 
rial forces to give him battle ; but, in the field 
he was defected by his friend, Nigib ul Dowla, 
with the greateft part of his army. The igno- 
rance of Ghazi of a plot fo long carried on, is a 
great proof of his extreme unpopularity. The 
confequence was, that he was obliged to throw 
himfelf upon the clemency of Abdalla, who had 
fworn vengeance againft him, fliould he ever 
fall into his hands. But fuch was the addiefs of 
the vizier, that he not only found means to mol- 
lify the Perfian, but even to make him his 
friend. He was, however, at firfl: turned out of 
his office, but he was foon after reftored by Ab- 
dalla himfelf, who now difpofed of every thing, 
as if he was abfolute king of Delhi. 

Abdalla entered the city, and laid the unfor-j^j^^j 
tunate inhabitants under a contribution of a crore city under 
of roupees; a fum now more difficult to raife 
than ten crores, in the days of Nadir Shaw. 

The Perfian remained two months in Delhi. 

The unhappy Allumgire, not only found that 
his capital was robbed, but that he himfelf'was 
delivered over again into the hands of a perfon, 
who had now -added refentment to ambition and 
power. The Perfian, after thefe tranfa< 3 aons, 
took the prince. Haded Buxfli, brother to the 
prefent, emperor, as hoftage for Allumgire^s

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A.D future behaviour, and, having forced Munnu’s 
daughter to folemmze her roamage with Ghaii, 
marked touards Agra He, on hu way, laid > 
Ccge to Muttra, took it by aflault , and, having 
facked the place, put theinnabitanta to the fword, 
for the enormouj crime of attempting to defend 
their hvea and property After thia feene of 
barbarity, Abdaila advanced to Agra, which was 
held on the part of the king • by Fazil Chan 
This omrah defended the city with fuch refbluti 
on, that Abdaila, after fuftainmg Ibmc lols, 
thought It prudent to raife the fiege , but, be 
tng ciafperated at this repulfe, he ipread death 
and devaftation through the temtones of the 
Jates, who, unable to cope with him in the field, 
had retired into their ftrong holds , from which, 
they at times ilTued, and cut off his fttagghng 
parties, 

TiMonpe The PerSan returned to a place called Muxa 
dabad, about eight crores from Delhi AUum 
gire came out to pay his refpeOs to him , and, 
by his condua, feems to have been perfeaiy 
infatuated hen the cries of his diftreffed peo- 
ple reached heaven, that contemptible monarch, 
inflead of endeavouring to alleviate their mifencs, 
either by force or negonation, was wholly bent 
on the gratification of a fcnfual appetite The 
caufc of his vifit to Abdaila, svas to obtain his 
influcoce and mediation with Sahibe Zimany, 
the daughter of the emperor Mahommed, whom 
he wanted to efpoufe , the pnnce& herfidf being 


+ 'nioajb the Jala had all the tanmliy itmnd Apa, they 
had DOt yet poflellcd thcmfclm of that aty f 
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averfe to the match. When kings, inflcad of ex. a d 
crting their talents for the proteftion of their 
people, fufler thcmfelves to be abforbed in indo- 
lence and fenfualit}^ rebellion becomes patrio- 
tifm, and treafon itfelf is-a virtue. 

In the mean time the news of fome incurfions Abdaiii re- 
from the \\ eflern Perfia, into the territories of 
Abdalla, recalled that prince from India. Mal- 
kkd Jehan, the widow of Mahommed, and her 
daughter Sahibc Zimany, claimed his proteflion 
againft Allumgire. He carried them both to Ca- 
bul, and fome time after efpoufed the daughter 
himfelf . — 1 he Perfian having evacuated the im- 
perial provinces, the vizier became more cruel 
and oppreflive than ever : he extorted money 
from the poor by tortures, and confifcated the 
eftates of the nobility, upon falfe or very frivolous 
pretences. To tliefe tyrannies he was no lefs 
driven by the ncceflity of fupporting any army 
to reinforce his authority, than he \v as by the 
natural avidity and cruelty of his own unprin- 
cipled mind. 

The king and his eldeft fon, Ali Gohar, wcie, Afrmrsat 
in the mean time, kept Hate prifoners. d he lat- court 
ter made his efcape in the year 1172, and levying 
fix thoufand men at Rowari, began to raife 
the revenues of the adjacent territories. After 
he had continued this vagrant kind of life for 
nine months, the vizier, by the means of infidi- 
ous letters, in which Ittul Raw, chief of the 
Mahrattors, Raja Dewali Singh, Raja Nagor 
Mull, and many other omrahs, fwoic to pioteft 
him, inveigled him to Delhi. But, in violation 
of all oaths and fair promifes, he was inftantly 
confined by Ghazi, in the houfe of Alla Murda, 
where he remained for the fpace of two 
months.

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y^,D ,jj8 The vizier having received intelligence that 
Tilt flints pnnce was privately attaching fome omrahs 
tcmBntJbTto hts InteTetl:, and feanngthat, by thar means, 
*h* he might again make his efcape, ■determined to 
remove him to the citadel He ordered a de- 
tachment of fisc hundred horfe to execute this 
fcrvicc The pnnce not only refiifed to comply 
svith the vizier i orders for his removal, but or 
dcred the mtes of the houfe to be fhut, and, 
with a few fnends, betook himfelf to arms The 
houfes of the nobility in Hindoftan are fur 
rounded with (Irong walls , and, in fafl, are a kmd 
of finall forts 1 he vizier s troops found it 
therefore extremely difficult to reduce the pnnce. 
He was befieged clofely for two dap , and, find 
ing that he could not defend himfelf much longer 
from the thoufands that furrounded the houfe, he 
formed the gallant rcfolufion to cut his way 
through the enemy 

SbMtof”' He imparted his intentions to his fnends, but 
they flimnk from his propofal as imprafticable. 
At lall, fix of them, feeing him refolvcd to at 
tempt this defperate undertaking alone, promifed 
to accompany him On the morning of the 
third day, they mounted their horfes within 
the court The gate was fuddenly thrown open, 
and they iflued forth fword m hand, with the 
pnnce at their head He cut his way through 
thoufands of Ghazi s troops, with only the lols 
of one of his gallant followers. Raja Ramnat, 
and Seid Ah, were the two pnnapal men con 
cerned in this extraordmary exploit , the other 
four bemg common horfemen Sad All was 
wounded, but four and the pnnce efcaped with 
out any hurt 

Miia hh The pnncc hanng thus forced his way 
through the vizier’s army, iffued out of the 
aty, and arrived at a place, called Vizierabad, 

about 
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ab6ut fix crores fi*om the fuburbs. Ittul RaWjAD.1758 
the Mahrattor chief, lay encatnped with ten 
thoufand horfe at Vizierabad. Ittul had been 
hired as a mercenary by the vizier, to fupport 
him in his tyrannical proceedings : but refentmg 
Ghazi’s breach of promife to the prince, and 
not being regularly paid, he now thought of 
plundering the country under the fandion of 
AH Gohar’s name. He received him, therefore, 
with very great refpeQ:, and promifed to fupport 
him. 

The prince, and Ittul Raw, accordingly con- 
tinned, for the fpace of fix months, to raife Mahtattors. 
contributions on the provinces to the fouth of 
Delhi ; but as the petty chiefs of villages had, 
during the confufions of the empire, conftrufted 
mud forts, whither they retired with their fa- 
milies and effe<fls, at the approach of danger, 
the Mahrattors found great difficulty in fupport- 
ing themfelves, as none of thofe forts could be 
reduced without a regular fiege, in which they 
were Very little Ikilled. Ittul Raw, tired of 
this kind of unprofitable war, propofed to the 
prince to retire to Gualier, where the Mahrat- 
tors had now eftabliffied a government, promifing 
to give him a trad of country for his main- 
tenance. Ali Gohar thanked the Mahrattor for 
his generous propofal, but declined to accept 
of it. 

His eyes were now turned to another quarter. Nigib ui 
Nigib ul Dowla, who had, at the king’s requeft, 
betrayed Ghazi ul Dien to Abdalla, was, upon 
the reinftatement of the vizier in his office,- 
obliged to fly to his jagier of Secundra,' be- 
tween the rivers, about forty crores below Delhi. 

The prince looked upon him as the moft pro- 
per petfon to condud his affairs. He accordingly 
took leave of Ittul Raw, crofled the Jumna,

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imvcd St Sccundra, snd wss received with 
CTcst refpeft by Nigib ul Howls, who, however, 
Old not think proper to join heartily m his 
caiife. 

To return to the tranfaflions at Delhi Ab- 
dalla had no fooner fettled his aflairs, than he 
prepared for another expedition into Plindollan 
He refolved to fupport his army with the plnn 
der of that conntry, and to keep them in ac- 
tion there for other enterpnzes more arduous. 
He accordingly marched from Candahar, and, 
in the month of Ribbi ul awil, 1174, arrived 
in the environs of Delhi 1 he unhappy AUum- 
gire apphed to him for rehef , and, if pollible, 
exaggerated his own misfortunes, and the un 
heard.of viUaimes of his viner He, at the 
lame time, by his emiflanes, fUrred up feSions 
in the army of GhazI, who had marched out of 
the aty to give battle to Abdalla, The dif 
cemmg rmnd of that miniller foon penetrated 
into the king's machinations againli him He 
did not for a moment heCtate what to do , his 
hands had already been imbrued m blood, and 
he flarted not at murder He refolved to take 
off the king, and then to let future events direS 
his line of a&on 


DtCpu of Though the kmg was m fome meafure a prl 
tht \bm foner, he was permitted to keep his guards and 
a great retinue of fervants. They pitied his 
misfortunes and became firmly attached to his 
mtereft, Abdalla, who was near with his army, 
feemed to give fome encouragement to AUum 
gire, and that prince’s party acquired llrength 
every day The vizier &w himfelf hemmed m 
upon all fides by enemies ) be, therefore, thought 
It high time to aflaffmate his mailer — He knew 
the weakneis and fuperftition of the romd of 

Allumgire, 
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Alluingirc. He, therefore, trumped up a ftory a.d 1760- 
concerning a Fakier, who propheficd and wrought 
miracles at the Kottulah of Ferofc III. The poor 
enthufiaftic king, juft as Ghazi expected, ex- 
prefled a great defire to fee the Jioly Fakier. 

As it would derogate from the 1 eputation of 
the pretended faint, to pay a vifit, even to a 
king ; Allumgire refolved to confer upon him that 
piece of relpecl. — But he had no fooner entered 
the apartment where the holy impoftor fat, 
than two aflaflins ftarted from behind a curtain, 
cut off his head \nth a fcimitcr, and threw his 
body, out of a back window, upon the fands of 
the Jumna. It lay there two days without inter- 
ment , none daring to pay the laft oflice to the 
remains of their unfortunate king. This tragedy 
w'as acled at Delhi, in the month of the fecond 
Ribbi, 1174. 

Such was the end of Allumgire, who, in an 
age of peace and tranquillity, might have lived 
wath fome reputation, and have died with the 
character of a faint. But the times required 
uncommon abilities in a king, and the moft vi- 
gorous exertion of the manly faculties of the 
foul , neither of which that unhappy monarch 
in any degree poffeffed His ftruggles, therefore, 
againft the ambition of Ghazi, werp puerile and 
impotent. Had he employed the aflaffin againft the 
breaft of that treacherous minifter, juftice w^ould 
have warranted the blow ; had he poffeffed 
courage to have aimed it with his own hand, a 
thoufand opportunities were not wanting What 
then can be faid in favor of a man, who durft 
not make one manly effort for his authority, or 
refent indignities w'hich he daily received in 
perfon ? 

The perfidious viziei ordered the body of the 
king, after lying two days expofed on the fand of 

the 
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AD i 5 «o.ttc Jumna, to be pnvately interred. He tha 
took anotlicr pnnce of the blood, and place 
him upon the throne, by the name of hha? 
Jehan 
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N IGIB UL DOWLA, who had, fomc time a d n6r 
before the aflfaffination of Allumgirc, madc^^at^^' 
up matters with the vizier, had the addrefs to Delhi 
retain the office of buckffii. Sliocked at the 
villainy of Ghazi, or delirous to transfer to 
himfelf the whole power, he again betrayed 
that minifter, and went over with all his forces 
to Abdalla. Ghazi, in confequence of this defer- 
tion, found himfelf obliged alfo to make peace 
with the invader. 

Thefe fadions proved fatal to the unhappy Misfor- 
Delhians. Abdalla laid the city under heavy 
contributions, and inforced the colleftion with 
fuch rigour and cruelty, that the unfortunate 
inhabitants, driven to defpair, took up arms. 

The Perfian ordered a geneial malTacre, which, 
without intermiffion, lafted for feven days. 

The relentlefs Durannies * were riot even then 
glutted with flaughter, but the ftench of the 
dead bodies drove them out of the city. A 
great part of the buildings were, at the fame 
time,^ reduced to aflies, and many thoufands, 
who had efcaped the fword, fuffered a lingering 
death by famine, fitting upon the fmoaking 
ruins of their own houfes. Thus the imperial 
city of Delhi, which, in the days of its glory,

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A.D i5<i extended itfelf feventeen crores in length, and 
was faid to contain twto millions of people, became 
almoft a heap of rubbifli 

The tnifcncs of the unfortunate Dclhians were 
nttoo. not nt an end The Mahrattors, who now, 
without intermiflion, traverfed the empire for 
plunder, advanced to partake of the ijKiils of 
Delhi with Abdalla Jincow and Malharraw, 
accordingly, occupied the environs of the aty 
The Pcrfian marched out againft them, and 
both armies joined battle at a place called Mud 
genu Tuckia, two crores from the depopidated 
capital Ihe Mahrattors were defeated, and 
purfued one hundred and fifty crores from the 
field but they, in the mean time, gave Abdalla 
the flip, turned his rear, and fet out in full 
march for Delhi The Duranmes, however, 
were fo clofe to their heels, that, before they 
could attempt any thmg agamft the aty, they 
were a fecond time obliged to retreat 

In the mean time news arrived, that the Mah- 
boamtimi tattor chiefs were advancmg with another very 
numerous army from the Decan, with a pro- 
fefled defign to rc-tflablifh the anaent Hindoo 
government Btflwals Raw, Baow, and Ibrahim 
Chan Ghardi, commanded this force, which, in 
dependent of the army of Mahrattors, whom 
Abdalla had already defeated, confifled of one 
hundred thoufand horfc TTie Mahommedans 
were ftruck w ith terror ; they thought it necef 
fary to join Abdalla, to fupport the faith , Snja 
ul Dowlat, who had fucceeded his father, the 
mfamdus Scifdar Jung, in the provmce of Ond, 
Ahmed Chan Bunguub, chief of the Patans and 
all the petty chieftains of the RohiUas, haflened 
with their forces to Delhi. 

iijiwton ilje Mahrattors had now entered the temto 
nes of the jates, and fummoned Raja Sourage 

Mull 
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Mull to join them. Though Sourage Mull, asA.D.ij6i. 
a Hindoo, wiflied for the extirpation of Ma- 
hommedifm in India, he was too jealous of the 
power of the Mahrattors, to obey their orders. 
Enraged at his obftinacy, they carried fire and 
fword through his dominions, and compelled 
him at laft to join them with fifty thoufand 
men. 

The Mahrattors now confifted of two hundred 
thoufand horfe, and the Mahommedans, whom 
Ahmed Abdalla commanded in chief, of near one 
hundred and fifty thoufand. The eyes of all 
India were now turned towards the event of 
a war, upon which depended, whether the fu- 
preme power fhould remain with the Mahom- 
medans, or revert again to the Hindoos. Upon 
the approach of the Mahrattors, Abdalla evacu- 
ated Delhi, and, having croffed the Jumna, en- 
camped on the oppofite bank. 

Ihe Mahrattors immediately entered the city, pn- 
and filled every quarter of it with devaftation ’ 
and death. Not content with robbing the mife- 
rable remains of Abdalla’s cruelty of every thing 
they poflTefled, they ftripped all the males and 
females quite naked, and wantonly whipped them 
before them along the flireets. Many now prayed 
for death, as the greateft blefling, and thanked 
the hand which inflifted the wound. — Famine 
began to rage among the unfortunate citizens to 
fuch a degree, that men fled from their dearefl: 
friends, as from beafts of prey, for fear of being 
devoured. Many women devoured their own 
children, while fome mothers, of more hu- 
manity, were feen dead in the ftreets, with 
infants ftill fucking at their breafts — But let us 
now draw a veil over this fcene of horror. 

Ghazi ul Dien found, by this time, that Ab- The power 
dalla was become his enemy, and inclined toJLh^* 

the 
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A.D !)<■ the interefts of Nipb ul Dowla. He therefore 
endeavoured to make up matters with the Mah 
rattors, but his propofals were rqcfted He 
then turned himfelf to the Raja of the Jates, who 
was in the field an unwilbng auxiharv to the 
Mahrattors, and perfuaded him to defett thar 
caufe, and retire to his own country, whither 
he himfelf accompanied him Thus ended the 
public tranfaftions of Ghazi ul Dien, who 
crowded into a few years of early youth more 
crimes and abilities, than other confummate vil 
him have done into a long life of wickednels and 
treachery Though he did not poflels the Decan, 
the fruits of his grandfather’s uncommon crimes, 
he may truly belaid to have been the genumehor 
of the parts and treafons of that monftcr of ini- 
quity and villainy 

TiiniitB- 1 he Mahrattors, when they entered Delhi, 
tki. confined Shan Jehan, who had borne the title 
of rojuilty for a few weeks , and, to quiet the 
minds of fome Mahommedan omrahs, who 
aided them, railed to the throne Jewan Bucht, 
the cldcft fon of prince Ah Gohar, who had by 
this time alTumed the title of Shaw Allnm m 
Behar But this young pnnee, had he even 
abilities to reign, bad now no fubjefls left to 
command , for he may be confidered as the 
image of a kmg, fet up by way of mfiilt m the 
midfl of the rums of his capital 

sviuIei Abdalla bang informed of the dclertion of the 

Jates, was estremely deCrous of repaffing the 
Jumna, and to come to battle with the Mah 
rattors He, for this purpofe, marched' op 
along the ban^ oppofite to the enenw, to Knnp 
purra, a place of fome ftrength, pofiSdftd by Ni 
zabat Chin, an independent RohiUa chief The 
Perfian fummoned him to furrender, wHcH he 
refufed, and the place was confeouentlSt taken by 
afiault, and the gartilbn and inhabitants put to 

alEult, 
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the fword. — The Mahrattors, at the famQ time , ad 1761 
marched up upon the fide of Delhi, and, too 
confident of their own flrength, permitted Ab- 
dalla, without oppofition, to crofs the Jumna, 
by the ford of Ramra : but obferving him more 
bold in his motions than they expefled, they be- 
came fomewhat afraid, and intrenched them- 
felves at Karnal, in the very fame ground which 
was occupied formeily by Mahommed, while 
Abdalla chofe the more fortunate fituation of Na- 
dir Shaw. 

Both aimies lay in their entrenchments, 
twelve days, fkirmifhing at times with fmall and defeats 
parties. Abdalla, in the mean time, 
means to cut off fome Mahiattor convoys, with 
provifions, and, by the vigilance and aflivity 
of his Durannies, to prevent all fupplies from 
coming to the enemy’s camp. — As famine be- 
gan to rage among the Mahrattors, they weie 
neceflitated to march out of their lines, upon the 
120th of thefecond Jemmad, 1174, and to offer bat- 
tle to Abdalla, which he immediately accepted. 

The firfi; fliock was extremely violent: the Mahrat- 
tors advanced with gieat refolution, and charged 
Abdalla fword in hand with fuch vigor, that 
he was upon the point of being driven off the 
field, when Suja ul Dowlat, well known to the 
Britiffi in India, and Ahmed Chan Bunguifh, 
the Patan chief of Doab, fell upon the flank 
of the Mahrattorsj, with ten thoufand horfe. — 

This circumftance immediately turned the fcale 
of victory. Abdalla recovered from his con- 
frifion, renewed the charge, and drove back 
the enemy. Should we credit common report, 
fifty thoufand Mahrattors fell m this afrion, 
and in the purfuit : but be that as it will, the 
battle was extremely bloody, for all the generals 
of the vanquilhed, except Malhar Raw, who fled 
upon the firfi: charge, were flain. 


Abdalla, 
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A i> i-«i AbdJla, after having purfued die Mahrattofs 
for tlie fpacc of three days, returned to Delhi 
AiiotAu He wrote from thence letters to pnnee Alt 
Gobar, who had proclaimed himfclf king in the 
province of Behar, under the title of Shaw Allum, 
requcfling him to return to Dellu, and to take 
upon him the manageinentof the affairs of govern 
ment Shaw Allum was too prudent to trull 
himfelf in the hands of Abdalla, and therefore 
that pnnee, w hofc affairs on the fide of Perlia 
required his prcCmce, confirmed Jewan Bucht * 
upon the throne of Delhi, under the tuition of 
Nigib ul Dowla, from \i horn he exafted an an 
nual tribute Abdalla, after thefc tran&ffaons, 
returned to Cabal 

No fooncr had Abdalla evacuated Delhi, than 
the Jates commenced boftihtics igainll Nigtb nl 
Dowla 1 hey fazed upon Camgar Chan, Ze 
mindar of Ferochagur, and appropriated to 
themfelies his wealth and territory The mi 
tnller, upon this, took the field. ITie Jates ad 
vanced againtl him, with a great army, under 
the condufl of ihar chief, Raja Sourage Mull 
The Jates bang much fupenor to the force of 
Nlgib ul Dowla, became confident of fuccels , 
fo that, when the armies approached within a 
few miles of one another, near Secundra, the 
Haja went carelcfsiy out, with fome of his olE 
cers, upon a hunting party Nigib ul Dowla, 
bang informed of this arcumftance by means 
of his fpies, immediately difpatched a party of 
five hundred horfc, under Sadu, a bold partizan, 
m quell of the Raja. 

Sadu fell in with Sourage Mall, wbofe party 
on it** confided of about three hundred. They en- 

• The prefent emperor^* elded Ton. 
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gaged fword in hand, with great refolution a d 1761. 
on both fides ; but, at length, the Jates were cut 
ofi" to a man, and the Rajah’s head was brought 
to Nigib ul Dowla, who was then upon his 
march to attack the enemy. The unexpected 
appearance of Nigib, in die abfence, of their 
prince and belt officers, ftruck the Jates with 
univerfal panic ; when, at that .very inftant, a 
horfeman advancing at full Ipeedj threw the 
Raja’s head into their line. This circumftance 
compleated their confufion, fo that , Nigib ul 
Dowla defeated them with eafe^ and purfued 
them, fword in hand, fome crores from the field 
of battle. lx , 

The minifter, after this victory^ jeturned 
Delhi. But he had not long remained m that condutt 
capital, before Joahir Singh, the.Tpn i^and fuc- 
cejQTor of Sourage Mull, hired twenty thoufand 
Mahrattors, under Malhar Raw, and advanced 
with all his forces to Delhi. . Nigib ul Dowla 
was not capable to cope with the Jates .and 
their auxiliaries in the field. ?He fhuthimfelf 
up in the city, where he was befieged for three 
months, and at lafl; reduced to great diftrefg. 
However, a handfome prefent rto^Malhar. Raw ' 
faved him upon this ciitical occafioni^ ' The ' ' ^ 
Jates, finding themfelves betrayed by theiy mer- 
cenaries, were obliged to^ patch, up a peace, and 
retire , into their own country. Thefe tranfac- 
tiohs happened in the year 1175, of the Higera. 

Nigib ul Dowla Jias been fince frequently attacked 
by the Jates to the eaft, and the Seiks to the weft, 
but he ftill maintains his ground with> great refo- 
lution and'abihty. 

But to return to the adventures of the Adions of 
prince Ali Gohar, who, under the title of em- au Oohar. 
peror, now ‘ reigns in the fmall proffince of

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Allahabad we have already obferved, that he 
after pSrting with the Mahrattors, tlircw hunfcl 
upon hJigib ul Dowla at Secundra. He coula 
hot, h6\vevcr, prevail upon that otnrah to 
tahe u^ itihs in his favour He, thetefore, 
left Bccundra, \vith a ftnall rctinut of ftrvaliti, 
Wholivtd'at 'Ihar own expellee, in hopes of 
bettef days with fheir pnncc. With thefe ht 
arrived at Liicknow, one of the pnnapal atiei 
of the tStovince df Oud, white Slija Ul DoAdat 
kept thin his court Suja' ul Doubt re 
fciivcd the kinp; With fetmlng great refpeft, and

slichned ' all conne^hon wfth the affiura of Ah 
Gohar He, hoWiver, mide him a Nafir of 
eli[iliant3( -^hories, and half a lack of roupees in 
money,!- ahd Ihluiuatcd to hiin, to leave his

All Chhar.'ih this diflreflcil fituahon, tamed 
towards Allahabad. Mahomhled KuU Chan, 
at that 'fiBae, pofTefTed that aty and province. 
Mahomhled ttceived the prince with mendfhip 
as will as reTpcfl , for bdn^ a hian of an enter 
ptTzmg ginius, he entertained great hopes of 
nailuig mmfelf with thfc fortunes of the Shaw 
Zadda * After maturely diliberating upon 
the plan of their futuri opetitions, it was re

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folved, that, inftcad of relieving the unfortu. a d . 1764 
nate Allumgirc from the tyianny of Gazi at 
Delhi, they fliould endeavour to polfefs them- 
felvcs of the provinces of Bengal and Behar, the 
revenues of which might enable them to fupport 
a fufScient army to reftorc the power of the em- 
pire. Though the Shaw Zadda was the undoubted 
heir of the empire, yet, to take away every pre- 
tence of right from Jaflier Ali Chan, whom the 
Britiili, on account of his villainies, had raifed 
to the government of Bengal, he obtained a 
from grant of the fubatllips of the three provinces 
private his father at Delhi* 

Every ^ling being now concerted, public or- 
ders were ifllied to the neighbouring Rajas and of ‘j^ngai! 
fogedars, to repair to the ftandard of the Shaw 
Zadda; while Mahornmed Kuli Chan lai fed all 
the troops of Allahabad. Camgar Chan, one 
of the ptindpal fogedars of Behar, Pulwan 
Singh, Raja of Budgepoor, Bulbidder, Raja of 
Amati, and many other, both Hindoo and 
Mahomedan chiefs, Obeyed the fummons, and 
joined the prince. Soldiers of fortune, in the 
mean time, flocked to him from all quarters, fo 
that All Gohar found himfelf foon at the head 
of fixty thoufand men. , 

In the month of the fecopd Ribbi of the year Enters that 
1173, Shaw Zadda marched from Allahabad 
towards Bengal. The particulars of this war are empire, 
well known. > Let it fuffice to mention here, 
that the prince was unfuccefsful in all his attempts 
upon Bengal ; and Was, at laft, obliged to fllr- 
reuder himfelf to the commander of the Britilh 
forces, at Geiah in Behar. He received intelli- 
gence, foon after, of the aflaflination of his fa- 
ther at Delhi. He Was accordingly proclaimed 
emperor at Patna ; but nothing bein^ done for 
him, by the Britifli, the unfortunate prmce found 
himfelf obliged to throw himfelf into the hands

T he fliort Ikctch which wc have given in 
the preceding Hiflory of Hindoftan, may 
ferve to throw light on the decline of the great 
empire of the Moguls m that part of the world. 
Wc fiw it gradoaliy fiinnking into itfcif, till the 
race of Timur arc, at lall, confined withm the 
narrow limits of an inGgnificant province. It 
mnft, however, be allow^ that the uncommon 
misfortunes or that fimuly proceeded no Icfi 
from thcar owm wcaknels than irom the villamv 
of thor fervants. Had a man of parts fuccccd 
ed tbe dcbihcy of Mahommed’s government, 
the anaent glory of the empire aught have been 
foil reflored The revolted fubas were not, then, 
weQ efiablifiied m tbar independance , and the 
gallant rcfiftancc which Abdalla met with, m the 
rogn of Ahmed, flicwcd that the Moguls could 
foil defend thcmfcivcs from foragn invafions 
This, like other great flates, fdl mto pieces, 
more by domefoe faoions than by foreign arms. 
Even the mimficrs of the nnfortunatc Mahom 
med were men of parts , thofc who managed 
the affiurs of Ahmed were pollcfled of great abi 
htics, and, in the ragn of Allumgire Sam, 
young Ghazi difplaycd an uncommon and 
entcrpnzing gemus. But virtue had fled from 
the land no pnnapic of honour, patnodfin, or 
loyalty, remained , great abilities producednothing 
but great crimes , and the eyes of individuals 

being 
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being wholly intent upon private advantage, a. d 1764 
the affairs of the public fell into ruin and conm- 
lion. 

As from the ruins of the extenfivc empiie 
of the Moguls, many dependent governments ont^nt? 
have ftarted up of late years, it may not be im-*“‘"'* 
proper in this place, to take a curfory view of 
the prefent Hate of Hindoftan, To begin with 
the northern provinces. We have already ob- 
ferved, that Candahar, Cabul, Ghizni, Pifliawir, 
vdth a part of Moultan and Sind, are under 
the dominion of Ahmet Abdalla. That prince 
poffeffcs alfo, upon the fide of Perfia, the greateft 
part of Choraffan andSeiftan, and all Bamia, on 
that of Tartary. Abdalla, in fliort, reigns over 
almofi: all the countries which formed the em* 
pire of Ghizni, before it defcended from the 
mountains of Afganiftan to Lahore and Delhi, 

It is highly probable that, as Kerim Chan has 
fettled the weftern Perfian, he may foon extend 
the empire to its ancient boundaries towards the 
eaft, and drive Abdalla into Hindoftan ; fo that 
a third dynafty of kings of India may arife from 
among the Afgans. 

The revenues of Abdalla are very confidera- Achmet 
ble, amounting to about three crorea of loupees. 

But as he is always in the field, and maintains 
an army of 100,000 horfe, to defend himfelf 
from the Perfians and Tartars, he is ip great dif- 
trefs for money. This circumftance obliges him, 
not only to opprefs his own fubjefrs, but alfo 
to carry his depredations to foreign countries. 

During the competition of the feven confpira-r 
tors for the throne of Perfia, Abdalla had little 
to fear froip that quarter. But as Kerim Chan has 
eftablifhed himfelf, by the defeat ' and death of 
his rivals, it is extremely probable, that Ab- 
dalla will foon feel, as we have already ob- ^ 
ferved,. the weight of his arms, as Chorrafian 

and 
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and Sejftan are prqpcriy provinces of the PerJlian 
empire. 

TDs^ii- Howei er, Abdalla fs at prefcnt at peace with 
Kenm, and has taken that favourable opportu 
nity for ipvading Hindoflan He had, in April 
1767, ejefeated the Seiks in three different 
aoions, and advanced to Sirhlnd, about forty 
crores from Delhi, with an army of fifty thou 
land horfe. It is fuppofed that Nigib ul Dowla, 
who, in the name of the prefent emperor’s Ton, 
manages the allairs of Delhi, had, as he hlmfelf 
was bird prefTed by the Seiks and Jates, called 
in Abdalla, to take upon him the government. 
Nigib ul Dowla, by our bell intelligence, 
marched out of the aty 10 meet his allv, with 
forty thoufiind men_ Ihc armies lay m fight of 
one another, and they were bufy m negotiation, 
and in fettling a plan for their future operau 
ons Abdalla, m the mean time wrote circular 
letters to all the princes of Indja, commanding 
them tp acknpwlMge him Kino or Kmos, and 
demanding a tribute Suja ul Dowlat, in parti 
cular, had recaved a very lharp letter from him, 
upbraidmg him fpp his alliance with iNPinELS, 
and demanding the impenal revenues, which that 
fuba had converted to his own ufc for fome 
years back. 

iibdarjt Suctt was the Ctuatlon pf the aliaira of Abdal 

Kr la, by opr laff accounts from Delhi This pnnee 
IS brave and affrve, but he is how m the dechne 
of life fEs perfou is tall and robuft, and inch 
nable to bemg fat Hi^ lace is remarkably broad, 
bu beard very black, andTiis coroplenon mode 
lately feir His appearance, upon the whole, is 
maiclbc, and cxprcllivc of ap uncommon dignity 
and ftrepgth or mind Though he is not lo 
fierce and crpel as Nadir Shaw, he fupports bis 
authonty wilh no Jeli ngor, and he is fiy no 
^ means 
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incatis Icfs brave tlian that extraordinary mo- 
narch. He, in flioit, is the m oft likely perfon 
now in India, to reftore the ancient powci of the 
empire, ftiould he aflumc the title of king of 
Delhi. 

The Seiks border uponThe Indian dominions The Scits. 
of Abdalla. That nation, it is faid, take their 
name of Seiks, which lignifics disciples, from 
their being followers of a certain philofophcr of 
Thibet, who taught the idea of a commonwealth, 
and the pure doflrine of Deifm, without any 
mixture of either the Mahommedan or Hindoo 
fuperftitions. They made their fiift appearance 
about the commencement of this centur}’-, in the 
leign of Bahadar Shaw, but wcic rather reckon- 
ed then a particular feeft than a nation. Since 
the empire began to decline, they have prodigi- 
oufly increafed their numbers, by admitting 
profelytes of all religions, v ithout any otlier cere- 
mony than an oath, which they tender to them, 
to oppofc monarchy. 

The Seiks are, at prefent, divided into feveral 
ftates, which in their internal government ai c their go- 
perfeclly independent of one another, but they 
form a powerful alliance againft their neighbours. 

When they arc threatened with invafions, an af- 
fembly of the ftates is called, and a general 
chofen by them, to lead their refpeftive quotas 
of militia into the field ; but, as foon as peace 
is reftored, the power of this kind of di<ftator 
ceafes, and he returns, in a private capacity, to 
his own community. The Seiks are now in 
pofleflion of the whole province of Punjab, 

^he greateft part of Moultan and Sind, both the 
banks of the Indus from Caftimire to Tatta, and 
all the country towards Delhi, from Lahore to 
Sirhind. They have, of late yeai s, been a great 
check upon the ai ms of Abdalla j and, though

•ixirora. u Jeffant Singfi , there is alfo one 

Nittch Singh, who is in groat efldem among 
them They can, upon an emer^ncy, multer 
60000 good horfe, but, though in India they 
are ellecmed brave, they chufe rather to carry 
on their wars by iurpnzc and ftratagem, than 
by regular operations in the field By thar 
pnnciples of religion and government, as well as 
on account of national injunes, they arc mvete 
rate enemies to Abdalla, and to the RohUla 
powers. 

eoUIUj. 1 o the eaft of the dominions of the repabhc 
of the Seiks he the countnes which are pofiellisl 
by the Rohilla Afgans. Nigub ul Dotyli whofe 
hifiory 13 comprehended in the preceeding fed} 
ons, 13 , from hi 3 power, as well as from the 
ftrengtli of his counols and his own bravery, 
reckoned their pnnee He poflefles the aty of 
Ddhi, in the name of the family of Timur, to- 
gether with a confiderable temtory around it, 
on both the banks of the Jumna, and his fevenue 
amounts to one prore of roupees He pubUcJdy 
acknowledged the unfortunate Shaw Allom, at 
Allahabad king, and allows a penfion to his fan 
Jewan Bucht, who, without any power main 
taips a land of regal digpity at Delhi 
Kisisn Nigub ul Dowla has oecn known, when hard 
2S^**^prcfied by his hoftilc neighbours, to raife 60000 
horfe , but bis rcienucs are not fufiiaent to fup- 
port one tenth part of that number He conn 
nues to take the field under the name of aptain 
general of the Mogul empire, and though he has 
not the power, or perhaps the inchuation to af 
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fift the king, he keeps up a friendly correfpond- 
cncc with him, and, without any neceflity, pro- 
fcfTcb obedience and a fticw of loyalty. 

Befides Nigib ul Dowla, there are chiefs of the other ro- 
Rohilla race, who are pcrfeflly independent ; but 
when danger prefl'es, they unite with him their 
forces. The moft refpeftable of their chiefs is 
Hafiz Rhimut, who pofiefl'es a confiderable dif- 
tri^l between the rivers. The next to him, in 
power, is Doondi Chan; and with him we may 
number Mutta Huflein, Jacob Ali Chan, Fatte 
Chan Zurein, and others of lefs note, who com- 
mand independent tribes beyond the Ganges to 
the north of Delhi. 

The whole power of the Rohillas may amount Their fercr. 
to 100,000 horfe, and an equal number of infan- 
try, upon an emergency ; but thefe are fo wretch- 
edly appointed and ill paid, that they furnifii 
more of ridicule, than they can iinprefs of ter- 
ror in the field. Their infantry are armed v/ith 
rockets, pointed with iron, which they difeharge 
in vollies among cavalry, which frighten more 
wdth their noife and uncommon appearance, than 
by the execution which they make. The Rohil- 
las are remarkable for nothing more than their 
natural antipathy to the Mahrattoi s, which might 
be turned to advantage by the Britifli in their fu- 
ture views upon Hindoftan : but the truth is, 
that the Hindoos and Mahommedans fo equally 
ballance one another in that couritiy, that by 
fupporting one, we may, with great facility, 
command both. 

There is a fmall government 'of the Patans to Pnncipahty- 
the eaft of the Rohilla tribes. Their diftrict is 
bounded by the dominions of the prefent king, 
by thofe of Sujah ul Dowlat, and by the terri- 
tories of the Jates. The capital of this petty prin- 
cipality is Ferochabad, which is fituated upon the 

banks 
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banks of the Ganra, a fet7 crorcs above the nuns 
of the celebrated aty of Kinno^ Ahmed

extenfive, but, of late years, they have been or 
cumfenbed within narrower bounds.

flic Mahrattors arc the moft confidcriblc Hin 
doo pou cr in Hmdollan 1 he pnnapal feat of 
their genemment u Sattarah,' and fomettmeS 
Puna, on the coafl: towards Bombay Though 
the genuine Mahrattors all over India do not cx 
cccd 60000 men yet, from their fupenor brave 
ry and fuecds in depredation, thoufands of all 
tribes cnhft tliemfclvcs under thcif banners 
1 hefc, inflcad of pay, receive a certam propor 
tion of the plunder By this means an army rtf 
Mahrattors incrcafcs like a nver, the farther it 

advances , 
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advisees ; fo that it is no uncotninon thing for 
a forc 6 of ten or twelve thoufand geritiine Mah- 
rattors to grow into 1 00,000, before they arrive 
in the place which they deftine to plunder. 

The prefent chief of the Mahrattots is Ragenot 
Raw, the fon of Bagira'^. He pbfielTes one half queft. 
of Guzerat, and all the territories between that 
provinfce and the Detan. He has, of late years, 
extanded his concjiiefts to all the provinces of Ma- 
lava, and to a part of Allahabad ; haWng de- 
duced Hiinttut Singh, raja of Gudier, Anarid 
Singh, raja of Badawir, Anarid Singh, of 
Chunderi, and the princes of Dittea, Orcha, 
ElichpoOr, Bandere, and Jaffey ; all of whom 
have become tributary to the Mahrattors; They 
have, moreover, poffelTed themfelves of Orifla, 
tvhith-niight, in propriety, to be annexled to the 
fubafhip of Bengal, according to the late grant 
of the king to the Bntifli. Thus the dominions 
df the Mahrattors extend quite acrofs the penim 
fula of India, from the bay of' Bengal to the 
Kulph of -Cambait or Cambay. - - '

Ihe amount of the revenues of the Mahrat-nucs 
tots Tcannot ealily be afeertained. They muft, 
however, be very coTjfiderable. They fubfift 
their armies by depredations on their neighbours, 
and are become the terror of the Baft, more on 
account of their harbarity than their Valour, 

They never want a pietcnfce for hoftilities. They 
demand the Chout, 01 fourth part of the reve- 
nues of any province , atid, in cafe of a reftifal, 
they invade, plunder, and lay wafte thexountry. 

Their horfes being Very hardy, their ihcurlions 
are fudden, Unexpefted, and dreadfill. They 
generally appoint a plaCe of rendezvous, and their 
mvafions are carried on by detached parties. 

Should a confiderable force at any time oppofe 
them, they decline coming to a'dion j and, as 

* they 
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they invigorate their hardy horfes with opium, 
their flignt, hke their meurCons, a very ex 
pcditious 

ITie antuea of the Mahrattors do not, like 
the troops of other Indian powers, incumber 
themfelves with bazars or markets. They trull for 
tbar fubfiftence to the countries through which 
they march They are armed with firelocxs, fome 
with matchlock guns, and others with bows, 
fpears, javehns, fwords and daggers They havej 
within three years back, made fome advances 
towards forming a difaphned army of infantry 
They have, accordmgly, at prefent, ten or twelve 
battahons, of Seapoys, uniformly cloathed and 
armed — All the powers of India being now fen 
fible of the advantages which the Bntifh have 
gained by difaphned in&nlry, turned their 
thoughts to a Cmilar regulation in their armies, 
and to improve thar artillery, which was for- 
merly too unwieldy and 01 mounted, to be of any 
fervice m the field. 

To the eall of Malava, and to the fonth of 
Allahabad, is the country of Bundelcund, go- 
verned by Hmdopnt His temtones are ot a 
conCderable extent and very fertile, and he more- 
over draws great wealth from his diamond 
nunes of Hicragnr and Punagur He alfo claims 
a right to the mmes of Sommelponr, but ano- 
ther raja poUaTcs them at prefent — ^Thc annual 
revenues of Hindoput amount to near two 
crores of roupecs, inclndmg the profits anCng 
from the mines. Thcfe he farms out to merchant 
adventurers, who purchafe a certain number of 
fuperfiaal feet of ground, and they are permit 
ted to dig down pcrpenicularly as fiir as they 
pleafc. Diamonds beyond a certain waght are 
the property of the prmce, who has mfpeaors, 
to fupenntend the works 
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The nija of Bundcicund poflcncs the impreg- jt J nja tri- 
inblc fortrefs of Callingci, and fcvcral other 
confiderable ftronc; holdi. Me lias, notwitli-rMton 
fVanding, been obliged to compound for a cer- 
tain tribute uith tlic Mahrattors, u ho generally 
paid him an annual vifit. Between Bundcicund 
and Cattack, in OriTa, lie the rajafliips of 
Patna and Sommclpoui , hich are not very con- 
iidcrablc ; tJic country being mountainous, 
woody, and unhcaltli), and the inhabitants bar- 
barous in every rcfpeO, 

Part of the province of Allahabad is now pof- ‘’i'a^vAUem 
rcfTcd by Suxw'Allum, bybiithiight and title, 
though nothing lcf> fo in power, emperor of 
Hindofian. lie keeps the pool refemblancc of 
a court at Allahabad, w-hcrc a feu* ruined 
omrahs, in hopes of better da)s to their 
pnnee, ha\ing expended their fortunes in his 
lcr\icc, hill e.\i(l the ragged [icnfioncis of liis 
poverty, and burden his gratitude with their 
prcfcncc. 'Ihc di{lricl:s of Kornh and Allahabad, 
in tlic king’s polTcnion, arc rated at tliirty 
lacks, wliich is one half more than they arc able 
to bear. Inftcad of gaining by tins bad policy, 
thatpiincc, unfortunate in many retpccts, lias tlic 
mortifioition to fee his poor fubjccts opprelTed 
by thofc wdio farm the revenue, while he him- 
felf is obliged to compound wntli the farmcis 
for half the ftipulatcd fum. Bcfidcs the reve- 
nue arifing from Allahabad and Korah, which w'C 
may at a medium chimatc at tw'clve lacks, the Bri- 
tifli pay to the king tw^enty-fix lacks out of the 
revenues of Bengal , which is all Shaw Allum 
poflefles to fuppoit the dignity of the imperial 
lioufe of Iimur. — It may nor, perhaps, be un- 
acceptable to the public, to delineate, in this 
place, the char a(5ler of that unfortunate pnnee.

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cuniftancc has manifcclly aficcbcd his fpirits. A 
fimilar lolidtudc of fitu.ition, with other nabobs, 
who ha\c fallen facrificcs to their own ambition 
or the iniquitous avaiicc of Euiopean, has im- 
picflcd an aflcding melancholy on his mind. 

His joy ib conrequcntly, at times, the more ex- 
quifitc ; and the appearance of a friend, in whom 
he could confide in his dillicfs, has been known 
to ovena liclm liim more than the lofs of a battle. 

The t^rcatdl encomium upon his charafler, is 
his being able to have ftruggled, with fuccefs, 
during the fpacc of eighteen years, againft the 
avaricious and revengeful paflions of Europeans, 
without lofing his dominions, or forfeiting his 
faith to the Britifli nation.

The chara^cr which the author received of him 
m India enabled him to forctcl, in the preced 
ing edition, the figure which he has fince made , 
though no man could forefee the difpintcd poU 
tics of our coanaU on the coafl After managmg 
the war with uncommon abihtics, Hydcr, bjr^- 
ftroke of geiierallhip, obtained a peace, which 
our manifcu fupenonty had no excufe to grant 
As the laft dclpcrate pulh of lys fortunes, he 
turned the rear of our armies, and prefented 
hirafclf before Madrals We \vcro alarmed, as if 
his horfe had wicgi tp fly over our walls We 
complied with his inlblcnt demands , and our 
army, which was in full march after him, was 
ordered not to advance a ftep Fnendfiup was 
made wnth the lion, for braycly Jlrugglmg when 
he found himfelf entangled in the touS 

A enrrent of many viftones will not be able 
to wafli away the ftam which this treaty has af 
flxed to the Bntilh charaftcr in India The 
peace however which we obtained will not be 
jalhng Hyder, who has fomc title to the name 
of Au or the fuhUme, which he has afluracd, 
has already turned his arms againll the Mahrat- 
tors , and, by the laft advices from Puna, he 
has worfted thefe Marauders la fcvcral engage 
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ir.cnts. Tlicy arc, liowcvcr, .on account of their 
numbers and their predatory manner ofw ar, very 
formidable to II}dcr ; and, in fpitc of all his ef- 
forts, they wafted his dominion when they durft 
not meet him face to face on the field. Their 
force, according to the heft accounts, confifts of 
6o,oco liorfc, 65,000 foot, 10,000 for the ufc 
of the artillery, and .joo elephants. 

The low ftale of H\dcr-Ali’s finances, and the 
ravages committed in his dominions, induced 
him in January 1770 to ofi'er even to purchafe a 
peace at the enormous cvpcncc of two millions 
five hundred thoufand pounds of our money. 
This fum was rejected by Madeo-Raw, the chief 
of the Mahrattor ariftocracy, who abfolutely rc- 
fufed to clofe with any terms, till Hyder-Ali fliould 
evacuate all his conquefts on the coaft of Malabar. 
Hyder would not comply willi thefe exorbitant 
demands, and, in the mean time, took his mea- 
fures fo well, that he has hemmed in, by the 
laft accounts, the immenfe army of the Mahrat- 
tors in a ftveep of the river I'ungbudia 

In the month of Mai eh 1770, the Mahrattor 
army was in this difaftrous fimation. They had 
fcarce a month left to determine their fate, as 
their provifions were gradually decrcafing, and 
the rains fwelling the rivers apace. Hyder, in 
the mean time, by his emiflaries, fomented divi- 
fions in their camp. There arofe great diflenfi- 
ons among their chiefs, as is generally the cafe 
in every nation when the affairs of the public are 
in an untoward fituation. The common foldiers 
in particular, together with many leadeis, re- 
monftrated againft the confinement of Raja-Baw, 
the uncle of the commanding Prince. Hyder by 
his public declarations abets the fadtion j he exalts 
to the Ikies the abilities of Raja-Baw, and pre- 
tends to fear his enlargement. This piece of po-

Nor does Hyder All conhne his thoughts to 
the trophies of the field.

Bg intrigues m the court 
of the Niiam he has raifcd his brother to the 
command of that pnnee s armies , fo that a revo- 
lution m Golconda leems to roll withm his 
mind. 

Hyder Ah is an extraordinary charaSer, even 
J^**™'in a country where men have an ample field for 
the exertion of great talents. With all the vi 
gour of his counols he can neither read or wntc , 
but thefc quahficationa are not effential to a roi- 
htary genius, nor can learnmg giv„ firengh of 
mind He is poSefied of a lurpnCng memory, 
deep penetration, quickneB of refolution, great

1 he advantages of a conqueft of Hmdoftan to 
this country arc obvious It would pay as much 
of the national debt, as government fhould 
plcafc to difchargc. Should the influx of wealth 
raife the pnee of the ncceflancs and convenien 
acs of life, the poor^ on the other hand, by be 
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ing eafed of moft of their taxes, would be more 
able to purchafe them. — But, fay fome grave mo- 
ralifts, how can fuch a fcheme be reconciled to 
juftice and humanity ? — This is an obje6Hon of 
no weight. — Hindoftan is, at prefent, torn to 
pieces by faftions. All laws, divine and human, 
are trampled under foot. — Inftead of one tyrant, 
as in the times of the empire, the country now 
groans under thoufands; and the voice of the 
opprelfed multitude reaches heaven. It would, 
therefore, be promoting the caufe of juftice and 
humanity, to pull thofe petty tyrants from the 
height to which their villainies have raifed them, 
and to give to fo many millions of mankind, a 
government founded upon the principles of 
virtue and juftice — ^The talk is no lefs glorious 
than it is practicable ; for it might be accom- 
plilhed with half the blood which is often ex- 
pended, in Europe, upon an ideal fyftem of a 
balance of power, and in commercial wars, which 
muft be attended with little eclat, as they are deft 
titute of ftrikang and beneficial confequepces.
